4. Marmaduke de Lumley, was a man of 
great eminence in the church. In 1429, he-was 
maſter of Trinity-hall, in Cambridge, and chan- 
cellor of that univerſity ; and the year following, 
he was elected biſhop of Carliſle. In 1447, he 
was treaſurer of England ; and in 1450, the year 
before he died, he was tranſlated to the fee of 
Lincoln, |

"Thomas be LUMLEY, who was attainted with 
his, father, died under age, and unmarried, en 
the laſt day of May, A. D. 1404, being then ſei- 
zed of the caſtle and manor of Kilton, with the 
manors Lythum, Cotum, Thwenge upon the 
Wolde, Octone- Juxta-Swathorpe, Octone- Holme, 
in Houlderneſs, and Haddeſton, in Northumber- 
land, as alſo of the caſtle of Lumley Parva, and 
manors of Stanley, Strauton, Ricleſden, and 
Beautrone, in the biſhopric of Durham, leaving 
his brother, 


Sir Jon LuMLEyY, knight, his heir, who in 


1407, doing his homage, had livery of all the 
caſtles, manors, and lands, whereof the ſaid Sir 
Ralph, his father, was ſeized, at the time of his 
attainder; and in the thirteenth of Henry IV. 
being fully reſtored in blood, (tainted by the con - 
viction of the ſaid Ralph, his father, and Tho- 
mas his brother) was ſlain in the battle of Baugy, 
in France, A. D. 1421. | 
He married Felicia, daughter of Sir Matthew 
Redman, governor of Berwick, and by her had 
iſſue an only ſon, | | 
Sir THoMas DE LUMLEY, who in the tenth of 
Henry VI. had livery of his lands; and in the 
thirty-third of that reign, being then a knight, 
was made governor of Scarborough caſtle for 
life, In the fifth of Edward IV. he was one of 
the commiſſioners, appointed to treat with James, 
king of Scotland, touching the marriage of that 
ing, with ſome perſon of the king of England's 
allegiance; as alſo concerning. cerfain wrongs 
which had been done by the ſubjects of both na- 
tions to each other, contrary to the articles, of 
truce, About that time alſo, he was at the ſiege 


of Bamburgh caſtle, in Northumberland, then 
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defended (with'ſome other garriſons in the North) 
by the Lancaſtrians. Upon petition, the attain- 
der of his grandfather and uncle was. reverſed, 
and he had. ſummons to parliament, from the 
firſt of Edward IV. to the twelfth of Henry VIII. 
incluſive: According to Dugdale, this indul- 
gence was ſhewn him, in regard that he had mar. 
ried a natural daughter of king Edward IV. but 
other authorities ſay, that his wife was. Margaret, 
daughter of Sir James Harrington, knight, bro- 
ther to William, lord Harrington. 

His iſſue were three daughters, as in the table, 
and dying A. p. 1485, was ſucceeded by an only ſon, 

Sir GzorRGE DE LUMLEY, who married Eliza- 
beth, one of the daughters and heirs of Roger 
Thornton, eſquire, a very wealthy merchant, of 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne, by vhom' he had the lord- 

ips of Witton, in the county of Northumber- 
land, Lulworth, and the iſle in the biſhopric; 
which Roger founded the houſe of White-Friers, 
in Newcaſtle. But after this marriage, poſſeſſing 
thoſe lands in right of his wife, there happened a 
ſharp conteſt between Giles Thornton, a natural 
ſon of the aforeſaid Roger and him, concerning 
the inheritance of them; in which vx this 
George killed the ſaid Giles in the ditch of Wind- 
ſor caſtle. He was ſheriff of Northumberland, 
in the years 1462, 1463; and from 1468, to 
1472 incluſive; and was made knight banneret, 
in Hooton Field, on the twenty-ſecond of Au- 
guſt, A. D. 1480. He died a. p. 1508, having 
had iſſue three ſons. |

Sir TyHoMas LuMLEy, the eldeſt ſon, died

GEORGE DE LUMLEY, who being concerned in 
an inſurrection with lord D*Arcy, and others, was 
committed to the Tower of London; and in 
1538, being arraigned at Weſtminſter, was found 
guilty of high-treaſon, and ſuffered an attainder, 
and death, in the life-time of his father. He 
married Jane, ſecond daughter and coheir of Sir 
Richard Knightley, of Fauſley, in Northampton-. 
ſhire, by Jane, his wife, daughter of Sir John 

| Spencer, 
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Spencer, knight, and had iſſue two daughters and 
a ſon, | | 

Sir Jonn LumLey, ſucceſſor to his grandfather, 
who was reſtored in blood, by an act of parlia- 
ment, in the firſt of Edward VI. and a new ba- 
rony of Lumley, created and limited by expreſs 
words to the ſaid John, in tail male, the ancient 
barony being merged in the crown, in conſe- 
quence of the attainder of George his father. He 
was. made knight of the Bath on the twenty- 
ninth of September, A. b. 1553, two days be- 
fore the coronation of queen Mary. In the twenty - 
ninth of Elizabeth, he was commiſſioned with 
other lords, for the trial of Mary, queen of Scots, 
and, in the year enſuing, joined with thoſe other 
commiſſioners, in giving ſentence upon ſecretary 
Davyſon, by reaſon he had ſent the queen's war- 
rant for putting the queen of Scots to death 
without her knowledge. In the forty. fourth of 
the ſame reign, he was one of the peers that ſat 
upon the trial of Robert Devereux, earl of Eſſex. 
He died on the eleventh of April, A. b. 1609, 
having been twice married ; firſt, to Jane, daugh- 
ter and coheir of Henry Fitz-Allan, earl of 
Arundel, by whom he had iſſue Charles, Tho- 
mas, and Mary, who all died infants. By his 
ſecond wife, Elizabeth, daughter of John, lord 
D' Arcy, of Chicke, he had no iſſue; ſo that 
this new created barony of Lumley expired with 
him. We now proceed with 

ANTHONY LUMLEY, (ſecond ſon to Richard de 
Lumley, and younger brother to John de Lum- 
ley, of whom) we promiſed to treat, and who 
was anceſtor to the preſent earl of Scarborough. 

He married a daughter of Richard Gray of 
Northumberland, eſquire, and by her had an 
only ſon, 

RookR LuMLEY, who, by Ann Kurſtwick, had 
a numerous iſſue, of which the eldeſt ſon, 

Sir Ricyuarp LuMLey, ſucceeded his father, 
and being chief heir male of the family, after 
the deceaſe of the ſaid John, lord Lumley, inhe- 
rited Lumley caſtle, and a great part of the ef- 
tate of his anceſtors, by deed of ſettlement, and 
the laſt will and teſtament of the ſaid lord Lum- 
ley. 

Ts the nineteenth of July, A. b. 1616, he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood. He was much 
in favour with Charles I. by whom he was created

2. Henry Lumley, who in the reign of king 
William, ſerved. in ſeveral campaigns abroad, and 
once was the only means of faving his majeſty 
from being taken priſoner. He ſerved alſo in the 
reign of queen Anne, under the great duke of 
Marlborough. He obtained the rank of lieu- 
tenant=general, on the twenty-fourth of Febru- 
ary, A. D. 1702-3. He was afterwards appointed 
general of horſe and colonel of the king's regi- 
ment of horſe; and on the nineteenth of April, 
A. D. 1703, was conſtituted governor of Jerſey: 
He departed this life full of honour, as a noble- 
man and as a ſoldier, on the eighteenth of Octo- 
ber, A. D. 1722, and was interred in a vault be- 
longing to the church of Sabridgeworth, in Hert- 
fordſhire. He married, firſt, Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of Thimbleby, of Lincolnſhire, but 
by her had no iſſue, By his ſecond lady, Anne, 
daughter of Sir William Wiſeman, of Canfield- 
hall, in Eſſex, baronet, who ſurviving him, died 
on the fourth of March, a. b. 1736; he had an 


only daughter, Frances, who was born in 1513, 


and died on the thirteenth of October, A. b. 
1719, His elder brother, 

(Firſk Earl.) Rich D LuMLey, ſucceeded 
his grandfather, as viſcount Lumley, in the king- 
dom of Ireland; and having all the advantages 
of education, both at home and abroad, render- 
ed himſelf ſo acceptable from his firſt ſetting out 
in the world, that he was particularly taken no- 
tice of by king Charles II. and diſtinguiſhed a- 
mong the moſt polite men of the age. The firſt 
opportunity that offered of ſerving his country, 
was in the year 1680, when an expedition was in- 
tended againſt the Moors, and to raiſe the ſiege 
of Tangier, which long voyage and dangerous 
enterprize his lordſhip readily undertook, and on 
the twelfth of June, the ſame year, was actually 
embarked at Portſmouth, to go on that ſervice 
under the earl of Mulgrave, (afterwards duke of

an Iriſh peer, on the twelfth of July, 4. b. 1628, 
by the title of viſcount Lumley, of Waterford, 
in the kingdom of Ireland. He eſpouſed the 
royal cauſe, during the troubles of that reign, and 
made Lumley caſtle a garriſon. Afterwards when 
tyranny had uſurped the name of protection, he 
was very aſſiduous in forming plans for the Reſto- 
ration, and was one of thdſe loyal peers who ſub-. 
ſcribed that memorable declaration, juſt before 
the meeting of the parliament, which produced 
that happy event. 
He married Frances, daughter of Henry Shel- 
ly, of Warminghurſt, in the county of Suſſex, a 
younger branch of the baronet's family of that 
name, ſeated at Michaelgrove, by whom he had 
iſſue a daughter, Julia, married, firſt, to — 
Germain, eſquire ; and ſecondly, to John Shuck- 
burgh, of Barton, in the county of Warwick. 
Alſo a ſon, - hs ot; ol watt 
John Lumley, who died before his father, and 
was buried at St, Martin's, in London; he mar-

Buckinghamſhire) who was appointed commander 
in chief. But other meaſures being concerted, 
and the expedition laid aſide, his lordſhip returned 
to court, and ſoon after. on the eleventh of Sep- 
tember, A. b. 1680, was appointed maſter of the 
horſe to queen Catherine, conſort to king Charles 
II. Soon after which, in conſideration of his 
great merit, approved fidelity, and his deſcent 
trom noble anceſtors, ancient barons of this 
kingdom, he was advanced to the dignity of a ba- 
ron of this kingdom, by the ſtile and title of 
baron Lumley, of Lumley caſtle, in the county 
palatine of Durham; and the patent, which bore. 
date, May 31, A. D. 1681, extended not only to 
the heirs male of his body, but, in default of ſuch 
heirs, to his brother Henry Lumley, and the 
heirs male of his body. But no parliament ſit- 
: during the remainder of Charles Il. his

On the inſurrection raiſed by the duke of Mon- 


mouth in the Weſt, he had the command of a 


regiment of horſe, and being ſent into thoſe 


parts, had a principal ſhare in gaining the victory 
at Sedgemore; and the duke of Monmouth, with 
the German count who accompanied him, and 
the lord Grey, were by his vigilancy diſcovered, 
and ſurrendered themſelves priſoners to his lord- 
ſhip. Nevertheleſs, when he obſerved king James's 
deſign was to introduce popery, and that our re- 
ligion and laws were in danger of being ſubvert- 
ed, by the arbitrary meaſures then took, he for- 
ſook the court, appeared on the behalf of the 
ſeven biſhops at their trial, and was among thoſe 
of the chief nobility, who had the courage to 
conſult with Monſ. Dykvelt, (whom the prince of 
Orange intruſted to manage his affairs in Eng- 
land) and to concert with him ſuch advices and 
advertiſements, as might be fit for the prince 
to know, whereby he might govern himſelf; 
and often met at the earl of Shrewſbury's, 
where they conſulted how to proceed, and- drew 
the declaration, on which they adviſed his high- 
neſs to engage. It alſo appears, that he was prin- 
cipally intruſted by the earl of Orford, who went 
over to Holland, and had the prince's direction 
for the management of the grand affair of the Re- 
volution. 

When matters were concluded on, his lordſhip, 
with the duke of Devonſhire, and the earl of Dan- 
by, undertook for the North ; and retiring into 
their ſeveral counties, the lord Lumley, by his 
intereſt and friends, ſecured the important town 
of Newcaſtle, which declared for the prince ſoon 
after his landing. He was afterwards no leſs in- 
ſtrumental, by his intereſt and arguments in the 
houſe of peers, in gaining the vote that the 
throne was vacant, as alſo that the prince and 
-princeſs of Orange ſhould be declared king and 
queen of England. For which ſervices, on the 
day after their majeſties were proclaimed, (14 Fe- 
-bruary, A. b. 1688,) he was ſworn of the privy- 
council, and declared one of the gentlemen of 
the king's bedchamber. Alſo before their coro- 
nation, 10 April, A. D. 1689, was advanced to 
the dignity of viſcount Lumley of Lumley caſtle ; 
and finally, on the 15th of April, A. p. 1690, to 
the title of earl of Scarborough; and, was like- 
wiſe conſtituted captain and colonel of the firſt 


- troop of horſe- guards. In the year 1690, he at- 


tended king William into Ireland, was at the bat- 
tle of the Boyne ; and afterwards waited on his 
majeſty at the great congreſs of princes at the 
Hague, and came back with him to England. 

In the year 1691, he returned again to Hol- 
land, and waited on the king in his ſeveral cam- 
paigns in Flanders, till the concluſion of the 
peace of Ryſwick, and was declared lieutenant- 
general of his forces. His majeſty had a peculiar 
ary, A. D. 
1692, when he went to Portſmouth to view the 
fleet, lay at the earl's ſeat in Suſſex, and hunted 


with him there ſeveral days. Being in waiting on 


the king at his deceaſe, he, and the lord Lexing- 


ton, had the care of the king's body.

In which poſts he was con- 
tinued by her late majeſty queen Anne; Who, un 
June 24, A. Þ. 1702, appointed his lordſhip lord- 
lieutenant of the counties of Durham and Nor- 
thumberland ; he was conſtituted one of the com- 
miſſioners to treat of an union between the two 
kingdoms of England and Scotland; and, pur- 
ſuant to that act, was ſworn of the privy- council 
at Kenſington, 18 Aug. 17098. 7 810 
On the acceſſion of king George I. his lord- 
ſhip was found to be among thoſe peers, intruſt. 
ed by his majeſty with the government of theſe 
kingdoms, till his arrival. On March 9, A. b. 
I 77 16, his lordſhip was appointed chancellor 
of the dutchy and county palatine of Lancaſter, 
which he reſigned in May, 4. b. 1717; and 
thereupon had the office of vice-treaſurer, re- 


ceiver-general, and paymaſter-general of all his 


majeſty's revenues in the kingdom of Ireland, 
with the power to act by ſufficient deputies. 
And his lordſhip, having no intention to go 
over, procured an act of parliament, which 
paſſed the royal aſſent, on the ſixth of July, a. p. 
1717, to enable him to take, in Great-Britain, 
the uſual oath to qualify himſelf for the faid of- 
fice. He departed this life on the 17th of De- 
cember, A. b. 1721, and was buried with his an- 
ceſtors in the church of Cheſter in the Street, in 
the biſhopric of Durham; and having married 
Frances, only daughter and heir of Sir Henr 

Jones of Aſton, in com' Oxon. and of his wife 
Frances, ſiſter to Thomas, earl of Falconberg, 
had iſſue ſeven ſons and four daughters.

5. Charles Lumley, who was appointed groom 
of the bedchamber to George II. on the twenty- 
ſecond of December, a. p. 1727, and ſerved in 
parliament for Chicheſter, and died on the ele- 
venth of Auguſt, A. D. 1727, unmarried. 

6. John Lumley, who was equerry to his ma- 
jeſty George II. and afterwards groom of the bed- 
chamber to Frederic, prince of Wales. In 
1727, he was choſen member of parhament for 
Arundel; and in November, 1731, he was ap- 
pointed to a company in the Coldſtream regiment 
of foot-guards. On the twenty-third of April, 
A.D. 1734, he was made avener and clerk-martial 
of the king's ſtables; and two years after, gen- 
tleman of the horſe to the king.

ENR Y FRED ERIC, of che houſe of 
Naſſau, prince of Orange, grandfather to 
king William of England, had a natural ſon, 

Ar Nass au, who, by gift from his fa- 
ther, became lord of Zuleiſtein, and was general 
of foot ifFthe ſervice of the States · general, when 
his country was invaded by the French, in 1672. 
He married Mary, daughter of Sir William Kil- 
legrew, of the county of Cornwall, baronet, by 
whom he had iſſue a ſon and heir, - 

(Firſt Earl.) WILLIAM HENRY Nassav, who 
was one of. the chief perſons confided in by the 
prince of Orange, with whom he came into Eng- 
land. After their majeſties king William and 
queen Mary had been proclaimed, he was appoint- 
ed one of the members of their firſt privy-coun- 
cil, in 1688-9, and at the ſame time conſtituted 
maſter of the robes to the king. On the twelfth 
of September, Aa. D. 1690, he was appointed 
lieutenant-general of horſe and foot, and was 
continually attendant upon his royal maſter both 
in Ireland and Flanders. Beſides the particular 
favour of the ſovereign, the ſingular ſervices he 
performed at the battle of Landen, on the twen- 
ty-ninth of July, A. D. 1693, reſcuing his ma- 
jeſty, at a time when he was ſurrounded by the 
enemy, and in the moſt imminent danger, at the 
expence of ſeyeral wounds, and with the loſs of 
his own liberty, were the foundations of peerage 
to this noble family: for the king revo ving in 
his mind this, and many other marks of his loy- 


date the tenth of May, A. p. 1693, advance him 
to the dignity of a peer of this realm, by the ſtiles 
and titles of baron of Enfield, in the county of 
Middleſex, viſcount Tunbridge, in Kent, and 
carl of Rochford, in the county of Eſſex. 

Whenever his majeſty viſited Holland, the earl 
was in his retinue: and ſo far was his lordſhip ad- 
vanced in the royal favour, that in 1697, the king 
finding himſelf ill, went to Zuleſtein, and continue 
with him till his recovery.

He died at Zuleiſtein, (having never 
after, except in 1705, paid a viſit to England) in 
1708, leaving behind him a moſt amiable cha- 
rafter, both in his public and. private capacity;

HAT the ſtudy and practice of our com- 
mon law has raiſed many men to great 


wealth and honour, the records of former times 
and daily experience ſufficiently - teſtify. Of all | 


examples of this ſort, / there are perhaps none 
more ſtriking than theſe of Thomas Coventry, 
the father, and Thomas Coventry, the ſon; the 
latter of which was the firſt peer in this noble fa-

But then this happy temper, and thoſe good

enemies, and ſupply'd him with ſome well - wiſhers, 
than furniſhed him with any faſt and unſhaken 
friends; who are always procured in courts by 
more ardour and more vehement profeſſions and

To conclude; his ſecurity conſiſted very much in 
his having but little credit with the king; and he 
died in a ſeaſon the moſt opportune, in which a 
wiſe man would have prayed to have finiſhed his 
courſe, and which in truth crowned his other

Sir John Coventry was 
one of thoſe members of the houſe of commons, who ftrug- 
gled much againſt the giving money ; and it being then uſual, 
after ſuch bills had failed in the main vote, for thoſe who op- 
poſed, to endeavour to lay the money on funds unacceptable 
and deficient ; it was propoſed to lay a tax on the play-houſes, 
which were then deemed neſts of proſtitution, This was op- 
poſed by the court: It was ſaid, The players were the 
king's ſervants, and a part of his pleaſure.” Whereupon Sir 


John Coventry aſked, ** Whether did the king's pleaſure lie

'The duke of York told biſhop Bur- 
net, He ſaid all he could to the king to divert him from the 
reſolution he took; which was, to ſend ſome of the guards,

3. Henry Coventry had his education in All- 
Souls college, in Oxford, where he was ereated 
both maſter of arts, and batchelor of law: he 
afterwards ſuffered great]y- for his loyalty during 
the rebellion ; ſo that ſoon after the reſtoration of 
king Charles II. he was made one of the grooms of 
his bed-chamber, and on the fourth of September, 
A. D. 1664, was ſent envoy extraordinary to Swe- 
den, where he continued near two years, arrivin 
at Whitehall the twenty-firſt of June, A. b.

The year following, he and Denſil, lord Hollis, 
were ſent ambaſſadors extraordinary to-Breda, 
where they concluded a peace with France, Den- 
mark, and the States-General. In the year 1671, 
he went again ambaſſador to Sweden; and on his 
return from thence, was on the third of July, the 


year following, conſtituted one of his majeſty's 
principal ſecretaries of State, and ſworn of the 


privy-council z in which eminent office he be- 
Haved himſelf with much honour and integrity; 
but declining in his health through the neceſſary 
fatigue of that employment, he ſought a releaſe; of 
which this publick notice was given in the Gazette, 
Ne 4185; Whitehall, February 11, A. b. 1679. 
His majeſty was this afternoon pleaſed to declare 
in council, that Mr. Secretary Coventry has long 
ſollicited him, on account of his infirmity of body, 
for his leave to reſign his place of one of his prin- 
cipal ſecretaries of ſtate ; that his majeſty had at 
laſt been prevailed upon to grant it, though with 
ſome unwillingneſs, becauſe of the great ſatisfac- 
tion his — * had always had in his ſervices; 
and that his intention was he ſhould ever continue 
of his privy- council. After this, he never accept- 
ed of any public employment, but lived retired 
to his death, which happened at his houſe in the

verfity of Oxford, He was ſworn of the privy- 
council, and received the honour of knighthood 
on the twenty-ſixth of June, a. b. 1665, and 
made one of the commiſſioners of the tfeaſury on 
the twenty-fourth of May, A. b. 1667; being, 
as _— Burnet relates, A man of great no- 
tions and eminent virtues; the beſt ſpeaker in the 
houſe of commons, and capable of bearing the 
chief miniſtry, as it was once thought he was 
very near it, and deſerved it more than all the 
reſt did.” However, as he was too honeſt to en- 
gage in the defigns of that reign, and quarelling 
with the duke of Buckingham, a challenge paſſed 
between them; upon which he was forbid the 
court, and retired to Minſter-Lovel, near Whit- 
ney, in Oxfordſhire, where he gave himſelf up to 
a religious and private courſe of life, without ac- 
cepting of any employment, though he was after- 
wards offered more than once the beſts poſt in the 
court. He died unmarried at Somerhill, near 
Tunbridge-Wells, in Kent (where he had gone 
for the benefit of the waters) and was buried at 
Penſhurſt, in the ſame county, under a monu- 
ment erected to his memory, and the inſcription 
recites, that he died the eighth calends of July, 
A. D. 1686, aged ſixty. . 

(Second Lord.) Thou as CovexnTay, only ſon 
of the laſt lord, by his fitſt marriage, ſucceeded 
to the peerage in 1639.

That matter was executed by orders 
from the duke of Monmouth ; for which be was ſeverely cen-

ſured, becauſe he lived then in profeſſions of friendſhip with 

Coventry; ſo that his ſubjection to the king was not thought 
an excuſe for directing ſo vile an attempt on his friend, without 

ſending him ſecret notice of what was deſigned. Coventry 
had his nofe fo well needled up, that the ſcar was ſcarce to be 
diſcerned. This put the houſe of commons into a furious up- 
roar: they paſſed a bill of baniſnment againſt the actors of it; 


and put a clauſe in it, that it ſhould not be in the king's power 


to pardon them; and that it ſhould be death to maim any per- 
ſon. This gave great advantages to all thoſe that oppoſed the 
court: and was often remembered, and much improved by 
all the angry men of thoſe times.“ |

1592, and from the age of ten years to the age 
of thirteen, was educated at Billeſden ſchool, in 
that county, where he alſo learned the grounds of 
muſic. At this time his father dying, he was 
taken home by his mother to her houſe at Gode- 
by. She trained him up is dancing, fencing, 
and ſuch manlike exerciſes, (wherein he became 
a great proficient) and at the age of eighteen tra- 
velled into France, where having improved him- 
ſelf in thoſe accompliſhments, he returned to 
England after three years reſidence in that king- 
dom. It was about this time that Car, earl of So- 
merſet, began to decline in the favour of .James1. 
a prince, who of all others, was moſt delighted 
with beauty of perſon and elegance of dreſs ; ſo 
that Mr. Villiers no ſooner appeared at court, 
than thoſe advantages recommended him to the 
king's favour. He firſt entertained him, in 1613, 
as his cup: bearer at large, and the next ſummer 


admirted him in ordinary, by which he was, of 


courſe, to be much in his majeſty's preſence, and 
ſo admitted to that converſation and diſcourſe with 
which that prince always abounded at his meals.

the reaſon that this journey had no other effect, 
than entirely to diſſolve the Spaniſh match, ſo 


Spain (on the eighteenth of May) he added to 
his other titles, thoſe of earl of Coventry and 
duke of Buckingham; and on his return from 
thence, he was made lord-warden of the cinque 
ports, and ſteward of the manor of Hampton- 
court. The prince's ſafe return to England was 


companied with the moſt univerſal rejoicing 
through the kingdom, that the nation had ever

His majeſty's indiſpoſition 
towards him was exceedingly encreaſed during 
the ſitting of the parliament, ſoon after the prince's 
return from Spain, in which the duke endeavour- 
ed to appear very popular; and having gained 
the leading men of both houſes to eſpoule his in- 


and totally ruined the earl of Middleſex, lord- 
high-treaſurer of England, who preſuming upon 


coronation of the king, on the ſecond of Febru- 
ary, A. D. 1625-6,' he was lord-high-conſtable for 
the occaſion ; but being impeached in the parlia- 
ment, that ſat four days after, of high crimes and 
miſdemeanors, in thirteen articles, the king im- 
patient of all proceedings - againſt him, immedi- 
ately diſſolved it, though at a criſis when he was 
actually engaged in a war with Spain; and though 
within a month after the diſſolution, a new war 
was. entered into againſt France, in which the 
duke being employed both as admiral -and gene- 
ral, proved very-unſucceſsful in the deſcent upon 
the Iſle of Rhee, in Auguſt, 1627. To repair 
the diſgrace of this, he reſolved upon a ſecond 
expedition againſt the French, and accordingly ih 
Auguſt the year following, he came to Portſ- 
mouth, to ſee that all things were put in order 
for the ſervice, and intended to embark there for 
the relief of Rochelle, then beſieged by the 
French king ; but while he was there, one John 
Felton, born in Suffolk, and bred a ſoldier, but 
of a melancholy conſtitution, being lieutenant in 
Sir James Ramſey's regiment, preſſed into an in- 
ner chamber, where he was at breakfaſt with Mon- 
ſieur Soubiez, Sir Thomas Fryer, and divers other 
perſons of quality. Whence, expecting his paſ- 
ſage through a lobby betwixt that and the next 
room, where there ſtaid many expecting him, in 
his paſſage through this lobby, (which was ſome- 
what darker than the other room) Sir Thomas 
walking by his ſide, and diſcourſing with him: in 
the very moment that they parted, Felton, with a 
back blow, ſtabbed him in the left ſide, leaving 
the knife in his body; which the duke him- 
ſelf immediately pulled out, but directly ſunk 
down and expired. Which ſudden act fo much 
amazed all that were at hand, that no man took 
notice of the affaſſin, ſo that he might eaſily 
have paſſed away undiſcovered; but that glorying 
in what he had thus done, he freely revealed 
himſelf.

He married Mary, daughter and 
heir of Thomas, lord Fairfax, of Cameron, the 
famous parliament general, by his wife, daugh- 
ter and coheir to Horatio, lord Vere, of Tilbury, 
and died without iſſue, in a poor cottage, in York- 
ſhire, on the ſixteenth of April, a. v. 1687. 
His grace was inſtalled knight of the Garter, 


on the fifteenth of April, A. Db. 1661, and was 


maſter of the horſe to his majeſty Charles II. as 


alſo lord- lieutenant of the county of York. He 


was remarkable for a continual flow of wit and 


humour; but the ill nature and indecency which 


occaſionally hurried away his muſe, gave general 
offence. He began life with all the advantages of 
fortune and perſon which a nobleman could covet, 
and afterwards, by the favour of Charles I. had 
large opportunities of making himſelf as conſi- 
derable as his deceaſed father had been. But he

miſerably, waſted his eſtate, forfeited his honour, 
damned his reputation, and, at the time of his 


death, is ſaid to have wanted even the neceflaries 
of life, and not to have had one friend in the 


world. The many ſcenes of life which his grace 


went through, would : furniſh; ample matter. for 


hiſtory, but no entertainment: we ſhall there- 


fore leave this younger branch of the Villiers fa- 
mily extinct in him, and follow the deſcendants of 

Sir GroROR VILLIERS, by his firſt wife already 
mentioned.

Kent. In 693, he was ſent envoy extraordinary 
to the Hague, where he ſupported the honour of 
the king at a congreſs; and in his private capacity 
diſplayed a ſpecies of munificence that reflected 


honour upon his country. 


In April, A. p. 1697, he was appointed one of 
the lords juſtices of Ireland; and about the 
ſame time was conſtituted one of the pleni- . 
potentiaries for the treaty of Ryſwick. On 
the twenty-ninth of October, that year, he was 
appointed ambaſſador extraordinary to the States- 
General, having been created ſixteen days before, 
by letters patent, earl of Jerſey. Returning from 
the States-General, he was ſworn of the privy- 
council on the twenty-fifth of November, that 
year; and in 2698, he was appointed ambaſſador 
extraordinary to the court of France ; and arrived 
at Paris, making a moſt magnificent public entry 
on the fourth of January, A. b.

CHOLMONDELEY, Earl of CHOLMONDELEY. 


T. is univerſally allowed that the antiquity of 

this noble family in Cheſhire was equal, if not 
fuperior, to moſt others ; and it is very certain that 
they aſſumed their ſurname from the lordſhip of 
Cholmondeley (written then Calmundele“) which, 
together with the barony of Malpas, and many 
other large poſſeſſions +, came to them by a mar- 


riage with Letitia, ſole daughter and heir to Robert, 


baron of Malpas, ſon of Hugh, lord of Malpas. This 
lady became the wife of William le Belward, whoſe 
father, John le Belward (the firſt we meet with of 
the family) lived in the time of William I. and was 
ſeated at Depinbeeche, or Malpas. The barony, 
&c. deſcended to the ſon of this marriage, 

WILLIAM LE BELWARD, who married Beatrix, 
daughter of Hugh Kiveliock, earl of Cheſter, 
and coheir to her brother Ranulph. The iſſue of 
this marriage were three ſons, | 

1. David, from whom defcended Sir Richard 
Egerton, knight, whoſe natural ſon, Thomas, 
lord Elleſmere, was anceſtor to the earls and dukes 
of Bridgewater 4. 3

diate continuators of the male line, their reſpec- 
tive marriages, deaths, and iſſue, we refer to the 

table, having nothing material in an hiſtorical way 

to offer, more than that they were always men of 
weight and property, and for the moſt part be- 
loved by their country. This Sir Hugh was born 
in 1512; and at the age of twenty-one was 
knighted at Leith for his valiant behaviour in an 
expedition made into Scotland under the direc- 
tion of the duke of Norfolk. In the reign of 
Philip and Mary, when the Scots invaded Eng- 
land, A. D. 1337, and threatened to beſiege Ber- 


wick, he joined the carl of Danby, at the head of 


an hundred able bodied men, raiſed at, his own 
expence, in order to repel them, 

He was a perſon of great honour ; and for his 
admirable gifts of wiſdom, temperance, conti- 
nency, liberality, hoſpitality, and godly depar- 
ture at his end, left few who were his equals ; 
and his death was lamented by all ſorts of people,

having for fifty years together been eſteemed the 


father of his country, by the good offices he did 
to all who applied themſelves to him, which ap- 
pages from many arbitrations on record, that were 
eft to his determination. He was five times 
ſheriff of Cheſhire, as alſo ſheriff of Flintſhire, 
for ſome years, and a long time one of the two 
only deputy- lieutenants of Cheſhire ; and for a 
ood ſpace vice-preſident of the marches of 
ales, in the abſence of the famous Sir Henry 
Sidney, knight, lord-deputy of Ireland. He 
departed this life in the eighty-third year of his

ALTHOUGH che anceſtors of this no- 

ble family are generally eſteemed to have 
been perſons of great authority in Shropſhire, 
even before the Norman conqueſt, we are not 
able to make a lineal deduction earlier than from 
that period. Doubts have ariſen among the an- 
tiquaries, both of France and England, whether 
the family of Harlai, in the former kingdom, and 
the Engliſh Harley, had the ſame origin ; but theſe 
ſcruples have never been ſufficiently exploded, and 
we muſt be thought to advance what is commonly 
conjectured, rather than what is certainly known, 
when we ſay, that the French HaRLa1 is a younger 
branch of the Engliſh family. The name was 
certainly taken from the town of Harley “, in 
Shropſhire, where, before and in the time of 
Wilham the Conqueror was ſeated ©

He returned to England, in February; 1612-13, 
and was choſen to ſerve in. parliament, as knight 
of the ſhire for the county of York. In the lat- 
ter end of 1614, having ſucceeded. his father as 
baronet, he was appointed cuſtos rotulorum of 
the Weſt Riding in Yorkſhire. In 1622 his lady 
died; and on the twenty- fourth of February, 4. b.

ing been the inſtrument of this change in his pub- 
lic conduct. On the 22d of July, that ſame year, 
he was advanced to the title of baron Wentworth, 
of Wentworth Woodhouſe z and on the tenth 
of December following, to that of viſcount Went- 
worth. He was likewiſe appointed lord-prefident 


of the North, and one of the privy council; and

to England, beſides: what elſe he advanced to his 
majeſty's purſe. | He continued ib Ireland till 
June, 4. 5.1636, when he came over to England. 
and gave the king in full council at Hampton- 
court, an account of his adminiftration in Ireland, 
concerning the reſtitution of the rights of the 
church, the eſtabliſning. of Engliſh laws, the re- 
formation of the army, the king's revenue and 
diſcharge of his debts, the ſecuring the ſeas, and 


the advancement of trade, &c; with ſome future 


deſigns for his majeſty's ſervice in that Kingdom. 
His tordſhip's conduct in all theſe reſpects being 
highly approved, he returned to his government 
of Ireland in the end of November, where he 
continued till September, a. b. 1639; when 
having ſecured the northern parts of that king- 
dom againſt the deſigns of the Scots there, he 
came over to England by his majeſty's order, who 
wanted his aſſiſtance in the perplexed ſtate of his 
affairs ariſing from the jealduſies of his ſubjects. 
His lordſhip, however, gave ſo ſatis factory an ac- 
count of the ſituation of Ireland, during his ad- 
miniſtration, as lord-deputy, that he was ad- 
vanced to the dignity of lord -· lieutenant; and was 
by letters patent, bearing date the twelfth of Ja- 
nuaty, A. b. 1639, created baron of Raby, in 
Durham, with limitation in failure of iſſue male, 
to his younger brothers; alſo earl of Strafford. His 
advice now to his majeſty was, for a parliament 
in Ireland, which was immediately ſummoned; 
and after wards for a parliament in England, againſt 
the beginning of the next year. In Lent follow- 
ing he returned to Ireland, where he continued 
about a fortnight, in which time he ſat in parlia- 
ment; had four ſubſidies given there; appointed 
a council of war; and gave orders to levy eight 
thouſand foot in Ireland, who, together with two 
thouſand foot, and a thouſand horſe, which was 


the ſtanding army in Ireland, and five hundred 


horſe to be joined with them, were to be ſent into 
Scotland under his lordſhip's command, at the 
ſame time that the earl of Northumberland was to 
be general of the Engliſh forces. In April he 
came over into England, arriving at London be- 
fore the meeting of the ſhort parliament; after 
the diſſolution of which, and upon the indiſpo- 
ſition of the earl of Northumberland, he was 


made lieutenant- general of the Engliſh forces, 


and ſent into the North, where the Engliſh army 
was; but before he reached them, they were de- 
feated at Newborne, under the command of lord 
Conway. However, the earl's conduct was fo 
highly approved of by his majeſty, that on the 
twelfth of September, a. Db. 1640, he was elected 
a knight of the moſt noble order of the Garter. 
But this diſtinction was a very ſhort-lived ſatis- 
faction to him; for upon the meeting of the par- 


liament, in November following, the leading mem- 


bers, ſecretly confederating with thoſe whoſe prin- 
ciples were anti-monarchical, and whom nothing 
could pleaſe but the abſolute extirpation of the 
religion eſtabliſhed, and the total ruin of the go- 
vernment, whereby they might ſhare the revenues 
of both church and king, attempted the removal 
of every thing that they thought would impede 
their deſigns. They firſt began with this incom- 
parable nobleman, exhibiting a charge of high- 
creaſon againſt him; whereupon he was brought 
to a trial before his peers : but when they came 
to the particulars of proof, although they ſearched 


into all the actions of his life, from tir frſt time 
chat he had any public employment of. truſt, and 
found nothing; that amounted to 4 conſiderable 
miſdemeanor; nevertheleſs, by certain /ubjuſtifi- 
able devices; they at 'lenptly[paſſed'a ſpecial! bill 
of .attainder, but with this patticulat; clauſe, (re- 
ſulting from a ſelf-convinQion of their: baſe pro-

ceedin gs) that the like ſhould never be drawn into 
practice again. Fim nd. zer 
And having. ſo done, by ſundry other indirect 
practices, they extorted from that good king, his 
royal aſſent thereunto, and then beheaded: him at 
Tower-hill, on the twelfth: of May next enſuing. 
(1641) An att fo truly unjuſt and cruel, that (not 
only ſome of thoſe ho had been ſeduced to con- 
cur with them herein, when they themſelves came 
afterwards to be deſtroyed by the hands of the com- 
mon executioner, / infinitely bewailed and repented 
thereof; but which lay heavy upon the conſcience 
of that moſt pious and devour martyr; (the king 
himſelf) when he ſuffered death by that barbarous 
3 in whoſe deſtruction they had de- 
ſigned the utter ruin and extirpation of this for- 
merly flouriſhing and famous monarchy. His 
Jofdſhip's body was buried at Wentworth, | 
He was extremely temperate in his diet, drinl- 
ing, and recreations, but naturally very choleric, 
an infirmity which he endeavoured to controul; 
though upon ſudden occaſions it broke through 
all reſtraints. He was ſincere and zealous in his 
friendſhips. Whitlocke aſſures us, that for natural 
2 and abilities, and for improvement of 
nowledge, by experience in the greateſt affairs, 
for wiſdom, faithfulneſs, and gallantry of mind, 
the left few behind. him that might be ranked 
equal with him. Lord Clarendon acknowledges 
indeed, that the earl in his government of Jre- 
land, had been compelled, for reaſons of ſtate, to 
exerciſe many acts of power, and had indulged 
ſome. to his own appetite and paſſion; and as he 
was a man of too high and ſevere a deportment, 
and too great a contemner of ceremony to have 
many friends at court, ſo he could not but have 
enemies enough. But he was a man, continues that 
noble hiſtorian, of great parts, and extraordinary 
endowments of nature, not unadorned with ſome 
addition of art and learning ; though that again 
was more improved and illuſtra ed by the other; 
for he had a readineſs of conception, and a ſharp- 
neſs of expreſſion, which made his learning 
thought more than in truth it was. He was, no 
doubt, of great obſervation and a piercing judg- 
ment both in things and perſons but his too 
great ſkill in perſons, made him judge the worſe 
of things: for it was his misfortune to live at a 
time wherein very few wiſe men were equally em- 
| ployed with him, and ſcarce any but the lord Co- 
ventry, (whoſe traſt was more confined) whoſe 
faculties and abilities were equal to his. So that 
upon the matter, he relied wholly -upon himſelf, 
and diſcerning many defects in moſt men, he too 
much neglected what they ſaid or did. Of all his

A. P. 1661. He was of the privy-council to king 
Charles II. ana mM 
Hie married, firſt, Henrietta Maria, daughter 
of James Stanley, earl of Derby, who was be- 
headed by the rebels. She was widow of Rich- 
ard, lord Molineux. By this lady, who died on 
the twenty-ſeventh of December, A. b. 1685, 
and was buried in York minſter, he had no iſſue. 
His ſecond lady, (Henrietta de Roye de la Roche- 
foucauld, daughter to Frederic Charles de Roye 
de la Rochefoucauld, earl of Rouci and Roye, 
knight of the moſt noble order of the Elephant, 
and generaliflimo of the armies of the king of 
Denmark) died iſſueleſs on the eleventh of N 
vember, A. D. 1732. * 
His lordſhip dying on the ſixteenth of October, 
A. D. 1695, left the bulk of his eſtate to his ſiſ- 
ter's ſon, Thomas Watſon, eſquire, third ſon of 
Edward, lord Rockingham, by the lady Anne, 
his eldeſt ſiſter, who thereupon changed his name 
to Wentworth, whoſe ſon was created marquis of 
Rockingham, as we have already ſet forth in our 
account of that noble family.

His lordſhip was commanded on the detach- 
ment that made the vanguard at the battle of 
Steinkirk, which appeared before the,French by 
break of day, and reſted in the ſight till after 
ſun-ſet, and then made the rear-guard of the 
army. And of the ſquadron of which he was, 
there came not fifty off alive out of two hundred 
and fifty. Whereupon, on the report of his be- 
haviour in that action, by major- general Dum- 
prie, in the Dutch ſervice, who commanded that 
van guard, king William deſired the lieutenant- 
colonel of that regiment, who was then a groom 
of his bed-chamber, to bring. him into his pre- 
ſence, and then promiſed him in perſon to ad- 
vance him in the army, and made him his aid-de- 
camp. | 

At the battle of Landen, he was one of the four 
or five, who ſtanding by king William to the 
laſt, accompanied him over the river Manhain, 
after the defeat of his army. And at the end of 
that campaign, October 4, A. b. 1693, his ma- 
jeſty gave him a commiſſion of guidon and ma- 
jor in the firſt troop of horſe- guards. Alſo ſoon 
after, the twentieth of January, A. D. 1693-4, 
made him cornet and firſt major in the ſaid troop 
of guards, and groom of his bedchamber. _ 

On the deceaſe of William, earl of Strafford, 
he ſucceeded to the title of lord Raby, and was 
introduced into the houſe of peers, November 
25, A. D. 1695, On June 13, A. b. 1697, his 
majeſty gave him the royal regiment of dragoons. 
And in 1698, when king William went to meet 
the duke of Zell at the Goor, his lordſhip was 
choſen to be one of the few of his court to attend 
him thither, where he was in the utmoſt danger | 
of his life z for at a hunting of wild beaſts, he 
(like a young man of ſpirit) went alone to attack 
a wild boar, who at his ſecond thruſt threw him 
down, ript up his breeches from the knee to the 
binding, cut his ſhirt, and ſome part of his fleſh, 
and would have torn him to-pieces, had not king 
William ſent the two huntſmen, who were his 
only ſeconds, to his relief, who with their ſpears 
killed the wild boar upon him. It was then at 
Zell, his lordſhip firſt ſaw and became acquainted 
with the princeſs Sophia, her fon, the then elector 
of Hanover, and her grandſon, then a youth. 

In 1700, he was ſent by king William to con- 
gratulate Frederick the Firſt, king of Pruſſia, 
when by the emperor's conſent he aſſumed that 
title; and on July 5, 4. D. 1701, his lordſhip 
arriving from Berlin, at the Hague, ſet out the 
ſame day from Rotterdam to embark for England. 
He continued in great. favour with his ſovereign, 
to the time of his death. That day the king had 
the fall from his horſe (of which he died) he was 
ieeing his regiment. embark at Greenwich for 
Flanders; but on his return, his lordſhip was 
every day with his majeſty till he expired. 

In 1702, the firſt year of queen Anne, he ſerv- 
ed with his regiment in Flanders, and was then 
made brigadier-general, of her forces. But the 
year after, at the earneſt requeſt of the king of 
Pruſſia, he was ſent (though againſt his inclina- 
tion, it being in time of war) envoy- extraordinary 
to that king. His lordſhip arrived in the Maes, 
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April 21, N. S. 1903, and after went to Arn. 
heim to review his regiment quartered there, and 
from thence waited on the duke of Marlborough. 
Returning from the army to the Hague, the be- 
ginning of May, he ſet out on his journey two 
days after. And in his turn, viz. January 1, 
1704, was made major- general. The duke of 
Marlborough after the battle of Hockſtet, 1704, 
arriving at Berlin, on the twenty- ſecond of No- 
vember, was met without the town by the lord 
Raby, her majeſty's envoy- extraordinary to the 
king of Pruſſia; and on the twenty- fifth, his 
lordſhip gave his grace an entertainment; and the 
king, with the margrave his brother, came and 
ſupped with them. | 

In 1705, he had the character of ambaſſador- 
extraordinary to the king of Pruſſia, and made 
his public entry into Berlin, April 7, A. b. 1706, 
through a multitude of ſpectators, (as our Ga- 
zette, Ne 4220, recites) whom the magnificence 
of his retinue, and ſervants cloathed in rich live- 


ries had drawn together; and (though in that 


poſt) he ſerved the duke of Marlborough the 
campaign, in which he forced the French lines, 
and took Menin, Oſtend, &e. at which ſieges he 
was aſſiſting in 1706, In his return from the ar- 


my, he waited on theieleftor of Hanover, arriv- 


ing there October 3, and after a week's ſtay, pro- 
ceeded to Berlin on his ambaſſy. And whilſt he 
was there, January 1, (1706-7) was conſtituted 
heutenant-general of her majeſty's forces. Alſo 
on January 14, N. S. following, the king of 
Pruſſia, with the prince and princeſs royal, 
(daughter of the elector of Hanover) dined with 
his lordſhip at Berlin, which was the firſt time of 
their royal highneſs's dining abroad after they 
were married. And June 9, 1707, the king and 
the prince royal did his lordſhip. the honour to 
ſup with him at his houſe of retirement near 
Berlin. He had the ſame year. credential letters 
to the Imperial court, to which the queen had a 
mind to remove him, to have his ſervice there; 
but at the preſſing deſire of the king of Pruſſia, 
he was continued ambaſſador- extraordinary at his 
court, till he ſucceeded the lord viſcount Town- 
ſhend, as ambaſſador- extraordinary to the States- 
general, viz. in March, 1710-11. And a treaty 
of peace being then in agitation, his lordſhip was 
ſent for to England, to concert meaſures relating 
thereto; and on his arrival was ſworn of the privy- 
council, June 14, A. D. 1711.

ſome danger, being ſtopped and examined by ſe- 
veral parties, as well French and Spaniards, as 
Dutch, Imperialiſts, &c. Having executed his 
_ commiſſion, by ſeeing the ceſſation of arms de- 
clared between the French and Engliſh, on Dun- 
kirk's being put into the queen's hands, he re- 
turned to Utrecht through Liſle, Tournay, Oſ- 
tend, Bruges, Ghent, and Bruſſels, and had all 
the honours paid him as to a crowned head, as 
well by the Dutch as the others, being ſaluted by 
a treble diſcharge of the cannon round the towns as 
he paſſed, and by part of the ſeveral garriſons 
under arms to receive him. After having ſaid 
two days at Bruſſels to give the neceſſary orders, 
(the Catholic Netherlands being then equally un- 
der the adminiſtration of the queen and States- 
general) he paſſed through Antwerp, where on 
his arrival he was ſaluted by the cannon round the 
town and works, was met by the prince Eſqui— 
latchy, governor of the town, and carried to his 
palace, where he lay, and was moſt magnificently 
treated. The magiſtrates waited on him in their 


formalities, made him a handſome ſpeech, and pre- 


ſented him with ſeveral large flagons of wine, and 
other things, brought in by the ſeveral burghers 
of the town, and their under officers, in great 
numbers ; and the next morning, on his depar- 
ture, he was again ſaluted with a treble diſcharge 
of cannon round the town and ramparts, as at 
his entrance. 
On his arrival at Utrecht, the negociation for 
the treaty of peace was continued by his lordſhip, 
and the lord privy-ſeal, with the ſeveral miniſters 
of all the foreign powers of Europe. And being 
again ſent for to England, he was, at a chapter 
held at Windſor, October 26, A. Db. 1712, elect- 
ed a knight companion of the moſt noble order 
of the Garter; but being again ſent in her ma- 
jeſty's ſervice beyond the ſeas, was inſtalled by 
proxy at Windſor, on the fourth of Auguſt fol- 
lowing. Whilſt he was abroad, he was highly 
eſteemed by ſeveral foreign princes, eſpecially by 
the princeſs Sophia, who often, with the queen 
of Pruſſia, dined with him at Berlin: and when 
abſent, kept almolt a continual correſpondence by 
letters. And the kings of Denmark and Poland, 
having an interview with the king of Pruſſia, 
thoſe three kings, with the queen of Pruſſia, 
dined together at his lordſhip's, and made him a 
preſent of their pictures at full length in one 
piece, in memory of his having treated three 
kings and a queen at the ſame time. 
| He was, at the demiſe of queen Anne, pleni- 
potentiary for the treaty of Utrecht; and by a 
diſtinct appointment, ambaſſador- extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary to the States- general, lieutenant- 
general of her majeſty's forces, colonel of the 
frſt regiment of dragoons, 
miralty, appointed Auguſt 29, A. b. 1712, and 
of her cabinet and privy-council. The treaties 
of Utrecht were ſigned at his lordſhip's houſe at 
Urrecht (though in the annals of queen Anne,

many other perſons of diſtinction; and when the 
king was ſtepping into the boat to embark for Eng- 
land, it was obſerved, that he took leave of the 
ear] in a moſt kind and diſtinguiſhed manner. His 
lordſhip continued at the Hague in his public 
character till the twentieth of December, a. v. 
1714, when in a public audience, taking leave 
of the States-general, he was before his depar- 
ture, preſented with a gold medal and chain, va- 
lued at fix thouſand guilders, and landed in Eng- 
land on the firſt day of January following. 

He was married at Bradenham, on the ſixth of 
September, a. D. 1711, to Anne, ſole daughter 
and heir of Sir Henry Johnſon, of Bradenham,

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| HAT there have been and ſtill are many 
of this name in Italy, who have always 
been conſidered as men, off eminence, and been 
honoured with poſts of the firſt conſequence, can- 
not be diſputed. We muſt not be ſurpriged there- 
fore that the noble family now in England ſhould 
claim, or that genealogiſts ſhould compliment them 
with, the fame origin. We are far from diſput- 
ing, however unable we are to eſtabliſh, the fact; 
leaving it as we found it, at beſt conjectural. 
The firſt time we find the name upon record 
in England, is in the reign of Henry II. when 
for ſix years together, from 1164 to 1170, Hugh

Harry 
Jermyn commands the forces which go with me, 
as colonel of my guards, Sir Alexander Leſley the 
foot under him, Gerard the horſe, and Robin 
Legge the artillery.” He was in moſt of the bat- 
tles during the civil war, and received ſeveral 
wounds.

Whereupon 
he had no hand in that unfortunate ſtep, of car- 
rying the king over to the Ifle of Wight, in 
which the other two were involved; for he ſtaid 
with the king at Titchfield-houſe, while Aſhburn- 
ham and Sir John Berkeley went to colonel 
Hammond. And on that, the earl of Clarendon 
gives him the following character: Legge had 
ſo general a reputation of integrity and fidelity to 
his maſter; that he never fell under the leaſt. im- 
putation or reproach with any man: he was a 
very punctual and fteddy obſerver of the orders 
received, but no contriver of them; and though 
he had in truth a better judgment and underſtand. 
ing than either of the other two, his modeſty, 
and diffidence of himſelf, never ſuffered him to 
contrive bold counſels.”

As he had eminently diſtinguiſhed his loyalty 
to king Charles the Firſt, ſo was he not backward 
in eſpouling the intereſts of his ſon and ſucceſſor, 
king Charles the Second, accompanying him in 
1650 into Scotland, where he was committed pri- 
ſoner to Edinburgh caſtle, and ſo continued till 
the king made his efcape from St. Johnſtown, 
when, to gratify. his majeſty, he was releafed. At 
the battle of Worceſter he was wounded and 
taken priſoner, and had been certainly executed, 
if his wife had not contrived his eſcape out of Co- 
ventry gaol, by hiring an old woman to carry him 
her cloaths, which he put on, and brought a 
cloſe-ſtool pan, well filled, under his arm, the 
ſtench of which occaſioned the guards to ſtand 
clear, and let him paſs unregarded. + 

In the protectorſhip of Oliver Cromwell, he, 
with the earl of Oxford, and others, were com- 
mitted to priſon, being betrayed by the treachery 
of Manning, who correſponded with Thurlow, 
Cromwell's ſecretary, with a deſign to get money 
from them, and thereupon informed againſt ſuch 
whoſe fidelity to the king was moſt notorious.

ILLIAM PAGETT, a perſon of low 
extraction, born at Wedneſbury, in the 

county of Stafford, came up to London, and act- 
ed as one of the ſerjeants at mace for that city. 
He had a daughter, Anne, married to ——Smith, 
and three ſons, of which the eldeſt, 

(Firſt Lord.) Sir WiLLiam PaGeT, may pro- 

rly be ſtiled the founder of this noble City, 

e was born in London, and educated under the 
famous Lilly, at St. Paul's ſchool, from whence 
he removed to Trinity college, in Cambridge; 
and having completed his academical ſtudies, he 
was admitted into the houſe of biſhop Gardiner, 
after which he applied himſelf again to ſtudy at 
the univerſity of Paris, | 

Dugdale obſerves upon this nobleman's great 
genius and abilities, together with his extraordi- 
nary advancement, that he might well ſay with 
the poet, 

— Et quæ non fecimus ipſi 
Vix ea noſtra voco. 


For in 1532, he was appointed one of the clerks 
of the ſignet; and in 1541, clerk. of the privy- 
council; as alſo clerk of the privy-ſeal, with the 
fee of thirty pounds per annum, and, ſoon after 
that, clerk of the parliament for life. In all which 
employments he acted with a diligence and pru- 
dence that recommended him to the further 
confidence of his royal maſter, Henry VII. by 
whom, in 1542, he' was ſent ambaſſador into 
France, and upon his return from that honoura- 
ble negociation, made one of the principal ſecre- 
taries of ſtate, and knighted A. D. 1544. In the 
following year he was conſtituted one of the com- 
miſſioners to treat with Matthew, earl of Lenox, 
touching the. advancement” of his royal maſter's 
intereſt in Scotland; whereupon the earl was to 
marry the lady Margaret Douglas, king Henry's 
niece. And the ſame year attending that king to 
Boloigne, was aſſociated with the earl of Hert- 
ford, and others, to treat with the ambaſſadors of 
France, in order for a general agreement between 
both realms. -In 1546, he obtained a grant to 
himſelf and John Maſon, (then ſecretary to the 
king for the French tongue) and the ſurvivor of 
them, of the office: of maſter of the poſts, with 
the fee of ſixty-ſix pounds thirteen ſhillings and 
four-pence per annum; and the following year 


was one of the commiſſioners that treated of and 
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concluded a peace with the French. Shortly aftet 
this, the king lying on his death-bed, he was con- 
ſtiruted one of his executors, and appointed one 
of the council to his ſucceſſor king Edward VI. 
in the ſecond year of whoſe reign he obtained 
a grant in fee of that houſe without Temple- 
Bar, in the city of London, called Exeter Place, 
(formerly belonging to the biſhops of that ſee) as 
alſo of a certain parcel of ground lying within 
the garden of the Middle Temple, adjoining 
thereto ; which houſe he rebuilt, and called ir 
Paget-houſe : but it did not long retain that name, 
being afterwards called Leiceſter-houſe, and after 
that Eſſex-houſe. | 

In 1550, he was ſent ambaſſador to the empe- 
ror Charles V. to acquaint him with the diſtreſſed 
ſituation of his majeſty, expoſed to the inroads of 
the Scots, the inſults of the French, and the ſtill 
more alarming diſſentions among his own people; 
and to beg immediate aſſiſtance. Upon the third 


of December that year, being then knight of the 


moſt noble order of the Garter, comptroller of 
the king's houſhold, chancellor of the duchy of 
Lancaſter, he was called by writ to the parlia- 
ment then fitting, by the title of lord Paget, 
of Beaudeſert, in Staffordſhire ; upon the nine- 
teenth of January following, he had his ſolemn 
creation to that honour, and within three days 
following was ſent with the earl of Bedford, and 
Sir John Maſon, to treat of peace with the 

French. 

His lordſhip's elevation, notwithſtanding his 
many and ſignal ſervices to the ſtate, did not fail 
to raiſe him ſome enemies; inſomuch, that in the 
fifth of Edward VI. upon the fall of the protec- 
tor, duke of Somerſet, againſt whom the princi- 
pal charge was, that he had K the murder 
of ſome noblemen at Paget-houſe, he was ſent to 
the Tower, and bereaved of the enſigns of the 
garter. But money was not a little wanting 
at that time, whereupon ſeveral perſons were put 
out of office, and ſome of them grievouſly fined; 
he was charged with ſelling the king's lands and 
timber woods without commiſſion; alſo, that he 
had taken great fines for lands belonging to the 
crown, and applied them to his own proper uſe ; 
and that he had made leaſes in reverſion ber more 
than one and twenty years; and ſubmitting him- 
ſelf to be fined at the king's pleaſure, his mulct 
was ſet at ſix thouſand pounds, whereof two

The 
reſidue of his eſtate he bequeaths to his ſon and 
heir Sir Henry Paget, with his manſion-houſe with- 
out Tenge Por called Paget-Place, and appoints 
FE his ſole executor. Which was proved, 1 Julii, 
1563. 

He departed this life, aged fifty-ſeven, on the 
ninth of June, A. p. 1563, and was buried at 
Drayton ; but his lady, and his ſon Thomas, 
erected a very ſtately monument to his memory

1653, he ſerved for the port of Hy- 
eth in Kent; but aſſerting the royal prerogative, 
and tak ing arms in behalf of his majeſty, he was 
ſecluded the houſe, and obliged to compound for

In parliament he was one of the lead- 
ing members ; and biſhop Burnet relates-of him, 
That he was one whom the king (Charles II.) 
loved perſonally, and yet upon a great occaſion 
he voted againſt that which the king deſired. So 
the king chid him ſeverely for it. Next day ano- 
ther important queſtion falling in, he voted as the 
king would have him. So the king took notice 
of it at night, and ſaid, you were not againſt me 


to-day. He anſwered, No, Sir, I was againſt my 
conſcience to-day.” Which was ſo gravely deli- 
vered, it was much talked of, being about the 
time of the Popiſh plot. He was a particular fa- 
vourer of men of letters; and the famous Mr. 
Cowley, by his recommendation, was taken into 


the ſervice 'of his kinſman, Henry, earl of St. 
Albans, lord chamberlain of the houſhold to king 
Charles II. and was his great patron. This Mr,

For, in conſideration of his being at - that 
time employed in the king's ſervice, . his majeſty 
reſpites his homage for a year; and we find that 
he did homage to the King the following year at 
Amiens, in France. He was lord of the manor 
of St. Owen, as his anceſtors, - time out of mind, 
had been. At length he loſt his life, with many 
other brave leaders, who joined the Engliſh fleet, 
under the command of Reynold de Cobham, and 
Jeffery de Harcourt, in order to diſpoſſeſs the

The preſervation of the Iſland of Jerſey was 


ſolely attributed to the courage and conduct of 
the {aid Reginald de Carteret and his ſons. For 
which they were all eight knighted in one day, as 
is obſerved in an ancient manuſcript of this fa- 
mily, wrote in the reign of queen Elizabeth; as 
alſo by Aſhmole, and other authorities. 

His eldeſt ſon, | 

Sir RRGINALD DE CARTERET, was lord of St. 
Owen and Longville, and was conſtituted bailiff of 
the Iſland of Jerſey, an office of great honour and 
truſt, by virtue of which he took place of the | 
governor, as the king's repreſentative, holding 
by patent immediately from him. In general he 
is recorded for “ great wiſdom, and all manly | 
virtues.” Dying; A. b. 1381, he left iſſue three 
ſons, Philip, John, and Reginald; John, the ſe- 
cond ſon, was lord of Meleches, and had a ſon 
and heir of his own name. 

The eldeſt ſon, 

Sir PRILIP DE CARTERET, was under age at 
the deceaſe of his father, and conſequently in 
ward to the king: the cuſtody of him was given 
to Roger de Walden, parſon of the church of 
Drayton, in Leiceſterſhire ; but in 1385, _ 
of full age, he had full ſeiſin of all his lands an 
tenements. The conduct and valour of this gen- 
tleman eminently ſhone throughout his whole life, 
and were particularly exerciſed in defence of the 
Iſland of Jerſey, the field of honour in which his 
anceſtors had reaped ſo many laurels. Peter Ma- 
leurier, a French nobleman, obtained from queen 
Margaret, a grant of that iſland, in return for 
the aſſiſtance given her againſt king Edward, and 
thereupon the French ſeized the caſtle of Mount 
Orguel. Notwithſtanding this, Sir Philip de Car- 
teret, by his intereſt with the inhabitants, kept 
the caſtle of Groſnez, and half of the iſland 
in ſubjection to the crown of England, for 
the ſpace of ſix years, but not without fre- 
quent ſkirmiſhes. At length king Edward be- 
ing quietly ſeated upon the throne of England, 
Sir Robert Harleſton, vice-admiral of England, 
was ſent with a ſquadron of the king's ſhips to 
Guernſey z and Sir Philip fending to him for ſuc- 
cour, the fleet blocked up mount Orguil by ſea, 
while he (Sir Philip) at the head of the iſlanders, 
beſieged it fo effectually, that the French were ar 
length obliged to ſurrender the faid caſtle. Falle in 
his account of Jerſey, after having given a detail 
of the circumſtances attending this. ſiege, ſays,

This valiant knight married a daughter of Sir 
Newton, knight, of Glouceſterſhire, and 
had a fon of his own name, Philip de Carteret, 
who dying in the life-time of his father, left iſſue 
by Penna, daughter of Perine, of Caux, in the 
county of Tauf, in Normandy, a fon, heir to his 
grandfather, named alſo 

PRILIP pt CARTERET, who is recorded to have 
been in ward to the king for the ſpace of eighteen 
years; and that the perſons who had the care of 
his perſon and effects during that time, were fo 
covetous that elder trees grew in the hall and other 
places of his manor-houſe at the time he perform- 
ed his homage. He married Margaret, daughter 
and ſole heir of Sir Richard Harliſton (already 
mentioned) of the county of Lincoln, Knight, 
governor of Jerſey; by whom he had iſſue nine- 
teen ſons and two daughters. The eldeſt fon 
died unmarried : the third fon, Helier or Elias de 
Carteret, became lord of Handois, and bailif of 
Jerſey, and had an only daughter, Margaret, mar- 
ried to her firft couſin, as will be ſeen. Philip de 
Carteret dying A. b. 1479, was ſucceeded as lord 
pr St, Owen, by his ſecond, but eldeft ſurviving 
on, - 

EDWARD DE CARTERET, who was carver to 
prince Arthur, eldeſt fon of king Henry VII. 
He died a. pb. 1530, leaving a fon and ſucceſſor, 

HELIER DE CarTERET, who married Mar- 
garet, daughter and heir of Helier de Carteret, 
his uncle, and in her right obtained the lordſhip 
of Handois, as in his own right he did that of St. 
Owen. He was alſo Bathff of the iſle of Jerſey ; 
and very early conformed to the-proteſtant religion, 
In the reign of queen Mary he was principally 
concerned in recovering the iſland of Sark from 
the French, who had built forts, and planted a 
colony there ; for this and other good ſervices 
done the crown, queen Elizabeth, in the ſeventh 
year of her reign, granted to him and his heirs 
for ever, the ſaid iſle of Sark, with all the mem- 
bers, liberties, &c. thereunto belonging to be 
held of the crown in capite, paying an annual 
rent of fifty ſhillings. He had two tons, 

1. Sir Philip Carteret. 

2. Amicias Carteret; lord of Handois, who in 
right of his wife, Catherine, daughter and heir of 
Lampriere, and alſo heir to the family of 
St. Martin, became poſſeſſed of the lordſhip and 
eſtate of La Trinite, itt which he was ſucceeded 
by Joſhua, his eldeſt fon, who marrying Jane 
Heraut, of an ancient family in the iſland, had 
iſſue, 1. Sir Edward Carteret, knighted at the 
reſtoration, and made gentleman uſher of the 
black rod. He married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Robert Johnſon, eſquire, alderman of London; 
and had iſſue Edward, Charles, and Elizabeth.

and left an only daughter, Mary, married to Sir

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Charles Carteret, baronet, hereafter to be men- 
tioned. 

We now return to 
Six Pritip CAR TERRE, eldeſt ſon to Helier de 
Carteret, who ſucceeded him in the grant of the iſland 
of Sark, and the lordſhip of St. Owen; and in the 
former undertook to plant ſuch a colony as ſhould 
keep the French out; and accordingly he enlarged 
the ſettlement thereon, whereby it was in a condi- 


tion to oppoſe any attempt that might be made on 
it. Hence perhaps aroſe Camden's miftake in 


ſaying. that this Sir Philip was the firſt who had 
that iſland. | 

The wiſdom and judgment which this gentle- 
man diſcovered in the proſecution of any affair he 
undertook not only railed the admiration, but ex 
torted the confidence of the inhabitants of Jerſey 
to ſuch a degree, that upon any emergent occaſion 
their recourſe was always to him, and they never 
failed to follow his advice, or reap the benefit of 
it. He did not think that civil affairs were the 
only province in which a great man ought to be 
concerned; .he extended his care even to the reli- 
gion of the iſland ; and was the principal mover 
of that petition to king James to reſtore to them the 
liturgy of the church of England; and he with 
two others of his own family, Philip Carteret and 
Joſhua Carteret, were eſpecially deputed jurats 
and juſtices of the iſle to conſider of ſuch canons 
and conſtitutions in eccleſiaſtical affairs as might 
be fitly accommodated to their circumſtances, 
The reſult of which was, (after taking the advice 
of the clergy of the iſland, and of the Engliſh 
prelates) a body of canons, which received the royal 
aſſent on the thirtieth of June, A. p. 1624, and 
was thereupon tranſmitted to Jerſey to have the 
force of laws in matters eccleſiaſtical; and were 
accordingly obſerved.

SIR PHILIT CARTERET, the eldeſt fon, was lord 
of St. Owen, and deputy- governor of Jerſey, whoſe 
male line became extinct. in his great grandſon, 
Sir Charles Carteret, baronet, ſon and heir to 
Sir Philip Carteret, created a baronet on the fourth 
of June, 4.D. 1670. Sir Charles was gentleman 
of the privy-chamber to queen Ann, and bailiff 
of Jerſey. He married Mary, daughter and heir 
(as has been obſerved) of Amicias Carteret, eſquire, 
who brought with her the lordſhip of La Trinite, 
which together with his eſtates at St. Owen and 
Sark, he bequeathed at his demiſe, a. b. 1715, to 
John, late. carl Granville.

Elizabeth, and that of her ſucceſſor. In 1638, 
he was conſtituted king's proctor in the iſland of 
Jerſey on the ſecond of May; and on the eigh- 
teenth of June following obtained a grant to him- 
ſelf and his fon and heir, George Carteret, of the 
office and place of bailiff of the ifland of Jerſey 
during the lives of cither of them, or the longer 
liver.

Sir GzxoRGE CaRTERET, was born in the Iſland 
of Jerſey, in 1599, at the time that his father 
was deputy- governor thereof. He went early in- 
to the bs ſervice, and by his conduct and cou- 
rage, had acquired the character; of an experi- 
enced officer, when king Charles I. aſcended the 
throne z and the ſignal ſervices he did to that mo- 
narch afterwards, before the civil wars, were re- 
warded with the grant of ſeveral lordſhips in Jer- 
ſey, and alſo with the office of comptroller of 
navy, in 1639; and after the civil wars- took 
place, upon his own credit he ſupplied the Cor- 
niſh men with all ſorts of ammunition, &c. from 
France, which was looked upon as a very conſi- 
derable advantage to the king's affairs in that 
county, when they were in the higheſt. ſtreights 


for want of proviſions, no leſs than other as eſ- 


ſential neceſſaries, for men in their ſituation, and 
reſolute in ſo good a cauſe. He was bailiff and 
joint-governor of Jerley, in 1644; and on the 
ninth of May, the following year, was created a 
baronet. While he nag: in Jerſey, though 
he was but in joint-commiſſion with the lord Jer- 
min, as governor, yet he had the ſole command, 
and watched all opportunities of doing the king 
ſervice, or of ſuccouring or aſſiſting his friends. 
The prince of Wales (afterwards Charles II.) 


chuſing Jerſey as the moſt proper place to. re- 


tire to, when his royal father was ſtripped of 
his dominions, he was ſo well pleaſed with his 
entertainment, that he procured his father's leave 
for making Sir George Carteret, his vice-chamber- 
lain; and afterwards, when he was king, coming 
a ſecond time to Jerſey, accompanied by his bro- 
ther the duke of York, and ſeveral of the nobi- 
lity, he ſtayed ſeveral months there, and was ſup- 
plied by Sir George with all neceſſaries. 

It being thought neceſſary for his majeſty's ſer- 
vice and ſecurity to build a fort, as an out-work 
to Elizabeth caſtle, commanding the entrance and 
approach to it on the Jand lide, it was named 
Charles Fort by Sir George, who was the director 
of the building; but when his majeſty was de- 
feated at Worceſter, on the third of September, 
A. D. 1651, the parliament took into conſidera- 
tion tlie damages ſuſtained by the privateers of 
Jerſey, who daily brought in prizes there, and in- 
feſted the channel ſo, that no Engliſh ſhip could 
ſtir without a convoy, and thereupon ordered out 
a fleet of eighty ſail, under the command of ad- 


mira! Blake, and major- general Haines, to attack 


the iſland; and Sir George, after a long reſiſtance, 
finding himſelf unable to keep the field, ſhut 
himſelf up with ſeveral of the gentry and clergy,

Elizabeth caſtle held out a ſiege 
of three months, and yet Sir George would not 
hearken to any treaty, (though their magazine of 
powder was blown up by a bomb from the ene- 
my, and fourſcore perſons killed) till he had ſent 
to king Charles II. giving him an account of the 
condition he was in, and deſiring à fupply of | 
men, &c. which being impoſſible for his majeſty 
to procure, he ſent back this meſſage; that he 
was highly fatisfied with his courage and conduct 
in defence of the iſland ; 1 that 
no man could do more than he done for his 
ſervice: that he was ſorry the ill poſture of his 
affairs was ſuch, that he could not promiſe him 
relief, requiring him not to throw away the lives 
of ſo many brave men, who might be reſerved 
for a better occaſion, and to capitulate, and ſur- 
render upon the beſt terms he could; yet he 
held out ſome weeks after this, and then, on 
very honourable conditions, furrendered the caſtle, 
which was the laſt garriſon that held out for the | 
king. 

After making ſome ſhort ſtay to ſettle his 
affairs, he went to Paris, to give his majeſty 
an account of all that had paſſed in the ſiege. 
He was by the arts of Cromwell ſent to the 
Baſtile, and very narrowly eſcaped the worſt 
his enemies could do for him; but, however, 
after three weeks impriſonment, he obtained 
his liberty, but was baniſhed that kingdom. 
He went from thence to Savoy, afterwards to 
Venicez and in 1659, was at Rheims 5 from 
whence he repaired to the king at Bruſſels, about 
the end of December, that year, and accompa- 
nied him to Breda.

That his majeſty king Charles II. defigning 
to advance Sir George Carteret, late of Hawnes, 
in the county of Bedtord, knight, and baronet (he 
being deſcended of an antient and worthy family 
of that name, which, for many ages paſt, had 
flouriſned with much reputation in the Iſle of Jer- 
ſey) whom, by reaſon of his eminent ſervices to 
the late king (of bleſſed memory) as alſo to him- 
ſelf as vice-chamberlain of his houſhold treaſurer

His lordſhip died on the twenty- ſecond of Sep- 
tember, A. v. 1695, and was buried at Hawnes, 
eight days after, leaving his diſconſolate lady, juſt 
in the prime of life, to riſe to higher honours 
which were afterwards conferred upon her by 
king George I. who, in conſideration of the great 
ſervices of her father the earl of Bath, the only per- 
ſon entruſted by Charles II. and general Monk, in 
the arduous affair of the reſtoration of monarch 
and epiſcopacy, created her ladyſhip, viſcounteſs 
Carteret and counteſs Granville, by letters patent, 
bearing date January 1, A. D. 1714-13, in the 
firſt year of his reign, with limitation of thoſe 
honours to her ſon, John, lord Carteret, (late earl 
Granville) with remainder of the title of viſcount 
Carteret, to Edward Carteret, his uncle, and the 
heirs male of his body. By the death of her ne- 
phew, William Henry, earl of Bath, a. p. 1711, 
ſhe became one of the two coheirs to her father 
John, earl of Bath's great eſtate in Cornwall and 
Devonſhire, in which counties her paternal ancef- 
tors had been poſſeſſed of Bydetord, Kilkhampton, 
and other manors from the time of the Conqueſt. 
And by the noble alliances of her family, ſhe de- 
rived an illuſtrious defcent from the Courtneys, 
earls of Devonſhire, from the Bohuns, earls of

be for his majeſty's ſervice, that the ſaid lord Carteret's property

mas Wallis liveth; and ſo weſt, as far as the bounds of the 
charter, granted to the lords proprietors of Carolina, by king 
Charles the Second ; which weſt line went one thouſand fix 
hundred and fixty poles to the north of the onth end of Bath

the Exchequer, vacant by the death of Sir Ro- 
bert Howard. He was twice, during the reign 
of king William, appointed one of the lords 
Juſtices during his majeſty's abſence. 

On the fourth of December, A. b. 1700, let- 


ters patent iſſued forth from the crown, creating 


him baron Halifax, in the county of York, with 
limitation of that honour to George Montagu, 
eſquire, (eldeſt ſon to Edward Montagu, who was 


elder brother to this lord,) and to his heirs male 


in conſideration, as the preamble to the patent ſets 
forth that he was deſcended from a moſt antient 
family of noblemen, which then provided for the 
ornament and ſupport of the kingdom, three earls, 
and eight members of parliament : that he was a- 
dorned with thoſe virtues, to which none could envy 
any increaſe of honour, and which a juſt prince could 
not but freely offer; having by nature a genius to 
manage affairs of the higheſt concern, which he 
had cultivated by learning, and brought to a per- 
fection by a continual practice of ſpeaking well, 
and the exerciſe of tranſacting wilely. That, by 
experience, his majeſty found him to be ſtrenuous 
and eloquent in parliament, faithful and prudent 
in council, and in determining cauſes relating to 
the Exchequer, unblameable and penetrating; 
nor could he paſs over in ſilence his ſagacity, in 
taking care that in the greateſt ſcarcity of money, 
the public credit ſhould not fink, by being over- 
burthened with exceſſive intereſt. That he muſt 
reckon it a happineſs, that he was chancellor of 
his Exchequer, at the time, when, to his admira- 
tion, he beheld the current money, that had been 
adulterated and debaſed, coined a- new, and re- 
ſtored to its intrinſic value in the ſpace of two years, 
though accounted the work of an age; an attempt 
as fortunate as bold. And the demands of money 
increaſing, by his council and advice, a new and 
unuſual method of eftabliſhing of paper credit, 
was entered on, whereby the riches of the nation 
were advanced. That for theſe good offices he 
gained the love and eſteem of the people, and for 
the benefit they received by his means, he had 
eaſily obtained the king's. Wherefore, as his 
majeſty was always inclined to comply with the 
wiſhes of his good ſubjects, he willingly, and with 


eminent ſervices, had pronounced. deſerving of 
his royal favour.” "+ br atoll 

After the acceſſion of queen Anne, his lordſhip 
was ever ready to defend the memory of king 
William. He was the perſon who moved for com- 
miſſioners to treat of an union between the two 
kingdoms; and being one of thoſe nominated, 


had a principal hand in bringing it to a ſpeedy 


iſſue; but a harder taſk yet remained, which was 
to carry it through parliament, where ſo many 
were armed with objections of a nature that re- 
quired more than ordinary ſkill to reſiſt: this he 
however undertook with zeal, and executed in a 
maſterly manner. His lordſhip was alſo the perſon 
who propoſed a bill for the naturalization of the 
houſe of Hanover, and for the better ſecurity of 
the ſucceſſion of the crown in the proteſtant line. 
Which act having paſſed, the queen made choice 
of him to carry it to George, elector of Han- 


over, and to inveſt his ſon our late ſovereign, 


George II. with the moſt noble order of the 
garter. The reception he met with at Hanover 
was ſuch as his quality, and particularly his impor- 
tant and agreeable errand might juſtly expect. 

He returned to England by the Hague, having 
been commiſſioned to ſettle ſome affairs in that 
country, and was graciouſly received by his royal 
miſtreſs, in whoſe favour he ſtill continued till 
the great changes took place in 1710. At the 
queen's demiſe he was among the number of re- 
gents appointed by George 1. till his arrival in 
England. | | 

On the firſt of October, A. p. 1714, his lord- 
ſhip was ſworn of the new privy- council, then ap- 
pointed by George I. and two days after obtained 
leave to reſign his place of auditor of the Ex- 
chequer to his nephew, George Montagu (late 
earl of Halifax). On the fifth of that month he 
was appointed firſt lord of the Treaſury; and on 
the ſixteenth was elected knight of the moſt noble 
order of the Garter, having on the fourteenth 
preceding been created viſcount Sunbury, and 
earl of Hallifax. On the third of November fol- 
lowing, he was conſtituted Jord-Jieutenant of 
Surry ; and before the end of the year was in- 
ſtalled at Windſor. bt 

The attention and regard he had throughout life 
paid to the intereſt of his country, no leſs than the 
honour of his ſovereign, had ſo gained the affections 


of his fellow ſubjects, that he enjoyed theſe accu- 
mulated honours unenvied. He died in the fifty- 
fourth year of his age, on the nineteenth of May, 
A. D. 1715 ; and ſeven days after was interred in

Ntiquaries in general have agreed; that this 
noble and ancient family is of Norfolk ex- 
traction, and that the firſt lineal anceſtor, of whom 
we have any account, was Andrew Yelyerton; 
ſeated in Norfolk, in the time of Edward II. pro- 
bably at Rackheath, near Norwich, for that we 
find was the reſidence of his fon, Robert Yelver- 
ton. Mr. Edmondſon carries the pedigree higher 
up, giving us the father and 9 of the 
beforementioned Andrew; and ſays,” that the lat- 
ter, John Velverton, was ſeated in Hertfordſhire, 
in the ninth of Edward I. and that the former 
was alſo ſeated there in the ninth of Edward II. 
Be this as it may, the deſcendants of Andrew 
Yelverton were a long time ſeated in Norfolk, as 
might be proved from the records of that county, 
and corroborated, if neceſſary, from their mar- 
riages, which moft commonly were with ladies in 
that part of the kingdom. 
As the account we have of this family, is in 
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the former part purely genealogical, barren of 
events either intereſting or entertaining, we ſhall 
refer our readers for ſatisfaction in this particular, 
to the table, and only ſpeak here of ſuch perſons 
whoſe memory has obtained a place in hiſtory ; the

Sir WILLIAM YELVERTON, Only ſon of John 
Yelverton, by his ſecond wife Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of John Read, of Rougham, in the county of 
Norfolk ; which John Yelverton was the only 
ſon of Robert Yelverton, mentioned above. 

In the fourteenth of Henry VI. he ſerved in 

arliament for Yarmouth ; and having employed 
bis whole time in ſtudying the law, arrived at 
ſuch a degree of knowledge therein, that in the 
eighteenth of that-reign, , was elected ſerjeant 
at law, and in the twenty-ſecond of the fame 
reign, A. b.

In the fifth generation from this Sir William, 
we arrive at another William Yelverton, who died 


on the twelfth of Auguſt, a. b. 1585, having had | 
ſtanding, that he frequently called in his aſſiſtance 


iſſue by his firſt wife, Anne, daughter and heir of 
Sir Henry Farmer, of EaſtBarſham, in the county of 
Norfolk, among other children, Henry and Chriſ- 
topher, the latter anceſtor to the earls of Suſſex, 
and the former, father to Sir William Yelverton, 
created a baronet, May 31, A. b. 1620, which 
honour became extinct in another Sir William, 
ſon to the firſt baronet.

Sir CHR!STOPHER Y ELVER TON, who was early en- 
tered a ſtudent at Gray's-Inn, and was generally 
eſteemed a man of extraordinary genius, and of 
no leſs extraordinary application. After having 
been called to the bar, where he gave repeated 
proofs, that he had not ſtudied in vain; he was 
Lent-reader to Gray's-Inn, A. p. 1373, as alſo in 
1582; but did not then read, becauſe of the 
peſtilence that raged almoſt every where. In 
1578, andiz84, he was elected treaſurer of the ſoci- 
ety of Gray's- Inn; and being called to the degree 
of ſerjeant at law, A. b. 1588, was the ſame year 
conſtituted queen's ſerjeant; and having been 
elected to parliament, from the fifth year of queen 
Elizabeth, one of the repreſentatives for Brack- 
ley and Northampton, as alſo one of the knights 
for the county in two parhaments, he had dif- 


played ſuch a turn for buſineſs, and was ſo tho- 


roughly verſed in the rules of the houſe of com- 
mons, that he was choſen their ſpeaker in the 


thirty-ninth of Elizabeth, and in the following 


year his patent as queen's ſerjeant was re- 
newed. 

In 1602, he was conſtituted one of the judges 
of the King's Bench. His patent was renewed 
upon the acceſſion of king James, bearing date, 
April. 29, (1 James I.) On the twenty third of 
July, a. Db. 1603, he was knighted at Whitehall, 
and dying at Eaſton Manduit, a ſeat in Northamp- 
tonſhire, which he had purchaſed, he was buried 
in the church there, A. D. 1607. He married 
Margaret, daughter of Thomas Cateſby, of Ec- 
ton and Whiſton, in Northamptonſhire, and among 
other iſſue, entered in the table, had a ſon and

Sir HENRY YELVvERTON, who was born at 
Eaſton Manduit, on the twenty-ninth of June, 
A. b. 1366; and after having ſpent the neceſſary 
time at ſchool, was matriculated in the univerſity 
of Oxford; from whence removing to Gray's-Inn, 
he took the degree of barriſter, and ſoon after 
was choſen recorder of Northampton, and re- 
turned to parliament as one of the repreſentatives 


of that city. In 1606, he was appointed Lent-

His eminence at the King's Bench had been 


confeſſed by all for near ten years, and yet merit 


alone was not ſufficient; to raiſe him any othetwiſe 
than in reputation, as a man of great perſpicuity 
and no leſs integrity, when by ſome means or 
other, he fell in the way of Robert Car, earl of 
Somerſet, who was immediately ſtruck with his 
addreſs; and in a ſhort time an intimacy took 
place between them, which! on the twenty- 
ninth of October, A. D. 1613, gave merit no 
more than its due, in appointing Mr. Lelver- 
ton ſolicitor- general to the king. Ten days after 
his majeſty conferred upon him the honour of 
knighthood at Whitehall; and, from a nearer ac-

On the twelfth of March, a. p. 1616-17, he 
was made attorney- general, before and after 
which time, ſome officious enemy had whiſpered

In 1620, Mr. attorney- general was called to ac- 
count, for having paſſed certain clauſes in a char- 
ter lately granted to the city of London, not 
agreeable to his majeſty's warrant, and derogatory 
to his honour and profit. To determine the nature 
of the offence was left to the lord chancellor and 
others, and his lordſhip offered him, in the king's 
name, either to ſubmit himſelf in private, or de- 
fend himſelf openly. He could not but ſee what 
his enemies were driving at; and therefore choſe 
to throw himſelf upon the king's mercy, anſwer- 
ing, the offer is gracious, the choice eaſy, and 
the mercy free.”

Notwithſtanding the cauſe was remitted by his 
majeſty. on the eighth of November, when the 
king's ſolicitor and council inſiſted on the ſeve- 
ral parts of the information, and that though 
there was no corruption of reward laid to his 
charge, yet there was a corruption in affection, 
not to be allowed in a man of ſo eminent a place, 
and endued with ſo much knowledge as he had.

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But one of the defendant's council being taken 
ſuddenly ill, the court was adjourned till the Fri- 
day following, being the tenth of November. 
His council then anſwered ſo effectually to the in- 
conveniencies urged to have ariſen from ſeveral 
clauſes in the charter, that the chief reaſon which 
induced the court to cenſure him, proceeded from 
his digreſſion of the king's warrant, which they 


looked upon as a breach of truſt in ſo principal a 


miniſterial officer as he was, not to be excuſed by 
error, ignorance, or credulity. Sir Edward Coke, 
whoſe place it was to begin, concluded his long. 
and bitter ſpeech, with a fine of ſix thouſand 
pounds, and loſs of place, which the reſt of the 
court moderated to four thouſand, diſcharging 
him of his place, by way of opinion, but ſub- 
mitting the ſame to the king, during whoſe: plea- 
ſure, they alſo ſentenced him to impriſonment in 
the Tower: yet Sir Henry Yelverton, who was 
ſequeſtered in the execution of his office on the 
twenty-ſeventh of June, was not wholly deprived 
thereof till the January following. 


While he lay in the Tower, the zealous townſ. 
men of Northampton choſe him one of their re- 


preſentatives in parliament z but inſtead of ap- 


pearing there as a member, he was in April follow- 
ing, accuſed by them to .the lords, as a delin- 


quent, as guilty of ſome unjuſtifiable actions re- 


lating to the patents of Innes and Ofteries, and 
of gold and ſilver thread, as alſo for ſigning ſome 
dormant patents without : ſufficient authority. 
Upon this occaſion, when Sir Henry appeared at 
the bar of the houſe, he was rather imprudent 
in his expreſſions, which notwithſtanding they 
ſerved to clear him of one charge, brought on 
another. He declared, he thought fümſelf 
happy in the midſt of his majeſty's disfavour, to 
be ſent to that honourable houſe; yet ſince wiſ- 
dom required time, though innocence hath her 
preſent anſwer, he deſired ſome time for con- 
ſideration; but added withal, that the chief com- 
plaint againſt him was, concerning; the patent of 
gold, &c. and that of Innes and Ofteries ; of 
which laſt, if he deſerved well of his majeſty, it 
was in that matter; and that the king and the 
ſub;e& were more abuſed by that patent than by 
any other; for the oppoſing of which he conceiv- 
cd he ſuffered at that day.“ The king, being in- 
formed of this paſſage, came to the parliament, and 
juſtified his attorney's moderate behaviour, and op- 
poſition to the proſecution of the inn-keepers, and 
that he himſelf diſliked thoſe proceedings againſt his 
ſubjects ; but that ſince Yelverton had ſaid that he 
ſuffered at that day for his good ſervice therein, 
he required their lordſhips to do him juſtice, and 

puniſh the ſlander. ad; | 
Sir Henry Yelverton was ſhortly after brought 
before the lords, and-gave a particular anſwer to 
every article of the charge, which he concluded 
with a ſpeech, repreſenting his misfortune of ly- 
ing under the diſpleaſure of ſo great a favourite as 
Buckingham, another impolitic ſtroke, that brought 
him into freſh trouble. He ſaid, however, that 
he had rather die than the commonweal ſhould 
ſo much as receive a ſcratch for him, and that in 
none of his actions he had ſhewed any fear of 
of that great man. That Sir Giles Monpeſſon had 
brought him a meſſage from the lord of Bucking- 
ham, that he ſhould not hold his place a month if 
he * not conform himſelf in better meaſure to

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the patent of Innes; for my lord had obtained it 
by his favour, and would ſupport it with his 
power, Nevertheleſs, he reſolved to be as ſtub- 
born as Mordecai, not to ſtoop or paſs thoſe gra- 
cious bounds his majeſty had preſcribed him. He 
concludes, by ſaying, Soon after I found the 
meſſage in part made good, for all the profits 
of my place were diverted from me, and turned 
into an unuſual channel, to one of my lord's 


worthies, that retained little more than the name 


of attorney. It became ſo fatal and ſo penal, 
that it became almoſt a loſs of the ſuit to come 
to me, my place was but the ſeat of winds and 
tempeſts.“ 55 1 | 
The king, hearing of this ſpeech, acquainted 
the lords, that he intended to do himſelf juſtice, 
and repair the diſhonour it reflected on him; 
which the lords beſought his majeſty to leave to 
to them, who, without taking any notice of the 
charge exhibited by the commons, did, on the 
ſixteenth of May, A. b. 1621, proceed to ſen- 
tence, and declared, that ibe ſaid Sir Henry Zel- 
verton, for his ſpeeches uttered here in court, which 
do touch the king's. majeſty's honour, ſhall be fined to 
the king in ten thouſand marks, be impriſoned. during

pleaſure, aud make ſubmiſſion to the king, and for 


thoſe which touched the marquis of Buckingham, he 


ſbould be fined five thouſand marks, Sc. on which 


his lordſhip ſtood up, and did freely remit him 
his, and the prince and the houſe of peers agreed 
to move his majeſty to mitigate the other. But 
we do not know what part of the fine was for- 
. probably none was required, for his 
ortune ſoon changed. The duke of Bucking- 
ham viſited him privately in the Tower; and we 
may imagine they came to a right explanation 
among themſelves (though it is not hard to de- 
termine who muſt have ſubmitted) for Sir Henry 
was ſet at liberty, and went again to the bar, 
where he practiſed with his uſual ſucceſs, till 
April, A. b. 1625, when a gentleman from the 
duke of Buckingham did, without his previous 
knowledge, bring him a warrant from the king, 
ſignifying his pleaſure, to make him a judge in 
the court of Common Pleas Having been made 
a ſerjeant on the thirtieth of April, his patent for 
creating him one of the juſtices of the Common 
Pleas paſſed on the tenth of May enſuing (1625). 
In this office he died on the twenty-fourth of No- 
vember, A. Db. 1630, and was carried from his 
houſe in Alderſgate- ſtreet, to Northamptonſhire, 
and buried in the pariſh church of Eaſton Man- 


duit, in the north iſle, wherein his ſon erected a 


monument, with two effigies, repreſenting him 
and his lady at full length, with an inſcription, 
ſetting forth his virtues. In Hetley's Reports we 
find the following memorandum, which as it was 
wrote by a cotemporary, and a man of impartiality, 
does honour to his memory. 


« Memorandum. That upon Sunday morning, 
being the twenty-fourth of January, A. 5. 
1629-30, died Sir Henry Yelverton, puiſne judge 
of the Common Pleas, who before bad been at- 
torney- general to king James; and afterwards in- 
curring his diſpleaſure, was diſplaced and cen- 
ſured in the Star- Chamber. He then became a 
practiſer again at the bar, from which he was ad- 
vanced by king Charles to be a judge. He was a

Sir HENRY YELvERTON, ſucceeded as baranet, 


who was baptized at Eafton Manduit, on the ſixth 
of July, 4. b. 1633. From St. Paul's ſchool, where 
he received the rudiments of claſſical learning, he 
removed to Wadham college, in Oxford, in 1650, 
and was entered a gentleman commoner, under 
the tuition of the famous Dr. Wilkins, warden of 
that college. He made a great proficiency in 
the learned languages, inſomuch that he was 

enerally allowed to excel his cotemporaries of the 
ame age and ſtanding. He had a peculiar tura 
to religious ſtudies, and was zealouſly attached to 


every thing or perſon which in any ſhape could be 


deemed facred. As an inſtance of this, after he 
had ſucceeded his father, he entertained at his fear 
at Eaſton Manduit, Dr. Thomas Moreton, biſhop 
of Durham, whom the ſeverity of the times had 
ejected from his ſee, and behaved to him with 
rather more reſpect and deference, than if he had 
been at his houſe upon any other footing ; and 
here it was that good biſhop departed his life on 
St. Matthew's day, A. D. 1659, 

This baronet was one of the knights for North- 
amptonſhire, in that parliament which voted the 
reſtoration of king Charles II. and died in the 
flower of his age, on the third of October, a. b. 
1670, and was interred in the chancel of Eaſton

COWPER, Earl COWPER 


T OW, in his Survey of London, mentions 
one Simon Cowper, as ſheriff of London, in 

1310. After whom we find mention made of 
Robert Cowper, vallettorum de corona, who had 
a grant of ſix-pence a day for life, out of the 
king's rents, in the county of Northampton, in 
conſideration of his good and acceptable ſervices. 
It remains, however, undetermined whether theſe 
gentlemen may be reckoned among the anceſtry 
of this noble family, which we can lineally de- 
duce from no earlier a date than about the time 
of Edward IV. in the ſixth year of whoſe reign, 

Joh Cowes, ſeated at Strode, in the pariſh 
of Slingfield, in the county of Suſſex, married 
Joan, daughter and heir of John Stanbridge, of 
Strode, aforeſaid, widow of Stephen Brode. By 
this lady, who ſurviving him, married, thirdly,

He was firſt created a baronet of 
Nova Scotia, and afterwards, on the fourth of 
March, A. p. 1641, a baronet of England, and 
was moreover knighted at Theobalds, on the firſt 
of March following. He was collector of the im- 
poſts on ſtrangers in the port of London; and 
having taken part in the royal cauſe, was impri- 
ſoned in Ely-houſe. We find him afterward 


reſiding at his caſtle of Hertford, where by his af- | 


fable deportment and generous hoſpitality, he 
reigned as a ſovereign over the affections of the 
neighbouring people, and even condeſcended to

Sir RicHazp FerMory haying been bred a 
merchant of the ſtaple of Calais, raiſed a noble 
fortune; but being a very zealous Romaniſt, and 
not complying with the frequent alterations in re- 
ligion, introduced by king Henry VIII. he chang- 
ed his hoſpitality into charity for thoſe of his op1- 
nion, and fell under that king's heavy diſpleaſure, 
for conveying relief to one Nicholas Thayne, for- 
merly his confeſſor, and at that time a cloſe pri- 
ſoner in the gaol of Buckingham, although no- 
thing was ever legally proved againſt him, except 
that he had ſent him eight- pence and a couple of 
ſhirts. © But his own great wealth, and his falſe 
friend Cromwell, earl of Eſſex, the king's vicar- 
general, were powerful incentives to his ruin ; 
and being found guilty of a præmunire, his 
whole eſtate, both real and perſonal, was ſeized 
on for the: kiog's uſe, and executed with ſuch 
ſtrictneſs and ſeyerity, that nothing was left him 

Hall, in his life of Henry VIII. writes, that 
he was a rich and wealthy man, and of good eſti- 
mation in the city; but for relieving certain trai- 
terous perſons, who denied the king's ſupremacy, 
he was committed to the Marſhalſea, in July, 
32 Henry VIII. and after, in Weſtminſter-Hall, 
was arraigned, and attainted in a præmunire, and 
loſt all his eſtate.

This man remembering, with ſome gra- 
titude, his firſt maſter, and having admiſſion to 
the king at all times and places, eſpecially when 
ſick, melancholy, and towards his end, let fall 
ſome lucky words, which awakened the king's 
conſcience, ſo as at leaſt to endeavour a reſtitu- 
tion; and accordingly he gave immediate orders 
about it: but being prevented by death, it was 
never effectually performed till the fourth year of 
king Edward VI. by letters- patent, bearing that 
date; but ſo miſerably lopt and torn, by the ſe- 
veral grants and ſales made by the crown during 
the aforeſaid interval, that what he did obtain was 
not one-third of what he had before poſſeſſed. 
Thoſe lands reſtored to him were the lordſhips 
and „ manors of Towcettour, and Eſton-Neſton, 
the advowſons of the rectories of Coldhigham, 
and of the vicarage of Eſton-Neſton, the hun- 
dred of Wilmerſley, with very large privileges 
thereto belonging, and ſeveral houſes in Cotton- 
End, in the county of Northampton, The lord- 
ſhip and manor of Offley St. Legers, in the 
county of Hereford ; the lordſhip and manor of 
Granno, in the county of Worceſter ; the lord- 
ſhips and manors of Lutonhoe, and the hermi- 
tage lands in Luton, and Runtisford farm, in Run- 
tisford, in the county of Bedford.“ Yet king 
Edward, to make ſome compenſation, granted by 
the ſame charter, to Richard Fermor, and his 
heirs, ſeveral other lordſhips, manors, lands, and 
tenements, viz. the lordſhips and manors of Corſe- 
combe, Holſtocke, Nether-Hocke, and the ad- 
vowſon of the rectory of Corſecombe, in the 
county of Dorſet; the manor of Mudfort, in the 
county of Somerſet; the houſe and ſeat of the 
then late diſſolved priory of Swaderſly, and divers 
woods and lands thereto belonging; the ma— 
nor of Hide in Rode, and ſeveral lands in Rode 
in Aſhen, in the county of Northampton, the 
manor of Newport Pound; and the advowſon of 
the rectory and church of Rawrith, in the county 
of Eſſex, &c. Yet all this was but a ſmall com- 
penſation for the great loſs he had ſuſtained. 

He therefore being repoſſeſſed of part of his 
eſtate, and of ſome addition, as aforeſaid, returned 


to his manſion-houſe at Eaſton-Neſton, where, 


about three years after, he departed this life, on 
the ſeventeenth of January, a. b. 1852, 7 Edward 
VI. It is further ſaid of him, that having ſome 
foreknowledge of his own death, he invited on that 
very day many of his friends and neighbours, 
and taking leave of them, retired to his devotions, 
and was found dead in that poſture, and after- 
wards buried on the north ſide of the chancel of 
the pariſh church of Faſton-Neſton, under a grey 
marble tomb. Anne, his wife, ſurvived him, 
who was daughter to Sir William Brown, lord- 
mayor of London, by whom he had five ſons and

HE Scotch antiquaries are univerſally of 

opinion, that no ſirname in Scotland can 
claim an higher origin than that of the noble fa- 
mily with which we are now immediately con- 
cerned, 

The traditional account thereof handed down 
to us by the hiſtorians of the North is, that they 
are deſcended from the renowned GRÆMHE, who 
in the year 404, was general of the army to king 
Fergus II. and was governor of Scotland in the 
minority of his grandchild king Eugene II. fought 
with the Romans, defeated the Britons, and in 
the year 420, made a breach in, and forced that 
mighty wall, which the emperor Severus had 
reared up between the rivers Forth and Clyde, as 
the utmoſt limits of the Roman empire, to keep 
out the Scots from moleſting them in their poſſeſ- 
ſions, which wall has ever ſince retained, and to 
this day, goes under the name of Greme's Dyke. 

The foundation of this great rampart Has been 
of late traced from one river to the other, and is 
« fully inſtructed (hs Douglas) by ſeveral ſtones 
found therein, which have Roman inſcriptions 
cut out upon them, denoting the limits where, 
and by whom they were ſet, &c.” A good many of 
theſe ſtones are at preſent to be ſten in the col- 
lege of Glaſgow, and are well deſcribed in Mr. 
Gordon's 1tinerarium' Septentrionale. 

This great man is ſaid to have married a lady of 
the royal houſe of Denmark, and was progenitor 
of all the Grahams, in the kingdom of Scot- 
land.

However, we muſt here, for the ſake of truth, 
vindicate him from one aſperſion, which has been 
him by ſome authors, who 
have alledged, that he abſolutely took the folemn 
league and covenant, and conſequently was guilty 
of the breach of that oath ; but this is abſolutely 
falſe, for in October, 1643, he was ſummoned to 
appear before the parliament, to take that ſolemn 
league: betwixt that and the beginning of January 
following ; but at that time he was with the king, 
and ſo did not appear. | 

Upon the twelfth of January, A. p. 1644, 
there was a decree of parliament pronounced 
againſt him for not complying ; upon which he was 
outlawed, forfeited, and his eſtate ordered to be 
ſequeſtrate. | 

He was. afterwards intercommuned under the 
deſignation of James Graham, ſometime earl of 
Montroſe, for being in rebellion againſt God and 
his covenant; and all his majeſty's good ſubjects 
were diſcharged to reſet or give him the leaſt ſup- 
ply under the pain of treaſon : this was enacted on 
the twentieth of March, A. Db.

| , antiquity in Scotland; and ſome are of opi- 
nion, that the anceſtors of the noble family which 
falls now immediately under our conſideration, 
came originally to this iſland from France, where 
there were many conſiderable branches of it, (or 
at leaſt families) who made a great figure, even 
before the tenth century, and whoſe poſterity are 
ſubſiſting in that kingdom to this day. Im 

That one of theſe, a man of rank and ſpirit, 
came over to England with William the Conque- 
ror, A. b. 1066, had a conſiderable command in 
his army, and having remarkably diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf for courage and conduct, got from that 
prince a large ſhare of the conquered lands, par- 
ticularly in the north of England, where his poſ- 
terity ſtill ſubſiſts, and that of him all the Kers in 
Great Britain are deſcended. 

Certain it is, the armorial bearing of the Kers 
in England and France are the ſame ; but at what 
time the Kers firſt ſettled in Scotland, or whether 
they came from England or France, cannot now 
be poſitively aſcertained ; yet it appears from 
good authority, that there were ſeveral families of 
that name in the weſt of Scotland, in the reign of 
king Alexander III. who ſucceeded to the crown, 
A. D. 1249. 

The learned antiquary, Sir George Mackenzie 
ſays, that the firſt of this family, whd ſettled in 
the ſouthern parts of North Britain, was 

RoBERT D KER, who flouriſhed in the reign 
of king Robert Bruce, and that of his ſon king 
David, who ſucceeded to the crown, A. D. 
1329.

Roberto Ker, feodotario de Ceſsford, of the lands of 
Sprouſton, a. p. 1591; and being ſtill more and 
more — ore w_ king James VI. he was pleaſed 
to raiſe him to the dignity of the peerage, by the 
title of lord Roxbur 5.

He then got two charters under the great ſeal,

ILLiam WALDEGRAYVE, (or as it was then 

wrote, Walgrave) lord of Waldegrave, 
Twywill, and Slipton, in the county of North- 
ampton, was a man of large property in the time 
of king Harold ; and, in conformity to the cuſtom 
of his anceſtors, had aſſumed his name from the 


place of his reſidence. 


This gentleman had an only daughter and ſole 
heir, who ſucceeded him in all his poſſeſſions, and 
was, by William the Conqueror, given in marriage 


to a Roman chief, 
Guerin, or WARIN, who had attended him in 


his Engliſh expedition, and who, immediately af- 
ter his nuptials, — lord of Waldgrave, 
&c. adopted that name, which his deſcendants to 
this day have continued, without any material al- 


teration.

Sir EDWARD WALDEGRAVE, on the thirtieth of 
November following, had ſpecial livery of his lands. 

In the firſt of Edward VI. he obtained a grant 
to him and his heirs of the manor and rectory of | 
Weſt Haddon, in the county of Northampton. 
He was a principal officer in the houſhold of lady 
Mary, afterwards queen: of England, and there- 
fore was deemed a proper perſon jointly with Sir 
Robert Rocheſter, his uncle, and Sir Francis 
Englefield, to be employed im forbidding maſs in 
the houſe of their ſaid lady; and theſe gentlemen 
for their failure herein incurred the king's diſ- 
pleafure to ſuch a degree, that they were firſt 
committed to the Fleet, on the twenty-ninth of Au-

grace made anſwer, that ſne knew right well that

day. next, when they would wait on her grace, 
and know her further pleaſure. Which they ſaid 
they did, hoping to have found her then, upon 
more ripe deliberation, and debating of the mat- 
ter with herſelf, more conformable. And in the 
mean time they forbear alſo to declare to her chap- 
lains and houſhold rhe charge they had received. 
But repairing to. her grace the ſaid Wedneſday, 
they did not only not find her conformable, but 
in further choler than ſhe was before; utterly for-

tion of their charge before they had advertiſed 
their lordſhips of the premiſſes. 

The lords having heard this much, com- 
manded them to attend, until they ſhould know 
further of their pleaſures. 

The faid Rocheſtes, Inglefield, and Waldegrave, 
brought with them letters from the lady Mary's 
grace to the king's majeſty.” Thus far the Cot- 
ton Manuſcript, which is a tranſcript out of the 
Concil-Book. | 

We find further, out of the Council-Book, and 
the King's Journal, that Auguſt 23, they attend- 
ed again, and were ſeverally, one by one, charged 
with not obeying the king's injunctions, as afore- 


ſaid. And were ſtrictly ordered, on their allegj- 


ance, and by the king's ſpecial command, to per- 
form their commiſſion, which they all refuſed to 
do; and thereupon were commanded to attend the 
council, till they were told their further pleaſure. | 

After which the king ſent the lord chancellor 
Rich, Sir Anthony Wingfield, and Sir William 
Peter, to execute the ſaid commiſſion. And Sir 
Edward Waldegrave, with his uncle Rocheſter, 
and Englefield, were committed firſt to the Fleet, 
and afterwards to the Tower, as before-mentioned. 
And Sir Edward Waldgrave being thus cloſely con- 
fined, fell fick, and his wife, on the twenty 
ſeventh of September following, obtained leave 
to repair to him, and provide for the recovery of 
his health; but ſtill continuing in the ſame condi- 
tion, it was ordered, on the twenty - fourth of Oc- 
tober, that he ſhould be removed out of the 
Tower, by the lieutenant, to ſome honeſt houſe, 
where he might be better looked to, for the curing 
of his quartan ague; remaining {till as a priſoner, 
and to be forth-coming whenſoever he ſhould be 
called for. On the eighteenth of March follow- 
ing, he, with the other two, obtained leave to go 
to their own houſes, and on the twenty-fourth of 
April they had licence to repair to the lady Mary, 
on her requeſt. 

King Edward's death _— ſoon after, Sir 
Edward Waldgrave was highly eſteemed by queen 
Mary for his ſufferings, who ſwore him of her 
privy- council, in the firſt year of her reign, con- 
ſtituted him maſter of the great wardrobe, and 
granted him the manor of Chewton, in Somerſet- 
ſhire. He was elected one of the knights for 
Wiltſhire to that parliament, which ſat at Weſt- 
minſter, in October, A. D. 1553, and held to 
December 6, and then diſſolved: alſo in that par- 
liament ſummoned to meet at Oxford, on the ſe- 
cond of April, a. D. 1554, March the firſt, but 
was adjourned to Weſtminſter. He was elected 
one of the knights for Somerſetſhire : likewiſe 
was choſen for the county of Eſſex, in the parlia- 
ment, 4 & 5 Phil. & Mar. which met at Weſt- 
miniſter, January 20, A. D. 1557, which held to 
the queen's deceaſe. He was made one of the

of Arundel; and, on the ſeventeenth of April 
following, was appointed one of the commiſſion- 
ers for the trial of Sir Nicholas Throgmortom, 
knight, charged with being pruvy to Wyard re- 
bellion. In 4 & 5 Phil. & Mar. he obtained a 
grant of the manor of Hever-Cobham, in the 
county of Kent, and of the office of lieutenant of 
Waltham foreſt, Alſo was conſtituted chanceHor 
of the duchy of Lancaſter, on the death of his 
uncle, Sir Robert Rocheſter, whom he ſucceeded 
alſo as heir to his large paſſeſſions, paying ſuch le- 
gacies as were appointed in the will, of which he 
was one of the executors. at 

In 1558, being then chancellor of the duchy 
of Lancaſter, he was commiſſioned, with other 
privy-counſellors, to diſpoſe of the church lands 
then veſted in the crown. His proſperity Was 
however ſoon at an end; for upon the acceſſion of 
queen Elizabeth, he was diveſted of his em- 
ployments, and committed to the Tower of Lon- 
dondon, where he continued near three years, 
and departed this life on the firſt of September, 
A. D. I561. 

He married Frances, daughter of Sir Edward 
Noel, knight, anceſtor to the preſent lord Aber- 
gavenny, by whom he had iſſue two ſons and three

Sir EDpwWwARD WaLDtcGRAvE, who ſucceeded

I be time of this great man's death is not aſcer- 
tained; but his firſt lady Eleanor, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Lovel, of Harling, in the county of 
Norfolk, knight, and ſiſter and heir to Sir Fran- 
cis Lovel, died on the twelfth of December, a. D. 
1604, after which he married, ſecondly, a widow, 
whole name was Copledike, but had by her no 
iſſue. By the former lady he had a ſon and heir, 
Sir HENRY WaLDEGRave, baronet, who lies 
buried in the chancel of Coſſey church, in Nor- 
folk, with the following inſcription on his monu- 
ment, which contains all that is neceſſary to be 
ſaid of him.

Six HENRY WAIDEORAV T, ba- 
ronet, born Auguſt 24, A. D. 1659, was created 
baron Waldegrave, of Chewton, in the county of 
Somerſet, by king James II. by letters patent, 
bearing date 8 20, A. D. 1685, In Fe- 
bruary, A. b. 1686, he was appointed comptroller 
to the houſhold; and on the eleventh of Auguſt, 
A. D. 1687, was conſtituted lord- lieutenant of the 
county of Salop. _ _. 

He married Henrietta, natural daughter of 
king James II. by Arabella Churchill, fiſter to 
John, duke of Marlborough, which lady had 


aſſumed the ſurname of Fitz-James. This con- 
nection, joined to his zeal for the Romiſh religion, 
rendered him an abetter of moſt of his royal

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ASHBURNHAM, Earl of ASHBURNHAM. 


HIS noble family, ſeated originally at Eſh- 


burnham, in the rape of Haſtings, in Suſſex, |. 


is ſtiled by Fuller in his worthies, a family of ſtu- 
pendous antiquity, @ family wherein the eminence hath 
equalled the antiquity, having been barons in the reign 
of Henry III. How long they were ſeated at Eſh- 
burnham is not aſcertained; but we are able with- 
out interruption to trace them in a lineal retrogra- 
dation till we arrive at the reign of king Edward 
the Confeſſor, when we find, 

Pik RS, lord of Eſhburnham, whoſe only fon 
and heir, | 

AncurTtr Fitz Pigs, was alſo lord of the 
ſame place, in which he was ſucceeded by his 
ſon, 

BerTRAM DE ESHBURNHAM, or Aſburnham, 
whoſe deſcendants have invariably obſerved the 
name of that lordſhip as their ſurname. 

He was a baron of the firſt rank and eminence 
at the time when William the Conqueror invaded 
England, and exemplified his attachment to king 
Harold by a ſtrenuous oppoſition to the Normans. 
He was ſheriff of the three adjacent counties, 
Kent, Surry, and Suſſex; alſo conſtable of Dover- 
caſtle, and warden of the cinque ports ; employ- 
ments of honour and confidence, which muſt 
greatly have added to the natural influence, which 
as a man of conſiderable property he otherwiſe had 
in thoſe parts. The ſucceſs which attended the 
Norman duke naturally expoſed all the friends of 
Harold to his mercy, which, in many inftances, 
he liberally extended; it did not however reach 


Betram, or his two ſons, Philip and Michael, who 


were. all three beheaded by order of William the

The records ſubſequent to the conqueſt are en- 
tirely ſilent as to any hiſtorical facts relative to the

Mr. Aſhburnham came to his majeſty about the 


time he ſet up his ſtandard at Nottingham, and 
entered on action with the firſt, repairing to the 
marquis of Hertford, at Sherburn, where, with a 
ſmall force, having kept that caſtle ſeveral weeks, 


without being incommoded by the earl of Bedford, 


who watched them with a much greater army, they 
marched from thence to Minehead, and there the 
marquis, with ſome other gentlemen, tranſported 
themſelves into Wales, leaving this colonel Aſh- 
burnham, with Sir Ralph Hopton and others, to 


march into Cornwall. There they raiſed forces 


with ſuch activity, that in a ſmall time they made 
themſelves maſters of the Weft ; and having per- 
formed very conſiderable ſervices, joined prince 
Maurice at Chard, in Somerſetſhire, about the 
middle of June, a. b. 1643, with an army of 
three thouſand foot, five hundred horſe, and 
three hundred dragoons, of which colonel Aſh- 
burnham had been major-general. 

He was ſoon after made governor of Wey- 
mouth, on the opinion of his courage and dex- 
terity, (as the earl of Clarendon writes) and to 
make way for him, Sir Anthony-Aſhley Cooper 
was removed from that command. He was made 
colonel-general of the county of Dor'et, and in 


the year 1644, having received expreſs orders p 


from prince Maurice, to quit all places that he 
conceived not tenable, in caſe an army ſhould ad 
vance into thoſe parts, he, about the fourteenth 
of June, on the earl of Eſſex's marching towards 
him, quitted Weymouth, . a conſiderable port- 
town, and retired to Portland caſtle, where he 
endured a ſiege of about four months, with great 
patience and reſolution, ſuffering both the want of 
men and proviſions, until he was relieved by the 
earl of Cleveland, and Sir Walter Haſtings ap- 
pointed governor in his room. However, being 


. cenſured for quitting of Weymouth, he, at his 


own requeſt, had a publick hearing before his 
majeſty and the council, to whom he fo fully 
ſtated the matter of fact, (as Sir Edward Walker 
writes in his Hiſtory of the Progreſs of the King's 
Forces) and the impoſſibility of keeping that place, 


in caſe an army did attempt it, together with his 
. reaſons for retiring to Portland, and how he diſpoſed 


of his majeſty's arms and ammunition, as that in 
the opinion of all there, he was cleared from any 


crime or neglect. 
After the reſtoration he was made cofferer to 


king Charles II. and dying without iſſue in Decem- 


ber, A. D. 1679, was buried in the church of 
Aſhburaham, in Suſſex, where a noble monu- 


ment of white marble is ere&ed to his memory, 
with his effigies in a Roman dreſs, and the effigies 


of his lady in white marble, repoſing her right

arm on a cuſhion, an angel holding a wreath on 
her head: and in a compartment of white marble 


is this inſcription : 


« Under this tomb (viz. in the vault for this 
family) lie the bodies of Jane counteſs of 
Marlborough, and William Aſhburnham, het 
huſband, ſecond ſon of Sir John Aſhburn- 
ham. She was daughter to John lord Butler 
of Hertfordſhire ; ſhe was married firſt to 
James earl of Marlborough, lord high trea- 
ſurer of England, who after ſeven years died, 
and left her a young, beautiful, and rich 
widow. When this William coming from 
beyond ſea, where he was bred a ſoldier, 
- married her, and after lived almoſt five and 
forty years moſt happily with her. She was 
a very great lover, and (through God's mer- 
cy) a great bleſſing to this family, which is 
hoped will ever remember it with honouring 
her memory. This William Aſkburnham, 
her huſband, lived after her to a great age, 
and gloried in nothing in this world but this 
his wife and the almoſt unparalleled love and 
entire friendſhip that for above fifty years was 
between his dear elder brother, John Aſh- 
burnham, and himſelf. He was cofferer to 
king Charles I. and king Charles IT. He 
died without iſſue, and, by God's bleſſing, 
was a happy preſerver of his brother's poſ- 
terity, .

We now return to the elder brother, Jonm 
ASHBURNHAM, who was groom of the bedcham- 
ber to king Charles I. and member of parliament 
for Haſtings in 1640 ; and four years after, was ſo 
far confided in by his royal maſter, that he was ap- 
ointed one of the commiſſioners for the treaty at 


* 


Uxbridge. | 

He was the only ſervant, and indeed the only per- 
ſon, (except Dr. Hudſon, a clergyman, who ſerved as 
a guide) who attended his majeſty on the twenty- 
ſeventh of Auguſt, A. b. 1646, when he left Ox- 
ford. And when the king was in the hands of 
the Scots army, he, with the royal approbation, 
tranſported himſelf to F rance, the Scots forbid- 
ding him the king's preſence, and threatening to 
deliver him to the parliament; but when he was 
aſſured that the king was in the hands of the 
Engliſh army, he ventured to wait upon him 
again. He had alſo by ſome friends, a recommen- 
dation to Cromwell and Ireton, and jointly with Sir 
John Berkeley, knight, who came with him from 
France, was the principal agent for his majeſty, 
N both with his majeſty's friends and the 
officers of the army as often as they deſired. But 
the army at laſt having got the ſole power, they 
began to be regardleſs of theſe agents, and even 
of the king himſelf; whereupon his majeſty re- 
ſolving to eſcape, Mr. Aſhburnham was the 
chief confident in that affair, and with the ſaid 
Sir John Berkeley, was ſent to treat with colonel 
Hammond, governor of the Iſle of Wight, to 
take the king into his protection, which the co- 
lonel ſeemed to comply with; but by a fatal 
miſtake of that man's honour, the king was de- 


livered into the hands of the army, which' occa- 
ſioned 


ASHBURNHAM, EARL of ASHBURNHA M. 
ſioned a ſuſpicion of Mr. Aſhburnham, and Sir 


John Berkeley, eſpecially the former, whom how- 
ever the earl of Clarendon ſufficiently clears. + 

After the murder of the king, Mr. Aſhburn- 
ham obtained leave to remain in England, of his 
ſon, in regard that he had married a lady of 
large poſſeſſions, which moſt probably would ſuf- 
fer confiſcation ſhould he leave them. His loyalty 
however induced him to ſupply . Charles II. 
with conſiderable ſums of money, for which he 
was committed to the Tower by Cromwell, where 
he remained a priſoner till the death of that uſur- 

er. 13 | 
1 When the happy reſtoration of Charles II. took 
place, he was reinſtated in his poſt of groom of 
the bed- chamber; and in 1661, was elected to 
parliament, as knight of the ſhire for Suſſex, 

He was interred in the chancel of Aſhburnham 
church, under a noble monument of black and 
white marble, whereon he the effigies in full pro- 
portion of a gentleman in armour between his 
two wives, the one in a winding-ſheet, the other 
in a baroneſs's robe, with a coronet on her head; 
all their hands elevated; and underneath are the 
figures of four ſons and four daughters kneehng 
before à deſk. Over all, in an arch of white 
marble, ſupported by two black marble pillars, 1s 


the following inſcription on black marble, in gilt 


Roman letters, 


« Here lies in the vault underneath, John 
Aſhburnham, eſquire, of this place, ſon of the 
unfortunate Sir John Aſhburnham, whoſe good 
nature and frank diſpoſition towards his friends, 
in being deeply engaged for them, neceſſitated 
him to fell this place, (in his family long before 
the conqueſt,) and all the eſtate he had elſewhere, 
not leaving to his wife and fix children the leaſt 
ſubſtance, which is not inſerted to the leaſt diſad 
vantage of his memory, (God forbid it ſhould be 
underſtood to be a charge of diſreſpe& upon him) 
but to give God the praiſe, who ſo ſuddenly pro- 
vided both for his wife and children, as that 
within leſs than two years after the death of the 
ſaid Sir John, there was not any of them but was 
in a condition rather to be helpful to others, than 
to want ſupport themſelves. May God be pleaſed 
to add this beſo to his poſterity, that they may 
never be unmindful of the great things he hath 
done for them. The wife of the ſaid Sir John 
Aſhburnham was daughter to Sir Thomas Beau- 
mont, of Slaughton, in Leiceſterſhire. She was 
very eminent for her great temper and prudence. 
She died in the ſeventy-fifth year of her age, and 
both the ſaid Sir John and his wife, lie buried in 
the church of St. Andrew's in Holbourn, London.“ 


* The ſaid Mr. John Aſhburnham married the 
daughter and heir of William Holland, of 
Weſtburton, in this county, eſquire, who 
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the lord Poulett, of Hinton St. George, in 
the county of Somerſet : ſhe was daughter 
and heir to Chriſtopher Kenn, of Kenn, in 
that county, eſq; wlio left her a great eſtate 
in lands, now in the poſſeſſion of the lord Pou- 
lett, She was worthy imitation by all her 
ſex, for her honourable; and religious conver- 
ſation : She brought great advantages to the 
family of this place, and died at the age of 
ſeventy years: and four months : And her 
memory 1s precious to all conſidering perſons 
that knew her. This Mr. John Aſhburn- 
ham was of the bedchamber to their ma- 
jeſties Charles I. and Charles II. who when 
he had performed the ſervice to God, in 
building this church at his on charge, died 
in the ſixty- eighth year of his age, on the 
fifteenth day of June, in the year of our 
Lord 1671.“

F the _ families which claim one com- 
O mon anceſtor with his grace the duke of 
Norfolk, this branch iſſuing from William How- 
ard, commonly called lord William Howard, eldeſt 
ſon of Thomas, ſecond duke of Norfolk, by his 
ſecond wife, Agnes, daughter of Sir Hugh Til- 
ney, deputy of Calais, and ſiſter and heir to Sir 
Philip Tilney, of Boſton, in Lincolnſhire, is by 
no means to be accounted the leaſt confiderable, 
inaſmuch as it has afforded nine peers of parlia- 
ment, in a little more than two hundred years, 
three of which were only barons, and the other 
ſix earls, three of Nottingham, and three of Ef- 
fingham, moſt of which have been men of emi- 
nence in the ſeveral reigns wherein they lived. 

(Firſt Lord.) WILLIAM Howasp, eldeſt ſon to 
Thomas, ſecond duke of Norfolk, by his ſecond 
wife, &c. in the twenty-fourth of Henry VIII. 
was one of the attendants of his majeſty to Ca- 
lais, and from thence to Bulloign, where he was 
magnificently received by Francis the Firſt, king 
of France. About two years after he was ſent into 
Scotland, to preſent king James V. with the order 
of the Garter : alſo to acquaint him of the intended 
interview betwixt their majeſties of England and 
Francez and intreating- his preſence thereat, to 
deſire him to paſs through England, in order to 
accompany king Henry to Calais. 

In the twenty-ſeventh year of that reign, he 
was (according to Herbert) ſent with Dr. William 
Barlow, biſhop of St. Aſaph, to the king of Scots, 
to perſuade him to an interview with king Henry, 
as alſo to make certain advantageous propoſitions 
to him. 

In the thirty-third of that reign, upon the 
unhappy deportment of Catherine Howard, 
his niece, ich wife of king Henry VIII. for 
which ſhe loſt her head (being newly returned 
from an embaſſy to France) he was indicted, as 
was alſo his wife, and the old ducheſs of Nor- 
folk, for miſpriſion of treaſon, in concealing 
what they knew of that queen's behaviour there- 
in, and condemned to perpetnal impriſonment : 
but at length, through the king's favour, he was 
enlarged. In the fixth of Edward VI. he was 
made deputy of Calais. 

Being a valiant perſon, (ſays Dugdale) and 
perfectly loyal to both thoſe kings, he had ſuch 
eſteem from queen Mary, as that by letters pa- 
tent, bearing date the eleventh of March, A. b. 
1553, in the firſt year of her reign, he was ad- 
vanced to the degree and dignity of a baron of 
this realm, by the title of lord Howard of Ef. 
fingham; alſo, the twentieth of the fame month, 
E lord admiral of England, Ireland, and

Wales; and upon the ſecond of April next ens 
ſuing, took his ſeat in parliament amongſt the 
reſt of the peers. Alſo, on the eighth of that 


month, he was conſtituted lord-admiral and lieu- 


tenant-general of all her forces at ſea, He was 
likewiſe lord-chamberlain of her houſhold, in 
which office he was continued by queen Elizabeth, 
upon her acceſſion to the throne. 

On the ninth of October, A. Db. 1554; he was 
elected knight of the moſt noble order of the 
Garter, and inſtalled in December following. 

He was ſent ambaſſador, with the lord Cobham, 
to the Spaniards, in the Netherlands; and, in the 
twelfth of Elizabeth, accompanied the earl of 
Suſſex, general of thoſe forces, then ſent againſt 
the earls of Northumberland and Weſtmorland, 
at that time in rebellion, In the fifteenth of 
that reign he was one of the peers that ſat at the 
trial of the duke of Norfolk. 

By his teſtament, bearing date the ſixth of 
May, in the eleventh of Elizabeth, he bequeathed 
his body to be buried in the chancel of the pariſh 
church of Reygate, in Surry, appointing a tomb 
there to be made for him, and to Charles, his ſon 
and heir, bequeathed his collar of gold, and all 
his robes belonging to the order of the Garter, 

In 1572, he was appointed lotd-privy-ſeal ; but 
enjoyed that honourable office only a ſhort time, 
for he departed this life on the eleventh of Janu- 
ary, A. D. 1572-3, His remains were, purſuant 
to his will, depoſited at Reygate. 

This nobleman married two wives ; firſt, Ca- 
therine, daughter and coheir to Sir John Brough- 
ton, of Tuddington, in the county of Bedford, 
knight. By this lady, whodied A. p. 1535, and 
was buried at Lambeth, in Surry, his lordſhip had 
iſſue an only daughter, Agnes, married to William 
Powlet, marquis of Wincheſter. 

He married, ſecondly, Margaret, daughter of 
Sir Thomas Gamage, of Coity, in Glamorgan- 
{hire, which lady died A. Db. 1581, having had iſ- 
ſue by her lord, four ſons and five daughters.

ARD, ſucceeded his father; and on the —_— 
fourth of April, A. Dd. 1574, was inſtalled knight 
of the Garter. 

In the thirteenth of Elizabeth, (his father then 
living) he was one of thoſe noble perſons, who by 
the command of queen Elizabeth, conducted the 
lady Anne, of Auſtria, daughter to Maximilian, 
the emperor, from Zealand into Spain. 

In the twenty- eighth year of that * upon 
the death of Edward, earl of Lincoln, lord- high 
admiral of England, (being then lord chamber- 


lain to the queen, as his father had formerly been) 


he was conſtituted his ſucceſſor in that great and 
important office; whereupon in 1588, when that 
formidable armada from Spain, ſo much threa- 
tened an invaſion here, he was conſtituted lieu- 
tenant- general of the queen's whole fleet at ſea; 
of whole proſperous ſucceſs ſhe had not the leaſt 
doubt, well knowing him, by his moderation and 
noble extraction, to be a perſon of great know- 
ledge in maritime affairs, diſcreetly wary,: tho- 
roughly valiant, induſtrious in action, and a per- 
ſon whom the mariners entirely loved. 

In the thirty-ninth of Elizabeth, further dan- 
gers being threatened from the Spaniards, through 
the help of thoſe Iriſh, which were rebelliouſly 


diſpoſed, he was made joint-general of the Eng- 


liſh army, with Robert, earl of Eſſex, for the 
defence of this realm, both by ſea and land, (viz. 
Eſſex for the land, and this lord-admiral- for the 
ſea) the firſt ſquadron being led by him, the ſe- 
cond by Eſſex, the third by Thomas Howard, 
and the fourth by Sir Walter Raleigh. On the 
fifteenth of June alſo, this year, he was conſti- 
tuted juſtice. itinerant of all the foreſts ſouth of 
Trent, for life; and upon the twenty-ſecond of 
October following, in conſideration of his eminent 
ſervices, in 1388, by defending this realm againſt 
the Spaniſh armada, and afterwards in ſacking of 
Cadiz, in Spain; as alſo in deſtroying the Spaniſh 
fleet then in the port there, was advanced to the 
dignity and title of earl of Nottingham, as de- 
ſcended from the family of Mowbray, whereof 


ſome had been earls of that county. 


In the forty-firſt of Elizabeth, ſtill continuing 


In high reputation at court, ſome danger from 


the Spaniard being then threatened, he was con- 
ſtituted lieutenant- general of the queen's field 
forces; and three years after, was made one of 
the commiſſioners for exerciſing the office of earl- 
marſhal of England, | n tet}; 

After the demiſe of queen Elizabeth, in order

HE anceſtors of this noble and ancient fa- 

mily were ſeated at Walpole *, in the county 
of Norfolk, long before the Conqueſt ; and, that 
from this circumſtance their ſurname was derived, 
antiquaries univerſally agree; As we are at a loſs 
for a lineal ſucceſſion of owners of that town be- 
fore it was granted by the laſt of them to the 
monaſtery of Ely, ſo are we afterwards, till the 
reign of king Henry II. 

We read however, of many who bore that 
name. at, and after the arrival of William the 
Conqueror, viz. Reginald de Walpole, Richard 
de Walpole, and Emma, his wife, Stephen de 
Walpole, but cannot preciſely determine what re- 
lation they bore to each other. The firſt we can 
ſpeak of with any certainty, was 9 8 

Sir HENRY DE WALPOLE, who, by Iſabel, his 
wife, was father of 

Henry de Walpole, a perſon of ſuch eminency, 
that, adhering to the barons in the reign of king 
John, and being taken priſoner, he was obliged 
to pay a fine of an hundred - pounds, before he 
could obtain his deliverance. He was ſucceeded by 

Sir Join pe Warror, who was alſo engaged 
in the ſame cauſe; and returning to his allegiance, 
ing Henry III. the twenty-ſeventh of October, 
(a few days after king John's death) writes to the 
ſheriffs of Cambridge and Norfolk, forthwith to 
deliver to him all the lands, which he had at the 
time he revolted from king John, his father. In 
38 Henry III. A. D. 1253, he was one of the ju- 
rors of Norfolk at the Pleas at Weſtminſter.

A. Db. 1726; and his lady, in 1735, was married 
to Kyrwood, of Herefordſhire, eſquire. 

(Firſt Earl.) RoBtzrT WaLPOLE, eldeſt ſer- 
viving ſon, was born the twenty-ſixth of Auguſt, 
A. b. 1674; ſucceeding to the eſtate at-Houghton, 
the antient ſeat of his anceſtors (which he rebuilt) 
he was firſt choſen a member for Kings-Lynn, in 
1700, and ſerved for that borough in all parlia- 
ments to the time, of his being created earl of 
Orford, —— the interval of one ſeſſions, in 
1711: when his weight and influence, in oppoſing 
the meaſures then carrying on, made it neceſſar 
for thoſe, who were determined to go though 
with them, to reſolve, to get him out of the houſe, 
and in conſequence of ſuch reſolution, into the 
Tower, where he continued till the parliament was 
up; notwithftanding his being re-elected during 
the time of that confinement, by the ſame ſteady 
corporation; whom none of the great menaces 
continually ſent down upon that election could 
influence, or alter, in the juſt opinion they al- 
ways had of his eminent and faithful ſervices : 
and of his reſolute adherence to what they, as 
well as he, then thought the intereſt of their 
country. 

In June, a. p. 1705, he was commiſſioned, 
amongſt others, to be of council in the affairs of 
the Admiralty to his royal highneſs prince George 
of Denmark, lord-high-admiral of England; and, 
in 1707, conſtituted ſecretary at war; likewiſe 
made treaſurer of the navy, in January, A. o. 
1709. In the remarkable ſeſſion of that year, 
when Dr. Sacheverel was impeached, he was 
choſen one of the managers of the houſe of com- 
mons to make good the articles of impeachment 
ainſt him; at which time the rights and liberties 
of the people of England, the happy revolution, 
which redeemed us from popery, and the pro- 
teſtant ſucceſſion, were vindicated from the artful 
inſinuations in his ſermon preached at St. Paul's; 
and the managers had the thanks of the houſe of 
commons for their ſervices. On the change of 
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the miniſtry, in Auguſt, A. b. 171C, he was re. 
moved from his employments, and afterwards was 
in no office during the remainder of the queen's 
reign. 
On the acceſſion of George I. to the throne, his 
eminent abilities, and his zeal for the ſucceſſion in 
his royal houſe, which he had ſtrenuouſly and ſucceſs- 
fully aſſerted, brought him again into the ſervice of his 
country; being firſt made pay-maſter of the guards 
and garriſons at home, and of the forces abroad, 
on the twenty-third of September, 1714, five days 
after his majeſty's landing. And, when a new 
privy-council was appointed to meet on the firſt of 
October, A. Db. 1715, he was then ſworn thereof, 
and took his place at the board. On the tenth-of 
October, A. b. 1715, he was conſtituted firſt 
lord commiſſioner of the Treaſury, and chancellor 
of the Exchequer ; and, in the ſame year, was 
elected chairman of the committee of ſecrecy, ap- 
pointed by the houſe of commons, to inquire into 
the conduct of thoſe evil miniſters, © That 
brought a reproach on the nation, by the un- 
ſuitable concluſion of a war, which was carried on 
at ſo vaſt an expence, and was attended with ſuch 
unparallelled ſucceſſes.” On the tenth of April, 
A. D. 171), he voluntarily reſigned his poſts of 
firſt lord commiſſioner of the Treaſury, and 
chancellor of the Exchequer; the lord viſcount 
Townſhend and other noblemen reſigning their 
places abour the ſame time. But, on the fourth 
of June, A. b. 1720, he was conſtituted pay- 
maſter general of all his majeſty's forces; alſo, on 
the fourth of April, a. Db. 1721, firſt lord com- 
miſſioner of the Treafury, and chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Likewiſe, on the twenty ſixth of 
May, A. p. 1723, he was nominated one of the 
lords juſtices for the adminiſtration of the govern- 
ment, and, by his majeſty's appointment, he was 
ſworn on May the twenty-ninth following, ſole 
ſecretary of ſtate, during the abſence of the lord 
viſcount Townſhend, and the lord Carteret, who 
went with the king to Hanover. 

On May 27, A. D. 1725, his majeſty conferred 
on him the dignity of knighthood of the moſt 
honourable order of the Bath, at the ſame time 
that his royal highneſs prince Willtam, late duke 
of Cumberland, with ſeveral lords, and perſons of 
high degree were knighted and inveſted with the 
enſigns of the ſaid order. On the ſeventh of 
June following, his majeſty declared him one of 
the lords juſtices for the adminiſtration of the go- 
vernment during his ſtay at Hanover. Alſo, on 
the twenty-ſixth of May, A. Db. 1726, he was 
elected (with his grace the duke of Richmond) 
knight-companion of the moſt noble order of the 
Garter, and was inſtalled at Windſor the ſixteenth 
day of June : and, in 1727, was one of the 
lords juſtices of Great-Britain, 

On the acceſſion of his late majeſty, he was 
July 24, 1727, continued in his office of fir 
commiſſioner of the Treaſury, and chancellor and 
under-treaſurer of the Exchequer ; alſo one of 
his majeſty's privy-council ; and was choſen one 
of the governors of the Charter-Houſe. At his 
majeſty's coronation, October 11, A. pb. 1727, he 
attended as a privy-councellor, and as knight of 
the Garter, in the full habit and collar of that moſt 
noble order, &c. In July, a. b. 1738, he was 
unanimouſly elected high-ſteward of Lynn-Regis, 
in the room of the lord viſcount Townſhend de- 


caaſed 
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ceaſed. And, in 1740, was again one of the lords: 


juſtices during his majeſty's ſtay at Hanover. 
In the firſt ſeſſion of the parliament, which met 


December 4, 4: b. 1741, reſigning his places, 


his majeſty on the ninth of February following 


was pleaſed to confer on him the dignities of an 
earl, viſcount, and baron of this kingdom, by 
the ſtyle and titles of baron Houghton, viſcount 
Walpole, and earl of Orford, - to him and his 
heirs male. His lordſhip afterwards was well 


pleaſed with his retired ſtate; but being much 


afflicted with the ſtone, it at length put a 
period to his life, in the ſeventieth year of his 
age, at his houſe in Arlington - ſtreet, on Sunday, 
March 18, A. b.

June 3. A. D. 1734, he was choſen for Great Yar- 
mouth in Norfolk, and has ſince conſtantly ſerved 
for the ſame place.

William STanHoPe, for his 
great ſeryices to the nation, was advanced to the 
dignity of a peer of this realm, by the title of 
lord Harrington z which barony of Harrington 
was in a younger branch of this family, in the 
reign of king James the firſt, His lordſhip, after 
a learned and polite education, ſerved in the reign

On the acceſſion of king George II. he was | 
conſtituted colonel of a regiment of dragoons, 
and returned to parliament for the town of Derby ;

horſe : on the nineteenth of Auguſt, a. p. 1717, 
he was appointed_envoy extraordinary and pleni- 
potentiary to the king of Spain; and, in 1718, 
ſeeing our affairs at the court of Madrid tending 
to a rupture, he ſhewed his care and concern for 
his country, in giving private and early notice of 
his apprehenſions to the Engliſh conſuls and mer- 
chants, ſettled in the Spaniſh ſea-ports, adviſing 
them to ſecure their effects. And in April, that 
year, he had frequent conferences with cardinal 
Alberoni, on propoſals tranſmitted from the king 
of Great-Britain, and the regent of France, for

courts of Spain and Vienna. And having received 


a letter from Sir George Byng, dated June 20, 


on the Spaniſh coaſt, he notified his majeſty's or- 
ders to employ force of arms, in caſe the king of 
Spain perfilted in his enterprizes in Italy. On 
November 17, 4. D. 1718, he was appointed envoy 
and plenipotentiary to the court of Furin; from 


whence he returned to Paris; and, May 31, 4. b 


1719, ſet out for the duke of Berwick's camp, 
before Fontarabia, againſt which he had opened 
the trenches, on the night between the twenty- 
ſeyenth and twenty-eighth of that month. Likes 
wiſe, after admiral Byng had deſtroyed the greateſt 
part of the Spaniſh fleet, he concerted meaſures, 
and procured an Engliſh ſquadron to fall on the 
port of St. Anthony, in the bay of Biſcay, in 
which were one man of war of ſeventy guns, and 
two of ſixty, newly built, with an incredible 
quantity of timber, pitch, and tar, and other 
navel ſtores, for building more ; all which were 
deſtroyed by the Engliſh ſquadron, aſſiſted, (as 
our author relates) by a detachment which the 
duke of Berwick ſpared from his army, at the ſol- 
licitation of colonel Stanhope, the Engliſh miniſter, 
who contrived the deſign, and, ſerving as a volun- 
teer in the enterprize, principally contributed to 
the execution of it This mention is made of it, 
in our Gazette, N* 5773, Finding it neceſſary 
to encourage and animate troops which had not 
been uſed to enterprizes by ſea, he was the firſt 
that leaped into the water, when the boats ap- 
8 the ſhore.” 


On the end of that war, he was declared a 


brigadier-general, and returned with the ſame 
character to Spain. But the Spaniards beſieging 
Gibraltar, he had ſuch regard to the honour of 
his country, that, on February 27, N. S. 1726-7, 
he acquainted the chief miniſter, that hoſtilities 
having been begun by the Spaniſh army before 
Gibraltar, he had taken his reſolution to leave 
that court, without loſs of time; and for that 
purpoſe deſired his catholic majeſty would grant 
him the neceſſary paſſports for himſelf, his family, 
and his equipage. On March 11, he left Madrid, 
and arrived on the twenty-ſecond at Bayonne, 
and paſting through France, on April 3, O. S. 
1727, landed at Dover ; and the next day arrived 
at St. James's.

Sir Edward Poynings was ſent with 
fifteen hundred archers, to the aſſiſtance of Mar- 
garet, ducheſs of Savoy, regent of the Low 
Countries; and it is probable Sir John Wallop 
was in that expedition, and there received the 
honour of knighthood; for he was not long after on 
an embaſſy to the ſaid regent, and he was knighted 
before that time. In 4 Henry VIII, we-find him, 
by the title of Sir John Wallop, in that fleet, 
which, in the month of March failed to Britanny, 
when Sir Edward Howard, lord admiral, reſolved 
to board ſix gallies of the French, under Prior 
John, in the harbour of Breſt. Sir Edward was 
attended by four choice captains, this Sir John 
Wallop being one of them ; but through an ex- 
ceſs of valour, the admiral loſt his hte, Sir John 
Wallop, and the reſt eſcaping very narrowly, 
In 1513, 5 Henry VIII. he was employed on ex- 
traordinary diſpatches to Margaret, ducheſs of 
Savoy, regent of the Low Countries, before the 
king's expedition into France, who that year took 
the caſtle and city of Tournay, at which it is pro- 
bable he aſſiſted, 

In 6 Henry VIII. he was admiral and comman- 
der in chief of the fleet, ſent to encounter Prior 
John, the French admiral, who landed in Suſſex, 
and burnt the town of Brighthelmftone. But the 
French getting into their own ports, he failed to 
the coaſt of Normandy, and there landed and 
burnt twenty-one villages and towns, with great 
flaughter, and alſo the ſhips and boats in the ha- 
vens of Treaport, Staple, &c. wherein he ac- 
quitted himſelf with ſuch conduct and valour, 
that all our hiſtorians have mentioned this expe- 
dition much to his honour. 

Hall (who lived at that time) writes, That 
men marvelled at his enterprizes, conſidering he 
had at the moſt but eight hundred men, and land- 
ed them ſo often.“ The lord Herbert writes. 
„That Sir John Wallop burat divers ſhips, and 
one-and twenty villages, landing many times in 
deſpight of the French, which ſeemed the more 
ftrange, that his ſoldiers exceeded not eight hun- 
dred men.” In 9 Henry VIII. this very honour- 
able mention is made of him iu the Hiſtory of Por- 
tugal: “ John Wallop, an Engliſh gentleman of 
worth, afterwards governor of Calais, came into 
Portugal, offering to ſerve in Afric on his own 
expence. He ſerved two years at Tangier hon- 
ourably, and then returned home; having re- 
ceived the order of knighthood of Chriſt, and 
other conſiderable favours, and continued always

Morlaix by aſſault; and was with thoſe who firſt 
entered the town, where the ſoldiers had great 
the end of that month. He was alſo the fame 
year, in that expedition into France, under the 
earl of Surrey, who, after taking ſeveral towns 
and villages, left this Sir John Wallop, one of the 
chief captains, worthy of the beſt praiſe, (as ob- 
ſerved by Hall, before mentioned) at St. Omer's, 
with one thouſand nine hundred men, to he there, 
and at Guyſnes, Hammes, and at Mark, where he 
did good ſervice, by ſpoiling of towns, taking of 
riſoners, &c. In 15 Henry VIII. he was, with 
the duke of Suffolk, at the taking of Bray, Roy, 
and Montidier, in France; where the forces un- 
der his command performed ſuch fervices by 
their courage and activity, that the camp was fre- 
quently ſupplied with horſes, victuals, and other 
neceſſaries. As our hiſtorians write, they were 
called Adventurers, all proper men and hardy; 
having, as Hall ſays, little or no wages, but by 
their manhood and politics took great booties, and 
brought to the army all neceſſaries. In 16 Henry VIII. 
he was ſtill in thoſe parts, and with his band of 
men, performed extraordinary ſervices againſt 
the French, whom with great valour they defeated 
in the month of May, at Somer de Boys. After- 
wards, this Sir John. Wallop, and Sir William 
Fitz-Williams, captain of Guyſnes, with one thou- 
ſand nine hundred choſen men, on Midſummer- 
day, paſſed the low country of Picardy unto'the 
caſtle of Hardingham, which they aſſaulted; and 
Sir John Wallop, with his men, entered the ditch, 
and ſetting up ladders to the walls, fome climbed 
up, but were repulſed : and the French coming 
up with two thouſand horſe and two thouſand 
foot, the Engliſh being weary, retired in good 
order to their fortreſſes, - 

In 18 Henry VIII. the king fent him not only 
to the princes of Germany, to exhort them to 


pillage, and returned to the Ile of Wight, deloge 


join againſt the Turks, but alſo to Mary, queen 


of Hungary, to comfort her for the loſs of . her 
huſband ; adding withal ſuch a ſupply of money, 
as might teſtify fis zeal to that cauſe was greater 
than theirs, who by kindred and neighbourhood 
were more concerned therein. The year after he 
was with Sigiſmund, king of Poland, to animate 
him to join againſt the Turks; which king, in 
his letter to Thomas Wolſey, archbiſhop of York, 
ſtiles him, the magnificent Sir John Wallop, great 
mareſchal of Calais. In 20 Henry VIII. he ob- 
tained the office of ranger of the park at Ditton, 
and ſteward of the manor for life; and, on June 
the twenty-third, 22 Henry VIII. was conſtituted 
lieutenant of the caſtle of Calais. In 25 Henry 
VIII. we find him ambaſſador to Francis I. the 
French king, and continuing at that court, A. v. 
1535, 27 Henry VIII. He was ordered to expoſ- 
tulate with the French monarch, for giving his 
advice to the Germans, to on the ſupremacy of 
the biſhop of Rome, and to ſhew him the book 
wrote againſt it by Dr. Samſon, dean of the cha- 
pel to Henry VIII. and to incline him to the 
king's opinion in eccleſiaſtical affairs. Alfo was 
ordered to attend the French king at his interview 
with the pope at Marſcilles, who then married

of the pariſh church of Obbyrkirk, 
S&.Calais ; and was ordered to pro- 

oſe to the French king, the conditions concern- 
ing a revocation of the cenſures inflicted by the 
pope on his royal maſter: and to treat of a mar- 
riage between the duke of Angouleſme, the 
French king's third ſon, and the princeſs Elizabeth. 
He continued in France, on his ambaſſy till 1737, 
29 Henry VIII. when we find him ſummoned to 
attend at the chriſtening of prince Edward, on 
October 15, that year; and being of the king's 
privy-chamber, was one which ſupported a rich 
canopy over the prince at that grand ſolemnity. 
Alſo, the ſame year, he was in nomination for 
one of the knights of the Garter. In go Henry 
VIII. in conſideration of his ſervices, he had a 
grant of the priory of Barlich, in Somerſetſhire, 
and the manors of, Brampton, Bury, and Warley, 
in the ſame county; and the manor of Morebach, 
in Devonſhire, -to him and his heirs. In g2 Henry 
VIII. he was again in France on an embaſſy, 
where he continued till a war broke out with that 
realm. And on April 23, St. George's-day, 
35 Henry VIII. was at a chapter of the moſt 
noble order of the Garter, the firſt named in the 
liſt of knights, by all the. companions preſent ; 
and had more votes than the viſcount Lyſle, lord 
St. John, and lord Parr, who were then choſe, 
though the king did not then declare him elected. 
The ſame year, on a treaty concluded with the 
emperor Charles V. whereby the king was obliged 
to aſſiſt him in defence of his dominions in Lower 
Germany againſt the king of France; his majeſty 
being well aſſured (as the words of the patent im- 
port) of the fidelity, prudence, and experience of 
his truſty and well- beloved counſellor, Sir John 
Wallop, captain and governor of the caſtle and 
county of Guyſnes, conſtitutes him captain- ge- 
neral and leader of the forces to be employed, ac- 
cording to the ſaid treaty, with full power to give 
battle and annoy all the enemies of the ſaid em- 
peror: and was authoriſed, as he faw expedient, 
to puniſh all under his command, even with death 
itſelf ; likewiſe: to reward all as ſhould well deſerve, 
with knighthood, and ſuch. military honours and 
marks of diſtinction as he thought fit. 

He landed at Calais, 4. D. 1543, and marching 
from thence, between the frontiers of France and 
the Low Countries, did much ſpoil on the enemy, 
till he joined with the emperor's forces before 
I andrecy, then b:ſieged; whereof the French 
king being advertiſed, - reſolved to relieve it. 
Hereupon the two great armies being near each 
other, it was expected a battle would enſue ; but 
the French in the night diſlodged ſecretly, and 

retired. After which the emperor continued the

D. 1544, go Henry 
VIII. at which time the earl of Arundel and Sir 
Anthony St. Leger were inſtalled with him, who 
had been elected on April 24. Mr. Aſhmole, who 


wrote the hiſtory of the knights of the order of 
the Garter, did alſo intend to write the hiſtory of 


the lives of that moſt noble order. Bur his de- 
ſign being repreſented, (as he complains) through 


the wrong end of the perſpettive, by the chancellor of 


the order, to king Charles the Second, and the knights 
companions, be received ſo great diſcourugement, as 
cauſed him to wave it. In his Collections, this Sir 
John Wallop is mentioned to have been ambaſſalot 
to the emperor, to the kings of France, Portu- 
gal, Hungary, and Poland. Sir John was twice 
commiſſioner with the lord Cobham, and others, 
for delivering of hoſtages, in Edward the Sixth's 
time, concerning the the treaty of Valloigne. The 
laſt commiſſion we find him in, was on November 
16, A. D. 1550, 4 Edward VI. when he was the 
firſt named, to hear and determine all controver- 
ſies relating to the titles of lands and poſſeſſions, 
lordſhips, and territories, as well within the 
king's limits, as within the French king's, on the 
marches of Calais. | | 
It appears by ſeveral circumſtances, that he 


was abroad in the king's ſervice, at the death of 


Henry VIII. January 28, A. p. 1546-4, and in 
the reign of Edward VI, had the fole command 
of our forces for the defence of our territories in 
France. He died at Guiſnes, in July, 5 Edward 
VI. where he lies buried. 

This great man had two wives; firſt, Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Oliver St. John, of Lidiard Tre- 
goze, in Wiltſhire, knight, and relict of Gerald 
Fitz-Gerald, eſquire, ſon of Thomas, earl of Kil- 
dare; ſecondly, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Cle- 
ment Harleſton, of Okenden, in Eſſex, knight; 
but dying without iſſue, his eſtate devolved upon

| leaſe, bearing date at Milcote, on the fifth day of 


November, in the twenty-ſecond year of king 


Richard II. from William de Peto, couſin and 
heir to Geffery de Langley, whoſe right it was, 
in the reign of king Edward III. and being ſo 
poſſeſſed thereof, entailed it by fine, in the ſecond 

ear of king Henry IV. on the iſſue male of his 

ody, by Joan then his wife, and for want of ſuch 
iſſue, upon John, and Lodowick, his ſons by 
Margaret his firſt wife, and the iſſue male of their 
bodies ſucceſſively, with remainder to his own right 
heirs. He died in the third year of king Hen- 
ry IV. arid confonant to the orders in his laſt will, 
was buried in the church of the bleſſed Virgin 
Mary of Campden, in which church his monu- 
ment ſtill remains. By his laft will and teſtament, 
bearing date at Campden, April the ſecond, 
A. D. 1401, and proved in the year following, he 
bequeathed to that church, a hundred marks to- 
wards its repairs, and two hundred pounds to 
maintain four chaplains to ſay maſs therein, during 
the ten following years, for his ſoul and the ſouls 
of all his anceſtors. He bequeaths his manors, 
lands, &c. to Joan his wife, John Grevill his ſon, 


and Richard Brothell, his executors ; and appoints | y 


Sir Roger Hatton, abbot of Eveſham, and Sir 
William Bradley, ſuperviſors. The ſaid Joan, 
his ſecond wife, was ſiſter and heir of Sir Philip 
Thornbury, knight, and lived a long time after 
him. But this lady having brought him no ſons, 
the entait before mentioned took place, with re- 
gard to John, his ſon and heir, and Lodowick, 
whom he had by Margaret his firſt wife, by whom 
he likewiſe had iſſue two daughters; Mary, mar- 
ried to John Gifford, of Harpre, eſquire; and 
Alice, married to Edmond Ludlow, eſquire. 
JohN GREvILLE, eldeſt ſon and heir of the laſt 
mentioned William, reſided alſo at Campden, 
and being ſheriff of Glouceſterſhire, and the 
Marches of Wales, in the ſixth year of king 
Henry IV. bore for his arms, ſable, upon a croſs 
engrailed, within the like border, or, ten annu- 
lets of the ſecond, with a mullet of five points in 
the dexter quarter. In the eighth year of king 
Henry V. he obtained the king's pardon for all 
tranſgreſſions, in that he, and Sibil his wife, 
daughter and heir of Sir Robert Corbet, knight, 


deceaſed, had entered on the lands and tenements 


which Joan, the wife of the ſaid fir Robert, held 
in dower. Sibil, his wife, dying ſoon after with- 
out iſſue, he married Joyce, daughter of Sir Wal- 
ter Cokeſey, knight, and ſiſter and heir to Hugh 
Cokeſey ; and by her he had iſſue John, his ſon 
and heir. 

This Joun GREVILLE reſided at Cherlton Re- 
gis, in the county of Glouceſter ; and was choſe 
one of the knights for that ſhire, in the ſecond 
year of king Henry V. as alſo in four other parlia- 
ments, viz. from the laſt of king Henry V. to 
the thirteenth of king Henry VI. On the death 
of Joan, his grand-father's ſecond wife, in the 
28th year of king Henry VI. he became poſſeſſed 
of the manor of Milcote, which ſhe held during 
her life; and thereupon made that ſeat his prin- 
cipal reſidence. He was in the commiſſion / of 
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had the h6nour of knighthood conferred on him; 
and in the 13th of king Edward IV, had livery of 
the lands which deſcended to him by the death 
of his mother. The ſame year he was ſheriff of 
Warwickſhire and Leiceſterſhire ; 'as alſo-a third 
time, in the 17th year of king Edward IV. He 
bore the. ſame arms as his father did, excepting. 


the annulets upon the croſs, as appears by his. 


1 together with that of his wife, botn 
neeling in their ſurcoats of arms, in the eaſt win- - 
dow of the pariſh-church at Binton, in War- 
wickſhire. He departed this life on the 6th day 
of Auguſt, in the 20th year of Edward IV. and, 
purſuant to the directions given in his laſt will, 
was buried in St. Ann's chapel, in the church of 
Wefton upon Avon. By Joan his wife, daugh- 
ter of William Score, he left iſſue Thomas, his 
only ſon and heir; as alſo two daughters, Ann 
and Margeret, both of whom died without iſſue. 
TuouAs GREVILLE, only ſon and heir of the 
above-mentioned John, was twenty-ſix years of 
age at the deceaſe of his father. He aſſumed 
the name of Cokeſey in reſpe& of the inhe- 
ritance he enjoyed by deſcent from his grand- 
mother, and having livery of his father's lands, 
made Milcote his chief reſidence. In the ſame 
ear, 20 Edward IV. he was conſtituted ſheriff 
of Warwickſhire and Leiceſterſhire; and at the 
coronation of king Henry VII. was one of the 
knights of the Bath then created. The next year, 
2 Henry VII. he was made a knight banneret, 
for his valiant behaviour in the battle of Stoke. 
In the 4th year of king Henry VII. he was one 
of the commiſſioners of array in the” county of 
Warwick, for ſending archers, &c. into Britany, 
for relief of that dutchy; and the year after, was 
conſtituted one of the juſtices for jail delivery in 
Warwickfhire. In the 6th year of king Henry 
VII. he was a commiſſioner for arraying of men 
in defence of this realm, then in danger of an 
invaſion from Charles IX. king of France; and 
in the commiſſion of the peace for che county of 
Warwick, from that time until his deceaſe. This 
Sir Thomas died in the 14th year of king Henry 
VII. leaving no iſſue by Elizabeth his wife, 
daughter to William lord Herbert: whereupon 
Robert Ruſſel and Robert Winter were found to 
be his couſins and heirs, and inherited the lands of 
the Cokeſeys; but by force of the entail made in 
the ſecond year of king Henry IV. the manor of 
Milcote, and other manors and lands of the Gre- 
villes, reſorted to John Greville, great grand- 
child to Lodowick, ſecond ſon to William Gre- 
ville, of Campden. | | 
This Lopowick, or LEWISs, GREVILLE, mar- 
ried Margeret, the only daughter and heir of Sir 
Giles Arderne, or Ardene, of Drayton, near 
Banbury in Oxfordſhire, knight, by Philippa his 
wife, who was alſo a conſiderable heireſs; and 
which Sir Giles Ardene was lineally deſcended from 
TuRcniFiL pe WARWICK, earl of Warwick at 
the time of the conqueſt z as may be ſeen in the 
table. In conſequence of this marriage, Lodo- 
wick ſettled at Drayton, the ancient ſeat of his

This 
RALPH GREVIILE, took to wife, Margaret, 
daughter and coheir of Thomas Poyntz, of 
Frampton - Cottell, in the county of Glouceſter, 
eſquire ; and as, by this marriage, the Grevilles, 
his deſcendants, have the right of quartering the 
arms of no leſs than five ancient and honourable 
families,. viz. of Poyntz, Bardolph, Mallet, Clane- 
bow, and Acton.

EpwarD GREVILLE, the firſt ſon, was in the 
commiſſion of the peace for Warwickſhire, in the 
firſt year of king Henry VIII. In the fifth year 
of king Henry VIII. he was preſent at <P aj 
of Terouen, and at the battle that enſued, called 
by our hiſtorians the battle of Spurs, from the 
ſwiftneſs of the French in running away; and 
having afterwards aſſiſted at the ſtorming of Tour- 
nay, he, in reward for his valiant behaviour, re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood, on the thir- 
teenth of October, A. Db. 1513. In the twelfth 
year of king Henry VIII. he was one of the 
knights appointed to attend the king and queen 
to Canterbury, and from thence to Calais and 
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every one of that degree having a chaplain, ele- 
ven ſervants, and eight horſes. In the thirteenth. 
year of king Henry VIII. he obtained the ward- 
ſhip. of Elizabeth, one of the daughters and co- 
heirs, and at laſt the ſole heir of Edward Wil- 


loughby, only . ſon of Robert Willoughby, lord 
Brooke. This grant, in its conſequences, greatly 
contributed to aggrandiſe his family, as will ap-. 
pear” from what afterwards followeth. He mar-

J. Roſle, or Rous, the noted Warwickſhire antiquary, who 
died in the year 1491, not only aſſures us, that Warwick hath 
had its each ever fince the reign of the renowned king Ar- 
thur, in whoſe time, as he gravely aſferts, Arthgal, or Arti- 
calth, firſt enjoyed that honour ; but likewiſe furniſhes us 
with a lift and hiſtorical account of the ſeveral ſucceeding earls, 
taken from the antient Britiſh chronicles: and in this he is 
paitly followed by Sir William Dugdale, in his Antiquities of 
Warwickſhire, The former part of Rous's work ſavours ſo 
much of fable and romance, that little or no credit can be 
given thereto: and it is certain, that although Warwick, as 
well as other counties, had its earls in the period preceding 
the invaſion of this iſland by William, duke of Normandy, yet 
thoſe earls were no more than either fiduciary vicecomites, 
or ſubſtitutes to the carls of Mercia, within whoſe earldom 
Warwickſhire was included; or immediate officers to the king; 
and had not in themſelves any abſolute juriſdiction : neither 
did they in their own right pofſeſs the caſtle and town of 
Warwick, or receive the third penny of the county, as would 
have been. the caſe had they been earls in fee. 5 

At the time of the conqueſt, Tux cult, who had then 
lately ſucceeded his father Alwine, as, earl or vicecomes of 
Warwick, had large poſſeſſions in that and the 3 
counties. Although he was a nobleman of great note an 
power, yet he did not give any aſſiſtance to Harold in his 


oppoſition to duke William; for which reaſon that conqueror 


not only ſuffered him to continue in quiet poſſeſſion of his vaſt 
eſtates, all which he enjoyed during his life; but alſo em- 
ployed him to enlarge and fortify the caſtle and town 
of Warwick, although he ſoon after deprived him of the 
earldom. |

Soon after the death of the Conqueror, William Rufus, his 
ſucceſſor, enriched this new-created earl with the greateſt part 
of the inheritance of 'Turchill de Warwick. The bear and 
ragged-ſtaff, which had been the device or enſign of Turchill's 
family from before the time of his anceſtor, Guy, earl of War- 
wick, ſo famous for his feats of chivalry in the Saxon age, 
was, on the grant of this inheritance, afſumed by the new 
earl as the enſign of his family; and hence it became the 
remarkable badge of the ſucceflive earls of Warwick, through 
the lines of NewBuRkcn, Braucaaue, Nevit, PLanTa- 
GENET, and Dub x, as it now allo is of the preſent Ear 
or WARWICK ; and when ſupporters came in uſe, it was like- 
wiſe in that ſhape added to their arms. | 

This HENRY DE NEwBURGH, earl of Warwick, who took 
his ſurname from the caſtle of Newburgh, in Normandy, ihe 
place of his birth, was ſecond ſon of Roger de Beaumont, lord 
of Pondandemer, Preaux, &c. attended William the Conque- 
ror into England, and was, as the table ſheweth, lineally 
deſcended from Bernard, a Saxon nobleman, who comin 
into Denmark, and joining Rollo, afterwards the firſt duke o 
Normandy, in his expedition againſt France, ſoon became his 
chief counſellor, and ſecond in' command to him in his de- 
ſcent upon that kingdom, On the quarrel between king Wil- 
liam the Conqueror and his fon, Robert Curthoſe, this Henry 
was one of thoſe great men, who ia the year 108 1, effected 
the reconciliation between them, and having ſtrictly adhered 
to the intereſt of Henry, the king's fourth and youngeſt fon, 
with whom he had conſtantly lived in the ſtricteſt inumacy, 
was by his induſtry and authority, the chief inſtrument in ad- 
vancing that prince to the throne, upon the death of his bro- 
ther, William Rufus. In the reign of Henry I. he, in imita- 
tion of that king, who made a park at Woodſtock, began

He was, according to the character Camden 
gives of him, a perſon no leſs eſteemed for the 
ſweetneſs of his temper, than the dignity of his ſta- 
tion.” We have the following account of him, in a 
valuable.manuſcript, wrote in 1644, and mentioned

in the note beneath. He was a gentleman full of 


affabilitie and cburteſie, and much given to hoſpita- 
litie, which got the love of the whole countrie. For 
in his time no man did beare a greater ſway in the 
countie of Warwicke than himſelfe. He was ever- 
more attended with a brave companie of gentle-

men. Upon the news of the death of queer 


Elizabeth, he being at Warwicke at the great aſ- 


ſize, came down from the bench, and with forme 
of his friendes, proclalmed king James, which 
the judges of the circuit refuſed' to doe.“ He 
was cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Warwick;

eighth year of queen Elizabeth, and in four other 
parliaments.

Warwick. Whether it was finiſhed by himſelf, or his ſucteſ- 
ſors, is not certain; but he was ſoon imitated in this piece of 
magnificence- by others; and hence the waſfle of lands, for 
parks, became fo frequent in afterl ages, among the nobility in 
England.

This fair proſpe&, which thus offered itſelf to 
Mr. Greville, for his being amply provided for at 
home, could not allay that ardour, which he 
ſtrongly poſſeſſed, of engaging himſelf in ſervices 
abroad, both by ſea — land. The paflion that 
chiefly prevailed among the youth of ſpirit at that 
time, was to go to foreign courts in the train of 
ambaſſadors; to aſſiſt at ſieges or battles, under 
the conduct of famous generals; or to ſail to the 
Eaſt or Weſt Indies, in hopes of making diſcove- 
ries of new countries, or conqueſts upon the Spa- 
niards. On the other hand, queen Elizabeth 
conſtantly diſcouraged thoſe irregular ſallies of 
ambition; as ſhe knew, that if they were in- 
dulged beyond what the ſervice of the public 
required, the kingdom might be thereby de- 
prived of the braveſt ſubjects, and ſhe of her 
moſt valuable ſervants. Sir Fulke, whoſe ambi- 
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tion to acquire honour or improvement in foreign 


countries, was equal to that of any of his age and 


rank, not being able to obtain leave from his 
royal miſtreſs to go abroad ſo often as he deſited, 


was bold enough to make ſeveral attempts to go 


without her permiſſion: but on all thoſe occa- 
ſions, he was either recalled before he got out of 
England, or on his return, was received in ſuch 
a manner, as was moſt proper to mortify him; be- 
ing ſometimes “ made to live in her court,” as he 
himſelf ſays, © a ſpectacle of disfavour, too Jong, 
as he conceived.” The firſt excurſion which he 
meditated was, as he informs us in his Life of 
Philip Sidney, when the armies of don John and 
duke Cafimir were to meet in the Low Countries, 
Reſolved to be a witneſs of the expected conflict, 
he made all neceſſary preparations for his journey, 
and by the queen's permiſſion, had actually ſhip- 
5 his horſes and equipage at Dover; but, to 
is great mortification, juſt as he was at the point 
of his departure, he was ſtaid by the queen's 
mandate. After this, ſecretary Walſingham be- 
ing ſent ambaſſador to treat with thoſe two prin- 
ces, in a buſineſs which ſo much concerned chriſ- 
tian blood and chriſtian empire, Mr. Greville 
thought that whoever would venture to join that 
ambaſſador's train, although without leave, was 
in no danger of being ſtaid. Accordingly he 
went over with the ſecretary, unknown. in his 
way home he went to Delft, where he waited on 
William Naſſau, prince of Orange, by whom he 
was kindly received, having been the year before 
recom- 


tody of Thomas Baſſet, of Hedington, near Oxford ; and, 
upon an inquiſition taken in the twelfth and thirteenth years 
of king John, was certified to hold one hundred and ſeven 
knights fees of the king in capite, In the fifteenth year of 
that king, he came of age, and had a ſpecial writ, direct- 
ing the ſheriff of Warwickſhire, to deliver unto him tertium 
denarium comitatiis Warewici, as his anceſtors uſed to 
have.

Upon the difference which happened between king Henry

Richard, earl of Cornwall, touching the caſtle of Berkhamp- 
med, this earl, together with other barons, took up arms 
in ſupport of the earl of Cornwall's claim; but the matter in 
difpute being compromiſed to the ſatisfaction of both parties, 
he was ever after firmly attached to the part of his ſovereign. 
This Henry died in the thirteenth year of king Henry III. 
A. D. 1229, leaving by his firſt wife, Margery, the eldeſt of 
the ſiſters and coheirs of Henry d'Oily, of Hoke-Norton, in 
Oxfordſhire, one ſon, and one daughter, viz., Thomas, who 


ſucceeded his father in the earldom ;z and Margery, who after- 


wards became heir to her brother. By his ſecond wife, Phi- 
lippa, one of the three daughters and coheirs of Thomas 
Baſſet, of Hedington, he had no iſſue. This Philippa after- 
wards married Richard Seward, one of the rebellious barons 
againſt king John ; but ſoon after was divorced from him, on 
account of his crueliy to her. She died about the thirtieth 
year of king Henry III. and was buried before the high altar 
in the monaſtery of Berenceſter, or Biſſeter, in Buckingham-

WalrER De BEAUCHAMP in the ſeventeenth year of king 
John, was appointed governor of Elmley caſtle, and had the 
cullody of the county in that year ; bur falling from his alle- 
giance, and. ſiding with the rebellious barons, was excommu- 
nicated, and had his lands ſeized on. This Wurtled him ſo 
much, that he forthwith made his peace with the king, and 
Gualo, the pope's legate ; and thereupon giving ſecurity, that 
he ſhould for the future ſerve the king ſaithfully, and ſtiould

IsaBEL, upon the death of her brother without iſſue, be- 
came CounTess of WaRwick in her own right; but having 
before that time entered into a holy ſtate of life, in the nun- 
nery at Cokehill, in Worceſterſhire, did not take upon her 
that title. Neither did William, her huſband, according to 
the cuſtom of thoſe times, aſſume the title of earl; where fore 
their eldeſt ſon, William de Beauchamp, who, as heir to his 
uncle, ſucceeded to his- eſtate and the office of one of the 
chamberlains of the Exchequer in fee, had the title of EAR L 
or WARwiex, whilſt his parents were living, as is evident 
from two paſſages in the teſtament of William, the father. In 
one of theſe he ſtyles bis ſon, William, EarL or Warwick 
and in the other, ſpeaking of his daughter-in-law, he gives 
her the appellation of CounTEss. William, the father died 
in the fifty-fourth year of king Henry III. a. b. 1269, and 
was buried in the church of Friers Minors, in Worceſter : but 
when Iſabel died, does not appear.

Upon the whole, he fo "repaired this great and 
venerable pile, as to render it, as Dugdale ob- 
ſerves, © not only a place of great ſtrengthz' but 
extraordinary delight, and the moſt princely ſeat 
within the midland parts of the realm.“ Beſides .] 
other grants from the crown, he had one alſb of 


the manor and lands of Knowle, in the ſaid coun- 
ty of Warwick; and he taſted the royal bounty 
as yet more, in ſuch grants of land, than in any 
offices of ſtate. In 1617, he obtained a ſpecial 
charter, confirming all fuch. liberties as had been 
granted to any of his anceſtors, in behalf of the 
town of Alceſter, upon a new rent of ten ſhillings 
a year, then reſerved to the king, his heirs and 
ſucceſſors. 
It appears from what has been faid above, that 
he had, in his own perſon, the hereditary right of 
a peerage ; being, by his grandmother, heir at 
law to Robert Willoughby, lord Brooke, who had 
been called up by writ of ſummons to the houfe 
of lords. But it was probably not at that time a 
point clear in law, that after an honour had. been 
for ſome time in abeyance in the female line, it 
could afterwards be claimed by the heir at law;

By Alice, his 
wife, daughter of Ralph, and ſiſter and heir of Robert de 
Tony, of Flamſtead, in Hertfordſhire, and widow of Thomas 
de Leyburne, he left two ſons; Thomas, who ſucceeded him, 
and John, who in the foilowing reign diſtinguiſhed himſelf by 
his military ſervices, had the honour to Carry the royal ſtandard 
at the battle of Creſſy, was ſeveral times captain of Calais, 
and admiral of the king's fleet ; conſtable of the Tower of 
London, conſtable of Dover-caſtle, and warden of the Cinque 
Ports for life; admiral of the South, North, and Weſt ſeas ; 
and one of the founders of rhe noble order of the Garter; 
but died without iſſue in the thirty-fourth year of King Ed- 
ward III. and was buried between two pillars, on the ſouth 
part of the cathedral church of St. Paul, in London, before 
the image of our Lady, where he had a noble monument,

© epi dE BEAUCHAMy, earl of Warwick; was ſcarce two 
years old at his father's death; and therefore Hugh l&Deſpen- 
cer had the cuſtody of his lands, and probably of his perſon; 
but after the ruin of that great favoufite in the beginning of 
the next reign, Roger, lord Mortimer, obtained the cuſtody 
of Warwick caſtle, and all the earl of Warwick's lands, on 
account of a marriage intended between him and a daughter of 
that lord's; and two years afterwards the king received his 
homage by ſpecial favour, as if he had been of full age, tho' 
only in his ſeventeenth year, at which time he took upon him 
his hereditarv offices of ſheriff of Wotceſterſhire and chamber- 
lain of the Exchequer. Before he was twenty yeats of age 
the king made him governor of Guernſey, and the little 1flands 
adjacent. He attended the king in his wars in Scotland and 
France, and was prefent aud did great ſervice in the famous 
ſea-fight in 1340. In the eighteenth year of king Edward III. 
he was conſtituted ſheriff of Warwickſhire and Leiceſterſhire 
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Willoughby of Brooke was then admitted, he he- 
ing grandſon” and heir to Margaret  aboye-men- 
tioned, / who was only fiſter, and heir at law, to 
Sir Fulke Greville. But, however that point of

LouGHBys, and the BeavcyuamPs. In Septem- 
ber, 1621, his lordſhip reſigning the office of 
chancellor of the Fxchequer, in which he was 
ſucceeded by Richard Weſton, afterwards earl of 
Portland, he was made one of the gentlemen of 
the king's bedchamber. He was alſo counſellor 
of ſtate ro king Charles I. and in the beginning 
of his reign was the founder of an hiſtory-le&ure, 
in the univerſity of Cambridge, with an allow- 
ance of a handſome falary to the profeſſor there- 
of. Indeed there are many inſtances of his fa- 
vours and beneficences to learning and learned 

men; and ſome of them have not only amply ce- 


lebrated

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for life; and the ſame year created earl marſhal of England. 
He was one of the marſhals of the king's army ſent into France, 
and one of the chief commanders, who, under the Black 
Prince, led up the van of the Engliſh army, in the famous 
battle of Crefly. In the battle of Poitiers, he fought ſo long, 
and fo ſtoutly, that his hand was extremely galled with the 
exerciſe of the word and battle-ax : however, he had the good 
fortune to take William de Melleun, archbiſhop of Seinz, pri- 
ſoner, for whoſe ranſom he had no leſs than eight thouſand 
pounds; and in reward of his military fervices, he had an an- 
nual allowance of one thoufand marks out of the king's Ex- 
chequer, He was likewiſe one of the founders of the moſt 
noble order of the Garter." In the thirty-ſeventh year of kin 
Edward III. he attended prince Edward into Gaſcony; oy 
from thence, with a train of three hundred horſe, confiſtin 
of knights, .eſquires; archers, and ſervants, made a Rey 
into the Eaſt, where he ſpent three years in warring againſt the 
infidels. In his return he brought along with him the ſon of 
the King of Lithuania, who was chriſtened at London, by the 
name of Thomas, the earl himſelf ſtanding godfather. His 
ardour for military atchievemeènts abroad, did not hinder him 
from diſtinguiſhing himſelf by his buildings, and pious and li- 
beral donations at home. He rebuilt the walls of Warwick 
caſtle, which'in earl Mauduit's time had been demoliſhed, 
adding ſtrong gates, and fortifying the gateways with imbat- 
tled towers: he likewiſe founded the choir of the collegiate 
church of St., Mary, built a booth-hall in the market-place- of 
Warwick, and made the town toll-free. This great man was 
now of *.n age that might have excuſed him from any farther fa- 
tigues in war; yet in the forty-third year of king Edward III. 
hearing that the Engliſh army, under the conduct of the duke 
of Lancaſter and earl of Hereford, lay periſhing with famine and 
peſtilence in their camp, near Calais, and yer declined fighting 
with the French, who preſſed them cloſe ; old as he then 
was, he got together haſtily ſome choice troops, and ſailing 
for Calais, by his bare appearance, diſperſed the French, and 
relieved the Engliſh army. Not fatisfied with this, he purſued 
them in their retreat, and waſted the country all round Ca- 
lais : but there this great man was feized with the peſtilence, 
of which he died, on the thirteenth of November, A. b. 1370s 
being then in the ſixty-third year of his age. His body was 
brought over, and buried in the middle of the choir of the 
collegiate church, in Warwick, where his tomb is ſtill to be

and at laſt ſecretary of ſtate for twenty years to- 
gether. But for his happy enfranchiſement of 
John Speed, the hiſtoriographer, fromi a mecha- 
nic employment, and his commodious enable- 
ment of him to purſue the hiſtorical ſtudies to 
which he had ſuch an uncommon inclination, the 
hearty and unreſerved acknowledgment he has 
publickly made, deſerves to be written in letters 
of gold; where having mentioned, in his 1 hea-

tre of Great-Britain, the extraordinary tepatations 
which had been made of thedecayed caſtle of War- 
wick by Sir Fulke Greville, he adds: Whoſe 
merit to me- ward I do acknowledge, in ſetting 
this hand free from the daily employments of a 
manual trade, and giving it full liberty thus to 
expreſs the inclination of my mind; himſelf be- 
ing the procurer of my preſent eſtate.“ Sir Fulke 
Greville was not content with the mere encourage- 
ing of learning in others: from the time that he 
laid aſide all further thoughts of going abroad, 
and determined to apply himſelf to home-ſervices, 
he devoted his leiſure hours to the amuſement of 
writing, particularly in the poetical way. Afﬀtet 
the death of queen Elizabeth, calling to mind, as 
he tells us, in his Life of Sir Philip Sidney, the 
many duties he owed to that matchleſs ſovereigri 
of his, he reſolved to write her life, or hiſtory, 
purpoling to have ſet out with the union of the 
red and white roſes, in the marriage of Henry 
VII. but finding 
thoſe papers, which he looked upon as abſolutely 
neceſſary to complete his work in the ſubſtantial 
manner that might be expected, he laid aſide that 
deſign, and diſpoſed himſelf to reviſe the pro- 
ducts of his earlier ſtudies. Little of them ap- 
peared in print during his life-time ; but ſince 
his death there have been ſeveral publications in 
his name, though it is not improbable, bur that 
he has mentioned, himſelf, all the pieces of his 
writing, which he deſigned for the preſs : there- 
fore we ſhall here ſubjoin an account of the writ-

Beſides theſe ſeven ſons, 
this earl had ten daughters, whoſe portraitures were drawn and 
ſet up in the windows on the ſouth fide of- the choir of the 
collegiate church of St. Mary,. at Warwick, viz. Maud, mar- 
ried to Roger de Clifford; Philippa, the wife of Hugh, earl 
of Stafford ; Alice, married to John Beauchamp, of Hache ; 
Joane, the wife of Ralph, lord Baſſet, of Drayton ; Iſabel, 
married firſt, to John le Strange, of Blackmore, and ſecondly, 
to Robert de Ufford, earl of Suffolk; Margaret, married to 
Guy de Montalt ; Agnes, married, firſt, to Cook- 
ſey, and ſecondly, to Bardolf ; Juliana, who died un- 
married; Elizabeth, the wife of Sir Thomas de Ufford, knight 
of the Garter ; and Catherine, who became a nun at Wrox-

WiLLiam DE BEaUucyamne, fourth ſon of Thomas, earl of 
Warwick, and Catherine Mortimer, made his firſt campaign in 
1366, dader the famous John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, 
with whom he continued to ſerve throughout the whole reign 


of king Edward III. In the firſt year of king Richard II. he 
was appointed governor of the caſtle and county of Pembroke;

then held in that realm. When all things Were ready at home 


for carrying this dark defign into execution, and the king ſent 


orders to William Beauchamp, to quit his command at Calais, 
and tranſmit certain letters to the court of France, he ſtoutly 
refuſed both. He declared, with reſpect to the former, that 
he was intruſted with this, important fortreſs with the advice 
and conſent of the nobility ;. and without their approbation he 
would not render up his command. As for the letters, gueſ- 
ſing at their tenor, _ inſtead of ſending them to Paris, ke tranſ- 
mitted them to the duke of Glouceſter in Englaud. After- 
wards, when John de la Pole, brother to the great favourite 
Suffolk, came with the king's orders, to take from him the 
command of Calais, he not only refuſed to yield it into his 
hands, but ſeized him, and carried him over priſoner to Eng- 
land; which at that time incenſed the king to ſuch a degree, 
as it intirely defeated the ſcheme of his miniſfers, that he 
cauſed him immediately, on his arrival; to be arreſted, and 
committed to cloſe cuſtody; but ſoon after, either through 
fear or choice, he ſet him at liberty again. John Haſtings, 
earl of Pembroke, and baron Bergavenny, in the forty- eighth 
year of king Edward III. had, with that king's licence, en- 
tailed the caſtle and lordſhip of Bergavenny, and other his lands 
in England and Wales, on his couſin, this Sir William Beau-

Lord Bacon gives us a ſhort and laudable cha- 
racter of this great man: but Sir Robert Naun- 
ton furniſhes us with the following more ample 
and general character of him, as an eminent cour- 
tier of thoſe times, where he muſters him amongſt 
the favourites of queen Elizabeth, His words

Thomas Holland, earl of Kent, and the heirs male or his 
body, and the reſt of his lands to others. He himſelf was 
ſent into the Iſle of Man, there to remain a priſoner for 
life: but in the ſame year he was brought to the Tower of 
London, where he continued till the revolution, which ſoon 
afterwards happened, ſet Henry IV. on the throne, and re- 
ſtored him to his liberty and eſtate.

1401, in the fifty-fifth of his age, 
leaving by Margaret his wite, daughter to William, lord Fer- 
rers, of Groby, one ſon, Richard, his ſucceſſor, and two 
daughters, who died nuns. He and his counteſs, who. died 
the twenty-ſecond of January, A. b. 1406, were buried in the 
ſouth part of the collegiate church of Warwick, under a fair 
monument of white marble, having their portraitures engraven 
on braſs inlaid thereon, ſtill remaining. 

RICHARD DE BEAUCHAMP, EARL or WaRwiICk, was one 
of the moſt conſiderable perſons in this kingdom in the fifteenth 
century, At the coronation of king Henry IV. he was made 
Knight of the Bath, being then only nineteen years of age; 
and in the fourth year of the ſame reign had livery of his 
lands, In the next year he marched with the forces appointed 
to ſuppreſs the rebellion of Owen Glendowr, againſt whom he 
behaved bravely, and took his ſtandard in open battle. He 
was likewiſe in the famous battle of Shrewſbury againſt the 


Percies, where he gained great honour, In 1408, he obtained |

are, Sir Fulke Greville, lord Brooke, had no 
mean place in her favour: neither did he hold it 
for a ſhort term; for, if I be not deceived, he had 
the longeſt leaſe, and the ſmootheſt time, without 
any rub, of any of her favourites. He came to 
the court in his youth and prime; for that is the 
time or never. He was a brave gentleman, and 
honourably deſcended from Willoughby, lord 
Brooke, and admiral to king Henry VII.

Upon the death of Fulke, lord Brooke, the 
elder branch of the family, in the. male line, 
ended ; and, as we obſerved before, Margaret, 
his ſiſter, carried the honours of the female line 
into the family of Verney.

diet there for them all. He was alſo appointed, in conjunction 
with the biſhop of Durham and others, the ſame year, to ma- 
nage a treaty with the king of Scots. At the coronation of 
king Henry V. he was conſtituted lord high-ſteward, as the 
patent expreſſes it, for his known wiſdom and indefatigable 
induſtry, In 1415, he was declared captain of Calais, and 
governor of the marches of Picardy. In 1417, he was cre- 
ated earl of Aumarle, or, as we uſually call it, Albemarle, in 
reward for his bravery at the ſieges and reduction of Caen, 
Dampfront, Caudebeck, Roan, and other places in France. 
In May following, he was ſent to the court of France to treat 
of a marriage between king Henry V.. and Catherine, daugh- 
ter of king Charles VI. in which he ſucceeded, to the great 
ſatisfaction of his royal maſter, In the year 1420, he was 
elected a knight of the Garter. King Henry V. was ſo well 
convinced of his diſtinguiſhed merit, that by his will he gave 
him the higheſt teſtimony of his reſpect for, and confidence in 
him, by directing, that he ſhould have the tutelage of his ſon, 
then an infant, till he arrived at the age of ſixteen ; which 
was afterwards, upon the king's death, confirmed by parlia- 
ment. In conſequence of this, he was called from France, 
where he then ſerved as one of the principal commanders under 
the duke of Bedford, regent of that kingdom, to take upon 
him the government of the young king: but his military ſer- 
vices to the nation were held of ſo great importance, that after 
the death of the duke of Bedford, he was taken from this em- 
ployment at home, and ſent abroad as regent of France, aud 


| lieutenant-general of all the king's forces in that realm and in 


the duchy of Normandy, having with him an officer at arms, 
called Warwick herald, who received from him an annuity of 
ten marks a year. This great earl, among other his acts of 
piety, founded a chantry in the chapel of St. Mary Magdalen, 
at Guy's Cliff, cauſing the ſaid chapel to be rebuilt, and the 
ſtatue of the famous earl Guy to be placed therem. He died 
in the caſtle of Roan, on the thirtieth of April, A. b. 1439, 
having by his will ordered, that his body ſhould be brought 
over into England, and depoſited in a cheſt of ſtone before the 
altar, on the right hand of his father's tomb, in the collegiate 
church at Warwick, there to remain till the chapel which he 
had appointed to be built, adjoining to the church, ſhould be 
finiſhed ; and then his body to be there buried, and a ſtately 


monument erected; all which was completed by the care of 


his executors, He was twice married. His firſt wife was 
Elizabeth, daughter and heir to Thomas, lord- Berkley, viſ- 
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the firſt Sir Fulke, and Elizabeth, his wife, 


who, as we have already ſhewn, was not only 
heireſs of the family of Willoughby, of Brooke, 
but was twice deſcended of the old earls of War- 
wick : for this Robert, now lord Brooke, and Do- 
rothy, his ſiſter, (married to Sir Arthur Haſle- 
rigg, of Noſely, in the county of Leiceſter) 
were the only iſſue of Fulke Greville, eſquire, 
the eldeſt ſon of Robert Greville, of Thorp-La- 
tymer, in the county of Lincoln, eſquire, who 
was ſecond ſon to the ſaid Sir Fulke Greville, and 


Elizabeth, his wife. This 


(Second Lord.) Roß ENT GREVILLE, while but 
an infant of four years of age, was in a manner 
adopted as a ſon, by his couſin, the lord Brooke, 
who from that time provided for his education 
and breeding, ſo as to render him worthy of that 
eſtate and dignity he intended to confer upon 
him. He returned from his travels beyond ſeas 
about the age of twenty; and in the ſame year 
was elected to ſerve for the borough of Warwick, 
in the parliament which was then called, but ſoon 
after unhappily diſſolved. e ſucceeded his cou- 
ſin, Fulke, lord Brooke, at the age of twenty- 
one, and ſoon after married lady Catherine Ruſ- 
ſel, eldeſt daughter to Francis, earl of Bedford. 

The principles of government he had imbibed 
in his education, which were probably improved 
from his intimate connexion with the Bedford fa- 
mily, made him diſapprove of the meaſures 


which were carried on by the court, in the be- 


ginning of the reign of king Charles I. So 


deeply was he affected with the grievances com- 
plained of at that time, and fo. diſcouraged at 
the gloomy proſpect that overſpread the na- 
tion, that he entered into a deſign with the lord 
viſcount Say and Seal, to leave England, and ſet- 
tle in a corner of the world, remote from the 
oppreſſion of a court. Thoſe two noblemen pro- 
cured from Robert Rich, earl of Warwick, an al 
ſignment of part of a large tract of land, in North- 
America, (now part of New-England) of which 
he had obtained a grant from the crown; and in 
the year 1635, ſent over George Fenwick, eſquire, 
to begin a ſettlement in that country, and pre- 
pare a place of retreat for them and their friends; 
in conſequence of which, a town was there built, 
which thence bears the name of Saybrook. But 
when afterwards a ſpirit roſe in England, in op- 
poſition to the arbitrary meaſures of that bad ad- 
miniſtration, and that there were hopes of re- 
forming the abuſes of government, he laid aſide 
the thoughts of retiring from his own country, 
and was one of the firſt who aſſumed the bold- 
neſs of aſſerting the cauſe of liberty, even in the 
face of the court. When the king, in his expe- 
dition againſt the Scotch, had ſummoned the no- 
bility to meet him at Vork; and it was thought 
fit, by the whole body of the council, that a 
ſhort proteſtation ſhould be drawn, in which all 
men ſhould . profeſs their loyalty and obedience 
to his majeſty, and diſclaim and renounce the 
having any intelligence, or holding any correſ- 
pondence with the rebels.” Of the Engliſh no-

count Liſle, by whom he had three daughters ; Margaret, 
married to John Talbot, earl of Shrewſbury, by whom ſhe 
had one ſon, John, lord viſcount Liſle, of whom the Dup- 
LEYS, viſcounts Liſle, and afterwards EARLs oF Warwick, 
were deſcended ; Eleanora, married firſt, to Thomas, lord 
Roos, of which marriage the dukes of Rutland are deſcended ; 
and ſecondly, to Edmund Beaufort, marquis of Dorſet and 
duke of Somerſet. Elizabeth, the youngeſt daughter, was 
married to George Nevil, lord Latimer ; of which marriage, 


the Willoughbies and GREvIILES, Barons or Brooks, the 


Percies, earls of Northumberland, and ſome other conſidera- 
ble families, are deſcended. He took to his ſecond wife, by 
ſpecial. diſpenſation from the pope, . becauſe ſhe was the widow 
of Richard de Beauchamp, earl of Worceſter, bis uncle's ſon, 
Iſabel, daughter to Thomas le Deſpencer, earl of Glouceſter, 
and by the death of her brother Richard, and her elder ſiſter, 
Elizabeth, without iſſue, heireſs of all his lands. By this, his 
ſecond counteſs, Richard, earl of Warwick, had a fon, Hen- 
Ty, who ſucceeded him, and Anne, who married Richard Ne- 
vil, earl of Saliſbury, This noble earl, who was the fifth of 
his family who bore the title of Warwick, died poſſeſſed of 
an eltate, amounting to no leſs than eight. thouſand fix hundred 
and fix marks, eleven ſhillings, and eleven pence halfpenny. 
The counteſs Iſabel, on her return from France, retired to the 
monaſtery of Southwyke, where ſhe died on the twenty-fourth 
of June, A. Db. 1439. Her body was buried near that of her 
father, in the choir of the abbey of Tewkeſbury, where a 
monument was ſoon after erected to her memory, in the cha- 
pel of St. Mary there, of her own foundation ; but no part 
thereof remains, except the ſkreen and canopy. 

Henry DE BEAUCHAMP, EARL oF Warwick, fon of the 
laſt-mentioned Richard, was little more than fourteen years of 
age when his father died ; and yet he had been for ſome time 
married to Cicely, daughter of Richard Nevil, earl of Saliſ- 
bury. When he was not yet nineteen years of age, upon the 
tender of his ſervice in defence of the duchy of Aquitain, the 
king by his charter, dated the ſecond of April, in the twenty- 
ſecond year of his * created him ier earl of England, 
and, for a diſtinction between him and all other earls, granted 
to him, and the heirs male of his body, leave to wear à gold 
coronet upon his head, as well in his own preſence as elſe- 
where, in all ſuch aſſemblies, and upon all ſuch feaſts, as the 
like ornaments were worn. Within three days after this, he ad- 
vanced him to the rank of Dux or Warwick, with pre-

cedence next after the duke of Norfolk, and before the duke of 


Buckingham; beſtowing on him a penſion of forty pounds per 


annum, to be paid by the ſheriffs of Warwickſhire and Lei- 


ceſterſhire, This extraordinary mark of royal favour was 
hatefully and enviouſly looked upon by the duke of Buking- 
ham, who thought himſelf extremely injured thereby. There- 
fore, to prevent any ill conſequences that might ariſe from the 
differences between theſe noblemen, an act of parliament was 
paſſed, which declared that, for appeaſing the contention and 
ſtrĩfe moved between them for that pre-eminence, it was eſta- 
bliſhed that, from the ſecond of December then next enſuing, 
they ſhould take place of each other by turns ; one that year, 
and the other the next; and fo as long as they ſhould live toge - 
ther: the duke of Warwick to have the firlt year's precedency ; 
and he which ſhould ſurvive, totake place of the other's heir male 
as long as he lived ; and from that time the heir male of each 
ſhould take place of the other, according as it ſhould happen 


that he had livery of his lands before him. After this the duke 
had a grant in reverſion, from the death of Humphrey, duke 
of Glouceſter, of the iſlands of Guernſey, Jerſey, Serke, 


Erme, and Alderney, for the yearly tribute of a roſe ; as alfo 


of the manor and hundred of Briſtol, for the yearly rent of 


ſixty pounds; as likewiſe of all the * caſtles and manors 
within the foreſt of Dean, for the rent of one hundred pounds 
per annum. But, as if all theſe honours and grants had been 


inſufficient to expreſs the king's affection for this nobleman, 


Henry VI. went further, by declaring the ſaid Henry, duke of 


Warwick, king of the Ifle of Wight, and placing the crown 
upon his head with his own hands, But this Henry lived, as 
it were, only to receive theſe mighty honours, being taken off 
in the flower of his age, at his caſtle of Hanley, in Worceſter- 
ſhire, on the eleventh of June, a. b. 1445, in the twenty- ſecond 
year of his age. His body was carried to the abbey of Tewkeſ- 
' bury, where it lies interred in the middle of the choir, at the 
head of prince Edward, ſon and heir to king Henry VI. He 
left iſſue an only daughter, Ann, counteſs of Warwick, who, 
at his death, was little more than two years of age, being born 
at Kaerdiff, in February, 1443. This young lady was firſt 
under the tutelage of queen Margaret, and afterwards was 
committed to the care of William de la Pole, duke of Suffolk, 
at whoſe manor of Ewelme, in Oxfordſhire, ſhe departed this 
life on the third day of January, A. b. 1449, having not quite 
attained the age of fix years, leaving her aunt Ann, fiſter of 
che whole blood to Henry, duke of Warwick, heir of the earl- 


dom, 
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bility, che lord Say, and the lord Brooke, poſi- 


tively. refuſed, in the king's own preſence, to 


make any ſuch proteſtation. They ſaid, If 
the king ſuſpected their loyalty, he might pro- 
ceed againſt them as he thought fit; but that it 
was againſt the law to impoſe any oaths or pro- 
teſtations upon them, which were not enjoined 
by law ; and, in that reſpect, that they might 
not betray the common liberty, they would not 
ſubmit to it.” From that time lord Brooke pro- 
ceeded in the meaſures of his party, with ſteadi- 
neſs and reſolution; and when. afterwards the 
war broke out betwixt the king and the parlia- 
ment, and all the great men in England ranged 
themſelves on one {ide or the other, he adhered 
to that of the parliament, and was in ſuch eſteem 
with thoſe of that party, that, as lord Clarendon 
ſays, © they had ſcarce a more abſolute confi- 
dence in any man than in him.” And yet, from 
the univerſal character he had of good-nature, 
juſtice, and love of his country, there is reaſon 
to believe, that had he lived to ſee to what a 
height the parliament afterwards carried matters, 
he would have diſapproved of their conduct; and 
might have been inſtrumental in moderating the 
violence of that party, and in eſtabliſhing a peace, 
founded upon the ſecurity of the conſtitution and 
the rights of the crown. Lord Clarendon ſeems 
indeed to have been of another opinion. But it 
is certain. that the earl of Bedford, the perſon 
with whom he lived in the ſtrongeſt connexions, 
not long after, openly diſapproved of the violence 


of the parliament party, and came over from them 
to the king. | EE ORE Ins 
To leave conjectures about what might have 
been, and return to what really did happen. He en- 
gaged in the civil war on the fide of the parliament z 
and ſuch was his influence in Warwickſhire, that he 
carried along with him almoſt the whole county: 
He was of ſo much the more conſequence to his 
party, that by him they had the caſtle of War- 
wick, which; by being ſituated in the heart of 
England, and fortified by nature, proved a moſt 
convenient place of arms, and one of the ſtrong- 
eſt of their garriſons. | 22 | 

The lord Brooke having, in conſequence of a 
commiſſion from the parliament, in the months 
of June and July, 1642, arrayed the militia of 
the counties of Warwick and Stafford; repaired 
to London, to procure artillery and military ſtores 
for his caſtle ; but before he went, he conſtituted 
Sir Edward Peito, of Cheſterton, - governor, and 
left with him one or two pieces of ſmall cannon; 
and what muſkets and ammunition he could ſpare, 


On his return with a ſuitable train of artillery; he 


was met by the earl of Northampton, at Edge- 
hill, with a conſiderable body of troops. The 
two lords at firſt prepared for action; but (ſays 
the author of the manuſcript already mentioned) 
to prevent the effuſion of blood, it was at laſt 
agreed between them, that lord Brooke ſhould 
return back to Banbury with his ordnance, and 
that neither of them ſhould fetch it from thence, 
without giving the other three days notice.

to Edmund of Langley, duke of York. As for Cicely, du- 
cheſs of Warwick, ſhe afterwards eſpouſed John, lord Tiptoft, 
earl of Worceſter, and dying in July, 1450, was buried in the 
abbey of Tewkeſbury. 

RIchARDU NeviLlL, fon and heir of Richard, earl of Saliſ- 
bury, and grandſon of Ralph, earl of Weſtmorland, and Joan, 
daughter of John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, married, as 
we before mentioned, Ann, daughter of Richard, earl 
of Warwick, and ſiſter to duke Henry. Upon the death of 
the young counteſs, he in right of his wife, aſſumed the title 
of Warwick, and obtained from king Henry VI. letters pa- 
tent, dated the twenty-third of July, a. D. 1449, confirming 
to the ſaid Ann his wife, to bim, the ſaid Richard Nevill, 
during his life, to the heirs of this marriage, and to the heirs 
general of the ſaid Ann, the dignity and title of the EAR L- 
Dou of WARWICK, with all pre-eminences with which any of 
their anceſtors, before the creation of Henry, duke of War- 
wick, had held it. After this the earl and his counteſs levied 
a fine, xv. Trin. 28 Henry VI. by which they entailed the 
caſtle of Warwick, with divers lordſhips in that and fixteen 
other counties, upon the iſſue of their bodies lawfully begotten, 


and in default thereof, upon the iſſue of her, with remainder | 


to Margaret, eldeſt daughter of Richard Beauchamp, late earl 
of Warwick, and her heirs. 

This RichAR D, now EARL or Warwick, and afterwards, 
on his father's death, earl of Saliſbury, is he who is ſo well 
known in Engliſh hiſtory, by the title of the Stout Earl of 
Warwick, the King-maker. The power of the Warwick fa- 
mily, which had ever before been employed to maintain the 
honour of the crown, and the peace and welfare of the nation, 
no ſooner came into his hands, than it began to be exerted in 
a very different manner. Richard finding himſelf of conſe- 
quence enough to hold the balance-of the families of York and 
Lancaſter, and purſuing a train of politics, which his predeceſ- 
ſors the good Beauchamps would never have approved, ren- 
dered England, during the days of his power, a ſcene of con- 
ſtant confuſion and bloodſhed, and made or unmade kings, of 
this or the other houſe, as it ſuited his paſſions, or ſerved his 
Purpoſes. About the thirtieth year of king Henry VI. he 


of Edward IV. who did at that time put himſelf in arms, un- 
der pretence of reforming what was amiſs in the government, but 
in fact with an intention to obtain the crown. From that time 
the earl paſſed his life in factious broils and inteftine wars, de- 
ſtructive to his own family, as well as to his country; till at 
length, upon the fourteenth of April, A. b. 1471, he was ſlain 
in the battle of Barner, which he fought againſt king Edward 


| IV. endeavouring to replace Henry VI. apon the throne, whom 


ſome years before he had dethroned. His body, together with 
that of his brother John, marquis Montacute, being put into 
one coffin, was brought to London, where for three days they 
lay bare-faced, in St. Paul's church, and were afterwards bu- 
ried with their anceſtors, in the monaſtery of Burtleſham, of 
Biſham, in Berkſhire. In the thirty-fixth year of king Henry 
VI. this earl was appointed captain of Calais, where he became 
ſo popular, that every one wore his badge, no man eſteeming 
himſelf gallant, whoſe head was not adorned with his Ragged 
Staff, nor any door frequented that had not his White Groſs 
painted thereon. He was alſo admiral to that king, and ſtyled 
Great Captain of the Sea, having for his ſupport in that em- 
ployment all tonnage and poundage in any fort belonging to 
the king, and tool. per annum out of the revenues of the 
duchy of Lancaſter. After the battle of Towton-field, he was 
by king Edward IV. made conſtable of the caſtle of Guynes 
for life, and lord great chamberlain of England for life ; and 
in recompence of his ſervices, had a grant in fee of the manors 
of Morend, in Northamptonſhire, and of Atherſtone and Ful- 
broke, in Warwickſhire, By Anne his wife, he left two daugh- 
ters, his only iſſue, whom he married into the royal family. 
Iſabel, the eldeſt, was married to George, duke of Clarence, 
brother to king Edward IV. and Anne, the youngeſt, married. 
firſt, to Edward, prince of Wales, ſon to king Henry VI. by 
whom ſhe had no iſſue; and ſecondly, to Richard, the cruel 
duke of Glouceſter, afterwards king of England, by the name 
of Richard III. who had killed the prince her huſband in cool 


blood, after the battle of Tewkeſbury, and who, when he be- 


came king, poiſoned her, that he might ſecure himſelf upon 


the throne, by marrying the daughter of the late king Ed- 
ward, his brother. To king Richard, her ſecond huſband,

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However that may - be, lord Northampton, on 


lord Brooke's return to London, came up to Ban- 
bury, with a powerful body of horſe and foot, 
ſurpriſed the caſtle, and carried off the cannon. 
He was no ſooner maſter of this artillery, than he 
marched to Warwick; and having ſummoned Sir 
Edward Peito to ſurrender the caſtle, upon his 
refuſal, proceeded to beſiege it. The ſiege was 
begun Auguſt the ſeventh, and continued till the 
twenty- third of that month; when the lord Brooke 
coming from London with a body of horſe and 
foot, was met by part of the earl of Northamp- 
ton's troops within five miles of Warwick, be- 
tween Southam and Itchington, where a ſkirmiſh 
enſued, in which lord Brooke had the advantage. 
Upon this the ſiege was raiſed : lord Northampton 
retreated towards the North, and lord Brooke en- 
tered the caſtle, to the great joy of Sir Edward 
Peito, and his ſmall garriſon, who, though poor- 
ly provided with ordnance and military ſtores, 
had defended the place a full fortnight. 

The lord Brooke remained at Warwick, or in 
the neighbourhood, till towards the end of Sep- 
tember, when the earl of Eſſex, with the parlia- 
ment army, arrived at that town. Having intel- 
ligence that the king's army was then at Worceſ- 
ter, the earl, with lord Brooke, and the whole 
army, advanced towards that place : but that he 
might not be impeded in his march, he left the 
moſt of his heavy ordnance, and what ammuni- 
tion he had not immediately occaſion for, at War- 
wick caſtle. The earl of Eſſex, on his approach 


Aſter the death of this earl, the counteſs, his widow, lived in 
great diſtreſs. The vaſt inheritance of the Warwick family 
was taken from her by authority of parliament, as if ſhe had 
been naturally dead, and given to her two daughters, her 
heirs, Iſabel and Anne before- mentioned. She herſelf was 
conſtrained to take ſanAuary in the abbey of Beaulieu, in 
Hampſhire. But afterwards, leaving that place privately, ſhe 
went into the North, where ſhe lived ſome years in a poor 
condition. 

Georce PLANTAGENET, Dux E OF CLARENCE, in regard 
of his marriage with Is ABEL, was, by his brother, king Ed- 
ward IV. in the fourteenth year of his reign, created EarL or 
Warwick and Saliſbury, being at that time lieutenant of Ire- 
land, and great chamberlain to the king. He held his chief 
reſidence at Warwick caſtle, and being a great builder, began 
to ſtrengthen and beautify the place by new works. He in- 
tended, had he lived, to have walled the town, and to have 
added an outwork to the caſtle ; as alſo to have purchaſed the 
fields over againſt the caſlle, which formerly belonged to the 
Knights Templars, and thence bore the name of Temple- 
fields, in order to make a park under the windows of his cattle : 
but before he could put thoſe deſigns in execution, falling un- 
der the ſuſpicion of his brother, the king, he was impriſoned 
in the Tower of London, and on the fifteenth of January, A. D. 
1477, in parliament attainted of high-treaſon. On the eigh- 
teenth of February following, after he had offered his maſs- 
penny in the chapel of the Tower, he was drowned in a butt 
of malmeſey, by conſent of the king, his brother the duke of 
Gloceſter aſſiſting thereat with his own hands, His body was 
carried to Tewkeſbury, and there buried near that of his du- 
cheſs, who died of poiſon not long before him. By Iſabel, his 
wife, he had iſſue two ſons and two daughters. Edward, the 
eldeſt ſon, was afterwards earl of Warwick ; Richard, the ſe- 
cond ſon, died an infant, and was buried in St. Mary's church 
in Warwick. Margaret, the eldeſt daughter, was counteſs of 
Saliſbury; and of her we ſhall hereafter take notice: the ſe- 
cond daughter was born at ſea, did not live to be chriſtened, 
and was buried at Calais, 

In the third year of king Henry VII. the old counteſs of 
Warwick was recalled from her obſcure retreat, and by a new 
act of parliament, annulling the former, as againſt all reaſon, 
conſcience, and courſe of nature, and contrary to the laws of 
God and man, (ſo are the words) and in conſideration of the 
true and faithful ſervice and allegiance by her borne to king

to Worceſter, finding that the king's army filed off 


towards Shrewſbury, and thence to the borders of 
Oxford and Warwickſhire, prepared to follow 
them : but as his heavy carriages, from the bad- 
neſs of the roads, and the backwardneſs of the 
people in that country to furniſh horſes, could 
not be made to keep up. with the army, it was 
thought proper that the lord Brooke ſhould go on 
to Warwick, and from thence ſend ſupplies. of 
ammunition to meet the army on their march. 
He arrived at that place the twenty- ſecond of Oc- 
tober : the day following, he ſent from the ma- 
gazines of the caſtle, ſome carr-loads of ammu- 
nition for the army, which the night before had 
come up to Kineton, within two miles of Edge- 
hill, where the king's army then lay. Lord 
Brooke having thus diſpatched. his carriages, ſet 
out about one of the clock, the ſame day, to join 
the army: but while he was on the road, the 
engagement began; which he was ſoon informed 
of, by the crowds who fled on the firſt charge 
of the king's horſe. He prevailed wich many 
to return with him, and making what: haſte 
he could to. join the battle, arrived in time 
to have ſome ſhare, perſonally, in the ſuc- 
ceſs of the day, and in keeping the field 
the night following. His own regiment had 
marched with the general, and was one of thoſe 
that fought in the right wing, which. entirely 
broke the left of the king's army. The next day, 
in the evening, the earl of Eſſex, the reſt of the 
nobility, and ſome others of diſtinction in the par- 

lament 


Henry VI. as alſo that ſhe never gave cauſe to ſuch diſheriſon, 
reftored unto the inberitance of her family, with power to alien 
the ſame, or any part thereof. It appears however, that this 
was only in order that ſhe might transfer it to the king; for 
ſoon after, by her own ſpecial deed, and a fine thereupon, ſhe 
paſſed the whole Warwick eſtate, amounting to no leſs than 
one hundred and fourteen Jordſhips, together with the iſles of 
Jerſey, Guernſey, Serke, and Alderney, to king Henry VII. 
and the heirs male of his body, with remainder to herſelf the 
ſaid counteſs, and her heirs for ever. The time of her death 
is not mentioned; but ſhe was living in the fifth year of king 
Henry VII. as appears by an aſſignation of that king's, of the 
manor of Sutton, in Warwickſhire, for her maintenance. 
After the death of the old counteſs and her two daughters, 
EDwaRD PLANTAGENET, eldeſt ſon of George, late duke of 
Clarence, and Iſabel, his wife, became entitled to the Earr- 
bom or Warwick, He was a child of moſt unhappy fortune, 
having from his cradle been nurſed up in priſon. On the death 
of his uncle, king Edward IV. he was by his other uncle, 
Richard, duke of Glouceſter, ſent unto the caſtle of Sheriff. 
Hutton, in Yorkſhire, where he remaincd till the death of Rich- 
ard. Immediately after the battle of Poſworth, Henry VII. 
even before he quitted Leiceſter, cauſed him to be remeved to 
the Tower of London, where he remained fhut up in a more 
cloſe condition than before, for no other offence, than being 
the only male Plantagenet at that time living. His miſerable 
life however was but ſhort: at the age of twenty-five years he 
was arraigned before the earl of Oxford, then high ſte ward of 
England pro tempore, on a frivolous attempt of high-treaſon, 
in conſpiring with Perkin Warbeck, to raiſe ſedition, and de- 
ſtroy the king; and having been, by a promiſe of mercy, be- 
trayed into a confeſſion of what he had not been guilty of, was 
convicted, and ſoon after, in the fifteenth year of king Henry 
VII. 1499, beheaded on Tower-hill. In order to give a co- 
lour to ſo unjuſt a ſentence, and more effectually to bar the 
claim of any who might pretend to be his heirs, an attainder 
was four years after, viz. on the twenty-fifth of January, in 
the nineteenth year of king Henry VII. paſſed againſt him in 
parliament ; ſo that all the favour he had, was this, that being 
ſo put to death, his body ſhould be ſent to the monaſtery of 
Biſham, and buried with his anceſtors. pr 
MaRrGARET, ſiſter to this EDWARD PrLanTacextr, EARL 
or Warwick, married Sir Richard Pole,  kfight, ſon of Sir 
Geffrey Pole, knight, deſcended from a family of ancient 


gentry: 
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lord Cheſterfield to leave the town, and retire into 


iument army, came to Warwick: the whole ar- 
15 lowed them the day after, and went into 
quarters of refreſhment there, and in the neigh- 
bourhood. The priſoners of note were conduct- 
ed to the caſtle z the chief of whom (ſays the 
author of the manuſcript before-mentioned) was 
the earl of Lindſay, who being ſhot near the 
knee, died of his wound as he entered the caſtle, 
before he could be carried into his chamber, 

Not long after the battle, viz. January 7, A. p. 
1642-3, the lord Brooke was appointed general, 
and commander in chief (under the earl of Eſſex) 
of the aſſociated counties of Warwick and Staf- 
ford, and the parts adjacent. In conſequence of 
this commiſſion, having cleared Warwickſhire of 
all oppoſition, he advanced into Staffordſhire ;

AukR OSR DUDLEY, the elder ſon, however, attained firſt 
to honours. On Chriſtmas-day, in the fourth year of queen 
Elizabeth, A. D. 1557, he was made viſcount Liſle, and two 
days after, by a new creation, advanced: to the dignity of 
EarL or Warwick, and thereupon obtained a grant of War- 
wick caſtle, Wedgenock park, the manor of Warwick, and- 
divers other lordſhips in that county, which came to the crown 
by the attainder of his father. He was alſo maſter of the ord- 
nance, lieutenant-general of Normandy, chief butler of Eng- 
land, knight of the Garter, and privy-counſellor. ; This earl 
died on the twenty-firſt day of February, in the thirty-ſecond 
year of queen Elizabeth, A. p. 1589, and was buried in the 
middle of our Lady's chapel, adjoining.to the collegiate church 
of Warwick, under a noble monument, -on which lieth his fi- 


gure in armour, having, over all, the mantle of the order of |. 


the Garter, curiouſly cut in white marble. He married, three 
wives; firſt, Ann, daughter and coheir of William Whor- 
wood, eſquire; ſecondly, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Gilbert 
Taylbois, knight, and ſiſter and ſole heir of George, lord 
Taylbois ; and thirdly, Ann, ws yh of Francis, earl of 
Bedford, lurd.

and earl of Warwick, by patent, dated the twen- 
tyAeventh of November, A. p. 1759. 
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William, who both died of the ſweating ſickneſs when young; 
and two daughters, viz. Elizabeth, married to John Pawlet, 
marquis of Wincheſter ; and Anne, married to Charles Blount, 
ſon and heir to William, lord Mountjoy : the ſaid two noble- 
men, in right of their wives, after the death of the lord Brooke, 
obtained, by order of king Henry VIII. in council, which 
was afterwards confirmed by act of parliament, part of the 
lands of this rich family: but the inheritance paſſed by Edward, 
his only ſon, to his three grand-daughters; and he, the ſaid 
lord Brooke, died of a peſtiletitial air, on the tenth of No- 
vember, in the thirteenth year of king Henry VIII. A. p. 1521, 
and was butied in the church of Bere-Ferrers, leaving them, 
the ſaid Elizabeth, Anne, and Blanche, his heirs. 

But of thoſe three ladies, Anre, dying unmarried, and 
Blanche, who was married to Sir Francis Dautrey, knight, 
dying without ifſue, ELizaBETH, the eldeſt, was left at length 
{ole heir to the laſt lord Brooke, her grandfather ; as allo to 
her grandmother, Elizabeth, the eldeit of the daughters and 
coheirs of the laſt lord Beauchamp of Powyke ; and thus, in 
her own perſon, united the illuſtrious ſucceſſion of thoſe two 
noble families. 

As the ſole heir of her grandmother, ſhe became ſeized in 
fee of the whole manor of Alceſter ; in conſequence of which, 
letters patent of exemplification, in the poſſeſſion of Francis, 
the preſent earl Brooke, and earl of Warwick, were, in the 
third year of queen Elizabeth, granted to her, then a widow, 
confirming all the grants of fairs, markets, &c. that had 
been made in the time of her anceſtors, in behalf of the manor 
of Alceſter. And as the ſole heir of her grandfather, it ap- 
pears, by an inquiſition taken after her death, dated in the fixth 
year of queen Elizabeth, in the poſſeſſion of the ſaid Francis, 
earl Brooke and Warwick, that ſhe died ſeized in fee, not 
only of the manor of Alceſter, but of ſundry other manors and 
lands, in the counties of Warwick, Worceſter, Glouceſter, 
Leiceſter, Lincoln, Somerſer, and divers other counties ; the 
whole amounting to ſo great a value, that ſhe was truly 
eſteemed one of the richeſt heireſſes of her time, as well as 
one of the beſt deſcended. 

Upon the death of Robert Willoughby, the laſt lord Brooke, 
her grandfather, the wardſhip of this young lady was obtain- 
ed, as we obſerved above, by Sir Ed ward Greville, of Milcote, 
in the county of Warwick, knight. Sir Edward intended her 
for John, his eldeſt ſon ; -but ſhe preferring in affection Fulke, 
his younger ſon, was married to him. 

We have the following account of this marriage, in a manu- 
ſcript, entitled, The Genealogie, Life and Death of Robert 
Lord Brooke; written in the year 1644, and at preſent in the 
Poſſeſſion of Francis, earl Brooke, and ear] of Warwick. In 
the days of king Henry the Eighth,” ſays the author of that 
manuſcript, 4+ I read of Sir Edward Greville, of Milcote, 
who had the wardſhip of Elizabeth, one of the daughters of 
the lord Brooke's ſon. This knight made a motion to his 
ward, to be married to John, his eldeſt ſon ; but ſhe refuſed, 
ſaying, that ſhe did like better of 'Foulke, his ſecond ſon.

T the time of the conqueſt lived (according 
A to ſome) Sir Alan Gower, lord of Sitten- 
ham, in the county of York, deſcended, as anti- 
quaries all agree, from anceſtors properly ſtiled 
Anglo-Saxons. Whether this Alan may be deemed 
the patriarch of this noble family 1s matter of 
doubt with others, who contend, that he lived in 
the reign of Henry II. and that he was then taxed 
with one hundred ſhillings in the ſheriffs account 
for three parts of a knights fee; that he was the 
fon of William Fitz-Guyer, of Sittenham, afore- 
faid, who was the ſon of Guyer, ſeated at the 
ſame place“. We ſhall not pretend to deter- 
mine this point, eſpecially as the genealogy is 
not perfect till after the reign of Edward II.

LAURENCE GOWER was concerned with Tho- 


mas, earl of Lancaſter, in the murder of Piers 


Gaveſton, earl of Cornwall, the favourite of Ed- 
ward II. at Blacklow-hill, in Warwickſhire, on 
the nineteenth of June, A. D. 1312, for which, 
about two years after, he obtained that monarch's 
pardon. His ſon, 

Sir NicnoLas GowER, was returned knight of 
the ſhire for the county of York three Eren 
times, viz. in the twelfth, twenty-firſt, and twenty- 
lecond of Edward III. Of this gentleman we 
find nothing material upon record, excepting that 
he ſignalized himſelf as a gallant officer at the 
battle near Durham, fo fatal to the Scots, on the 
ſeventeenth of October, A. D. 1346; and, having 
taken ſeveral priſoners, received the king's pre- 
cept to convey them to the Tower of London. 
And we may form ſome notion of his manner of 
living, from his having ſeven horſes and ſix valets 
in his retinue, when he obtained leave of king

Edward III. in 1350, to go to Rome. He had

Sir JohN GowEx, the great poet and refiner of 
the Engliſh language, continued the line. Of 
whom Hollingſhed, in his Chronicles, ſays, John 
Gower deſcended of that worthy family of the 
Gowers, of Sittenham, in Yorkſhire, ſtudied not 
only the common laws of this realm, bur alſo 
other kinds of literature, and had great know- 
ledge of the ſame, namely, in n 


applying his endeavour with Chaucer, to garniſn 


the Engliſh tongue, in bringing it from a rude 
imperfectneſs, into a more apt elegancy : for, 


whereas, before thoſe days, the learned uſed to 


write only in Latin or French, and not in Engliſh, 
our tongue remained very barren, rude, and im- 
erfect; but now, by the diligent induſtry of 
Chaucer and Gower, 1t was within a while greatly 
amended, ſo as it grew not only rich and plenti- 
ful in words, but alſo ſo proper and apt to expreſs 
that which the mind conceived, as any other lan- 
guage. Gower departed this life ſhortly after the 
deceaſe of his dear and loving friend Chaucer, to 
wit, in the year 1402, being then come to a great 
age, and blind for a certain time before his 
death.” We ſhall only ſubjoin what Stow in his 
Annals has ſaid of this great genius. John 
Gower, deceaſed, about 2 Henry IV. a man not 
unlike Chaucer, in excellency of wit, learning or 
poſſeflions. He builded a great part of St. Mary 


In 41 Henry III. we find mention made of Sir Walter de 
Guyer, and in the eighteenth and twenty-ſecond of Edward I. 
of Sir Robert de Guyer, ſuppoſed to. be ſon of Sir Walter. 
After which, in the ſame reign, we find Sir John Gower, a 
man of eminence, but what relation he bore to the others is 
uncertain; however, hence we may collect, that about this 
time the name came to be written as it is now.

IV. was conſtituted one of the commiſſioners of.

made governor of Mans, in return for his ſignal- 
ly brave conduct in the French wars, and con- 
tinued in that poſt in the reigns of Henry V. and 
his ſucceſſor till his death. During his ſtay in 
that government, he married a French lady, Joan

E ancient part of the genealogy of this | 
truly reſpectable family, which has been al- 
-ready in part treated of in our account of the earl 
of Pembroke's anceſtors, is fully and impartially 
ſet forth in the table. Antiquaries, as we have 
already obſerved, differ in their opinions concern- 
ing the legitimacy of Herbert Fitzherbert, who 
died A. p. 1205, confeſſedly the common anceſtor 
of the Herberts ſince his time. Thoſe who con- 
tend for the legitimacy of this gentleman, meet 
with no difficulty, in deriving his deſcent from 
the emperor Charlemain, who died in 814; Their 
opponents contend, that he was a natural ſon to 

enry I. king of England, by Julian, daughter 
of Sir Robert Corbet, who was afterwards the 
wife of Henry Fitzherbert. In theſe points we 
leave the reader to determine for himſelf; allow- 
ing, however, that we have in our account of 
the earl of Pembroke's family, given one ſtrong 
reaſon for our inclination to entertain the latter 


opinion. |

This ſecond earl of Pem- 
broke had a natural ſon, Sir Richard Herbert, 
of Ewyas, from whom the preſent earl of -Pem- 
broke is lineally deſcended. Notwithſtanding the 
Arſt earl of Pembroke had four ſons, three of 
which were married, his«male line ended in the 
fourth generation with Sir William Herbert, whoſe! 
ſole daughter and heireſs, married the firſt baron 
Herbert, of Chirbury, and was one of two la- 
dies, as will be ſeen, whoſe intermarriages, 
the preſent earl of Powis claims a deſcent from 
the firſt earl of Pembroke. 

Sir RichARD HERRBERT, (ſecond ſon of Sir 
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of the houſe of Vork, againſt that of the houſe 


of Lancaſter ;- but in no one inſtance more ſo, 


than in the battle of Danes-Moor, near Edgecote, 
in Northamptonſhire, a few miles from Banbury, 
when his prodigious ſize, and probably propor- 
tionable ſtrength, (for Fuller ſays, he was a pek. 
ſon of more than ordinary ſtature) joined to bra- 
very, little leſs uncommon, enabled him with his 
pole-axe-in- his hand, to paſs and return twice 
through the army of the Lancaſtrians, killing 
with his own hand one hundred and forty men, 
without receiving any mortal wound. Victory 
almoſt declared in favour of the houſe of York, 
when John Clapham, eſquire, with five hundred 
men he had got together, bearing before them 
the ſtandard of his maſter, Nevil, earl of War- 
wick, the great king maker, and crying, a War- 
wick l a Warwick! The Welchmen apprehending 
the immediate arrival of that earl and his army, 
without delay deſerted the field, and in their flight, 
loſt upwards of five thouſand men, beſides thoſe 
taken priſoners; in which latter number, we muſt 
include Sir Richard, and his elder brother, the 
earl of Pembroke; who, while they were endea- 
vouring to rally their forces, fell into the hands 
of the enemy, and were carried to Banbury, where 
they ſuffered decapitation, on the twenty-ſeventh 
of July, A. b.

HE ſurname of this ancient and honour- 
able family was, like many others, taken 
from the place where their poſſeſſions ori- 
ginally were, viz. Smithton, or Smytheſon, in 
that part of Yorkſhire called Richmondſhire. In 
the fifteenth of Edward I. John de Smythton held 
lands in Smythton, and in the ſeventh of Edward 
III. Robert de Smythton, and Thomas de Smyth- 
ton, are mentioned in an inquiſition concerning 
the liberties of North Allerton in Richmondſhire. 
In the reign of Richard II. William Smythton 
was poſſelſel of ſeveral lands adjoining to Smyth- 
ton, all which eſtates he ſettled upon his ſon and

1549, (4 Edw. VI.) bringing forces to the aſſiſt-

IN our account of the family of the earl of Weſt- 
morland, the reader will find, that John Fane, 
of Tunbridge, eſquire, who firſt took the name of 
Vane, and died in the 19th of Henry VII. had ſe- 
veral ſons, from one of which, John Fane, the earl 
of Darlington, derives his deſcent. This 
Joun Fans, by his father's will, had the 
lands and tenements called Hollynden ; and other 
lands affigned to him by deed of fee - ſimple. 
Alſo by the gift of Henry Fane, of Hadloe, his 
.elder brother, who died without iſſue, he had 
his lands lying in Great Peckham, in Kent; and

And by 
another commiſſion bearing date the ſame day, 
they were impowered to give warrants to the maſ- 
ter of the ordnance, to ſell and deliver to George 
Collins, and Samuel Cordwell, ſuch quantities 
of ſalt petre and gunpowder, purſuant to the con- 
tract made with them. Alſo on the 27th of Feb- 
ruary following, were commiſſioned to grant let-

Continuing in the commiſſion of the admiralty, 
as alſo comptroller of the king's houſhold, and of 


his privy-council, he was again with them com- 


miſſioned, December 28, a. b. 1637, 13 Car. I. 
to furniſh and lend ſhips to ſuch counties as can- 


not find the ſame for the king's uſe. 

On the 26th of June following, he was in com- 
miſſion with the archbiſhop of Canterbury, Tho-

&c. And by what means monies may be raiſed 
ſufficient to 1 and repair the ſaid Tower of 
London; as alſo what further works, in their diſ- 
cretions, they ſhall find requiſite for the king's 
ſervice; and for the better ſtoring and ſafe keep- 
ing munitions, proviſions of war, and other ne- 
ceſſaries therein, &c. with other large powers. 
He was made treaſurer of the houſhold in Sep- 
tember following, A. D. 1639, on the death of 
Sir Thomas Edmonds, who had been advanced to 
that place in January, A. D. 1617-18. And on 
the 5th of February following, he was confti- 
tuted principal ſecretary of ſtate for life; alſo was 
rmitted to hold the place of treaſurer of ' the 
ouſhold with it. He ſucceeded ſecretary Coke, 
(who was ſo aged as to be unfit for buſineſs) after 
much oppoſition from the earl of Strafford. Al- 
rnon, earl of Northumberland, in a letter to Ro- 
rt, earl of Leiceſter, ambaſſador in France, ad- 


vertiſes him, © that the king ſent the lord trea- 


ſurer to ſecretary Coke, to let him know, that by

Much 
labouring there hath been to croſs him in it, but 
the king is ſo far engaged, that 1 doubt he will 
not be wrought off. If poſſible that can be done, 
I have better hopes than ever, that it will be-ob- 
tained for Leiceiter for I aſſure you of lord de- 
puty's uſing the uttermoſt of his power to effect 
it.“ In another letter, dated February 6, a. b. 
1639, his lordſhip acquaints the earl of Leiceſter, 
On Saturday laſt, the ſeals were delivered to 
Mr. Treaſurer Vane, and the day following, he 
was ſworn ſecretary : the queen's ſollicitation hath 
much furthered that buſineſs ; but certainly no 
money hath been employed, either to H. Ger- 
main, or to any body elſe on this occaſion, The 
affairs of France, Germany, Holland, and all 
thoſe parts in the Baltick ſea, are put into Mr. 
Treaſurer's hands ; and if I be not deceived, you 
will find him ready to ferve you. Mr. Treaſurer 
would not accept of the ſecretary's place until he 
was aſſured of holding the white ſtaff alſo.” . 

The earl of Clarendon has obſerved, © that 
the earl of Strafford, with great earneſtneſs, op- 
ſed Sir Henry Vane being made ſecretary of ſtate, 
and prevailed for above a month's delay; and abour 
the ſame time being to be made earl of Straf- 
ford, would have a new creation of a barony, and 
took the title of baron Raby, a houſe belonging 
to Sir Henry Vane, and an honour, he made an 
account, ſhould belong to himſelf ; which was an 
act (faith the noble author) of the moſt unneceſ- 
ſary provocation that I have known, and I believe 
was the chief occaſion of the loſs of his head.” It 
is alſo further obſerved, by the ſame noble author,

Afterwards he waited on the king in his laſt ex- 
pedition againſt the Scots: and was at Tork when 
a ceſſation of arms was agreed on.

Soon after the king's arrival at London the par- 
liament met, viz. the third of November, a. o.

| Yet not long after, on Sit Henry Vane's appear- 
ing in the proſecution of the earl of Strafford, the 
king was ſo offended, that he removed him from 
his place of treaſurer of his houſhold, and alſo 
from being ſecretaty of ſtate, though in the pa- 
tent granting that office to him, he was to hold it 
during life. And thereupon the parliament, when 
they raiſed their army, and en their decla- 
ration, avowed, it was only for the defence of 
the King's perſon, and the religion, liberties, and 
laws of the kingdom, and for thoſe, who for their 
ſakes, and for thoſe ends, had obſerved their or- 
ders: that by the inſtigation of evil counſellors, 
the king had raiſed. an army of papiſts, by which 
he intended to awe, and deſtroy the parliament, 
&c. and the putting out the earl of Northumber- 
land, Sir Henry Vane, and others, &c. from their 
ſeveral. places and employments, were ſufficient 
and ample evidences thereof.” TZ? | 

It does not appear that he was concerned in any 
meaſures againſt the king, but continued in Bon- 
don, without acting in the rebellion. And on the 


firſt of December, 4. b. 1645, the parliament de- 


bating on propoſitions of peace with the king, 
voted, that it be recommended to his majeſty, to 
create Sir Henry Vane, ſenior, a baron of the 
kingdom. He lamented the unhappy ſtate of the 
nation in thoſe times of confuſion, and was not 


in any commiſſion or employment under the par- 


liament, In July, A. b. 1645, his caſtle of Raby 
was 1 75 by the king's forces from Bolton 
caſtle; but were again cloſe blocked up by forces 
raiſed by Sir George Vane, his ſon, Before the 
cruel murder of the king, he retired to his ſeat at 
Raby caſtle, neither he nor his ſons being con- 
cerned therein, but oppoſed it all that lay in their 
ower. The earl of Clarendon is more ſevere in his 
character of Sir Henry Vane, than can evident- 
ly be made out. The actions that we have recited 
of him, by unqueſtionable authorities, ſhew, he 
was in commiſſions with the greateſt men of the 
nation, and at the head of all affairs, a ſure ſign of 
his eminent abilities; and the earl ſays, in his judg- 
ment, He liked the government, both in church and

Sir HENRY Vans, the eldeſt ſurviving ſon and 
heir, had the honour of knighthood conterred on 
him at Whitehall, on the 23d of June, a. b. 1640. 
He had (as obſerved by the earl of Clarendon) 
great natural parts; and of a quick conception, and 
very ready, ſharp, and weighty expreſſion. < And 
that within a very ſhort time after he returned 
from his ſtudies in Magdalen college, in Oxford, 
where, though he was under the care of a very 
worthy tutor, he lived not with great exactneſs, 
he ſpent ſome little time in France, and more in 
Geneva; and after his return into England, con- 
tracted a full prejudice, and bitterneſs againſt the 
church, both againſt the form of the government, 
and againſt the liturgy. In this giddineſs, which 
then much diſpleaſed his father, who ſtill appeared 
highly conformable, and exceeding ſharp againſt 
thoſe who were not, he tranſported himſelf into 
New-England. He was no ſooner landed there, 
but his parts made him quickly taken notice of, 
and very probably his quality, being the eldeſt

on the other hand, the putting Sir Henry Vane 
to death was as much blamed : for, the N 
tion from Breda being full for an indemnity to all, 
except the regicides, fe was comprehended in that;

and depoſing the king, yet be did not approve of 
the putting him to death, nor of the force put on 
the parliament, but did for ſame time, while theſe 


things were acted, withdraw from the ſcene.

was made, by both houſes of parliament, on his 


behalf; to which the king gave a favourable an-

But of the greateſt note was Richard Fox, the worthy founder 
of Corpus Chriſti college, in the univerſity of Oxford, a prelate 
of preat learning, and of diſtinguiſhed abilities ; we ſhall there- 
fore give ſome account of him from records, wherein are ſeveral 
particulars, not mentioned by our hiſtorians. He had his edu- 
cation in Magdalen college, in Oxford, and his firſt prefer- 
ment was . e of Biſhopſton, in the church of Saliſbury ;

When the earl of Richmond landed in Wales, he came over 
with him: and after the victory of Boſworth, whereby that earl 
attained the crown, by the name of king Henry the Seventh, 
he was immediately nominated to the biſhoprick of Exeter, and 
called to his oy council, with John Morton, biſhop of Ely;

When his majeſty took up his reſidence for 
ſome time at Cologne, her royal highneſs, his 
ſiſter, princeſs of Orange, making a viſit to him, 
was ſo ſurprizingly affected with Mr. Fox's con- 
duct, in the management of the whole courſe of 
her entertainment, that ſhe ſhewed him very par- 
ticular marks of her eſteem, and preſented him 
with a diamond ring of value. She alſo recom- 
mended him to her royal brother, as the moſt 
grateful meſſenger he could ſend to her on any 
emergent occaſion ; and his majeſty knew ſo well 
his prudence and conduct, that he employed him 
in ſeveral important diſpatches to the princeſs, as 
alſo to perſons of the greateſt note in Holland; 
and his negociations had that weight and ſucceſs, 
as to procure frequent ſupplies of money, to the 
value of 100001. per annum, conſtantly paid, till 
his majeſty's return into England. |

After the king's happy return to his dominions, 
his faithful ſervices were immediately rewarded, be- 


ing made firſt clerk of the green cloth, on the ſet- 


tlement of the king's houſhold, the duke of Or- 
mond, lord high ſteward, having a great eſteem 
for him, and deſirous of leaving the management 
thereof to one he knew ſo well experienced in it. 
And it was univerſally acknowledged, that his 
conduct was with the ſame integrity and regula- 
rity at home, as it had been abroad. Alfo the 
ſame year, A. D. 1660, on that wild inſurrection 
of Venner, and the fifth- monarchy men, the king 
being adviſed not to be without guards, two re- 
giments were raiſed, and Mr. Fox was appointed 
paymaſter of them. And afterwards other forces 
being raiſed, on the war with the Dutch, he was 
conſtituted pay maſter-general of all his majeſty's 
forces in England. By which title, as alſo firſt

1492, he commiſſioned this Richard, biſhop of Bath and Wells, 
lord privy-ſeal, and Giles, lord Daubeny, knight of the Gar- 
ter, to treat with thoſe deputed by the king of France ; and 
that articles of peace were ſigned at Montile, near Turon, 
November 6, A. b. 1492, the duke of Bedford, uncle to the 
king, being conſervator thereof. | 

In 9 Hen. VII. he was tranſlated to the biſhopric of Dur- 
ham; and, bearing that title, as alſo lord privy-ſeal, was, on 
the z zd of May that year, commiſſioned, with Thomas, lord 
Dacre, to treat with thoſe deputed by the king of Scots, about 
a peace, truce, &c. between the two kings, for life, or on 
ſuch other terms as they ſhould agree on ; as alſo about a free 
trade. | 

In 10 Hen. VII. May 22, A. b. 1495, the king reciting, 
That conſidering the minority and tender years of gang: bo

In 13 Hen. VII. the Scots taking advantage of the Corniſh 
men's rifing in arms under James, lord Audley, they invaded 
the frontiers of England, waſting the country with fire and, 
ſword, and laid fiege to the cattle of Norham, on the river 
Tweed, belonging to the biſhop of Durham. It is ob- 
ſerved, that Richard Fox was promoted to the biſhopric of 
Durham, “ for his fingular virtues, and great gravity,” and 
had well furniſhed his caſtle both with men and ammunition, 
imagining that. the Scottiſh king (as ſoon as he knew there 
was civil diſcord in England) would with all his power harraſs 
the borders adjoining to his land. And from time to time ad- 
vertiſed the king (then at London) of the Scot's motions ; ſo 
that the earl of Surry, who was then in Yorkſhire, raiſing 
forces for the defence of the marches ; and, receiving an ex- 
preſs from the biſhop of this invaſion, .he immediately marched 
againſt them. The Scots had divers days aſſaulted the caſtle of 

orham, and had much damaged it, but were always repulſed ; 
and hearing that the earl of Surry was within two days journey 
of them, they raiſed the ſiege, and retired into Scotland. 

How the earl purſued them into Scotland, we leave to our 
biſtorians ; but ſhall obſerve, that this invaſion drew on a truce 
between England and Scotland; the truce drew on a peace;

Theſe are laſting monuments of bis piety ang 
generolity ; but his whole ſie was full of good 
Works of all kinds, to the glory of God, the ho- 
nour of the kingdom, the benefit of the public, 
and the relief of the poor of all ſorts. He was the 
firſt, projector of the noble deſign of Chelſea · hoſpi⸗ 
tal, and contributed to the expence of it above 
thirteen thouſand pounds. His motive to it was 
known from his. own.words, he ſaid, He could nat 
bear to ſee the common ſoldiers, who had ſpent their 


ſtrength in our ſervice, to beg at our doors. He 


therefore did what he could, to remove ſuch a 
ſcandal from the kingdom. He firſt purchaſed 
ſome grounds near the old college at Chelſea, 
which had been eſcheated to the crown in the reiga 
of king James I. and which that monarch deſign» 
ed for the reſidence and maintenance of proteſtant 
divines, to be employed in defence of the refor- 
mation againſt all oppoſers : and on theſe grounds 
the preſent college is erected. In memory of which 
publick benefaction, his name is tranſmitted to

Sir Stephen was elected to the firſt parliament 


| called by king Charles II. for the city of Saliſbury, 


near to which he was born; and, except ſome vo- 
luntary omiſſions, he was a member of parliament 
to the day of his death. In the giit of king 
Charles II. the city of Weſtminſter choſe him one 
of their repreſentatives; as alſo in the ſeventh year 
of king William III. To give an account of his 
honourable conduct in parliament would be tedi- 
ous: yet it is not to be doubted, but his ſentiments 
were conſonant to what he ever profeſſed to. have at 
heart, the true intereſt of his country. He was a 
ſtrenuous aſſerter of the integrity of the earl of Cla- 
rendon, and, voted againſt his impeachment, tho 
he was in a manner commanded by the king to act 
a contrary part; which is more particularly ſpeci- 
fied in the hiſtories of England, wrote by Dr. 
Echard, and Mr. Rapin. It was the ſingular hap- 
pineſs of Sir Stephen Fox, to have the univerſal 
g00d-will and eſteem of all parties, of which a 
very full teſtimony was ſhewn a little before his 
death. His ſon, Mr. Fox, deceaſing, who had 
been repreſentative for the city of Salifbury in ſeve- 
ral parhaments, among the circumſtances of his 
affliction he thought himſelf deprived of the ſatiſ- 
faction he long had, in ſerving in his own perſon, 
or his ſon's, tor that city; ng vo near to it, 
and ever retaining a particular kindneſs thereto.

In the ſeventh year of king James I. A. b. 1609, 
he was conſtituted captain-general of all the colo- 
nies, then planted, or to be planted, in Virginia;

and one hundred and fifry men, moſt artificers. 
After his arrival, he ordered all things in the beſt 
manner; and, with his forces, marched up into 
divers parts of the country, with full purpoſe to 
make further diſcoveries, build new towns and 
forts, and bring the ſavages to obedience. He 
alſo built two new towns, giving them the names 
of Henry, and Charles, in honour of the two 
ſons of king James; which are now the two chief 
towns in Virginia. He likewiſe ſent captain Argal 
to diſcover the north parts of the Weſt Indies. 
His great induſtry and extraordinary pains in pro- 
viding for the ſettlement of that country, cauſed 
him an extreme ſickneſs, which prevented many 
of his deſigns, and forced him to depart, in .hopes 
of a cure; but at ſea his ſickneſs increaſed, which 
conſtrained him to bear up for the Azores iſlands, 
where he recovered ſome part of his ſtrength; and, 
failing from thence to England, again relapſed, and 
died in his voyage.

«Theſe are the actions of the duke of Marlbo- 


rough, performed in the compaſs of a few years; 


ſufficient to adorn the annals of ages. The admi- 
ration of other nations will be conveyed to lateſt 
poſterity, in the hiſtories even of the enemies of 
Britain. The ſenſe which the Britiſh nation had of 
his tranſcendant merit, was expreſſed in the moſt 
ſolemn, moſt effectual, moſt durable manner.

For 'this action, glorious in its ſucceſs, and 
much more glorious in its confequences, his grace 
received congratulatory letters from moſt of the 
tentates in Europe, and in particular from the 
es · general, and from the emperor, who deſired 
his grace to accept of the title and dignity of a 
prince of the empire,” which, with the queen's 
leave, was conferred upon him, by the title of 
prince of Mindelheim, 1n the province of Swabia.

On the 17th of December, a. b. 1506, the 
houſe of peers (in conſideration of the many great 
actions performed by his grace, in her majeſty's 
ſervice, to the. honour of his country, and for the 

ood of the common cauſe of Europe) addreſſed 
zer 1 and obtained her leave for bringing 
in a bill for ſettling the honours and Genick 8 
the ſaid duke upon his poſterity, and annexing 
the honour and manor of Woodſtock, with the 
hundred of Wotton, and houſe of Blenheim, to 
go with the ſaid honours. Whereupon her ma- 
jeſty was pleaſed to conſent that a bill ſhould be 
brought in, That after the determination of the 
eſtate, which the duke had then in his titles and 
honours, the ſame ſhould be limited ro his eldeſt 
daughter, and the heirs male of her body; and 
then to all his other daughters ſucceſſively, accord- 
ing to their priority of birth, and the heirs male of 
their reſpective bodies, and that the honour and 
manor of Woodſtock, and the houſe of Blenheim, 
after the dutcheſs of Marlborough's death (upon 
whom they are ſettled in jointure) ſhould go with 
the title.” Which bill paſſing both lords and 
commons, it received the royal aſſent on December 
21, A. b. 1706. And ſoon after, the five thou- 
ſand pounds per annum, out of the revenue of the 
1 which her majeſty had ſore time be- 
ore granted to the ſaid duke, for term of his life, 
upon creating him to that dignity, Was, in further 
conſideration of his ſervices, entailed, by a ſubſe- 
quent act of parliament; "paſſed, rhe 28th of Janu- 
ary following, on his poſterity, to deſcend in like 
manner as the honour and manor of Woodſtock, &c.

he met with from king William, were to be placed 
to that account.” The whigs, on the other hand, 
knew the averſion which king James and the Ja- 
cobites had for him, and what king William's ſen- 


timents were of his merits. They were ſenſible, | aga 


at the ſame time, that he was formed to ſhine at 
the head of armies, which he could not do if he 
attached himſelf to the tories. They therefore 
were ſo far from obſtructing, that they promoted 
his preferment to the head of the army. He had 
leiſure there, by his merit and ſucceſſes, ts ſecure 
himſelf in the continuance of command. When 
he found that the tories were averſe to carrying on 
the war, he and his friends declared for the Whigs, 
and the glorious battles he obtained ſecured him in 
his intereſt with the public, as his wife did with 
the queen, ſo that the toties durſt not directly at- 
rack him, though they made uſe of every oppor- 
runity to leſſen 2 credit; It happened, however, 
that in reality the queen's connexions with the 
whig*, were not agreeable to her natural inclina- 
tion, and formed only upon the glories, which her 
arms had atchieved. The dutcheſs of Marlbo- 
rough, at the ſame time, perhaps did not make ſo 
moderate and ſo reſpectful a uſe of her credit with 
the queen, as ſhe ought to have done, and was 
perpetually ballancjag her majeſty's inclinations for 
the tories, by her afteftions for herſelf. It is cer- 
tain, that her grace, notwithſtanding her fortune 
at court, which was as high as any female ſubject 
ever arrived at, was very all formed, either for,a 
courtier or a favourite. She was farcaſtic, plain, 
open, and overbearing, and deſtitute of that pru- 
dence which is expected in thoſe who want to riſe, 
even in the moſt virtuous courts. At laſt, her 
impetuoſity of temper drove her from her hold in 
the affections of her miſtreſs, and another female 
favourite (introduced by herſelf) ſupplanted her. 
The conſequence was, that her majeffy's ventur- 
ing to giye way to her native inclinations and jm- 
bibed principles, changed her whig miniſtry for a 
tory one, and gave to the duke of Ormond the 
duke of Marlborough's command. The duke of 
Marlborough, however, though he had long fore- 
ſeen his diſgrace, behaved with admirable temper, 
and even acquieſced in the meaſures of the new 
miniſtry, in hopes, as he ſaid, that they would 
puſh the war againſt France. By this time, finding 
that the queen's averſion to his dutcheſs was unſur- 
mountable, he carried to her majeſty a ſurrender 
of all her places, which were thoſe of groom 
of the ſtole, the robes, and the privy-purſe. In 
the year 1711, the duke, who had been turned out 
of all his employments, on a frivolous pretext of 
bribery, entered, with his friends in the houſe 
of peers, into ſo vigorons an oppoſition to the 
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duke of Ormond's courage and bravery ; but that 
he was not like a certain general, who led troops 

to the ſlaughter; to cauſe a great number of offi- 
cers to be knocked on the head in a battle, pr. 
gainſt ſtone-walls, in order to fill his pockets, by 

diſpoſing. of their commiſſions.” The duke of 
Marlborough did not, at the time, reſent this groſs. 
affront ; but, when the houſe broke up, the lord 
Mohun went to the earl Powlet, a. | told him, 
that the duke of Marlborough deſired to have 
an eclairciſſement with his lordſhip,” about ſome. 
expreſſions he had uſed in that day's debate ; 'and 

therefore deſired nim to go and take the air in the 
country.” The earl Powlet, who was in no doubt 
about the lord Mohun's meaning, aſked, * whe- 

ther he had brought him a challenge?“ and his 

lordſhip ſeeming to anſwer in the affirmative, the 
carl went home. His counteſs, however, by his 
unuſual emotion, eaſily perceived that ſomething 
extraordinary. had happened to ruffle him. She. 
inſtantly communicated her ſuſpicions to the mi- 
niſtry, and the earl of Dartmouth, ſecretary of 
ſtate; went to the duke of Marlborough, and de- 
fared him not to ſtir abroad, while two centinels 
were placed upon the earl Powlet's houſe. The 
queen herſelf then inte and the duke; at her 
requeſt, promiſed that the affair ſhould go no fur. 
ther. But, though his grace was thus deprived of 
his poſts and power, he held the ſame place as he 
ever had done, in tlie eſteem and affection of all 
true Engliſhmen. Some attempts in parliament 
were made to faſten upon him the charge of hav- 
ing ſpirited up the Dutch to continue the war; 
but they were in themſelves ridiculous, and came 
to nothing. When the treaty of Utrecht Was 
concluded, and when his grace ſaw, that either a 
civil war, or an intire ſubmiſſion to the court mea. 
ſures, muſt follow, he reſolved to retire beyond 
ſeas. This reſolution was much ſtrengthened b 

the death of his great and worthy friend, the eafl 
of Godolphin, and it was certainly wiſe in itſelf 
He had many reaſons to think, that, had he ſtaid 
in England, his enemies would have fallen upon 
means of ſecuring him, but, being abroad, ani 
at liberty, he was free to employ the vaſt intereſt, 
which his reputation and merits had given him, 
not only in England, but all over Europe, in de- 
fence of the proteſtant ſucceſſion, had any at- 
tempts been made to injure, or ſet it aſide. Such, 
at this time, was the ſpight and meanneſs of his 
enemies, that two law ſuits were ſet on foot againſt 
his grace; the one for the two and a half per cent.

The 
audience expreſſed their ſatisfaction by a loud ac- 
clamation ; and the challenge being accepted by 
Veſcey, was admitted by the king; but Veſcey 
conveyed himſelf into France to avoid the trial; 
which hen the king underſtood, he pronounced 
his lordſhip innocent, and beſtowed on him Veſ- 
cey's manors and lordſhip of Kildare, Rathangan, 
and divers others, ſaying, That although he 
had conveyed his perſon into France, yet he had 
left his lands behind him in Ireland.“ 

His lordſhip returned to that kingdom with 
the congratulations of all his friends; and in 1294, 
with John Delamere, took Richard Bourk, cari 
of Ulſter, and William Bourk, priſoners in Meath, 
and confined them in the caſtle of Ley; whence 
they were afterwards delivered by order of parlia- 
ment at Kilkenny. In 1295, by the lord juſtice 
Wogan's procurement, an agreement was made 
between him and the faid earl; whereby it was 
covenanted, that he ſhould give to the earl of 
Ulſter three thouſand marks to be thus diſcharged, 
viz. to aſſign Slegagh, with all its appurtenances, 
in Connaught, for one thouſand marks; and all 
his ſilver veſſels and plate, in ſatisfaction of ano- 
ther thouſand; and his ſon and heir, Thomas, 
to marry the earl's daughter, in diſcharge of the 
other thouſand. In the ſame year he marched 
with a great army into Meath; and the next year 
went to aſſiſt the king in Scotland, who ſumptu- 
ouſly entertained them in Roxburgh-caſtle. In 
1299 he was again ſummoned to attend the king 
with horſe and arms in his beſt array for war, a- 
gainſt the Scots, and to be with him at With- 

welaun the iſt of March: alſo in 1300, with Pe- 


ter de Bermingham, the lord juſtice Wogan, and 
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Connaught and Offaley, When they difperſed the 
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others, went 4 third time into that kingdom, to mvturi Röengiofirum in Cotitatu de Kildare, 


aſſiſt his majeſty ; from whence they returned the 
next year. In 130% he accompanied Sir Edmund 
Butler (after earl of Catrick) his fon-m-law, into 


rebellion then raiſed/in thoſe parts, and relieyed the 


Munſter, to Ale che Iriſh in arms againft the 
government, when he knighted Nicholas" Firz: 
Maurice, and Robert Clonkull, at Adair, in the 
county of Limerick: alſo May 25, A. v. 1315, 
when Edward Bruce, brother to Robert, king of 
Scotland, entering the north of lreland with an artn 
of 6000 men, and. joining with the Iriſh, 87 
the country, and cauſing himſelf to be crowned 
king of Ireland, at Dundalk ; his lordfhip, in or- 
der to ſtop thoſe proceedings, attended his'faid fon- 
in-law, then lord juſtice, againft the Scots; and 
that year, the differences then ſubfiſting between 
him and the eatl of Ulſter, were happily adjviſted, 
and finally determined, at the inſtance of the lord 
juſtice, who brought about their reconciliation, 
that by the union of the king's good ſubjects, the 
haughty invader of the kingdom might the ſooner 
be expelled, or Pap pas which being done, 
and an army raiſed, the lord juſtice; accompanied 
with his lordſhip, and others, the lords and 
gentlemen of Leinſter and Munſter,” gave Bruce 
battle near Ardſkoll; but being defeated, and 
Roger, lord Mortimer, alſo, with an army of 
1500 men, overthrown ſoon after; and the Iriſh, 
on the news of theſe defeats, riſing and waſtim 
the country, from Arklow to Leix, the lord of: 
faley, with other lords, faithful ſubjects to the 
king, renewed their promiſe of allegiance, and 
for the confirmation and aſſurance thereof, deli- 
vered hoſtages to be kept within the caſtle of 
Dublin, and reſiſted the injurious attempts of the 
Scots to the utmoſt of their power ; whom, to- 
gether with the Triſh, they frequently "defeated, 
with the laughter of many of them; fo that Bruce 
was at length obliged to ſend for his brother Ro- 
bert, king of Scots, to his aſſiſtance; who land- 
ing at Carrickfergus, in May 1316, beſieged and 
took that caſtle ; and the lord Offaley marching 
againſt him, to fruſtrate his deſigns, king Edward 
II. as well to reward his fervices paſt, as to en- 
gage him to his intereſts for the time to come, 
created him, by patent, 14 May, A. b. 1316, 
earl of Kildare; which the learned Selden, in his 
titles of honour, tells us, © is the moſt ancient 
form of creation he had ſeen,* and is as follows:

part of the river Mage, in the county of Lime-

to preſent him with the keys. This done, the ſeveral parties 
of proteſtants joining, to the number of near ico, he ordered 
60 of them, with corporals of his own making, to the ſeveral 
gates of the city, and ten to the mint- office; after which he 
went to the main guard, where finding a militia officer on duty, 
and about zo men with their arms loaden and matches lighted, 
it was a long time before he would admit of a parley, threat- 
ening every moment that his men ſhould fire; but, at length, 
Mr. Fitz. Gerald diſcourſing him at ſome diftance, declared to 
him the danger he incurred 'of putting the whole town in 
blood, when the king was ſo near, and that he could have no 
hopes of mercy, but by giving up his guard to him. Where- 
upon he delivered his pike to him, and his men laid down their 
arms, which he immediately put into proteſtant hands. He 
then went to the caſtle, where he found an eaſy admittance, 
having ſent thither ſeveral proteſtants before, under the com- 
mand of Sir Robert Gore, to guard the place: and having 
placed his guards, and ordered the rounds, he went to a friend's 
houſe in the city, accompanied with the biſhop of Limerick, 
dean Burke, and ſeveral gentlemen, who had formerly been in 
his own troop; who ſent letters to his majeſty, then near 
Drogheda, with an account of their proceedings. 

The firſt of their letters was ſcarce ſigned when Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald was informed, that at leaſt 1000 — were in arms, 
who had returned from the camp; and at the ſame time he had 
a letter from alderman Blackhall, informing him, the town 
was a firing in his quarters; whereupon he drew out the 
guard, (having haſtily ſigned the letter to the king, and ſent 
it by counſellor Dixon) and, with about thirty men, went to 
the place where the danger ſeemed greateſt ; on which thoſe 
men, hearing the whole city was in arms with him, took to 
their heels on his firſt appearance, and fled out of the town; 
but happening to find the man that was putting fire to the 
thatched houſes in Kaven-ſtreet, he ſeized him before much da- 
mage enſued, who being a French ſoldier, and 33 the or- 
ders of his major, he was releaſed after two days confinement. 
About break of day ſome hundreds of the rabble, in ſeveral 
places of the town, being got together, declared, they were 
reſolved to take the proteſtants goods out of the papiſts 
houſes, and then burn the houſes; adding, they had been 
reined and impriſoned by the Iriſh rogues, and now would 
revenge themſelves, and plunder all the papiſts. To prevent 
this he reaſoned with them ſtrongly, aſked them if they knew 
him; and if they had forgot what he had done for them laſt 
night, in diſarmiag the guard, and preſerving them, when they 
had no arms to defend themſelves! 'Fhis pacified ſome of 
them; but whilſt he was ſpeaking, others broke open colonel 
Sarsfield's houſe, and there he was obliged to exerciſe his au- 
thority with cane and ſword ; and from four o'clock till ſeven 
in the morning was in unheard of danger, every one of this 
rabble believing he robbed him of his due, in denying him 
leave to break into papiſts houſes, to ſearch for protellants 
goods ; and yet, by God's great goodneſs, there was not a life 
loſt in the town. a 

About ſeven in the morning he directed ſeveral letters, and 
fent meſſages to all the old privy counſellors, to the few pro- 
teſtants of the late council, and to moſt of the eminent clergy- 
men in town, who aſſembled on this occaſion; and after he 
had made them a ſhort ſpeech, they returned him thanks, and 
choſe a committee of five to manage affairs till the king's 

leaſure was known; which number being increaſed to nine, 
by the coming in of ſome eminent perſons, they conſulted of 
what was fit to be done for the keeping of order and peac: 
zn the city; but whilſt they were thus employed, there was a 
freſh alarm, that the French were returning, and within a mile 
of the town. Upon which he drew out a confiderable body of 


men, diſpatched three horſemen to ſcout four miles about the. 


country, and ſent a letter to the chief officer of the vanguard of 
the king's army, as follows: 


| © and it is feared, that ſome parties of king James's forces

This letter came to the king ſooner than that which was 
ſent by Dixon, though diſpatched eight hours before it. His 
majeſty received the news of the city's being in his hands, with 
great ſatis faction, and ſaid, .I ſee I have ſome good friends 
at Dublin, and am much obliged to Mr. Fitz- Gerald; pray 
tell him (being on horſeback) I can't now write to him, but 
will take care to ſend him ſome horſe as ſoon as I can, and de- 
fire he will go on with taking care of the place as he has 
done.” ———"The committee of nine, with great compliments 
and civility, let him know, that it was fit he ſhould be gover- 
nor of the city and caſtle, and delivered him the following 
paper, in the nature of a commiſſion : g 

„ Whereas the city and caſtle of Dublin have been deſerted 
by the late governors, appointed by king James; and it is 
ncceſſary that ſome care be taken to ſupply that office; we 
therefore deſire, that the honourable Robert Fitz-Gerald would 
take upon him, and execute the office of governor of the ſaid 
City and caſtle, till his Majeſty's pleaſure be known.” | 

July 4, about ten o'clock, Sir Robert Southwell arrived with 
great expreſſions of kindneſs from the king, aſſuring them, that 
before dinner there would be two regiments of horſe with 
them; and calling Mr. Fitz-Gerald aſide, ſaid many kind thin 
to him from the king, concluding his diſcourſe with the 
words; His majeſty bids me aſſure you he is your true 
friend by this token ;” taking out of his pocket a ſmall me- 
dal of filver, which Mr. Fitz Gerald had formerly ſent to the 
king, that he might rely upon any intelligence, which came 
by that token to him. About an hour after Sir Robert South- 
well's arrival, there came a body of horſe, under the com- 
mand of the lord Averquerque and major general Scravanmore, 
with the duke of Ormond, as a volunteer; and the day after, 
the king's blue Dutch guards marched into the town; to 
whom Mr. Fitz-Gerald delivered up the caſtle, not having ſlept 
three hours in three nights, being much fatigued and in dan- 
ger all that time. When his majeſty came from the camp to 
church on the Sunday following, (July 6,) he preſented him the 
keys of the city and caſtle, which he was graciouſly pleaſed to 
return wich this expreſſion, © Sir, they are in very good hands, 
and you deſerve them well, and may keep them.” However, 
about a week after colonel Floyd, whoſe regiment was the firſt 
Engliſh foot that came into Dublin, took upon him the com- 
mand of the caſtle. | | 

On the ꝗth of July, a. b. 16;0, king William being en- 
camped at Cromlin, gave commiſſions to 4 biſhop of Meath, 
the lord Longford, Mr. Fitz-Gerald, and four others, to fave 
all forfeited goods, and to ſee that the corn upon the eſtates of 
all the abſentees were ſafely kept, or diſpoſed of for his 
majeſty's uſe: and a privy council being eſtabliſhed, he was 
appointed a member thereof on the iſt of December, the ſame 
year, and the next day ſigned the firſt proclamation; pabliſhed 
by the lords Juſtices and council, / Forbidding all their 
majeſties ſuhjects of Ireland to uſe any trade with France, or 
to hold any correſpandence or communication with the French 
king, or his ſubjects.” |

He departed this life at his ſeat of Cartown, 
February 20, A. D. 1743-4, in the 6gth year of 
his age, much lamented, having ever been a true 
patriot of his country, ſtudious to promote its 
welfare, extenſive in his charity, and truly exem- 
plary in all ſtations of life. His corpſe was in- 
terred the 27th, in the family vault in Chriſt 
Church, very privately, as he directed in his will. 
bearing date the day before his death, whereby he 
ordered none ſhould attend his funeral, but a few 
of his ſervants, and left divers legacies to his 
friends, &c. with the following charitable be- 
queſts, viz. for the uſe of the charity ſchool of 
Caſtledermot, five hundred pounds; for building 
a charter ſchool at Maynooth the like ſum of five 
hundred pounds; for building another charter 
ſchool at Strangford five hundred pounds ; forthe 
uſe of the poor boys and girls of St. Andrew's 
pariſh Dublin, five hundred pounds ; to the poor 
of the pariſhes of Manooth, Caſtledermot, Athy, 
and Kildare, fifty pounds each; and two hundred 
pounds for rebuilding the church of Rathangan.

® 'This dignity, which is by writ and patent, and is next to 
a biſhop, (being temporal) had anciently the name of Vava- 
ſor, which by the Saxons was changed into Thane, and by 


the Normans to Baron. 

A baron by writ is he unto whom a writ of ſummons in the 
name of the king is directed, to come to the parliament ap- 
pointed to be holden at a certain time and place, and there to 
treat and adviſe with his majeſty, the prelates, and nobility, 
about the weighty affairs of the nation. 

The ceremony of a baron by writ is this: he is firſt brought 
by the king at arms in his ſovereign's coat, to the lord chan- 
celloꝶ between two of the youngeſt „ Who bear the 
fobe of a baron; there he ſhews his preſcript, which the 
chancellor reads, then congratulates him as a baron, and in- 


veſts him with the robe ; and the writ being delivered to the 
clerk of the parliament, the baron is ſh to the barons by 


the ſaid king of arms, and placed in their houſe ; and from 
thence is this title allowed him as hereditary, to him and his 


The firſt inſtitutor of a baron by patent, was king Richard 
II. who, in the year 1388, the eleventh of his reign, created 
John de Beauchamp of Holt-caſtle, and ſteward of the houſe- 
hold, baron of Kederminſter, to him and the heirs male of 
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his body, and inveſted him with a mantle and cap, differing 
from a viſcount's, as follows : | 
A viſcount's robe (which he wears in parliament, and is a 


fine ſcarlet cloth, lined with white taffata) has three guards of 
fur on the right ſhoulder, and two on the left, with a gold 


lace above each guard ; and a baron has but two guards, and 


laces on each ſhoulder ; neither has his coronation-robe (which 
is of crimſon velvet, lined as before) but two rows of ſpots on 
each ſhoulder ; whereas a viſcount's has three on the right and 
two on the left ; an earl three on each ; a marquis four on the 
right, and three on the left; and a duke four on each. 

His cap is the ſame with that of a viſcount, earl, &c. but 
his coronet, which. was given by king Charles II. (a baron 
not uſing A e that reign) is different from all other, 
the dukes having only leaves ; the uiſes, leaves and

noon. Lord Percy, after his redemption, was 
again conſtituted warden of the eaſt marches, in 12 
Rich. II. and figned, among other great men, that 
letter, dated May 26, ſent to pope Urban VI.

„% That this earl of Northumberland was then ar- 
rived at à wonderful general eſtimation.“ His 
lordſhip! was one of the commiſſioners who con- 
_ cluded, with the Dutch commiſſioners, the treaty 
of marriage between the princeſs Mary, daughter 
of Charles I. and William prince of Orange, which 
was ſolemnized at Whitehall, May 2, 16414. 

At the latter end of the year 1641, both houſes 


of parliament ſent to the earl of Northumberland, | gre 


high-admiral of England, That they had received 
adyertiſement of extraordinary preparations made 
by the neighbouring princes, both by ſea and 
land; by which they apprehended the publick 
honour and ſafety of his majeſty, and his kingdom, 
could not be ſecured, unleſs a timely courſe was 
taken, for putting the kingdom into a condition 
of defence at ſea,” as well as at land.

On April 15, 1645, both houſes agreed upon a

On 
the 17th of May following. the lords ſent an or- 
der for the earl of Northumberland, and his coun- 
teſs, to take care of the king's children, and for 
the funeral of the counteſs of Dorſet; who had been 
their governeſs.

he was willing to commit the truſt of the militia 
for ſuch time, and with ſuch power, as expreſſed 
by his commiſſioners at Uxbridge ; had therefore 
nominated ſeveral to that truſt, which if not ſatiſ- 
factory, he offered to name one half, and the par- 
liament to name the other half. And among thoſe 


the king nominated, was the earl of Northum- 
berland.

Jon Brick, of London, eſquire, deſcended,

We now return to the eldeſt ſon,

of commons. But, in thoſe turbulent timey, this 
change gave them no ſatisfaction, for deſiring a 
creature of their own, they uſed all their arts to re- 
move Sir John Byron. On which pretence, as 
lord Clarendon writes, There was a petition 
brought and delivered to the houſes, in the names 
of ſeveral merchants, who uſed to trade to. the 
Mint; in which they defired that there might be 
ſack a perſon .made lieutenant of the Tower, as 


xpreſſion that grew 
from that time to be much uſed) without which 
nc man would venture byllion-into the Mint, and 
by conſequence, . no merchant would bring it into 
the kingdom: whereas, in truth, there was no 
gentleman, in the kingdom af a better reputation 
amongtt all forts of men, and there had been 
more bullion brought into the Mint in the ſhort 
time of his being lieutenant, than had been in 
many months before.

| with whom they prevailed to join with them in a 


deſire to the King to remove Sir John Byron from 
being lieutenant of the Tower, which at that time 
he refuſed to do.” And ſhortly after, when the 
king removed to Hampton court, the commons 
reſuming the conſideration of the lieutenant of the 
Tower; and, on new. information that much pro- 
viſion was ſent in thither every day, they ſent far 
Sir John Byron, who appeared at their bar, and 
gave ſuch full anſwers to all the queſtions they aſked 
of him, that they could not but diſmiſs him. Yet 
they ſent again to the king to remove him, and 
put a fitter man in the place, and recommended 
Sir John Caniers to him; and, becauſe they did 
not ſpeedily receive ſuch an anſwer as they liked, 
they appointed their major-general Skipton to place 
ſuch guards about the Tower, as might prevent 
the carrying in more proviſion of victual thither, 
than would ſerve for one day's conſumption; not- 
withſtanding which, the king would not conſent 
to their deſire. But at length, on the 20th of 
January, 1641, the king ſending a meſſage to the 
parliament, adviſing them “ to digeſt into one 
body all the grievances of the kingdom, and to 
ſend them to him, promifing his favourable aſſent 
to thoſe means which ſhould be found moſt effeQual 
for redreſs, wherein he would not only equal, but 
exceed the moſt indulgent princes ;” they took the 
opportunity again to renew their requeſt, deſiting, 
<< that for a ground for their confidence, and re- 
moval of jealouſies, that they might apply them- 
ſelves to give his majeſty ſatisfaction in the method 
he propoſed, his majeſty. would: prefently put the 
Tower of London into the hands of ſuch a perſon, 
as both houſes ſhould recommend to him:“ in 
which the lords differed with them, as well „“ for 
that the diſpoſal of the cuſtody thereof was, the 
king's peculiar right and prerogative, as likewiſe, 
that his majeſty had committed the charge thereof 
to Sir John Byron, a perſon of a very ancient fa- 
mily, an honourable extraction, and good fortune, 
and as unblemiſhed a reputation as any gentleman 
in England.”

(Firſt Lord) MARMADUKE LANGDALE, knight- 
ed by king Charles I. at Whitehall, February 5, 
1627, is by Lloyd, who wrote memoirs of the 
loyaliſts to king Charles I. characterized to have 
« added to his honourable deſcent moſt ſcholar-like 
accompliſhnents and good huſbandry, having 
bought the eſtate, of Sir William Conſtable, be- 
fore the war, for twenty-ſix thouſand pounds, and 
was eſteemed a ſerious and a wiſe man, and there- 
fore able to do his country ſervice, when he ſtood 
for the liberty of the ſubje&, as he did in the firſt 
years of king Charles I. and did his majeſty as 
great ſervice, when he ſaw it neceſſary to ſupport 
his government.” * 

In 1642, being ſheriff of the county of York, 
he brought the major part thereof to petition his 
majeſty to accept of their aſſiſtance and all the 
clergy of the North to vindicate his majeſty's cauſe 
by their ſubſcriptions, as the laity had done by 
their contributions.” And, as the preamble to 
his patent (when he was created lord Langdale) 
{ets ek, being a perſon of an antient family in 
that county, when he diſcerned that king Charles 
was, by the dangerous tumults of ſeditious people, 
then predominant, driven from his parliameat ſit- 
ting at Weſtminſter, and for his better ſateguard 
forced to go to York ; he freely repaired unto him: 
and ſhortly after, having at his own proper charge 
raiſed three companies of foot, and a troop of 
ſeventy horſe, brought them thither for his ſervice ; 
with which he encountered a ſtrong party of thoſe 
rebellious invaders, the Scots, at Corbridge, in 
Northumberland, and put them to flight. 

«© Next, being commander in chief of thoſe 
troops which the king ſent from Oxford againſt 


that great rebel of Lincolnſhire, colonel Roſſiter, he 


gave him the foil. Thence, marching againſt the 
lord Fairfax, and putting him to the rout, he re- 
lieved Pontefract caſtle, at that time beſieged by a 
numerous body of the northern rebels. And, after 
all this, firmly adhering to that good King, until 
neceſſity prompted his majeſty to caſt himſelf on 
his native ſubjects, the Scots, ſo that he could not 
ſerve him further in this realm, he betook himſelf 
to foreign parts, till he diſcerned a fitter opportu- 
nity. And then. courageouſly attempting the 
ſtrong garriſon of Berwick upon Tweed, and that 
well fortified city of Carliſle, he reduced them 
both to his majeſty's obedience. _ 

« After which, having raiſed new forces for 
his ſervice, he did great things, and attempted 
greater. But ſoon. after, thro' the powerfulneſs 


of the enemy, the king's intereſt ſinking more 


and more, his armies being totally ſcattered, he 
became their priſoner, Whence making his eſcape 


with no little difficulty, he again got beyond ſea ; 
there, with moſt exemplary loyalty, attending

condition. In conſideration therefore of theſe his 
great actings and ſufferings, He was, by letters patent 
bearing date at Bruges in Flanders, on the 4th day 


of February, in the 1oth year of his majeſty's

In the year 1642, he forced Hotham to retreat 


to Hull, and, beſieging that town, his care and 


vigilance were ſo eminent, that, in a ſally from 
the place, they met with ſo warm a reception, that 
moſt of the foot were taken priſoners, and few of 
their horſe eſcaped. He was alſo very prudent in 
ſettling the contributions and quarters of the coun- 
try in the eaſieſt method, ſaying, ** That he durſt 
anger the parliament, but he durſt not diſpleaſe 


his countrymen.” In 1643, he had the command 


of the horſe under the earl of Newcaſtle ; and fall- 
ing on the Scots horſe near Newcaſtle upon Tyne, 
in their quarters, totally routed them, and killed 
and took priſoners fifteen hundred men: where- 
upon he was one of thoſe whom the - parliament 
excepted from pardon in their treaty with the king 
at Uxbridge. | 

He furniſhed his majeſty with three thouſand 
northern horſe at three ſeveral times; and, preſerving 
all the horſe that were left after the fatal fight at 
Marſton-moor, rolled with them till they became 
a conſiderable brigade, relieving the adjacent gar- 
riſons as he marched to Hereford, It is remarked 
by Whitlock in his memorials, that Sir Marma- 
duke Langdale, in 1644, was wounded in a fight 
at Malpaſs in Cheſhire; and that the ſame year he 
routed the parliament forces in Northamptonſhire, 


and carried proviſions into Newark : alſo, in 1645, 


that he relieved Sir Joha Wintour's houſe, beſieged 
by colonel Maſſey, and was hurt in the arm. 

Lloyd, in his memoirs, writes, that the moſt 
9 * action in thoſe wars, was his marching 
with two thouſand horſe from Oxford, through 
all the enemy's quarters and army, to relieve Pom- 
fret, ordering his march ſo prudently under the 
enemy's colours, that he was there before they 
were aware of him, vanquiſhing colonel Roſliter 
and the beſiegers at Melton-Moubray, though 
twice in number to his tired forces; and returned 
again to Oxford, after diſputing nine paſſes, and 
being in twelve ſkirmiſhes, routing firſt and laſt 
in that famous expedition nine — men.

(as Clarendon writes) with a good party volant of 
horſe and dragoons, with great diligence and gallan- 
try, Viſited all places in Devon, where their peo- 
ple were gathered together, and diſſolving them, 
took many priſoners of name; and ſo kept Chud- 
leigh, the major-general of the parliament forces, | 
from raiſing. a body there, which he induſtriouſly | 
intended,” And, being in joint commiſſion, with 
Sir Ralph Hopton (after lord Hopton, ) he obtained 
divers victories againſt the rebels of thoſe weſtern 
counties, in the ſeveral battles of Bradock, Saltaſh, 
Launceſton, and Stratton; as alſo at Modbury, 
in the county of Devon. And laying: ſiege to 
Exeter, after divers bold ſkirmiſhes with the ene- 
my, at length not only reduced it to his majeſty's

After Sir Thomas Fairfax had defeated the king's. 
forces, he laid ſiege to Exeter, which was defend- 
ed by Sir John Berkeley for three months; till, be- 
ing diſtreſſed for want of proviſions, and no re- 
lief expected, he ſurrendered the city, on the 13th 
of April, 1645, on moſt honourable: conditions:

meſſage, they being itttoduced into his majeſty's 
bed· chamber by the earl of Middleton, ſecretary 
of ſtate, delivered at one &clock in the morn- 
ing to the king, who was then in bed. A remark- 
able inſtance of the viciſſitudes of fortune, or ra- 
ther the appointments of an all-ruling providence; 
that the king, who had been a ſpectator of the 
lord-Delemer's ſtanding at the bar upon trial for 
life, for a pretended high-trcaſonn, ſhould, within 
leſs than three years, ſee that lord come to his bed- 
fide to bid him depart his royal palace: a warn- 
ing to all to uſe their proſperity in ſuch manner, as 
may beſt fit them for unforeſeen! adverſities ; re- 
membring that on this fide the grave, no man can 
tell what is to befall him!

cannot be at a loſs how to account for the origin 
of their ſurname. From this place many branches 
of this ancient houſe iſſued forth, and ſtill retain- 
ing their ſurname of Craven, ſettled in different 
parts of the kingdom. That branch with which 
we are immediately concerned, claims deſcent from 
Joun Craven, who lived at Appletreewick 
aforeſaid, in the reigns of Henry VII. and Henry 
VIII.

the year 1637, a battle enſued ; wherein, the em- 
peror's 1 being victorious, the elector, with 
difficulty, eſcaped by flight; and his brother prince 
Rupert, and the lord Craven, were taken priſoners. 

As ſoon as his lordſhip obtained his liberty, he 
went into the ſervice of Fo ſkates of Holland, un- 
der the prince of Orange, where he reſided with- 
out coming to England for above twenty years, 
till the reſtoration of king Charles II. But though 
he did not perſonally ſerve king Charles I. againſt 
his rebellious ſubjects, yet he manifeſted his loyal- 
ty in ſending him divers conſiderable ſupplies, as 
alſo to king Charles II. in his greateſt neceſſities; 
as the King himſelf acknowledged after his reſtora- 
tion, when by his letters patent, bearing date 
March 16, 16 Charles II. he advanced him to 
higher degrees of honour, - viz. to the title of viſ- 
count Craven, of Uffington, in the ſame county 
of Berks, and earl Craven, of Craven, -in the 


county of York, 


And, by reaſon that both his brothers were 
then dead without iſſue, the title of lord Craven of 
Hampſted-Marſhal was then limited, for want of 
iſſue male of his own body lawfully begotten, to 
Sir William Craven, of Lenchwike, in the county 
of Worceſter, knight, and to the heirs male of 
his body; and, for default of ſuch iſſue, to Sir 
Anthony Craven, knight, brother to the ſame Sit

All which being 
confidered, your honours are intreated, that in 
reſpect of the matter, which is ſo juſt and impor- 
tant, amounting to about 150000 gilders per 
annum; in reſpect of the perſon, who, befides the 
twenty years ſerves that he hath done this ſtate, 
hath fo bountifully diftributed his means in this 
country; in reſpect of your honours own authority,

He 
was likewiſe of his privy- council, lord- lieutenant 
of the county of Middleſex, and of the borough 
of Southwark; and June 30, 1660, cuſtos rotu- 
lorum of Berkſhire. He was alſo high-ſteward of 
the univerſity of Cambridge, one of the gover- 
nors of the Charter-houſe, and one of the lords 
proprietors of the province of Carolina, in North- 
America. | 

And, Sir William Craven, of Lenchwike, dy- 
ing, leaving only a daughter, Elizabeth, (after 
married to Theophilus Leigh, of Longborough, in 
the county of Glouceſter, Eq) he obtained a fur- 
ther grant, by other letrers-patent, bearing date 
December 11, 17 Car: II. that the ſaid title of 
lord Craven, of Hampſtead-Marſhall, ſhould re- 
main unto Sir William Craven, knight, (ſon 
of Sir Thomas Craven, brother to Sir Anthony 
before- mentioned) and to the heirs-male of his 
body for ever. 

The earl of Craven continued in the eſteem of 
king Charles the Second during the courſe of his 
reign z and Elizabeth, queen of Bohemia, the 
king's aunt, committed all her affairs to his lord- 
ſhip. When king James came to the crown, his 
lordſhip attended at his coronation, and for ſome 
time was in his favour, and was ſworn of his pri- 
vy- council; but at length having intimation, that 
the king would be pleaſed with the reſignation of 
his commiſſion, he ſaid, If they took away his 
regiment, they had as good take away his life, 
ſince he had nothing elſe to divert himſelf with.” 

On king William's acceſſion to the crown, the 
earl being very aged, his regiment was beſtowed on 

* Talmaſh, and the earl 
of Clare was conſtituted ford lieutenant of the 
county of Middleſex. But his lordſhip, to the 
time of his death, was ever ready to ſerve, the 
publick, and was particularly famous for giving 
directions in extinguiſhing fires in the city of Lon- 
don and ſubutbs ; of which he had ſo early intel- 
ligence, and was fo ready to mount on horfeback 
to aſſiſt with his preſence, that it became a common 


happened.“ 3 

His lordſhip, in his younger days, was one of 
the moſt accompliſhed gentlemen in Europe, an 
uſeful ſubject, charitable, abftemious as to himſelf, 
generous to others, familiar in his converſation, 
and was univerſally beloved.

- Sir Robert Gardiner, chief juſtice of the king's- 
bench, Sir Robert Dillam, chief juſtice of the 
common pleas, and Sir Richard Bingham, chief 
commiſſioner of Connaught, being diſpleaſed at 
ſome purchaſes I had made in the province; they 
all joined together by their lyes, complaining 
againſt me to queen Elizabeth, expreſſing that 
I came over a young man, without any eſtate or

months at his own charge. This noble earl never 
thought any thing too much, that he ventured for 
the ſervice of his King and country.

nition, be loſt; but that you will inſtantly ſollicit 
the haſtening over the lord lieutenant with the army 
to Dublin, and Sir Charles Vavaſor with his regi- 
ment to Youghall, with a liberal ſupply of arms 
and ammunition, whereof the province is in a man- 
ner deſtitute. And herein, for God's ſake, let not 
the leaſt delay be uſed ; for, if there be, all ſuccours 
will come too late.“ In the ſaid letter he con- 
cludes, + Youghall, this twelfth day, about mid- 
night, after a heavy and ſorrowful Chriſtmas,

In another letter to lord Goring, dated Youg- 
hall, January 12, 1641, his diſtreſſes were great- 
ly increaſed, and grew more dreadful, as he in- 
formed him. All the natives that are papiſts,“ 
ſays his lordſhip, ** are in open action and rebel- 
lion, except the earl of Barrimore, I am, by 
commandment of the lord preſident, drawn to 
Youghall to ſecure it, the only town the Engliſh 
have to retreat to; which, God knows, is very 
weak and ruinous, a great part of the wall being 
fallen down within theſe two nights, which we are 
not able to repair. There is none in it but myſelf, 
my ſon Dungarvan, with his troop ; and we have 
but two hundred Engliſhmen to guard it, of my 
tenants, whom I am forced to pay every day, or 
elſe they will not ſtay here, God bleſs us, for we 
are compaſſed with an innumerable company of 
enemies, and have neither money nor ammunion. 
We are now at the laſt gaſp; and, if the ſtate of 
England do not ſpeedily ſupply us, we are all bu- 
ried alive, &c.“ R | 
In February following, Sir Charles Vavaſor ar- 
riving there with his regiment of foot, the Engliſh 
were inſpired with freſh courage; but, bringing 
with him the proclamation againſt the rebels, they 
grew deſperate, and executed the ſame day eight of 
his lordſhip's tenants : and, as he writes in a letter 


to the earl of Warwick, February 25, the cruelties 
exerciſed on the proteſtants were ſo many, and ſo 


unchriſtian- like, they were inexpreſſible; adding, 
«© Before this rebellion, my revenue, beſides my 
houſes, demeſnes, parks, and other royalties, did 
yield me fifty pounds a day rent. I do vow'unto 


your lordſhip, that I have not now fifty a 


week coming in to me, ſo as I fear I muſt come 
a begging to you, to allow me to be one of your 
beadſmen. But God's will be done, to Whom I 


am thankful for granting me patience to undergo 


theſe great afflictions and loſſes.” . 


In July 1642 he was commiſſioned by the lords 


Cork and Waterford, to hold a quarter- ſeſlions 
for the indictment of high treaſon of the rebels in 
thoſe counties; when above eleven hundred; which 


entered into rebellion there, were accordingly in- 


dicted ; as in a letter to the ſpeaker of the houſe of 
commons in England, dated Auguſt 25, 1642, 
his lordſhip ſets forth; and that he ſent Him the 
ſaid indict ments to be preſented to the houſe; to be 


conſidered by ſuch members thereof as are learned in 


the laws; and, if wanting in any point of law, they 
may be reformed and -reftified, and returned to 
him, with ſuch amendment as they ſhall think fit; 
and, if the houſe pleaſed to direct, they ſhould alt 
be proceeded againſt to outlawry, whereby his ma- 
jeſty may be entitled to their lands and poſſeſſions, 
which he dare affirm were, at the beginning of the 
inſurrection, not of ſo little yearly value as two hun- 
dred thouſand pounds. This courſe of proceed - 
ings,” ſays his lordſhip, . againſt the lords and the 
reſt was not by them ſuſpected, and, I do aſſure you, 
doth much ſtartle them; for now they begin (tho? 
too late) to take notice, that they are in a g 


forwardneſs to be attainted, and all their eſtates 


confiſcated, to the corruption of their blood, and 
extirpation of them and their families. And the 

height of their revenge is principally bent againſt 
the earl of Barrimore, myſelf, and my ſons, which 
we all foreſaw, before we entered upon this work 
of works. Sir, I pray give me leave to preſent to 
yourſelf and the honourable houſe, that this gene- 
ral rebellion broke forth in October laſt, at the 
very inſtant when I landed here out of England; 
and though it appeared firſt in Uiſter, yet 1 (who 


am ſeventy - ſix years of age, and have eaten the 


moſt part of my bread in Ireland theſe fifty- four 
years, and by my ſeveral employments and com- 
mands in the government of this province and 
kingdom) could not but apprehend that the in- 
fection and contagion was general, and would, by 
degrees, quickly creep into this province; as forth- 
with it did. And for that I found, to my great 
grief, that by the courſes the late earl of Stafford 
ad taken, all, or the greateſt part of the Engliſh 
and proteſtants in this province were deprived of 
their arms, and debarred from having any powder 
in their houſes; and the king's magazines here be- 
ing fo weakly furniſhed, as in a manner they were 
empty ; I, without delay, furniſhed all my caſtles 
in theſe two counties with ſuch ammunition as my 
poor armoury did afford, and ſent three hundred 
pounds ſterling into England to be beſtowed in 
ammunition for myſelf and tenants; and put in 
ſufficient guards, and nine months victuals, in eve- 
ry of my caſtles; which I thank God, I have 
hitherto preſerved and made good, not without giv- 
ing great annoyance out of theſe caſtles to the rebels. 
And for that the late lord preſident did judiciouſſy 
obſerve, that the preſervation of this important 
town and harbour of Youghall was of principal 
conſequence to be kept for the ſervice of the 
crown aer. — ing _ no man exceeded = 
in power and ability to make it good, he prevaile 
eben for the advancement of bis — 
ſervice, to ſecure it; hither I brought two com- 
panies' of hundred foot a- piece, all of 'Engliſh 
proteſtants, and well diſciplined, and them at my 
charges armed.

aſſembly- room, and other benefactions to the city, 
and to beg his lordſhip's leave to preſent him with 
the freedom thereof; whereunto giving his con- 
ſent, they preſented him with it in a gold box. 
In 1733, he reſigned his place of captain of the 
band of penſioners. His lordſhip afterwards lived 
retired, buſying | himſelf in his fine gardens at 
Chiſwick, and employing himſelf in architecture, 
wherein he was conſulted by ſeveral of the nobility, 
and was a benefactor towards the building of 2 
veral public edifices. He departed this life at his 
ſeat at Chiſwick, December 3, 1730 and ſeven 
days after his remains ware carried from his houſe 
in Piccadilly, to be interred at Laneſborough; and 
in him his Engliſh. honours became extinct. His 
lordſhip's titles in Ireland devolved on his heir 
male, the right honourable John, father to the 
late and preſent earls of Cork, and of Orrery, 
lord viſcount Dungarvan, baron Boyle of Marſton, 
in the kingdom of England, baron of Youghall, 
and baron of Broghill. We ſhall therefore now pro- 


| ceed to treat of Roger, the fifth ſon of Richard, 


earl of Cork, created by Charles I. earl of Orrery, 
and lord Broghill. Which 
Rod ER Boyle was knighted before he was 
ſeven years of age, viz. on April , 1628.3 and at 


the interceſſion of his father, the earl of Cork, 


king Charles I. by letters patent, bearing date 
February 28 following, created him a peer of the 
kingdom of Ireland, by the ſtile and title of lord 
Broghill, baron of Broghill, in the county of Cork, 
afterwards erected into a lordſhip and manor. Af- 
ter his education in the college of Dublin, he was 
ſent to travel; and, returning to the Engliſni court 
in 1639, appeared ſo accompliſhed, that Algernon, 
earl of Northumberland, conferred on him the

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of arms, 15 September, 1643, which he earneſtly 
oppoſed, toreſeeing it would be deſtructive to the 

roteſtant intereſt in Ireland. On which account 
bis lordſhip was at the head of a petition of the pro- 
teſtants at Munſter, to the marquis of Ormond, 
lieutenant general, and the council of Ireland, ſet- 
ting forth, with great weight, their grievances, 
and beſeeching them to call to mind, that his ma- 
jeſty gave his royal aſſent to an act of parliament, 
obliging himſelt not to grant any pardon or terms 
of peace to the rebels, without the conſent of his 
parliament of England. And being afterwards 
daily alarmed with plots of the papiſts, who, among 
other contrivances, had formed a deſign on the 
city of Cork; he, with the earl of Inchiquin, Sir 
William Fenton, and others, did, on the 18th of 
July, 1644, write to his majeſty, . That no peace 
could be concluded with the Iriſh rebels, which 
would not bring unto his majeſty, and the Eng- 
liſh in general, a far greater prejudice, than the 
ſhew of a peace there would bring- them advan- 
tage, &c. And thereupon beſought him, that he 
would not ſo much regard ſo inconſiderable a hand- 
ful of people as they were, as to purchaſe but a 
ſeeming ſecurity, by leaving thereby the proteſtant 
religion, in all likelihood, to be extirpated, and 


his majeſty obnoxious to the loſs of that kingdom: 


further, beſeeching his majeſty, that he would be 
pleaſed ro proclaim again the Iriſh to be rebels, and 
not to pardon thoſe who have committed ſo many 
barbarous crimes, that they are /as far above de- 
ſcription, as they are ſhort of honeſty; the Iriſh 


profeſſing they had his majeſty's commiſſion for 


what they did. The true ſenſe of which deviliſh 
aſperſion caſt upon his majeſty, with other reaſons, 
made them reſolve to die a thouſand deaths, rather 
than condeſcend to any peace, referring themſelves 
in other things to their declaration. 


But ſuch a diſſatisfactory anſwer had they from 


the king, that the lord Broghill (who was made 

governor of Limerick) with the earl of Inchiquin, 

put themſelves under the protection of the parlia- 
ment, and, by their courage and conduct, drove 
the rebels out of moſt of the port-towns in Mun- 

{ter, and other conſiderable places there, and form- 
ed a body of twelve thouſand men in arms. His 

particular ſucceſſes againſt the rebels are recited in 
Whitlock's Memorials, Cox's Hiſtory of Ireland, 
&c. and rendered him ſo conſiderable, that Crom- 
well careſſed him by all the arts he was maſter of, 
and received him as his intimate friend. 

In a manuſcript account of his life, wrote by Mr. 
Love, and communicated to Mr. Collins, by the 
late earl of Orrery, the circumſtances of Cromwell's 
bringing him over to his intereſts are thus related: 
4 My lord did me the honour to converſe more in- 
timately with me, than is eaſily credible, and to 
honour me with the whole of that great, that greateſt 
inſtance of divine providence (tho! at firſt with the 
greateſt regret) the wiſdom of God led him thro. 

4 On the martyrdom of king Charles I. my 
lord retired to a private life, to his houſe at Mar- 
ſton: Bigot, near Frome, in the Weſt of England, 
where he had a letter from the royal orphan, king 

Charles II. then in exile: that his majeſty had 
provided two ſmall ſhips to carry him to Ireland; 
that he was ſenſible bis lordſhip was beloved, and 

could influence the ſouthern proteſtants of Ire- 

land; and that he wanted only my lord Broghill to 
go with him. | 


My lord was pleaſed with the king's com- 
mand, and immediately ſent, in anſwer, | 
That he hoped to be very ſoon with his ma- 
jeſty : that no one in England knew the ſecret 


but his wife, and his ſiſter Ranelagh, at whoſe

My lord came, and we no ſooner houſed, but 
heard a voice aſk for lord Broghill : he thereupon 


charged his faithful ſiſter with treachery, but her 


proteſtation of being innocent tempered him. The 
meſſenger, a ſightly lieutenant, ſaid the lord ge- 
neral Cromwell ſent him to know when and where 


he might wait on his lordſhip. My lord anſwer- 


ed, they were utter ſtrangers, and therefore ſent 
the meſſenger back, as if he miſtook the name. 
Cromwell, who was near for the purpoſe, troubled 
the lieutenant with ſeveral returns. At length, 
by mutual conſent, a meeting was appointed- the 
next morning early in St. James's garden. | 
* Cromwell was firſt there, with many officers 
for the Iriſh expedition. They both met in the 
middle of the garden, where all ſtood back, while 
he thus began : 
My lord, you owe me the greateſt obliga- 
tion.“ My lord anſwered, if he knew it he 
would acknowledge it ; that he did not owe above 
one hundred pounds in the city, and believed his 
creditor required no ſuch bondſman, 40 
« Cromwell ſaid, It was no ſuch trifle; but 
body for body to the parliament, who reſolved on 
his life for correſponding with Charles Stuart [fo 
they called the king].

Sir Richard Cox, in his Hiſtory of Ireland, re- 
cites, that the lord Broghill brought the whole 
county of Cork to join againſt the rebels; being 
inhabited by Engliſh, who could not endure the 
thoughts of joining with the Iriſh againſt their 
own country men; and therefore all the towns there 
revolted at once from the marquis of Ormond, and 
proved very advantageous to Cromwell, who other- 
wiſe had been forced to a long and dangerous 
march to Dublin, or embarked his men on board 
the fleet, that coaſted as he marched.

Mr. Love, in his account of his lordſhip, hath 
theſe further particulars: Cromwell ſent his lord- 
ſhip to Scotland where, by methods of lenity. 
he brought that people to à decorum, having 
dealt with Mr. John Douglaſs, David Dick, Gal- 
lapſy, and Campbell, whom he pleaſantly called 
The four Popes of Scotland. His prudent govern- 
ment opened a paſſage for general Monks eaſy

J « Cromwell, not long before he died, began to 
grow jealous of his lordſhip, and ſo narrowly 
watched him, that, before his return from the 
Bear tavern at the bridge, where he fupped with 
Cromwell's children (lord Falconbridge and lord 
Carlifle) the tapſter ſent him notice of ibeir drink-

e e death, his fon Richud, who 
ſucceeded, was perſuaded by lieutenaut general 
Deſborougb, a violent man, to ſummon a coun- 
cil of all rhe military officers to meet at Walling 
ford-houſe. is lordſhip ſoon perceived this muſt 
end in a flux of blood, and perſuaded Richard ſud- 
denly to diſſolve that dreadful aſſembly. This put 
the aſpiring genera] into ſuch a fret, as made Eng- 
land too warm for his lordſhip z who retired to his 
country-houſe, near Cork harbour, in Ireland, 
having the bare and empty title of maſter of the 
ordnance. 

The ſtrange proceedings of the long parlia- 
ment (called the Rump) gave his lordſhip hopes 
that matters began to ripen for the reſtoring of che 
royal family. Among other fears, they grew jea- 
lous of the lord Broghill, and ſent ſerjeant Steele, 
lord chancellor, judge Cooke, Corbet, and ano- 
ther, to Dublin, to ſecure his lordſhip, if he did 
not engage for all the proteſtants of Munſter. But 
he ſcrewed them to the dilemma, either to give 
him the command of that province, or his private 
liberty. Being commanded to an antichamber, he 
overheard Steel very worthily baffle the others, in 
favour of himſelf, who only threatened him, and 


ſent him home. 
„His lordſhip {having formerly hinted matters 


to general Monk) at his return to his country re- 


tirement, ſeeing the government run into wild 
meaſures, took that occaſion to treat with the chiefs 
of Munſter, ſuch as Broderick, (father of the lord 
chancellor Broderick, of Ireland) Coulthorp, Clay- 
ton, Kyrl, Dillon, Pyne, Denny. — Foulke, 
Jephſon, Purdon, &c. In a little time he brought 
them all into his intereſts, except Wilſon, gover- 
nor of Limerick, whom he ventured at diftantially. 


Wilſon aſſured him, he would be for him, be the 


deſign what it would. Thereupon his lordſhip put 
to him, © Suppoſe a king was to be fer ups Wil- 
fon pew Whew to it, and, at his return from his 
lordſhip, ſtopped at Rathcormick {colonel Barry's 
ſeat) and thence ſent his ſervant (to prevent my 
lord's jealouſy) giving him aſſurance under his 
hand, to his confuſion if he was not ſincere. , 

« His lordſhip thereupon ſent his brother, the 
lord Shannon, with eight lines in a ſmall ſcrip of 
paper, nicely quilted in the collar of his doublet, 
to aſſure the king, he had five thouſand of his pro- 
teſtant ſubjects, all tried reſolute men, at or near 
Cork, ready to attend his majeſty. The lord Shan- 
non found the king at Bruſſels, who y__ to go 

ar that pur- 
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tain advice, that Monk deſigned his reſtoration in 
England; and, acknowledging lord Broghill's 
ſingular loyalty, gave him all atſurances 4 5 fa- 
vour, And, the firſt time he ſpoke in council af- 
ter his reſtoration, he mentioned his obligations 
to the lord Broghill, and the proteſtants of Ireland.“ 


His lordſhip had the chief care in diſpoſing all 


thoſe who were in the king's intereſt in Ireland, to 
declare for à free parliament. And in January 
1659-60, as -Sir Richard Cox obſerves, in his 
hiſtory of that kingdom, ſurprized the caſtle of 
Dublin, and ſeized thoſe who were entruſted with 
the government, and ſent them to England. Af- 
ter Which, their Grit act was to order a faſt and 
humiliation for their ſins; among which the mur- 
der of the king was enumerated; and all their 
actions were ſuitable: ſo that they ſeemed to con- 
tend with England, which thould be moſt for- 
ward in reſtoring the king. On the 14th of Fe- 
bruary they publiſhed a memorable declaration for 
a full and free parliament in Ireland, and the re- 
admiſſion of the ſecluded members in the parlia- 
ment of England. And the convention meeting 
in Ireland, purſuant to it, on the 14th of March, 
publiſhed a declaration to the ſame purpoſe ; alſo, 
on the 14th of May, accepted of his Majeſty's de- 
claration from Breda, of the 14th of April, and 
chearfully concurred in his reſtoration. 

Og September 5, 1660, in conſideration of his 
ſervices, he-was created earl of Orrery, in the king- 
dom of Jreland ; and, at the ſame time, made lord 
preſident of the province of Munſter. Alſo, in 
October 1660, was declared-one of the three lords 


Juſtices of Ireland, who managed affairs there with 


great candor and moderation, as obſerved by the 
continuator of Sir Richard Baker's chronicle. The 
next year he had the command of a regiment and 
an independent xompany in his majeſty's ſervice; 
and, with John, lord viſcount Maſflareen, was 


made collector of all ſuch monies as were preſcribed 


by his majeſty's declaration of the goth of Novem- 
ber, 1660. Likewiſe on the 14th of January, 
1661, he and the lord chancellor were ſworn lords 
juſticts, on the death of the earl of Monteath. And, 
on the 3oth of April, 1662, they publiſhed an in- 


| dulgence to difſenters, and continued in the govern- 


ment until the 28th of July, 1662 ; at which time 
James, duke of Ormond, was ſworn lord lieute- 
nant, The king chiefly entruſted the whole ſettle- 
ment of Ireland to his lordſhip's conduct; and it 
is obſerved by the writer of his life, that the pro- 
teſtants there may bleſs the day the lord Orrery 
was born, who confirmed thoſe old foldiers in their 
poſſeſſions, who had given their children liberal 
education, ſo that they became profeſſurs of law, 
divinity, and phyſick. . 
In the year 1663 he obtained a patent for fairs 
and markets to be held for ever in his two villages 
of Rathgogran, called Charleville, and Bally mar- 
tra, now Caſtlemark, And, by his great credit 
with the king, he ſome time after procured thoſe 
two places to be erected into boroughs, which re- 
turn four members to the preſent parliament in 
Ireland; with the nomination. of recorders, town» 
clerks, clerks of the market, and other officers, 


to him and his heirs for ever. 


Being lord pteſident of Munſter, where he had 
full power both civil and military, his lordſhip 
was very active 7 diverting any deſigns prejudi- 

cia 
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. cial to the intereſt” of his country. Sir Richard 
year 1663, the 
earl of Orrery diſcovered to the lord lieutenant a 
deſigf of the fanaticks to ſeize the caſtle of Dub- 
lin on May 21, whereby ir was ſeaſonably pre- 
vented. And the writer of his life informs us, 
that, on the French war, in the year 1667, having 
intelligence that the duke de Beaufort, admiral ot

Cox takes notice, that, in the 


France, was p. 
ſale, he, with hardly credible application and dil: 


patch, immediately encatnped-ali the militia and 
ſtanding army of Munſter, and brought ſome of 


the biggeſt-guns out of his-majeſty's ſhips of war, 


planted batteries along the ſhore, laid a boom or 
chain croſs the channel to ſecure the ſhips in the 


harbour, and was in a few days fo well provided in 
every particular (being all the time nobly*enter- 
tained and aſſiſted by Sir Robert Southwell, and 
attended by all the gentry-of Munſter) thar Mon- 
ſieur Beaufort gave over his deſign. Nevertheleſs, 
being ſenſible that, on any war with France, the 
kingdom lay very much expoſed to an invaſion ; 
and that as Kinſale was the beſt harbour through- 
out his majeſty's dominions; yet being without any 


fortifications, whereby it might protect our ſhip 
from foreign enemies; he prevailed with his ma 
jeſty to permit him to erect a fort there, which was 
begun about the year 1670, and almoſt finiſhed in 
three-years time; which in 1678 being reviewed 
by the duke of Ormond, his grace, in honour of 
his then majeſty, named it Charles- fort, and is 
now one of the beſt ſea ports in the kingdom. 
His lordſhip and the duke of Ormond” had con- 
tinued in an intimate correſpondence from the re- 
ſtoration; but in 1669 4 miſunderſtanding hap+ 
pening between them, he was deprived of the pre- 
ſidentſhip of Munſter about the year 1672, Fet, 
as a recompence for the loſs of that place, his ma- 
jeſty preſented him with eight thouſand pounds, 
and mediated a reconcilement between him and 
the duke of Ormond: ' His lordſhip afterwards 
concerned himſelf very little in public k affairs, but 
ſpent the remainder of his life chiefly in a chriſtian 
preparation for eternity, He made his laſt will 
and teſtament, September 30, 1676 with a codi- 
cil annexed, dated September 18, 1679; and died 
October 16, 1679, and lies buried at Voughall. 
By his faid will, writing himſelf “ Roger earl of 
Orrery, governor of his majeſt y's caſtle and city 
of Limerick, major general of his majeſty's army in 
Ireland, and one of his majeſty's moſt honourable 
rivy council of England and Ireland. Firſt, I 
humbly commit my ſoul to Almighty God, hoping 
only in his mercy, through faith in the meritorious 
death of my Redeemer, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, to 
be made a bleſſed partaker of the eternal happineſs 
which he hath purchaſed with his blood for all 
thoſe who truſt in him, and obey his word.' And 
my body, if I ſhall die in the province of Mun- 
ſter, I deſite may be decently buried in the colle- 
giate church at Youghall, in that iſle or part there- 
of, where my dear deceaſed father erected a mo- 
nument or tomb. and to be laid at his feet. And 
I defire my exeeutrix, or overſeers, hereafter named, 
that I may be buried there without vain pomp or 
oſtentation; and that not above one hundred pounds 
ſterling be laid but for a tomb for m. . 
The reſt of his will ſhews his excellent prudence 
and judgment in ſcttling his eſtate, and tender 
affection to his lady and children. He conſtitutes 
80 
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Margaret. counteſs of Orrery (his wift ) ſole execu- 
tix; and overſeers, Richard, earl of Cork and 
Burlington, Francis, lord viſcount Shantion, ford 
biſhop of Limerick and Kerry, Henry Howard, 
eſquire, btother to.

his brother-in-law, Standiſh Hartſtong, eſquite, 
William Worth, eſquite, and Dr. Jeremy Hall... 

He enjoyed very great employments with an uni- 
verſal reputetion, courted and reſpected by all par- 
ties: for, however he might temporize under Crom- 
well's government, it is rather an argument of 
his prudence, than of his diſloyalty, conſidering 
the ſuſpicions he lay under by the diſcovery of his 
deſign to engage with the king. His perſonal 
courage he had manifeſted in ſeveral encounters, and 
was little iuferior to any of the greateſt captains of 
that age in military experience. He wrote four 
plays in heroic verſe, amongſt which is that of 
Muſtapha, eſteemed one of the beſt performances 
in the laſt century. He was alſo a man of great 
wit and ſolid ſenſe ; ſerious in his whole deport- 
ment, tho* eaſy and affable to the meaneſt perſons; 
and fo pleaſant, and withal ſo inſtructing, in his 
converſation, that Whatever he ſaid, at Once de- 
lighted and informed the mind. The writer ef 
his life ſays, his table was a noble academy of 
pleaſure, divinity, and morality; and that it was 
really eſteemed an honour for a young nobleman, 
country-ſquire, divine, gentleman, or merchant, 
to tell what my lord of Orrery diſcourſed on at 


dinner. He was fincere in the exerciſe of the pro- 


teſtant religion; and his charity appears in erect-

After he left Chriſt- church, he was, in the 12th 
of king William, choſen member of parliament 
for Huntingdon, as alſo in that called the year 
after ; and in three ſucceſſive parliaments in the 
reign of queen Anne. 

On his brother Lionel's death, in 1703, he be- 
came earl of Orrery, . had the command of a regj- 
ment of foot conferred on him, March 1, 1703-4 
and, on October 13, 1705, was eleted one of 
the knights of the order of St. Andrew, or the 
Thiſtle. In March 1705-6, he married Elizabeth

Orrery, in our kingdom of Ireland, to fit in the 
auguſt aſſembly of our Britiſh lords: for he is 
ſprung from that ſtem, which (having ſpread it- 
ſelf over England and Ireland) does at this time 
boaſt of ſeveral branches of noblemen ; and which 
has produced a race, either extraordinary for hu- 
man literature, or highly renowned for their moſt 
profound knowledge in natural R. Ex- 
cited by the examples of his family, and the glory 
which he has derived from his anceſtors, he has 
cultivated and adorned his mind in the moſt uſeful 
learning, even from his youth. To theſe ſtudies 
he has diligently applied himſelf; with theſe he 


has been delighted; yet, when our affairs re- 


uired him, he has ſuffered himſelf to be with- 
ee from his learned retirement; and, the war 
daily increaſing, he expreſſed an equal deſire and 
readineſs to diſcharge the employment of a ſoldier. 
But, when we underſtood that he had alſo a genius 
capable of managing political affairs, we ſent him 
our envoy to the States of Brabant and Flanders, 
with full commiſſion to treat of the moſt impor- 
tant concerns. In the adminiſtration of this pro- 
vince, he has approved himſelf with very great 
praiſe, and has given us ſingle inſtances of his abi- 
ſity in negociations, as of his military valour. 
Since, indeed, on both accounts, he is entitled to 
ſome mark of our favour, we have thought that 
he, who was born a peer of our kingdom of [re- 
land, ſhould enjoy his deſerved degree of honour in 
that of Great Britain, Know ye, &c.”

origin of the ſeveral families which bear the 
ſurname of Hay, and are ſettled in various parts 
of Europe. Some writers are very fond of deducing 
every family, they poſſibly can, from one or other of 
the Norman adventurers, who attended William 
the Conqueror into England in 1066; and true it 
is, that their deſcendants at this day are exceeding 
numerous. They tell you that in Normandy, there 
were lands and a lordſhip denominated Hay, and 
that the family and the lands derived the name 
the one from the other; but which was the giver, 
Which was the receiver, is not to be determined. 
From that country came ſeveral who bore that 


after the conqueſt, ſettled in this country. From 
theſe, it is poſſible, ſome who bear the ſame name 
in our days may be deſcended, but not all: for in 
North Britain, this name was well known near 
ninety years before the Norman invaſion. The 
Scottiſh hiſtorians concur in relating the followin 
particulars : © In the reign of Kenneth III. and the 
year 980, when the Danes had invaded Scotland, 
and prevailed in the battle of Lancarty, near Perth, 
the Scots were worſted, and gave way; and in their 
flight, through a narrow paſs, were ſtopt by a coun- 
try man and his two ſons, who encouraged them 
to rally and renew the fight; telling them, it was 
better and more honourable to die in the field fight- 
ing for their king and country, than to fly and be 
afterwards killed by the mercileſs Danes; and 
upbraided thoſe who would fly like cowards, when 
all lay at ſtake: the more timorous ſtood ſtill, and 
many of the ſtout men, who fled' more by the de- 
ſertion of their companions, than want of courage, 
joined with the old man and his ſons to ſtop the 
reſt, till there was a good number together: the 
countrymen, - who, were armed with only what 
their plonghs furniſhed, leading them on, and re- 
turning; upon the Danes, made a furious onſet, 
crying aloud, Help is at Hand; the Danes be- 
lieving that a freſh 2 was falling on them, the 


Scots thereby totally defeated them, and freed their 


own country from ſervitude. | 

The battle being over, the old man, afterwards 
known by the name of Hay, was brought to the 
king, who aſſembling a parliament at Scoon, gave 
to the ſaid Hay and his ſons, as a juſt reward of 
their valour, ſo much land on the river Tay in the 
_ diſtrict of Gawry.. as a falcon from a man's hand 
flew over till it ſettled; which being ſix miles in 
length, was afterwards called Errol, and poſſeſt 
by the family of Hay, till about the middle of 
the laſt century, they were ſold to pay the debts of 
William, tenth earl of Errol; ſome ſuperiorities

Having thus brought down the offspring of 
Sir Gilbert, eldeſt ſon of Sir David Hay, and 
Helen, daughter of David earl of Strathern, we 
ſhall return to the ſecond ſon | 

Wriiian Hay, progenitor of this younger 
branch of the illuſtrious houſe of Errol, who 
obtained from Alexander III. king of Scotland, 
April 29, 1251, the ſecond year of his reign, 
a charter confirming a grant of two carucates 
of land, &c. in Errol, which had been given 
him by his brother Sir Gilbert Hay. From this 
William we have no accounts of the lineal de- 


ſcendants in this branch of the family for above 


two hundred! years, a chaſm which muſt neceſ- 
ſarily render the origin of the earls of Kinnoul 
doubtful. Tradition, however, adopted and com- 
municated by a ſucceſſion of genealogiſts, autho- 
riſe us to ſuppoſe, that . 
Stix Epmuny Hay, of Melginen, who was a 
man of great eminence in Scotland in the fifteenth 
century, lineally deſcended from the laſt named 
William Hay. From this Sir Edmund, to the 
preſent earl of Kinnoul and baron Hay, we find 
no interruption in the pedigree. This knight is 
frequently mentioned in the charter of the family 
of Errol, of all whoſe affairs in Perthſhire he had 
the principal management: being defigned' Edmun- 
dus de Haya de Melginck b:lious Comitis de Errol, 
im the year 502.

Sir Par RICK Hay, who ſucceeded his father 
at Melginck, was a man of great honour, loyalty, 
integrity, and worth, and high in the eſteem of 
king James I. and VI. and by his wife Margaret, 
daughter of Sir Patrick Ogilvie, of Inchmarten, 
paternal anceſtor to the earl of Finlater, was father 
of three ſons,

Sir Cxorce Har, of Kinfauns, the ſaid ſecond 
ſon of Sir Patrick Hay, of Melginck, had very 
good natural parts, which, by the care of his fa- 
ther, were improved by a liberal education at home, 
and in France, where he ſpent ſome years under 
the tuition of Edmund Hay, his uncle; and on 
his return, when about twenty-one years old, he 
was brought into the court by his kinſman, Sir 
James Hay, afterwards earl of Carliſle, with the 
character of a gentleman, well qualified by his 
breeding, and converſing with the muſes, for any 
ſervice 2 maſter ſhould honour him with. By 
which introduction, and his fine accompliſhments, 
he ſo far engaged the king's affections, that he ſoon 
raiſed him to be one of the gentlemen of his bed- 
chamber; and February 18, 1598, gave him the 
Carthuſian priory at Perth: after which, bis royal 
maſter, diſcerning his abilities, made him clerk 
regiſter in 1616; which he held till 1622, when 
Alexander, earl of Dumferling, lord high chan- 
cellor of Scotland, died; whom he ſucceeded ;

(Tirſt Lord) Gtrorce HENRY Har, ſeventh 
earl of Kinnoul, who when a commoner, and 
bearing the title of viſcount Dupplin, was returned 
member for Fowey in Cornwall, to the third par- 
liament of Great-Britain, ſummoned to meet at 
Weſtminſter, November 25, 1710; and the fol- 
lowing year, his ſeat being vacated by his becoming 
teller of the Exchequer, a new writ iſſued, De- 
cember 8, 1711, and he was rechoſen. He con- 
tinued, however, but a ſhort time member of the 
Houſe of Commons; for her majeſty was graci- 
ouſly pleaſed to confer upon him the dignity of a 
peerage, by the ſtile and title of lord Hay, baron 
Hay of Pedwardin in the county of Hereford ; 
the Jetters patent for this creation bearing date 
December 31, 1711 (10 Anne) and his lordſkip 
was the firſt of ten who received the ſame honour 
at this time. He was ſome time ambaſſador extra- 
ordinary to the Grand Seignior at Conſtantinople, 
from whence he returned at the latter end of 1737. 

He married, in 1709, Abigail, youngeſt daugh- 
ter of Robert Harley, earl of Oxford; and by 
her, who died at Broadſworth, near Doncaſter, 
July 15, 1750, had iſſue fix daughters:

In the life-time of his 
father he ſerved in the ninth, - tenth, and eleventh 
parliaments of Great-Britain (bearing then the 
title of viſcount Dupplin, by courteſy) for the 
town of Cambridge, and in the two laſt was chair- 
man of the committee of privileges and elections. 
In May 1741, he was appointed one of the com- 
miſſioners of the revenue in Ireland, and in No- 
vember 1746, a commiſſioner of trade and plan- 
tations, In 1754, he was conſtituted one of the 
lords of the Treaſury ; and in December 1755, 
joint- paymaſter of the forces with the earl of Dar- 
lington. On January 24, 1758, he was conſtitu- 
ted chancellor of the duchy of Lancaſter, and 
three days after was ſworn of his majeſty's privy- 
council. In the ſame month he was choſen recor- 
der of Cambridge; and cn the 27th of Novem- 
ber, was appointed ambaſſador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary to the court of Portugal, from 
whence he returned to England in November fol- 
lowing. In 1760, when his preſent majeſty no- 
minated his privy-council, his lordſhip was con- 
tinued in the liſt, and he was permitted ſtill to en- 
Joy his poſt of chancellor of the duchy of Lan- 
caſter. But in November 1762, his lordſhip vo- 
luntarily reſigned this employ, and has ſince reſided 
at Dupplin-houſe in Scotland.

bore to her huſband Sir Chriſtopher Willoughby, 
knight of the Bath.

He was, from his childhood, fond of 
ſtudy, and, when he came to the uſe of reaſon, 
ſo great a huſband of his time, that he let flip no 
opportunities of improving himſelf, deteſting no 
vice more than idleneſs, and, directing his ſtudies 
chiefly to thoſe ſciences which were more abſtruſe, 


philoſophy. | Obſerving, in the buſy and inqui- 
ſicive age he lived in, that the hiſtory of animals 
had in a great meaſure been negletted, he made 
the ſtudy thereof his province, applying himſelf 
And to that 
end, he made a voyage into foreign countries, to 
ſearch out and deſcribe their ſeveral ſpecies ; and 
though he was not long abroad, yet he travelled 
over moſt part of France, Spain, Italy, Germany, 
and the Low- Countries: in all which places he was 
ſo diligent and ſucceſsful, that net many ſorts of 
animals, deſcribed by others, eſcaped his obſerva- 
tion, He drew them out with a pencil, 'which

noble family is deſcended. from Rourd 
Wiedick, father to Eignian Yothe ; which Eignian 
held the lands of Gaercinion, in Powyſland, and 
was grandfather to Kariodock Urechfras, earl of 
Hereford and Marchiogien, in the time of prince 
Arthur, who began his reign anno 520. 

But the firſt that bore this name was Tudor 
Trevor, earl of Hereford, ſon of Rheingar, 
graniſon of Kariodock aforeſaid. He married 
Aukaret, daughter of Howel Dha. ap Kadell, 
prince of North-Wales; and from him lineally 
deſcended, in ſucceeding ages, another Tudor,

And although ſurnames were not fixed in thoſe 
dominions till the reign of king Henry VIII. yet 


we find a like name, and of authority, in Ireland,

Moreover, John Trevers, biſhop of St. Aſaph, 
was made chamberlain of Cheſter in 3 Richard II.

at fea, and alſo of the commiſſioners of the ad- 
miralty. He was created doctor of phyſick on the 
21ſt of June, 1653; and, after the reſtoration of 
king Charles the ſecond, he re- aſſumed his former 

function of a divine, and became fellow of the 
royal ſocicty, preſident of Trinity-callege, and one 
of his majeſty's chaplains. Alſo, on the 28th of 
June, 1670, was inſtalled dean of Wells. In 
April 1691, he was nominated, by their majeſties 
king William and queen Mary, to be biſhop of 
Briſtol, wich liberty to keep his deanery in com- 
mendam; but, being fond of a collegiate life, and 
intending to re- edify the chapel of Trinity college, 
he refuſed to accept thereof. He died on the 14th 
of June, 1704, and was buried in the chapel of 
1 rinity- college, Oxon, which he built at his own 
expence : having been highly eſteemed for his great

Sir Benjamin BATRHURST, in the reign of 
king Charles the Second, was elected governor of 
the royal African company, under his royal high- 
neſs James, duke of York ; alſo governor of the 
Eaſt-India company, in the years 1688, 1689. 
He was afterwards treaſurer of the houſhold ro 
the Princeſs Anne, of Denmark, upon the firſt 
eſtabliſhment of her family; and, on her acceſſion 
to the throne, he was conſtituted cofferer of her 
houſhold. In 1702, attending on her majeſty, 
when ſhe viſited the univerſity of Oxford, the de- 
gree of doctor of laws was conferred on him on 
the 28th of Auguſt. And the year after, on the 
duke of Marlborough's being elected with 
George I. a knight companion of the moſt no- 
ble order of the Garter, Sir Benjamin Bathurſt 
had the honour of being his proxy at the 
inſtalment, his grace at that time being beyond 
the ſeas.

the higheſt magnificence there, when the lord Dud- 
ley (after earl of Leiceſter) the. great favourite of 
queen Elizabeth, had the title of Palaphilos, and 
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was conſtable and marſhal; the next chief officer | 


was Mr. Onſlow, who had the title of lord chan- 
cellor. | 
He was attorney of the duchy of Lancaſter, alſo 
of the court of wards; and, in the 8th year of 
queen Elizabeth, being recorder of the city of Lon- 
don, was apppointed, with others of note, one of 
the commiſſioners to hear and determine all man- 
ner of treaſons, and other crimes committed within 
the verge of the court. In the ſame year, June 27, 
he was made ſolicitor general, and choſen ſpeaker 
of the houſe of commons. In the reign of queen 


Mary he was elected in two parliaments for Stey- 
ning in Suſſex ; and afterwards ſerved for the ſame 


in the next reign, till his deceaſe. He had a grant 
of the Black-friers, in the city of London, where- 
in he reſided, and is now a conſiderable eſtate to 
one of his deſcendants; as appears from his laſt 
will and teſtament. Which will ſhews he was a 
perſon of ſincere piety, ſound judgment and pru- 
dence, and of great integrity. Before he begun his 
will, he made theſe awful expreſſions : “ The wyll

Chellesfield, and Codeham, in the county of Kent: 
(which manors, and moſt of the ſaid lands in Surry, 
are now in the poſſeſſion of the preſent lord Onflow) 
all which he ſettled on Rovert, his eldeſt fon ard 
heir; remainder to his ſecond fon, Edward Onſlow. 
Likewiſe ſettles on them, as aforeſaid, all his meſ- 


ſuages, lands, tenements, & c. whatſoever, in the 


late Black- friers, in the city of London, and in the 
counties of Middleſex, Surry, Suſſex, Glouceſter- 
ſhire, Wiltſhire, Salop, or elſewhere within the 
realm of England. : 

And towards the end of his will he thus expreſſes

pecially of our daughters, till they be married, or 
come to the age of one and twenty years.

RIcHARD OnsLow,, his brother, on the inqui- 
ſition taken after his death, was found to be his 
heir, and of the age of fifteen years and a half. 

He was knighted by king James the Firſt at 
Theobalds, on the 2d of June, 1624; and, in 
the reign of king Charles the Firſt, ſerved in three 
leveral parliaments for the county of Surry, He 
eſpouſed the party that were for redreſſing the grie- 
vances of the nation; and, many unforeſeen cir- 
cumitances having brought on a rebellion, he, by 
order of parliament, raiſed a regiment for their ſer- 
vice, which, in May 1664, was employed in the 
ſiege of Baſing-houſe ; but it does not appear that 
he was active in the army. In 1646, being aſperſed 
in print by one Withers, the parliament took it 
into conſide;ation, and on the ſeventh of Auguſt, 
that year, came to the following reſolution : 


* That a charge laid upon Sir Richard Onſlow, 


a member of the houſe, by Mr. Withers, is not 
ſufficien:ly proved. That it was falſe and ſcanda- 
lous, and injurious to Sir Richard Onſlow, That 
Vir. Withers ſhall pay five hundred pounds to him 
for damages, and his book to be burnt.” 

On the 6th of December, 1648, having voted,

Tromas'OnsLow, the eldeſt ſon, was under 
age at the death of his father,.and having married 
Mary, daughter of Sir Samuel Lennard, of Weſt 
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it is certain he was at none of their meetings for 
bringing the king to his trial, or that thoſe in 
power nominated him one of the judges on the 
mournful occaſion, or that he accepted of any em- 
ploy ment. When Cromwell, in 1653, diſſolved 
the laſt parliament called by king Charles the Firſt, 
he and his officers made choice of a number of 
men, of about one hundred and twenty perſons, 
to meet, as a parliament, to ſettle the government 
of the nation; and, accordingly, by his letters 
ſent to each of them, they met on the 4th of July, 
1653 ; but neither Sir Richard Onſlow, or his ſon, 
Arthur Onſlow, eſquire, fat in that aſſembly, who, 
on the 13th of December following, reſigned their 
whole power to Cromwell, the general. After 
which, by the advice of his council of officers, he 
took on him the title of Lord Protector of the 


commonwealth of Englang, Scotland, and Ireland, 
&c. and was inſtalled in Weſtminſter-hall on De- 
cember 16, and took his oath that he would not 
violate any thing contained in the inſtrument of 
government adminiſtered to him ; wherein there was 
an article, That a parliament ſhould be ſum- 
moned to meet at Weſtminſter, September 3, 1654, 
&c.” In this parliament, Sir Richard Onflow, 
and his ſon, Arthur Onſlow, eſquire, were returned 
for the county of Surry : but the ſaid parliament, 
which ſat to do buſineſs on the fifth of September 
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following, being not ſo pliable to his purpoſes as 
he expected, he diſſolved it on the 22d of January 
following, which was as ſoon as he could do it, by 
the inſtrument of government he had ſworn to,

for every action done by the King in poſſeſſion was 
valid and good, as it was his juriſdiction royal. So 
likewiſe in 1 and 3 Hen. VII.the ſame opinion was | 
held and declared, that a King de facto was neceſ- 
ſary ; and in all alterations from perſons and fami- 
lies, .yet our anceſtors always retained the Title and 
the Name. 

Another 
name may, in order and degree, be firſt, that is, 
before other men: but it was a King was primum, 
the firſt name that had its beginning with our laws. 
The cuſtoms of England are the laws of England, 
as well as our ſtate's laws. The title of King and 
Cuſtom are two twins born together, and have had 
continuance together; and therefore to ſay Protec- 
tor, of which we know the date, with cuſtom (of 


which no memory can ſpeak) is a kind of contra- 
diction to the original. | 

Then there muſt be a law introductive, be- 
cauſe Protector is a new name that our law doth not 
yet know. Now to ingraft a young ſcience upon 
an old ſtock it will never grow; but there muſt be 
an eradication of the old root, and a new planta- 
tion muſt be made. And that all the old cuſtoms 
mult be put into poſitive laws, will be a thing con- 
ſiſting of much time and great difficulty.

He was born in the year 1654, and was 
a member for Guildford in the three laſt parliaments 
called by king Charles II. as alſo in that called by 
king James II. and, in the convention parliament, 
was one of the knights of the ſhire for the county 
of Surry z; which he afterwards conſtantly repre- 
ſented, whilſt he continued a commoner, except in 
the gth of queen Anne, when, by a powerful inte- 
reſt made againſt him, he loſt his election by a few 
votes, but was returned for the borough of St. 
Maw's, in Cornwall. 

In the reign of king William he was one of the 
lords of the admiralty; and, November 16, 1708, 
was unanimouſly choſen ſpeaker of the houſe of 
commons, and {worn of the privy council to queen 
Anne, on the 17th of June, 1710. He was alſo 
high ſteward of the borough of Guildford, and go- 
vernor of the Levant company. | 

On the acceſſion of George I. he was again 
ſworn of the privy council, and conſtituted one of 
the lords of the treaſury, and chancellor and under- 
treaſurer of the exchequer. Alſo, on reſigning 
thoſe offices, in October 1715, was made one of 
the tellers of the Exchequer during life. And, in 
conſideration of his great merits, and in particular

HIS noble family took their ſurname from 

the town of Marſham; in Norfolk, where 
their anceſtors were ſeated. We have not, how- 
ever, any particular account of them till the latter 
end of the 15th century, when we find they had 
changed their place of reſidence; for at that time 

Thomas Marsnam lived in the pariſh of St. 
Bartholomew's, in London, and was one of the 
aldermen of that city. He married Magdalen, 
daughter of Richard Springham, merchant of Lon- 
don, and had iſſue ſix ſons, and four daughters. 
He was buried in Iſlington church, on the 12th of 
March, 1624. 

Of which ſons, 

Joan Marsnam, the ſecond, born in the ſaid 
pariſh of St. Bartholomew's, Auguſt 23, 1602, 
was put to Weſtminſter ſchool, and from thence 
ſent to St. John's college, in Oxford, where he 
was entered a commoner in 1619. He took the 
degree of maſter of arts in 1625, in which year he 
went into France, and ſtaid the winter at Paris. 
The two following years he travelled into moſt 


parts of that kingdom, viſited Italy, and ſome 


parts of Germany, and then returned to London, 
where he ſtudied the common law in the Middle 
Temple. In 1629 he went through Holland and 
Guelderland to the ſiege of Bois-le-duc ;- and, 
leaving that place, took his rout by Fluſhing to 
Bologne, and Paris, to attend Sir Thomas Ed- 
monds, ambaſſador- extraordinary to the court at 
Fontainbleau, to ſwear the French king to the 


peace. After his return home, he took to his 


former ſtudies, and, in the beginning of the year 


1637-8, was ſworn one of the ſix clerks in chan- 


cery. On the breaking out of the civil wars, he 
followed his majeſty and the great ſeal to Oxford, 


vailing party, and was plundered in his eſtate, and 


Joſt to an incredible value. On the declenſion of 


the royal cauſe, he retired toſhis ſtudies in London, 


and 'compounded for his'eftate. In 1660 he was

returned to parliament by the city of Rocheſter, 
reſtored to his former poſt of maſter in chancery, 
and had the honour” of knighthood conferred on 
him, being then wrote of Whotn's-place, in Kent, 
which he” purchaſed ; and, three years after, was 


| created a baronet. He was an 1 gentle- 


man, and excellent hiftorian ; for which realon fa- 
ther Simon, in his writings, called him The Great 
Marſham of England. And Wood, in his hiſtory 
of the Oxford writers, obſerves, that Monſieur 
Carcary, the king of France's library-keeper, and 
all the great and learned men of Europe, his con- 
temporaries, acknowledged him to be one of the 
greateſt antiquaries, and moſt accurate and learned 
writers of his time; as appears by their teſtimonies 
under their hands and ſeals, in their letters to him, 
which would make a volume in folio.” 

He wrote Diatriba Chronologica, Lond. 1649. 
Chronicus Canon ZEgyptiacus, Ebraicus, Græcus, 
et Diſquifitiones, Lond. 1672. The preface to the 
ſecond volume of the Monaſticon Anglican. which 
he called FIPOIIYAAION Johannis Marſham. And 
at his death he left other works unfiniſhed ; 1. Im- 
perium Perſicum. 2. De Provinciis et Legionibus 
Romanis. 3. De Re Nummaria; and others. 

He died at Buſhy-hall, in Hertfordſhire, on the 
25th of May, 1685 ; and his body was buried at 
Caxton, near Rocheſtes, in Kent. He left iſſue

gan, with ſix ſquadrons of horſe, and his letter to 
the governor of Antwerp, to invite him and the 
garriſon to the obedience of their lawful ſovereign, 
king Charles III. who acquainting his grace 145 
ten battalions were in the city and caſtle of Ant- 
werp, who ſeemed inclined to ſurrender upon ho- 
nourable terms, the duke thereu ſent him an 
authority to treat with them. And after ſome con- 
ferences, wherein they prayed they might have 
leave to go to the elector of Bavaria, to receive 
his directions upon the conduct they were to obſerve 
on the ſummons z which his grace did not think 
fit to grant, Thereupon finding his grace deter- 
mined to reduce them, and that brigadier Cado- 
gan, already poſted near the city, had the duke's 
orders to give the garriſon no more than four hours 
time to conſider of the capitulation offered them, 
ing of ſix French, and ſix Spaniſh regiments, wee 
allowed to march out in three days, aud be con- 
ducted to Queſnoy.

In 1709, the day before the battle of Tanniers, 
near Mons, when the two armies were in ſight of 
each other, and an officer from the French having 
made a ſignal for a truce, ſeveral of both ſides met 
in a friendly manner; and the French, inquiring 
for an officer of diſtinction, deſired him to ac- 


= the duke of Marlborough that the Marſhal 


e Villars had ſome affair of importance to propoſe 
to his grace, and that he would be pleaſed to ſend 
a truſty perſon to whom he might communicate 
the ſame. Whereupon his grace ſent general Ca- 
dogan to know what marſha] Villars had to offer, 
whereby being nearer the French army, than other- 
wiſe he could have been, he improved the oppor- 
tunity ſo effectually, that, by viewing their in- 
trenchments in the corner of the wood at Tanniers, 
he directed the colonel of the artillery, whom he 
took with him, to obſerve where he dropped his 
glove, and there, in the night, to plant his cannon; 
which, by enfilading their lines the next morning, 
greatly contributed to the forcing them, and was 
the principal means of obtaining that victory. 
Alſo on the ſiege of Mons, which enſued, being 
(as he ever had been) indefatigable in ſerving the 
common cauſe, and going voluntarily into the 
trenches to animate the troops that were in the at- 
tack of a ravelin, he received a dangerous wound 
in his neck, his aid de camp being alſo wounded 
by his ſide, of which he ſoon expired. In March 
1711 he was at the Hague, at the deſire of the 
council of ſtate of the States General, to aſſiſt in 
conſulting the 33 of the enſuing campaign. 

When the duke of Marlborough was diſgraced, 
and went abroad, he reſigned all his employments, 
chuſing, as he. had a ſhare in his grace's proſperity, 
to be a partaker in his adverſity, 

On the acceſſion of George I. he was made mal- 
ter of the robes, and colonel of the ſecond regi- 
ment of foot- guards; alſo envoy extraordinary, 
and plenipotentiary to the States-general. In the 
year 1715 he was appointed governor of the Iſle 
of Wight. And, having extinguiſhed the remains 
of the rebellion in Scotland, he was elected a 
knight of the moſt antient order of St. Andrew; 
with which he was inveſted, together with the earl 


of Sutherland, on June 29, 1716 ; all the knights | 


of the order, who were in town, being preſent at 
a chapter held at St. James's. And the next day he 
was created a peer of this realm, by the title of 
lord Cadogan, baron of Reading, the preamble to 
the patent reciting his great merits and ſhining 
character, as follows: | 

It being the greateſt concern to the grace and

glory of the commonwealth, as well as to the re- 
putation of our own royal juſtice and favour ; 
that thoſe who have ina ſingular manner, either in

beloved William Cadogan, lieutenant- general of 
our forces; a perſon illuſtrious by his deſcent from 


the honourable and moſt antient ſtock of the Bri- 
tons, but much more illuſtrious by his virtues. 
For, that which is truly his own, a. certain noble- 
neſs of manners flowing from a ſoul adorned with 
the gifts of nature and of art, far excels all advan- 
In converſation, 
the moſt agreeable eaſineſs, compoſed of all the 
ſweetneſs of behaviour, and affability of diſcourſe. 
In his regards to his friends, an untainted faithful - 
neſs, and an unwearied readineſs to do all good of- 
fices. In his. charity to thoſe in want, an uncom- 
mon beneficence and liberality. In the difficulties 
of buſineſs and great affairs, ſuch an unintermitted 
and unſhaken perſeverance, as if he never taſted 
what it was to indulge his own eaſe, or the plea- 
{ures of converſation ;- and yet in the entertainments 
of converſation, ſuch an open and taking agreea- 
bleneſs, as if no thoughts of buſineſs could ever 
find admittance. In all his counſels and votes in 
the houſe of commons, a ſacred regard to the 
Fee good, and the true liberty of his country. 
n the exploits of war, an undaunted bravery and a 
greatneſs of foul, have, upon every occaſion, ſhone 
forth in the-brighteſt light, particularly in the late 
war againſt France, conducted by the wiſdom and 
magnanimity of the moſt illuſtrious Joan duke of 
MaRrLBOROUGH ;: with a glory which hath made 
his name outſhine all the heroes of antiquity, and 
will render it the wonder of poſterity: a war, in 
which, through the courſe of ten years, the cauſe 


of true religion, of the univerſal liberty of our own 


countries, and the countries of our allies, of all 


right and law, contended againſt the open attempts 
of tyranny and ſlavery. + A war proſecuted with 


ſo reſolute and determined a zeal, that not only

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His lordſhip ſoon after was again ſent ambaſſador 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary to the States of 
Holland, and arriving at Bruſſels, Sept. 15, N. S. 
1716 ; ſigned at the Hague the treaty of defenſive 
alliance between Great-Britain, France, and the 
States-General. He ſet out for Utrecht Jan. 23, 
1716, to wait on the king, expected there that 
afternoon 3 who was 2 to command his at- 
tending him to Great-Britain. And Mr. Leathes, 


his majeſty's ſecretary at Bruſſels, was appointed to 


reſide at the Hague, during his lordſhip's abſence. 

On his return, he was ſworn of the privy council, 
the zoth of March, 1717; and in the month of 
July following, was conſtituted general of all his 
majeſty's foot forces employed, or to be employed 
jn his ſervice. The following year he was again 
appointed ambaſſador extraordinary at the Hague, 
where he arrived Sept. 17, 1717; and, having 
brought his negotiations to a concluſion, embarked 
at the Brill for England, Nov. 7, and put to fea 
the ſame evening. On the 8th of May (1718) 4 
Geo. I. he was advanced to the dignity of baron of 
Oakley, viſcount Caverſham, and earl of Cadogan 
(with remainder of the baronry of Oakley to 
Charles his brother) the more to illuſtrate that 
employment, as the preamble to his patent ſets 
forth : 

« Whereas we thought fit, about two years 
fince, to give the rank and dignity of a peer of 
this realm to William lord Cadogan, by the title 
of baron of Reading, in conſideration of his great 
and eminent ſervices; and particularly of thoſe 
performed by him during the war in Flanders, 
and, after that, in the late rebellion in Scotland, 
as it is more fully ſet forth in the preamble of our 
patent for creating him baron of Reading; and 
we having great reaſon to be extremely ſatisfied 
with the or 
portant negotiations tranſacted by him, as our 
ambaſſador extraordinary in Holland ; and with 
his conduct and behaviour in his ſtarion of general 
of our foot, and commander of our forces next 
under the duke of Marlborough ; and he having 
continued to give us upon all occaſions, and in the 
moſt difficult times, ſingular and undoubted proofs 
of his zeal for our ſervice, and of his ſteady, firm, 
inviolable, and unalterable affection to our perſon 
and government; and we having farther an in- 
tention to ſend him ſpeedily into Holland, to ne- 
gotiate with the States-General their entering into 
the alliance between ourſelves, the emperor, and 
the French king; which is an affair of the utmoſt 


. conſequence to the good of theſe our kingdoms in 


particular, and of Europe in general; and we 
having likewiſe given him orders to make a pub- 
lick entry, in quality of our ambaſſador extraor- 


dinary at the Hague, to aſſure the States, in the 


moſt ſolemn manner, of our conſtant friendſhip 
and affection to their commonwealth. For theſe 
reaſons, and to give a greater luſtre and dignity to 


the commiſſion we now employ him in, we have 


thought fit to confer upon him a new degree of 
honour, and to create him earl of Cadogan in 
Denbighſhire, viſcount of Caverſham, in Oxford- 
ſhire, and baron of Oakley, in Buckinghamſhire,

He ſet out for the Hague immediately after, 
where he arrived on the 1 gth of May, 1718, N. S.

And hav- 
ing fixed for his publick entry the king his maſter's 
birth-day, it was the moſt ſplendid and magnificent 
appearance that had been beheld there, and judged 
by all to be of a noble and beautiful contrivance. 
He laboured with great diligence to adjuſt the dif- 
ficulties whichdeferred the finiſhing of the conventi- 
on for the entire execution of the treaty of bar- 
rier, and had frequent conference with the impe- 
* miniſters and the States- General for that pur- 
poſe. | | 
On Feb. 2, 1720, his Majeſty's full powers 
were diſpatched to his lordſhip, for ſigning, in 
conjunction with the miniſters of the ſeveral allies, 
the treaty of quadruple alliance, and with the 
miniſter of the king of Spain, the proper inſtru- 
ments for receiving his catholick majeſty's ac- 
ceptance of the terms of peace ſtipulated in the 
treaty 3 and for treating of a ceſſation of arms 
between the ſeveral powers engaged in the war; 
which was not brought to a concluſion till June 7 
following; when the ratifications were accordingly 
exchanged with the minifter of Spain. | 
In 1722, on the duke of Marlborough's deceaſe, 
he was conſtituted general and commander in chief 
of his majeſty's forces, maſter general of the 
ordnance, and colonel of the firſt regiment of 
foot-guards. Alſo, June 23, 1723, was declared 
one of the lords juſtices of Great-Britain during his 
wa 1k abſence. 2 
is lordſhip married Margaretta-· Cecilia Munter, 
daughter of William Munter, counſellor of the 
court of Holland, by his wife Cecilia Trip, of 
Amſterdam; and by her left iſſue only two daugh- 
ters; Sarah, married to Charles duke of Rich- 
mond; and Margaret, married to Charles-John 
count Bentinck, ſecond ſon to William earl of Port- 
land, by his ſecond wife.

400,000 l. in land, money, &c. to his four ſons, 
who were Sir Richard Ducie, baronet, Sir Wil- 
liam Ducie, Robert Ducie, ſeated at Little Aſton, 
near Shenſton, in Staffordſhire, who died June 2, 
1654, having married Mary, daughter of Sir Ga- 
briel Lowe, of Newark, Glouceſterſhire ; and Hugh 
Ducie, knight of the Bath, 1661. 

Sir Richard Ducie, the eldeſt fon, was a great 


ſufferer in the time of the rebellion againſt king 
Charles the Firſt ; and being taken poet by 
Waller, remained for ſome time under confine- 
ment; and, dying unmarried, was ſucceeded in 
dignity and eſtate by his brother, Sir William 
Ducie, baronet. 

Which Sir William Ducie, baronet, was made 
one of the knights of the Bath, at the coronation 
of king Charles the Second. He had his princi- 
pal reſidence at Tortworth, in the county of Glou- 
ceſter, where he lies buried ; but died at Charlton, 
in Kent, in the ſixty- fifth year of his age, on the 
gth of September, 1697 ; having been created, 
by king Charles the Second, lord viſcount Down, 
of the Tidadin of Ireland. He marricd Frances, 
daughter of Francis, lord Seymour, of Trou- 
bridge, grandfather of the late duke of Somerſet ; 
but leaving no iſſue, his eſtate deſcended to Eliza- 
beth, daughter and ſole heir of Robert Ducie, eſ-

Which Elizabeth, was married to Edward Mor-

(Firſt Lord) MarTHEW Ducit Mok rox, her 
ſon and heir, who ſerved under king William du- 
ring the war in Flanders, till the cohcluſion of the 
peace of Ryſwick.

HAT the dignity of peerage is not confined of lord King, baron of Ockham, in the county of 


in England, as in moſt other countries, to 
thoſe who can produce a long train of glorious and 
honourable anceſtors, is no leſs evident than uſeful, 


This eminent reward of perſonal merit has fre- 


quently and judiciouſly been conferred by à ſuc- 
ceſſion of illuſtrious monarchs. To this diſcre- 
tionary exerciſe of the royal prerogative, we. are 
indebted for many conſpicuous. perſonages, who 
have from time to time diſplayed their extraordi- 
nary abilities in the upper houſe of parliament to 
the ſatisfaction of their peers, the emolument of 
their country, and the honour of their ſovereign. 
Few, if any, have been raiſed. to this dignity. from 
a private ſtation, with more Juſtice than 
(Firſt Lord). PETER King, the ſon of Jerome 
King, of Exeter, and his wife, who was ſiſter to 
the great Mr. Locke. This connection probably 
laid the foundation of this gentleman's future good 
fortune; for Mr. Locke could not but obſerve the 
uncommon genius of his nephew, and obſerving, 
could not but endeavour to cheriſh it. The firſt 
proof of a public nature he gave of -his talents, 
was a learned treatiſe, entitled an Enquiry into ihe 
Conſtitution, Diſcipline, Unity, and Worſhip of the 
primitive Church. This met with general appro- 
bation, and induced his uncle to wiſh that he was 
employed in ſome more beneficial ſtudy. He ac- 
cordingly propoſed. the law, and the young gen- 
tleman was immediately admitted of the Inner 
Temple. He ſoon became an eminent council 
and pleader at the bar, inſomuch that he was 
choſen recorder of the city of London, the 27th 
of July, 1708; and, on the 12th of September 
following, her majelty queen Anne conferred the 
honour of knighthood on him, as a particular mark 
of her royal favour; and, in that reign, he was a 
member of the houſe of commons tor the borough 
of Beer-Alſton, in Devonſhire, in five ſeveral par- 
liaments ; as alſo in the two laſt parliaments called 
by king William, being firſt choſen in 1699. 
In the firſt year of George I. (in Michaelmas 
term, 1714) he was made lord-chicf juſtice 


of the Common- pleas; and, on the 5th of April | 


following, was ſworn of his majeſty's moſt ho- 
nourable pri vy- council. Alſo, in confideration of 
his great merits, was created, on the 2gth of May, 
1725, a peer of this kingdom, by the ſtile and title

Surry ; and on the firſt of June following, declared 
lord high chancellor of England; and was one of 
the lords juſtices for the adminiſtration of the go- 
vernment during his majeity's abſence. Alſo 
May 31, 1727, was again appointed one of the 
lords juſtices. And, on the demiſe of George 1. 
his late majeſty, June 15, 1727, was pleaſed to 
deliver him the great ſeals, and he took the oath 
of lord chancellor. And departing: this life on 
Monday the 22d of July, 1734, at his ſeat at Ock- 
ham, in Surry, was interred in the-pariſh-church 
there, on the 29th,of the ſame month, where a 
monument is erected to his memory, with a fine 
marble ſtatue of his Jordſhip, and an inſcription 
on a marble pedeſtal, relating theſe farther particu- 


lars. 


He was born in the city of Exeter of worthy 
and ſubſtantial parents; but with a genius 
greatly ſuperior to his birth. By his induſtry, 
prudence, learning, and.virtue, he raiſed him- 
ſelf to the higheſt character and reputation, 
and to the higheſt poſts and dignities. He 
applied himſelf to his ſtudies in the Inner 
Temple ; and to an exact and complete know- 
ledge in all the parts and hiſtory of the law, 
added the moſt extenſive learning, theologi- 
cal and civil. He was choſen a member of 
the houſe of commons in the year 1699; re- 
corder of the city of London in the year 1708 
made chief juſtice of the Common-pleas 17143 
on the acceſſion of king George I. created 
lord King, baron of Ockham, and raiſed to 
the poſt and dignity of lord high chancellor 
of Great Britain, 1725, Under the labour 
and fatigues of which weighty place, ſinking 
into a paralytic diſeaſe, he reſignel1 it Novem- 
ber 29, 1733; and died July 22, 1734.

Sir William Monſon, ſecond ſurviving ſon, was, 
from his youth, in the ſea ſervice, and ſerved many 
years in ſeveral capacities, till merir raiſed him to 
the degree of an admiral, by commiſſion from 
queen Elizabeth. In the expedition under the earl 
of Eſſex, on the Spaniſh coaſt, in 1596, when 
Cadiz was ſacked and taken, he, with many more, 
for their valour, were knighted. The next year, 
being likewiſe in commiſſion under the ſaid carl, in 
order to intercept the Spaniſh plate-fleet, this Sir 
William, and the earl of Southampton, had their 
ſtation on the weſt ſide of Gratiora, and were the 
firſt diſcoverers of that fleet; but the earl of Eſſex, 
and moſt of the ſhips, being at ſome diſtance, the 
Spaniards eſcaped into Tercera, all but three ſhips 
that were taken, He was afterwards employed in 
ſeveral ſtations; and in the year 1602, had, with 


Sir Richard Leviſon, the principal command of a 


royal fleet, to annoy the coaſts of Spain. This ſer- 
vice they performed ſo effectually, that, for many

Theſe ſervices recommended Admiral Monſon to 


the favour of king James, and king Charles the 


Firſt. In 1617, he was called to give his advice 
before the lords of the council, how the pirates of 
Algiers might be ſuppreſſed, and the town at- 
tempted z Which he fer forth, and is printed in the 
Collection of Voyages, Vol. III. p. 231. In 1635 
he was vice admiral of that fleet under Robert, carl 
of Lindſey, which departed from Tilbury-Hope 
the 26th of May, with direction and reſolution to 
give no occaſion of hoſtility, or to make any nation 
enemy to his majeſty; only to defend his and the 
kingdom's honour, laviſhly taxed by the vain 
boaſting of French and Hollanders, which joined 
off Portland the laſt of May, to queſt ion his majeſty's 
prerogative of the narrow ſeas. But this fleet 
made good our ſeas and ſhores, gave laws to our 
neighbour nations, and reſtored the antient ſo- 
vereignty of the narrow ſeas to the king, as was 
due to his progenitors. He has recited (printed in 


the collection of yoyages) the names of the ſhips 


he ſerved in, during the reigns of queen Elizabeth, 
king James, king Charles, as follows: “ In the

He lived till the civil wars, with an untainted 
reputation for conduct and bravery, dying in 
February 1642, and was buried in St. Martin's 
in the Fields, London. He was ſeated at K innerſtey, 
in Surry, and by his wife, Dorothy, daughter of 
Richard Wallop, had iſſue three ſons, John, 
William, and Robert. and one daughter, Jane, 
married to Sir Francis Hayward. | 

Their father, Sir William Monſon; compiled 
large tracts of naval affairs, in ſx books, publiſhed 


in a collection of voyages, printed it in 1703, 


and the third edition of it in 1745; - wherein his 
capacity in maritime, buſineſs, and the excellency 
of his natural parts, ſufficiently appear; the whole 
being written with a true zeal for the publick, and 
without prejudice or affectation. . 

He dedicates them to Sir William Monſon, his 
eldeſt ſurviving ſon; and the excellent advice he

gives him, is Iikewiſe a good inſtance of his abili-

he declares he leaves him, after ſo many toils and 
dangers, plainly ſhews the honeſty of his life. After 
commending his works to him, he ſays, ** That 
ſo beholding the eighteen years wars by ſea, which 
for want of years, you could not then remember, 
and comparing them with the eighteen years of 


ſider three things : firſt, that after ſo many pains 


ther your education. Secondly, what proportion 
his recompenſe and rewards have had to his ſervices. 
Laftly, what juſt cauſe you have to abandon the 
thoughts of ſuch dangerous and uncertain courſes; 
and that you may tollow the enſuing precepts, 
which I recommend to your frequent peruſal.” He 
then mentions the ſmall eſtate he leaves him, after 
lo many toils and dangers of his life, and reminds 
him to rate his expences accordingly. After which, 
challenging his right to diſpoſe 'of his intereſt in it, 
he thus concludes : ** And becauſe you ſhall know 
that it is no rare or new thing for a man to diſ- 
pole of his own, I will lay before you a precedent 
of your own houſe, that ſo often as you think of it, 
you may remember it with fear, and prevent with 
care, Your grandfather's great - grandfather was a 
knight by title, and John by name; which name 
we deſire to retain to our eldeſt ſons. God bleſſed 
him with earthly benefits, as wealth, children, 
and reputation. His eldeſt ſon was called John, 
after his father, and his ſecond William, like 
unto yourſelf and brother: but, upon what dil- 
* I know not (though we muſt judge the 
on gave the occaſion) his father left him the leaſt 
part of his fortune, yet ſufficient to equal the beſt 


gentlemen of the ſhire; and particularly the an- 


tient houſe called after his name. His other ſon, 
William, he inveſted with what your uncle now en- 
joys, both the ſons, whilſt they lived, carried 
the port and eſtimation of their father's children; 
though afterwards it fell out, that the ſon of John, 
and nephew to William, became diſobedient, neg- 
ligent, and pfodigal, and ſpent all his patrimony; 
ſo that, in concluſion, he and his ſon extinguiſhed 
their houſe, and there now remain no memory of 
them. As for the ſecond line and race, of whom 
your uncle and Þ deſcended, we live as you ſce, tho? 
our eſtates be not great, and of the two, mine 
much the leaſt; which notwithſtarding. is the 
greater to me, in reſpect I atchieved it with the 
peril and danger of my life; and you will make 
my ſatisfaction in the enjoyment of it the greater, 
if it be attended with that comfort I hope to receive 
from you.“ After which he gives him ex- 
cellent inſtructions and advice how to behave in all 
parts of life, and concludes with theſe words: 
Let me, good fon, be your pattern of patience ; 
for you can witneſs with me, that the diſgraces I 
have unjuſtly ſuffered (my eſtate being through my 
misfortunes ruined, my health by impriſonments. 
decayed,” and my fervices undervalued and unre- 
'compenſed) have not bred the leaſt diſtaſte or diſ- 

content in me, or altered my reſolution from my 
infancy : that is, I was never ſo baſe as to inſinu- 

are into any man's favour, who was favoured by 
the times; I was never ſo ambitious as to ſeek or 

crave employment, or to undertake any that was 

not put upon me.

In ſome he is more particular than in others; and 
what perhaps may be ſtill of uſe, he at laſt ſets 
down the abuſes in the fleet, and the methods for 
redreſſing them. His ſecond book continues ſome- 
what of the method of the firſt, beginning with 
fatherly inſtructiovs to his ſon ; whence he pro- 
ceeds to the peace with Spain, which puts an end 
to the warlike naval actions, yet not to his com- 
mand, being employed againſt pirates. He 1n- 
veighs againſt the Dutch, ſhews the ill management 
of a delign againſt Algier, and makes very nota- 


ble remarks on the attempt upon Cadiz, by king: 


Charles the Firſt ; propoſing methods how Spain 
might have been much more endangered, with 
other particulars about the ſhipping of England, 
and ſovereignty of the ſeas. The third book only 
treats of the admiralty; that is, of all things re- 
lating to the royal navy, from the lord high admi- 


ral, to the meaneſt perſon employed aſhore, and to- 


the cabin-boys at ſea ; and from a compleat fleet 
to the ſmalleſt veſſel ; and part of it; with inſtruc- 
tions for all officers; the ſize of all ſorts of guns, 
all ſorts of allowances on board the king's ſhips, 
and excellent directions for fighting at ſea; an ac- 
count of all the harbours in theſe three kingdoms, 
with many more curious matters, accurately hand- 
led. The fourth book is of another nature from 
any of the reſt, being a brief collection of Spaniſh 
and Portugueze diſcoveries, and conqueſts in Af- 
rick, Aſia, and America, with ſome voyages 
round the world, and ſomewhat of Engliſh and 
French plantations. The fifth book is full of pro- 
jects and ſchemes, for managing affairs at ſea, to 
the beſt advantage for the nation. The ſixth, and 
laſt, treats of fiſhing, to ſhew the infinite addition 
of wealth and ſtrength it would bring to England, 
with all inſtructions neceſſary for putting ſuch a 
deſign in execution.

Lincolnſhire, eſquire. 

Anthony Monſon, eſquire, the youngeſt ſon, 
ſeared at Northrop, in Lincolnſhire, had by Faith, 
his firſt wife, daughter to Robert Smith, of the 
city of Lincoln, («#0 was buried at South Carlton, 


on the fitth of December, 1619) five ſons : John; 
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Anthony, baptized 16 January, 1607 Thomas 
who died young in 1614; Chriſtopher, baptized 
5 November, 1615 and Stephen, who died 
young in 1618. Allo ſeveral daughters; whereof 
Jane, born 22 November, 1632, was married to 
John Oſbaldiſton, eſquire, and was buried at 
South Carlton, 29 May, 1624. John, the eldeſt 
ſon of the ſaid Anthony, left iſſue Anthony, his 
ſon and heir, born in 1625; who, by Faith, his 
wife, daughter to Sir Philip Tirwhit, of Stainfield, 
in the county of Lincoln, had iſſue Anthony, and 
eight other children. EO PRs 
Sir Thomas Monson, (eldeſt ſurviving ſon and 
heir of Sir John) had his education in Magdalen- 
college, in Oxford; and ſerved in parliameat for 
Great Grimſby, in Lincolnſhire, in 27 Elizabeth, 
and that being diſſolved, September 14, 1586, 
and another called to meet October 29, the ſame 
year, he was returned for the ſame place; alſo in 


the next parliament, which met February 4, 1 588, 


the memorable year of the Spaniſh invaſion, and 
held to March 29 following, when it was diſſolved. 
He was afterwards knighted, and in the 39th of 
that reign, ſerved in parliament for the city of 
Lincoln, About the year 1605, when he took 
the degree of maſter of arts at Oxford, he was 
maſter of the armoury, and maſter falconer to his 
majeſty king James the Firſt ; and, in truth (ſays 
A. Wood, my author) ſuch a one, as no prince 
in chriſtendom had the like, He had the dignity 
of a baronet conferred on him, 29 June, 1611, 
being the 27th in order of precedency. He was 
afterwards twice brought to his trial, on ſuſpicion 
of being concerned in the poiſoning of Sir Thomas 
Overbury ; but his innocence clearly appearing, he 
was diſcharged. He was a perſon of fine breeding, 
and a great lover of muſic, which he much delight- 
ed in, being himſelf an excellent maſter in the pro- 
feſſion. He lived to a very advanced age, even to 
the time of the civil wars, the ſad effects whereof 
he very much lamented ; and, during thoſe trou- 
bles, wrote a book, by way of advice to his grand- 
ſon, entitled An Eſſay on Aftifions, which was 
printed in 1661-2, with another (he had alſo writ- 
ten) concerning Adoration, Alms, Faſting, and 
Prayer. He was buried at South Carlton, May 
29, 1641, having ſurvived Margaret, his wife, 
more than ten years, who was daughter to Sir Ed- 
mund Anderſon, (conſtituted lord - chief juſtice of 
the Common-pleas, 11 April, 1 Jac. I.) and was 
buried at South Carlton, Auguſt 3, 1630. He

H E ſurname of this antient and noble family 

was confeſſedly aſſumed, as moſt others were, 
from their poſſeſſions. In the county of Cornwall, 
before and ſince the conqueſt, we read of a lord- 
ſhip, called. Godolphin; and at this day there is 
a hill famous for tin mines in that county, which 
bears the fame name. This name, which was 
anciently written Godolgha, ſigniftes in Corniſh, 
a White Eagle, which will as eaſily account for the 
arms and fupporters, as a play upon the word 
Dolphin will for the creſt of this family. 

We cannot poſitively aſcertain how long their 
anceſtors were ſeated in Cornwall before the con-

nephew Francis Godolphin, eſquire, ſon and heir of

phin; and on Thurſday, Auguſt 14, 1544, he, 
Mr. Harper, and Mr. Culpepper, were hurt with 
one ſhot from the town. He married —— daugh- 
ter of Edmund Bonithon, eſquire; and left iſſue two 
ſons, Francis, and William Godolphin, eſquire, one 
of the members for Helſton, in the parliament of 
the 28th of queen Elizabeth, and had to wife one 
of the two coheirs of Guarigan. | 
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Sir Francis Gobolr HN, who ſucceeded his 


| uncle Sir William, in the lordſhip of Godolphin, 


and his other eſtates, was knighted by queen Eli- 
zabeth at Richmond, on Sunday, November 20, 
1380. He was thoroughly attached to a count 
life; but, at the ſame time, was in ſo muc 
eſteem among men of rank, that his name was 
perfectly well known at court, and he enjoyed ſe- 


veral truſts and honours from his ſovereign, which 


immediately concerned the county wherein he was 
ſeated. The opinion the county entertained of him, 
was exemplified by their electing him their repre- 
ſentative in the parliament held in 31 Elizabeth. 
In the next parliament he was elected for the bo- 


rough of Leſtwithiel, which met at Weſtminſter 
in the 25th of that reign. According to Carew, 


in his Survey of Cornwall, this knight was in the 
commiſſion of the peace, and of the quorum; as 
allo the firſt in the lieutenancy of that county; 
and colonel of a regiment of twelve companies 
armed with four hundred and ſeventy pikes, four 
hundred and ninety muſkets, and two hundred and 
forty calivers. He was alſo a governor of Scilly, 
which (according to Carew) © was reduced to a 
more defenſible plight by him, who with his inven- 
tion and purſe, bettered his plot and allowance, 
and ſo tempered ſtrength with delight, and both 
with uſe, as it ſerveth for a ſure hold and a com- 
modious dwelling.” It appears from Fuller, in his 
Account of Worthies, that this induſtrious knight 
kept in his ſervice a Dutch mineral man, and tak- 
ing light from his experience, built thereon far 


more profitable concluſions, practiſing a moſt ſav- 


ing way to make tin of what was before rejected 
for refuſe. He likewiſe undertook the coinage of 
ſilver out of mines in Wales and Cornwall; and 
Charles I. for his encouragement and ſaving of ex- 
pence, granted him the power of coinage at Aber- 
ruſky, in Cornwall; and the pence, groats, ſhil- 
lings, and half-crowns, &c. of this ſilver, had the 
oſttich feathers (the cognizance of the prince of 
Wales) ſtamped upon them. Mr. Carew ſays fur- 
ther of him, that ne diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the 
defence of his country in July 1595, ſhewing the 
greateſt courage and moſt approved conduct, in re- 
fiſting tbe. Spaniards who landed near Penzance, 
in Cornwall. We ſhall conclude our account of 
this gentleman with the character Mr. Carew gives 
him. 7120 

Sir Francis Godolphin, knight, whoſe zeal in 
religion, uprightneſs in Juſtice, providence in go- 
vernment, and plentiful houſekeeping, have won 
bim {a very great and reverend reputation in his 
country: and theſe virtues, together with his ſer- 
vices to her majeſty, are ſo ſufficiently known to 
thoſe of higheſt place, as my teſtimony can add 
but little light thereto, but by his labour and 1n- 
vention in tin matters, not only the whole country 
hath felt a general benefit, ſo as the ſeveral owners 
have thereby gotten very great profit out of - ſuch 
refuſe works as they had before given over for un- 
profitable; but. her majeſty hath alſo received in-

He married ſecondly, Alice, reli& of Sir John 
Glanville, a juſtice of the King's Bench, who ſur- 
vived him. He was ſucceeded by 

Sir WILLIAM GoDOLPHIN, his heir, who ſigna- 
lized himſelf by his valour on the Spaniſh inva- 
ſion in 1600, being intruſted by the lord Montjoy, 
lord-deputy of Ireland, with his own brigade of 
horſe, at the battle fought near Kinſale, where he 
was wounded, In the firſt parliament called by 
king James I. he was elected knight of the ſhire 
for Cornwall, on the deceaſe of Sir Jonathan Tre- 
lawney, and died in 1613. He married Tho- 
maſin, daughter and heir to Thomas Sidney, of 
Wrighton in Norfolk, eſquire; and had three ſons, 
and a daughter Penelope, born 1607, married to 
Charles Berkley, viſcount Fitz-Harding. Of the 
ſons which were Francis, Sidney,and William the 
latter had the command of a regiment, and per- 
formed many ſignal ſervices for king Charles I. in 
the Weſt. Sidney, the ſecond, loſt his life at Cheg- 
ford in the county of Devon, in behalf of king 
Charles I. 1642, and p 

Sir FR ancis GoDoLPHIN, the eldeſt, born 1605, 
ſucceeded his father. He was elected for the county 
of Cornwall in the firſt of king Charles I. and for 
St. Ives in the third, alſo to the parliament in 1640. 
He ſecured the iſland of Scilly fot that king, and 
was made knight of the Bath at the coronation of 
king Charles II. He married Dorothy, daughter 
to Sir Henry Berkeley, of Yarlington, in the county 
of Somerſet, knight, and had ſixteen children, of 
which we ſhall note five ſons. BE 

I, William Godolphin, who was created a ba- 
ronet April 29, 1661, but died unmarried Auguſt 
17, 1710, and was buried in the ſouth iſle of 
Weſtminſter-abbey, on the 3d of September fol- 
lowing.

The endowment whereof, is a rent charge of one 
hundred and eighty pounds a year, ifluing out of 
lands in Somerſetſhire; and of which, one hundred 
and ſixty pounds a year are to be applied for ever, 
from the 24th of June, 1726, to the educating 
eight young gentle women, who are ſo born, and 
whoſe parents are of the church of England; whoſe 
fortunes do not exceed three hundred pounds, and 
whoſe parents, or friends, will undertake to pro- 
vide them with decent apparel.

more poor children apprentices, whole parents are 
of the church of England. .

nours, and left a ſhining example to poſterity. He 
was from his youth in the ſervice of king Charles II. 
who, when prince of Wales, coming into Corn- 
wall, there took particular notice of him; and 
after his reſtoration made him one of the grooms 
of his bed-chamber. In the year 1663, being in 
waiting on the king at Oxford, he had the de- 
gree of maſter of arts conferred on him. He was 
returned for Helſton in Cornwall, in that called 
the long parliament, which began at Weſtminſter 


the 8th of May, 1661, and ſerved for that borough 


and St. Maws, inall parliaments whilſt he continu- 
ed a commoner. In February 1678, the French 
king having taken Ghent and Ipres, it gave ſuch 
an alarm to Holland, as diſpoſed them to a peace 
on any terms; whereof king Charles II. having 
notice by his miniſters, he had that confidence 
in Mr, Godolphin's penetration and judgment in 
affairs of ſtate, and the intereſts of his country, 
that he diſpatched him immediately into Holland, 
to bring the laſt and ſureſt account he could get 
of the States reſolution on that grand affair, and 
to return with the greateſt ſpeed he could. He 
performed this commiſſion ſo much to the ſatis- 
faction of his majeſty and his miniſtry, that the 
king ſeeming reſolved to go into a war againſt 
France, he again poſted into Holland about the 
middle of April, to know the final reſolutions of 
the States-General. He had been there but a very 
ſhort time, before he wrote to court, that the 
Dutch abſolutely defired the peace, even upon the 
terms propoſed by Francez and had reſolved to 
ſend Monſieur Van Lewen to England, to diſpoſe 
the King to be contented with them. 
Soon after Mr. Godolphin's return, Sir William 
Temple was appointed to go into Holland, on the 
reſolution of the king and council, to enter into a 
war againſt France, in cafe the French perſiſted in 
their refuſal to evacuate the towns they were to 
deliver to the Spaniards by a time prefixed. And 
upon this diſpatch Sir William Temple remarks, 
That Mr. Godolphin, who had been fo lately 
in Holland, told him, that if he brought the States 
to the treaty his majeſty propoſed on this occaſion, 
he would move the parliament to have his ſtatue ſet 
up.” Thus heartily did Mr. Godolphin engage, 
to ſtop the growth of the power of France, which 
he then thought was dangerous to Europe, And 
Sir William Temple, in a letter to him from the 
Hague (July 29, N. S. 1678) after giving an ac- 
count of his negociation, makes this concluſion : 
In ſhort, the king is once more at the head of 
all the affairs in Chriſtendom : what uſe he will 
make of it, is in his own hands, and thoſe of his 
miniſters and ſervants that are about him. Among 
whom, as I know no man that wiſhes better at heart 


to his majeſty and his kingdoms than you do, ſfo]I- 


am ſure no man can wiſh better to you in all points 
than I do, nor more deſire the occaſions of ex- 
preſſing the ſincere truth and paſſion as well as 
eſteem, wherewith I am, and ſhall be always.“ 
On the diſmiſſion of the earl of Danby from be- 


ing lord high-treaſurer of England, he was con- 


ſtituted (March 26, 1679) one of the commiſſioners 
of the treaſury; and by his notable dexterity in 
buſineſs, and aſſiduity, was ſoon after conſidered 
as one of the ableſt men belonging to the court, 


and 
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and ſworn February 4, 1679-80, one of his ma- 
jeſty's privy- council. | 
When the houſe of commons grew warm in the 
proſecution of the popiſh plot, and were often ad- 
Ireflng the king, to beftow penſions on one or 
other of the evidences, without raiſing the ne- 
ceſſary ſupplies for his majeſty*s ſervice, he thought 
it became him to take notice of it, and among 
other particulars ſaid, * That ſince they were ſo 
forward in their addreſſes to his majeſty to give ſuch 
penſions, he thought it would be neceſſary for 
them to conſider the means to enable him to do 
it.” By his prudent management he gained a 
great tranſcendency in the council, and Sir William 
Temple informs us, © That the earl of Sunderland, 
Mr. Hyde, and Mr. Godolphin, were eſteemed to 
be alone in the ſecret management of the king's af. 
fairs, and looked upon as the miniſtry.” | 
In the year 1680, finding the parliament inſiſting 
on the excluſion of the duke of York, he declared 
openly for it; as at that time the intereſt of Eng- 
land, and affairs of Europe, made a league againſt 
Fiance indiſpenſibly neceſſary, which could not 
be done without a good underſtanding at home. 
And on the debate in council, concerning the 
duke's ſtay, or going back into Scotland before 
the parliament met, he joined abſolutely in the 
reaſons and advices of his going away; and tho 
the reſt of the council were of the contrary opinion, 
yet the king fell in with his and lord Sunderland's 
reaſors. He excuſed himſelf from carrying his 
majeſty's meſſage to the houſe (January 4, 1680-1) 
„ That he could never conſent to the excluſion of 
the duke;” and thereupon Sir William Temple 
delivered it. But fo far was it from giving ſatis- 
faction, that the houſe reſolved and declared, 
« That until a bill be paſſed for the excluſion 
of the duke of York, they cannot give any 
ſupply to his majeſty, without danger to his ma- 
jeſty's perſon, extreme hazard of the proteſtant 
religion, and unfaithfulneſs to thole by whom they 


} 79 


were entroͤſted. 
On the reſignation of Sir Lionel Jenkins, one 


of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate, April 
14, 1684, he was ſworn into that office on the 17th 
of April, in the council held at Hampton- court. 
But not liking his place of ſecretary of ſtate, and 
d2Gring to be again in the treaſury, where his ma- 
nagement had given great ſatisfaction both to the 
king and his people, he was by his majeſty de- 
clared firſt commiſſioner of the treaſury, on the 
24th of Auguſt following. And in conſideration 
of his great merit and ſervices, was, on the 8th of 
September, 1614, advanced to the dignity and 
title of a baron of this kingdom, by the name and 
ſtile of baron Godolphin, of Rialton in the county 
of Cornwall. 

On the acceſſion of king James II. to the throne, 
when the earl of Rochelter was conſtituted lord 
high-treaſurer of England, he was declared lord- 
chamberlain to the queen. But on the removal 
of the earl of Rocheſter, his lordſhip was again 
appointed one of the commiſſioners of the treaſury, 
January 5, 1686-7, 35 

On the landing of the prince of Orange, and 
king James being reſolved to go in perſon to the 
Weſt, his lordſhip was in the number of thoſe, to 
whom he committed the adminiſtration of affairs 
in his abſence. And on the king's return from 
Salifbury to London, the marquis of Hallifax, 


the earl of Nottingham, and the lord Godolphinz 
were ſpecially deputed by king James, to go to the 
prince, and to aſk him what it was that he de- 
manded; whereupon waiting on his highneſs at 
Hungerford, after conferring with the earls of Ox. 
ford, Shrewfbury, and Clarendon, they received 
the prince's anſwer, on Sunday the 8th of December 
1688, . On their coming to London, they were 


much furpriſed to hear of his majeſty's ſudden de- 
parture, who after his return from Feverſham to 


Whitehall, and miſſing of Monf. de Zuyleſtein 


(who was ſent to deſire his ſtay at Rocheſter) he 
made choice of the lord Godolphin to wait on his 
highneſs, to propoſe his going back to Rocheſter. 
In the debate on the vacancy of the throne, his 
lordſhip, and many other noble peers, of their 
tender regard to the ſucceſſion, voted for a regency: 


nevertheleſs, when their majeſties king William and 


y_ Mary were proclaimed king and queen of 


ngland, knowing his great abilities and integrity, 
they conſtituted him one of the lord-commiſſioners 


of the treaſury; and the management thereof 
ſeemed wholly to depend on his lordſhip, none of 


the other commiſſioners (who were Charles lord 
Mordaunt, afterwards earl of Peterborough, Henry 
lord Delamere, afterwards earl of Warrington, 
Richard Hambden, eſquire; and Sir Henry Capel) 
having ever been employed in that intricate office 
before. He was alſo ſworn of their majeſty's privy- 
council, December 16, 1688; and in November 
I690, on an alteration in the commiſſion of the 
treaſury, his lordſhip was conſtituted firſt lord- com- 
miſſioner of it, the other four being Sir John Low- 
ther, vice-chamberlain of the houſhold, Richard 
Hambden, eſquire, chancellor of the exchequer, 
Sir Stephen Fox, and Thomas Pelham, eſquire, 
after lord Pelham, h 

In the year 1695, his lordſhip was declared one 
of the ſeven lords juſtices, for the adminiſtration of 
the government, during the king's abſence beyond 
the ſeas; as he was the year following, as alſo in 
the year 1701, when he was again made firſt lord 
commiſſioner of the treaſury, having been removed 
from that board in the year 1697. 

On the acceſſion of queen Anne to the throne of 
theſe realms, he was conſtituted May 6, 1702, 
lord high-treaſurer of England, being truly quali- 
fied by a train of long experience in the treaſury, 
which juſtly recommended him to her majeſty's 
choice. And on the 12th of May 1702, his lord- 
ſhip being accompanied by a great number of the 
nobility, and other perſons of quality, and attended 
by the officers of the exchequer, with ſeveral others 
of the revenue, went to Weſtminſter-hall, where 
the uſual oaths were adminiſtred to him, as well in 
the court of chancery, as the exchequer. Under his 
lordſhip's adminiſtration in this high office, public 
credit revived, which before was in a ſinking con- 
dition, and the war carried on with ſucceſs, and 
che nation entirely ſatisfied with his prudent ma- 
nagement. . He omitted nothing that could engage 
the ſubje& to bear the ;burthen of the war with 
chearfulneſs, and it was owing to his lordſhip's 
advice, that her majeſty contributed 100, oool. out 
of the civil liſt, towards it. He was alſo one of thoſe 
faithful and able counſellors, who adviſed her ma- 
jeſty to declare in council. That ſhe judged the 
ſelling of offices and places in her houſhold and fa- 
mily, to be highly diſhonourable to her, prejudicial 
to her ſervice, and a diſcouragement to virtue and

true merit, which could and ſhould recommend 
perſons to her royal approbation ; and chat ber 
majeſty was reſolved to prevent ſuch felling of the 
ſame, &c.” And ſo true a friend was his Jordſhip 
to the eſtabliſhed church, that conſidering how con⸗ 
temptible ſome of its clergy were by the poor allow- 
ance for their ſupport, he likewiſe adviſed her ma- 
jeſty to ſettle her revenue of the firſt - fruits and 
tenths of the clergy to augment ſmall vicarages. 
His lordſhip was much concerned at the heats 
and animoſities about the bill to prevent occaſional 
conformity, thinking it an ill time for ſuch diſ- 
putes, when all parties ought to unite againſt the 
common enemy. At that time it was, there roſe to a 
great height, the diſtinction of high and low church; 
and though his lordſhip voted for that bill, yet 
the party that eſpouſed it, gave out that he made 
intereſt againſt it. But the eſteem he had gained 
by his wiſdom and counſels, was apparent in the 
addreſſes of congratulation to her majeſty on the 
glorious victory obtained at Hockſtet. In that 
trom Fowey in Cornwall, preſented by the hon- 
ourable George Granvile, eſquire, afterwards lord 
Lanſdown, complimenting his grace the duke of 
Marlborough, That he had not only retrieved 
the reputation of the Engliſh arms, but raiſed it 
to a degree of glory greater than ever, and has his 
veins full of the blood of their countrymen z” it is 
further added, Nor do we eſteem it a leſs hap- 
pineſs, that the ſame providence furniſhed your 
majeſty with a perſon from among us, to be en- 
truſted with the management of the revenues, 
whoſe frugal and faithful adminiſtration has ap- 
peared to be ſuch, both in that high ſtation, and 
in your councils, that your people might almoſt 
believe themſelves in tull peace at home, were it 
not for the fame of the victories abroad.” 
The queen had fo great a ſenſe of his ſervices, 
that at a chapter held 6th of July the ſame year 


(1704) at St. James's, her majeſty, and twelve 


knights companions being preſent, his lordſhip 
was elected a knight of the moſt noble order of the 
Garter, and on the 3oth of December was inſtalled 
atWindſor, in the chapel-royal of St. George, with- 
in the college in the caſtle at Windſor, by George 
duke of Northumberland, conſtable-of the ſaid 
caſtle, and the earl of Pembroke, lord preſident of 
the council, commiſſioned by the ſovereign; and a 
grand entertainment was made for the company 1n 
the guard-chamber of the caſtle. On the 16th of 
April 1505, he was conſtituted lord- lieutenant, 
and cuſtos rotulorum of the county of Cornwall. 
And his lordſhip ſo managed affairs before the 
endof the ſame year, that her majeſty was impqwered 
by the parliaments both of England and Scotland, 
to appoint commiſſioners to treat about an union. 
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earl, by the ſtyle and title of earl of Godolphin, 
and viſcount Rialton, by letters patent bearing date 
the 2gth of December, 1706. , 

On the incorporating of the two kingdoms; the 
treaſury -of Scotland being entirely determined, 
her majeſty was pleaſed ro conſtitute the earl of 


Godolphin, lord high-treaſurer of Great- Britain. 
Yer ſoon after, ſome perſons having endeavoured 


to leſſen his lordſhip'in her majeſty's eſteem; the 


houſe of commons in their addreſs of the 1 3th- of 


March 1708, expreſſed themſelves to this effect: 
That there could be nothing ſo dangerous and 
fatal to the ſafety of her majeſty's perſon, and the 
ſecurity of the preſent happy eſtabliſhment, as thoſe 
perſons who endeavoured to create diviſions and 
animoſities among her faithful ſubjects; or by any 
artful methods leffen her juſt eſteem for thoſe who 
ſo eminently, and in fo ongoing a manner; 
commanded her armies, and managed her treaſure; 
to the honour and glory of her majeſty abroad, an 

entire ſatisfaction of her people at home; and 
therefore they begged leave to beſeech her majeſty 
to diſcountenance all ſuch perſons and deſigns, in the 
moſt remarkable manner.” To which addreſs her 
majeſty made anſwer, * That ſhe thought all thoſe 
who endeavoured to make diviſions among her 
faithful ſubjects, muſt be her's and the kingdom's 
enemies; and that ſhe ſhould never countenance 
any perſons who ſhould go about to. leſſen the juſt 
eſteem which ſhe had for thoſe, who had done: 
and continued to do her the moſt eminent ſervices.? 


And further to ſatisfy the nation, the queen re- 


moved from their offices ſeveral perſons, who at 
that time were thought to be forming a party in op- 
poſition to the lord high-treaſurer., | 
But ſuch was the inveteracy of many of the 
clergy, on their miſtaken nations of the church 
being in danger (by his lordthip's bringing ſome 
into offices, who were known friends to the prote- 
ſtant religion and ſucceſſion) that they continually 
maligned him; and Dr. Sacheveral's ſermon and 


trial having ſpirited up the change among the peo- 


ple, her majeſty Auguſt 8, 1710, was perſuaded 
to remove his lordſhip from the office of lord high- 
treaſurer of Great-Britain, to the great regret of 
all her majeſty's allies, and of all who'had at heart 
the true intereſt of their country, | | 

His lordſhip laboured under an indiſpoſition of 
the ſtone and gravel for ſome years, which grow- 
ing more violent upon him, he departed this life, 
aged 67, at his grace the duke of Marlborough's 
houſe at St. Alban's, on the 15th of September, 
1712; and on the $th of the next month, was bu- 
ried in Weſtminſter- abby, where his daughter-in- 
law, the ducheſs of Marlborough, erected a monu- 
ment to his memory, againſt the ſouth wall of the

April, 1706, and his lordſhip was the fourth no- 
mi: 

This grand affair was ſet on foot by king James I. 
but no prince before her Jajeſty, nor any councils 
but hers, could effect 1 197 by the aſſiduity and

It is to bis 
Hrdſhip's honour, that though he had a great ſhare 
in the favours of our ſucceeding princes, he never

The character of this great man has been fo. 
truly deſcribed by ſeveral hands, that words cannot 
be more properly adapted, to leave. a greater re- 
verence to his memory, Dr. Burnet, biſhop of 
Saliſbury, in his Memoirs of his own Times, gives 
this account of him in the reign of king Charles II. 
* That he was conſidered as one of the ableſt 
men that belonged to the court. He was the 
ſilenteſt and modeſteſt man, that was perhaps ever 
bred in court. He had a clear apprehenſion, and 
diſpatched. bufineſs with great method, and with 


ſo much temper, that he had no perſonal enemies: 


but his ſilenee begot a jealouſy which has hung

the obligation to talk much. He had true princi- 


| ples of religion and virtue, and was free from all 


vanity, and never heaped up wealth: fo that all 
things being laid together, he was one of the 
worthieſt and wiſeſt men that has been employed in 


our time; and he has had much of the confidence 


of four of our ſucceeding princes.” _ .. 
And by another author, his lordſhip is thus 


characteriſed ; My lord Godolphin was uſeful] 


to his friends, and inoffenſive to his adverſaries. 
His birth, his education, and good qualities, had 


fitted him to engage the favour and affection of his- 


prince, which he obtained to a good degree, and 
uſed with great moderation: he was in many 


high employments, and was found equal to them 


all; he was made noble, and no one envied him, nor 
wondered at it, becauſe they ſaw he was ambitious 
only to deſerve that honour, without pretending to, 
or ſce king it. After full forty years attendance on 
the court, and the great deſervings from it, he re- 
ceived the treaſurer's ſtaff, not only with the ex- 
pectation, but the wiſhes and the ſatisfaction of the 
whole kingdom. His great abilities, and long ex- 
perience in all ſorts of buſineſs; his general know- 
ledge of all the branches of the revenue z his quick 
apprehenſion, wonderful diſpatch, almoſt unerring 
judgment, together with his integrity and honeſty, 
and his moſt plain and upright dealing; theſe 


He married Margaret, at that time maid of honour 
to Catherine queen of England, fourth daughter 
and one of the coheirs of Thomas Blague, eſquire, 
(groom of the bed. chamber to king Charles J.

(Second Earl and firſt Baron of Helſton) FRAN eis, 
earl of Godolphin, was born on the 3d of Septem- 
ber, 1678, and in his younger years was bred at 
Eton ſchool, and afterwards at King's-college in 
Cambridge. As ſoon as his lordſhip came of age, 
he was returned to parliament for the borough of 
Heliton, and was choſen one of the knights of rhe 
ſhire for the county of Oxford, in the parliament 
of the 7th year of queen Anne. In the year 1702, 
he was made one of the tellers of the Fxchequer. 
On January 6, 1704-5, at the ſplendid entertain- 
ment made by the lord mayor and court of alder- 
men, for the entertainment of his grace the duke 
of Marlborough, after his glorious ſucceſs a- 
gainſt the enemy at the battle of Hockſtet, his 
grace was accompanied in one of her majeſty's 
coaches by his lordſhip, the duke of Somerſet, 


things had ſo prepared. his way, and gained him and the prince of "Heſſe, followed by a great 


univerſal credir and eſteem, that every body 
thought no place cuuld be beſtowed better, nor 
would be better filled. Thus he obtained his office 
without any enmity or ill-will. The great ones 
were not heard to wonder at his ſtrange advance- 
ment, nor did the common people gaze upon him 
like a meteor, blazing and burning out upon the 
ſudden, portending change, and threatening ruin. 
Nor did he uſe his office, or employ his power, to 
any one's offence or provocation. He was a man 
of few words, but great truth ; few promiſes, but 
ſtrict performance. He would not ſo much as by 
a kind look, an unuſual familiarity, or any affected 
freedom of diſcourſe or geſture, raiſe any hope or 
expectation of promotion, place, or office, where 
he intended no ſuch favour ; ſo that he deceived 
none, and diſappointed few, whoſe hopes out- ran 
all manner of encouragement. And every body 
knows he kept no ſtate; he had no oſtentation, 
pride, infolence in his behaviour. He was by na- 
ture grave, reſerved, and taciturn, but without ar- 
rogance or ſcorn of others: and when he moſt 
relaxed, and let himſelf into the greateſt freedoms, 
they were ſuch as might be told abroad, without 
any hazard of his ſame or virtue.” To which 
may be added, he was a great encourager of 
literature, and a good judge of poetry. He pro- 
moted Dr. Davenant for his ingenious eſſays on 
peace at home and war abroad: And having a ſight 
poem on the glorious campaign 


on as far as the applauded ſimile of the angel, he 
ſo far approved of it, that he beſtowed on the 
author, in a few days after, the place of com- 
miſſioner of the appeals, vacant by the removal

figures of his four ſons, and four daughters ; on 
the cornice is, Juſticia et ÆEquitate; on a com- 
partment is a Latin inſcription :

\ HIS noble family is ſaid to have been lon 

ſcated in Somerſetſhire, Wiltſhire, an 
Glouceſterſhirez but we have no authentic ac- 
count of them till the i zth century, when we meet

Joun How, who, writes himſelf of Stanligth, 
in the dioceſe of Bath and Wells, and makes his 
will March 26, 1529. Probably he was an anceſtor 
of the family of whom we now treat, but no men- 
tion is made in the faid will of any one relation. 
Among the witneſſes indeed, we find two of the 
name, Henry and Richard How ; yet what re- 
lation they bore to the teſtator does not appear. 
But, except ſome ſmall charitable bequeſts, he 


left his whole ſubſtance to his wife Agnes. It is not 
however impoſſible, but that they were his ſons, 
and purpoſely left dependant upon their mother. 
Be this as it may, there was one

a black gown of cloth, of ſeventeen or eighteen 
ſhillings a yard. And to his couſin William Bow- 
reman, of Wells, a black gown of like value, if 
he fortune to be in London at his burial ; or, if 
he be abſent, a ring of gold with a death's head, 
price forty ſhillings, deſiring to receive his yearly 
rents from Hunſpell, and tranſmit to London, as 
heretofore he hath friendly done. He bequeaths 
mourning to every of his ſervants, dwelling with 
him at his deceaſe; and that his executor reward 
every of them ſomewhat beſides, according to his 
diſcretion, and their diligent ſervice. And he 
charges his executor, that all his debts, in right or 
conſcience, be truly paid and ſatisfied. 

He further bequeaths to the poor of the pariſh 


of Uſculme, where he was born, ſix pound thirteen | 


ſhillings and four-pence, -within ſix months after his 
deceaſe, by the diſcretion of the vicar and church- 
wardens there, for the time being, and of his 
brother Thomas, and brother-in-law, John 
Walſhe.

Before the atrival of the prince of Orange, to reſ- 
cue us from popery, and arbitrary power, the earl 
of Devonſhire (after duke of Devonſhire) concert- 


ed wich him the means for inviting him to Eng-

land; and on the prince's landing in the weſt, he 


joined the earl at Nottingham, and united with 


him in a declaration of their ſenſe and reſolution, 
November 22, 1688, which was unanimouſly ſub- 
ſcribed. on this principle: We own it a rebellion 
to reſiſt a king that governs by law ; but he was 
always accounted a tyrant that made his will the 
law; and to reſiſt ſuch a one, we juſtly eſteem no 


rebellion, but a neceſſary and juſt defence.” And 


when her royal highneſs the princeſs Anne was un- 


der a neceſſity of leaving London, and determined 
to go directy to Nottingham, he accompanied the 


earl with a good body of horſe, who marched ſome 
miles from the town, to conduct her royal high» 
neſs thither. * In the convention parliament, he 
was one of the knights for the county of Notting- 


ham, and voted for the ſupplying the vacancy of 


the throne with king William and queen Mary. 
Whereupon he was made one of the grooms of the 
bedchamber to the king, which he held to the time 
of his majeſty's deceaſe. And was created baron of 
Clenawly, in the county of Fermanagh, and lod 
viſcount How, of the kingdom of Ireland, by 
letters patent bearing date May 6; 1701, 13 Wil- 
liam III. He was choſen, in all the parliaments 
of king William, one of the knights for the county 
of Nottingham, and in two parliaments in the 
reign of queen Anne ; which queen, in 1711, con- 
ſtituted his lordſhip Wel . of the exciſe; in 
which poſt he died, at his ſeat at Langar, in Not- 
tinghamſhire, January 16, 1712-12, and was there 
buried. He married, in the year 1674, Anne, 
daughter of John earl of Rutland, by whom he 
had iſſue only two daughters and one ſon, John 
Scrope How, born October 3, 1675, and died 
young. By his ſecond wife, Juliana, (daughter of 
William lord Arlington, by Juliana, daughter of 
Baptiſt Noel, lord viſcount Campden) who died 
September 10, 1747, he had Emanuel-Scrope, 
lord viſcount How; and three daughters, Mary, 
who was one of the maids of honour to her late 
majeſty, when princeſs of Wales, and in- 1725 
was married to Thomas Herbert, earl of Pem- 
broke; after which ſhe was one of the ladies 
of the bed-chamber to the queen; and was ſe- 
condly married in 1735 to the honourable John 
Mordaunt, brother to Charles, earl of Peter- 
borough : Judith, ſecond daughter, was married 
to Thomas Page, of Battleſden, in the county of 
Bedford, eſquire, ſecond fon to Sir Gregory Page, 
of Greenwich, in Kent : Anne, the third daughter, 
married, May 8, 1728, to colonel John Mor- 
daunt. Their brother Emanuel, lord viſcount 
How, was returned one of the knights for the 
county of Nottingham, in the parliament ſum- 
moned to meet May 10, 1722, alſo in the parlia- 
ment ſummoned to meet November 8, 1727; and, 
in May 1732, being appointed governor of Barba- 
does, died there March 29, 1735. On April 25, 
1719, his lordſhip married Mary-Sophia-Charlot, 
daughter to the baron K ielmanſagge, and left iſſue 
by her three ſons and ſix daughters. Of the 
ſons, which were George-Auguſtus, Richard, and 
William, the eldeſt ſucceeded his father; but be-

Theſe acceſſions to his eſtate brought to his re- 
membrance the providence of God, in his happy 
deliverance from the tyranny of king Richard the 
Third; whereby he was fo piouſly diſpoſed, that he 
built a chapel in the ſame place, where he concealed 
himſelf; the ruins whereof ſtill remained, .as is 
obſerved by Sir William Pole, a curious antiquary 
in Devonſhire. | —— 

On December 5, 1485, 1 Hen, VII. the king, 
moſt fully confiding in the loyalty, care, and in- 
duſtry, of Sir Richard Edgecomb, knight, comp- 
troller of his houſhold, and of his privy- council, 
appoints him, with John Arundel, dean of St. 
Peter's church in Exeter, and of his privy-council, 
and John Baldiſwell, L. L. D. clerk of the coun- 
cil, to meet and treat with all captains, lieutenants, 
officers, perſons paying tribute, or inhabitants, in 


the tower of Calais, tower of Riſebank, tower | 


and caſtle of Guynes, caſtle of Hammes, and 
marches thereof, relating to all matters concernipg 
the crown of England, in the ſaid places, and to 
admit all perſons therein to their allegianceQ. 

In the ſtatute of reſumptions, made in the firſt

In 2 Hen. VII. he was Iheriff of Devonſhire] 
and that year brought aid to the king at the battle 
of Stoke, near Newark, where John, earl of Lin- 
coln, the lord. Lovel, and their adherents were! 
vanquiſhed: After which the king removing to 


about the middle of Auguſt to Newcaſtle upon 
Tyne; where, as Stow writes, he ſent ambaſſa- 
dors into Scotland, Richard Fox, biſhop of Win- 
cheſter, (lord privy-ſeal) and Sir Richard Edge- 
comb, knight, comptroller of his houſe, to con- 
clude a peace, or truce, with James, king of Scot- 
land. That the Engliſh ambaſſadors were ho- 
nourably received by the king, who gladly wauld 
have concluded a perpetual peace, but his people 


would not agree thereto : ſo that in the end a truce 


was made for feven years, as the ſame author re - 
lates; and that the King ſtaid at Newcaſtle till their

ile was afterwards ſent; into Irelapd, being a

In 14 Hen. VII. 16 November, at a chapter

Bedford, the lord chamberlain, the lord Dawbeny, 


and the lord Denham; but Sir John Savage was 
choſen, The ſame year, he was, by commiſſion, 
bearing date Deceniber 11, 4 Heh. VII. in conſi, 
deration of his Ioyalty,- induſtry, foreſight, and 
care, appointed, with Henry Aynſworth, LL.D. 
ſecondary in the office of privy-ſeal, to treat with 
Anne, dutcheſs of Britanny, about a truce; cefſi- 
tion of arms, alliance, and trade. Alfo, on the 
23d of December following, the king reciting, that 
by advice of his council, he was ſending an army 
into Britanny for its relief, he therefore, in full con- 
fidence of Sir Richard's loyalty and care, was com- 
manded, with Edward, earl of Devonſhire, Robert, 
lord Willoughby, of Broke, and Thomas Green- 
ville, eſquire, to ſummon and examine what num- 
ber of archers, armed and arrayed at the king's 
expence, the county of Cornwall could provide; 
and to article with them for the ſervice, and to re- 
view them, and to commit to writing the names of 
the ſaid noblemen, knights, and others, and the 
number of the archers they are to find, and to cer- 
tify the king thereof before the Quindenes of Hila- 
ry next...” - 

It is certain that he went over into Britanny, and 
before his voyage made his laſt will and teſtament, 
which bears date at Penryn, the Friday before St. 
John Baptiſt's day, in the fourth year of king Hen- 
ry the Seventh; the preamble whereof is as fol- 
lows, literatim: Firſt, I bequeth my ſowle to 
Allmighty God, beſeching the bleſſedfuli Virgin 
Mary, his moder, to be a meane unto his mooſt be- 
nygn grace, to ſhew his moeſt petyfull grace and 
mercy to my fowle. And myn in eſpeciall good 
maiſter, Seint Thomas of Caunturbury, to be a re- 
memberer unto hir for the ſame.“ He bequeaths 
to his couſin Bowley's daughter and heir, in his 
keeping, an hundred marks to her marriage, in re- 
compence of what he had of her father's; and 
forty marks to his ſiſter, Elizabeth Tremayne. To 


every of his houſhold ſervants, forty ſhillings ; 


ſpace of five years, in the church of Calſtock. 

The reſidue of his goods, chattels, &c. he be- 
queaths to Joan, his wife, Sir Reynold Bray, Ro- 
ger Holland, and Fulk Prideaux, eſquires, for his 
children; at the will and pleaſure of his ſaid wife, 
by the - overſight of the biſhop of Exeter, and 
John Arundel, dean of Exeter. 

The probate of his will bears date the 29th of 
April, 1492, in the eight of king Henry the Se- 
venth; but he died September 8, 1489, in Britanny. 

- Stow recites, that Sir Richard Edgecombe was

It appears from writings in the cuſtody of the 
preſent lord Edgecumbe, that John, the provoſt- 
prior of the friers preachers of Mortlaix, in Bri- 
tanny, and the convent there, agreed with Joan, 
late the wife of Sir Richard Edgecomb, and Roger 
Holland, eſquire, his executors, for his burial in 
the church of the convent of the ſaid friers preachers, 
before the .high altar in an honourable manner.

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Accordingly a monument is erected there, to his 
memory, under the high altar, ſhe wing a man in 
armour, kneeling upon a tomb, praying at a deſk. 
And before him ſtands a prior, in his proper habit, 
holding in his left hand his ſtaff, and the two fore- 
fingers of his right hand held up, as rebuking the 
ſaid Sir Richard. At the feet of the pedeſtal, or 
bracket, on which he ſtands, are the arms and creſt 
of Ldgecumbe, viz. On a bend, between two cot- 
tiſes, three boars heads coupe. Creſt, on a hel- 
met, a boar's head coupe. On a label, between 
the figures of a knight and the prior, is this in- 
ſcription, ſcilicet, Tho, ora pro me Richardo.” 
Behind the figure of the knight, and the aforeſaid 
arms of Edgecumbe, impaling, a cheveron be- 
tween three eſcallops; and under the ſaid arms, 
on a ſcroll, is this inſcription:

Sir PIERS EpoEcUuBE, was made one of the 
twenty knights of the Bath, at the creation of 
prince Arthur, on the eve of St. Andrew, 5 Hen. 

He was ſheriff of Devonſhire, in 9, 10, and 
13 of Hen. VII. And in 2 Hen. VIII. he, with 


Rame, eſquire; and ſecondly Catharine, ſiſter ot 


Sir John St. John, knight, and widow of Sir 


Griffith Rice, knight; but by her, who died in 
December, 1553, left no iſſue. | 

Sir Piers Edgecumbe, with Jane his firſt wife, 
before-mentioned, had the town of Eaſt-Stone- 
houſe, and the village of Weſt-Stonehouſe, in 
Devonſhire, on the other ſide the river Tamer, 
which was the dwelling of Joel de Stonehouſe, in 
27 Henry III. The faid Sir Piers had iſſue by her 
three ſons, Richard, John, and James, who are 
mentioned in his will ; alfo three daughters, Mary, 
wife of Sir John Arundel, of Lanhern, in the 
county of Cornwall, eſquire; Jane, the wife of 
Thomas Pomeroy, eſquire; and Anne, who was 
unmarried when her father made his will, who 
therein gave her a legacy of 300l. Which will be- 
ing remarkable, it may not be unneceſſary to give 
an extract of it. | s | 

Tr bears date the third of March, 1750, 21 
Henry VIII. wherein he orders his body to buried 
where it ſhall pleaſe God to diſpoſe of ir. He be- 
queaths to the pariſh church of Plymouth, three 
pounds, praying the curate thereof to pray for his 
ſoul; and in like manner, three pounds to each of 
the churches of Calſtocke, and of Bodmin ; and 
to every chaplain preſent at his exequies, and there 


doing ſervice for his ſoul, at the time of his obiit 


and burial, twelve-pence, And that his executors 
cauſe, incontinently after his deceaſe, a trental of 
maſſes to be ſaid for his ſoul, in ſuch convenient 
place and time, as to them ſhall be thought moſt 
expedient. Alſo that they provide an honeſt prieſt 
to.fiog maſs daily for his ſoul, in the pariſh church 
of Mewye, in the county of Devon, for the ſpace 
of five years, to whom he bequeaths for his ſalary 
and wages, fifty marks. Likewiſe another honeſt 
prieſt, to ſing tor his ſoul in the pariſh church of 
Calſtocke, in the county of Cornwall, for the ſpace 
of five years, with like ſalary and wages. He fur- 
ther orders his executors to diſtribute ten pounds, 
in penny-dol2 to poor folks; and cauſe an obite, 
or anniverſary, yearly to be holden for his ſou}, 
in the pariſh: of Plymouth, during ten years after 


his deceaſe, expending on every ſuch obite, twenty 
ſhillings. | 


He bequeaths to every of his houſehold ſervants 
a year's wages. And whereas Sir John Arundel, 
and. William Courtney, knights, infeoffed, by 
the name of eſquires, with Andrew Hillerſdon, 
John Wiſe, Thomas Tremayne, eſquires, and 
Stephen Trevyllian, to the uſe of him, and the 
performance of his laſt will, and of his heirs, in

Arundel, knight, and Richard Carew, knight, 
they, or- any three of them, were impowered to 
array and review all men at arms, archers, and 
others, who were to accompany Sir Thomas Dar- 
cy, knight, captain of the caſtle of Berwick, in his 
expedition againſt the Moors and other infidels. 
And to certify to the king and his council, the 
number of men at arms; archers, and others. In 
5 Hen. VIII. he was in the expedition againſt 
France, and was there made a knight banneret, 
for his gallant behaviour in the ſieges of Thero- 
vene, and Tournay, and at the battle of Spurs. 
He married firſt Jane, daughter and heir of Ste-

And after 
his will and teſtament is fully performed, his debts 
truly paid, and reſtitution made of wrongs by him

He bequeaths to dame Catharine his wife, for her 
own-uſe and behoof, all that plate in her keeping, 
which was Sir Griffith Rice's, her late huſband, with 
all her other apparel, and ſtuff of houſhold, left 
her by him. And in caſe his ſon and heir do 
trouble, or take from her any parcel of lands he 
has given her in jointure, or attempt to procure to 
be done, any thing to the leaſt breach, or accom- 
pliſhment of this his will, or any part thereof; or 
diſallow any grants, paſſed by him, either of dame 
Jane his mother's inherritance, or of his own by 
indentures, copies, &c. for which upon their oaths, 
they may prove I have made grants, and am paid 
fines. And in caſe it may, by any manner of due 
proof, appear that he had taken fines of any of his 
tenants of his own inheritance, or of the inheritance 
of dame Jane, ſometime his wife, and the parties 
have not their writing, according to his promiſe, 
I will and require my ſon and heir, for that time 
being, to make them grants according to his pro- 
miſe, as my ſaid heir will anſwer God, to both 
our diſcharges. And for this I require him on 
my bleſſing, and for the contrary at his peril, and 
never to have any part of my goods, And this to 
be done and performed, my fon Richard hath 
bound himſelf, by his writing and ſeal of arms in 
my life-time. Alſo I will, that my daughter, 
Anne Edgecomb, have $ool. towards her living, 
and marriage. And the reſidue of all my goods, 
moveables, &c. after my debts paid, my burial 
done, and this my teſtament, and laſt will, entirely 
fulfilled, I give to dame Catharine my wife, du- 
ring her natural life; and, after her deceaſe, to 
Richard Edgecumbe, my ſon and heir, or any 
other being my heir, if God call him to his mer- 
cy from this world. So as the ſaid Richard, or 
other, being my heir, be conformable to every 
article of my will, as far as in him may lie, &c. 
And I make and ordain my executors, dame Ca- 
tharine my wife, and Richard Edgcumbe, my ſon. 
The probate bears date September 15, 1539, and 
the inquiſition taken after his death, ſhews that he 
died on the 14th of Auguſt, in 31 Henry VIII. 
leaving Richard, his ſon and heir, forty years. of 
age. 
Which Sir RIœHARD EpotcumMBE was knighted 
at the creation of Edward Seymour, earl Hertford, 
October 18, 1536, He was ſheriff of Devonſhire 
in 25 Henry VIII. and in the firſt year of queen 
Mary. He built that ſtately houſe, at Eaſt- 
Stonehouſe, called from' him Mount-Edgecumbe, 
the moſt beautiful ſeat in thoſe parts, as Mr. Carew 
has obſerved, who gives this account of it. Up- 
on the ſouth ſhore, ſomewhat within the land, 


named by Sir Richard Edgecumbe. It is built 
ſquare, with a round turret at each end, garreted 
on the top; and the hall riſing in the midſt, above 
the reſt, yieldeth a ſtately ſound, as you enter it. 
The parlour and dining room give you a large and 
diverſified proſpect of land; and overlooks St. 
Nicholas iſland, (lying in the mouth of the har- 
bour) the royal citadel, Plymouth town, Stone- 
houſe, Milbrook, and Saltaſn. It is ſupplied with 
a never · failing ſpring of water, ſtored with timber, 


ſtandeth Mount -Edgecumbe, a houſe builded and g 
ſhake his wings, and fly out of doors.“

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wood, fruit, deer, and conies. A little below the 


houſe, in the ſummer evenings, ſail-boats come 


and draw their nets for fiſn. Both ſides of the 
aforementioned narrow entrance, with the paſſage 
between the whole town of Stonehouſe, and a great 
circuit of the land adjoining, appertain to this in- 
heritance. Theſe fides are fenced with blockhouſes, 
and that next to Mount-Edgecumbe was formerly 


| planted with ordnance, which, at coming and 


parting, greeted ſuch gueſts as viſited the houſe, 
This curious and noble manſion ſo affected the 
duke of Medina Sidonia,- admiral of the Spaniſh 
armada in 1588, (though beholding it at a diſtance 
of the ſea) as to reſerve it for his own poſſeſſion, 
in the partage of this kingdom, which, in hopes 
and expectation, they had already conquered. This 
ſtately houſe is within the compaſs of the county 
of Devon; as is all that tract, anciently called 
Welſt-Stonehouſe, although it be in the pariſh of 
Maker, which lieth in the county of Cornwall.“ 
Richard Carew, eſquire, who wrote the ſurvey 
of Cornwall, was the ſon of Thomas Carew, eſquire, 


by Elizabeth, daughter of this Sir Richard Edge- 


cumbe; and, from his knowledge of him, has left 
his character in manuſcript, intitled, A Friendly 
Remembrance of Sir Richard Edgecomb.“ 

„Among many his virtues (faith he) I will re- 
hearſe only theſe, namely, his knowledge, courteſy, 
and liberality. | | 

His knowledge conſiſted in learning and wiſdom. 
Touching his religion, his upright dealing bears 
witneſs, ** That he had the fruits of a good con- 
{cience.* Beſides, in his life-time he kept a chap- 
lain in his houſe, who daily and duly faid ſervice ; 
and, at his death, he had the grace to call upon 
God. "gr "II 
„His learning in the arts he attained by his ſtudy 
in the univerſity of Oxford, where he ſpent ſome 
part of his youth; not idly, nor only whilſt he baited 
his horſe (as the ſcholarly miniſter anſwered the 
biſhop's ordinary) but both orderly and profitably; 
for he could tell what any man's errand was, that 
came to him. And in inditing of letters was fo 
{ſkilful that being on a time at the quarter ſeſſions, 
where was ſome difference about the form of one 
to be ſent up to the lords of the council, he ſtep- 
ped down from the bench, and at a ſudden penned 
it ſo well, and to all their likings, as, without far- 
ther amendment, they allowed, and ſent it forth. 
Yea the lord Cromwell, in this point, gave him 
eſpecial commendations. He had alſo a very good 
grace in making Engliſh verſes, ſuch as in thoſe 
days paſſed for current; which flowing eaſily from 
his pen, did much delight his readers. The ſharps 
neſs of his wit was alſo ſeen in his apophthegms ; 
of which, though JI have heard many, 1 only re- 
member two; the one, That Ingratus was Latin 
for a prieſt,” (underſtand him, reader of them of 
thoſe times) and the other, That where the 
ood - man did beat his wife, there Cupid would 


* For his wiſdom, I will only give a taſte or 
eſſay thereof, that by ſome parts the whole may be 
gueſſed : for he that would take upon him to diſ- 
courſe of every point, muſt needs be a wiſe man 
himſelf. He uſed, what occaſion ſoever he had of 
expences, to keep always one hundred pounds in 
his cheſt untouched, [a good ſum in thoſe days] 
and yet he would never be long indebted to any 
man, neither break promiſe of payment. He was 
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alſo very careful to have proviſion made before- 
hand, of all things belonging to the houſhold, 
for two years at leaſt; and would very willingly 
beſtow his money that way, whenever any good 
penny worths were to be had, though he did not 
reſently need it. Beſides, he was fo careful for 
oh ſterity, as, at his death, he left 4ool. of old 
gold in his cheſt, for the ſuing of his ſon's livery. 
et was moreover noted in him, that whatſoever 
he did, he would be always girt with a ſword, at 
leaſt with a hanger. His reaſon thereof was, as I 
have heard, that ſome part of his oath of knight- 
hood did bind him thereunto. Another point of 
his wiſdom was, that he continually maintained 
one in London, to be a follicitor of his cauſes ; 
and to ſend him advertiſement with the ſooneſt 
of all occurrences from the court, and elſe- 
where; wherein, if orders were given him of 
any buſineſs, concerning the ſervice of his . 
or country, or that his help were craved in behalf 
of his friend, he would not ſlack any time, nor 
overſlip any fit occaſion for diſpatch thereof. For 
his friend, he would deal as adviſedly, and follow 
it as effectually, as if the matter were his own. 
In his princeſs's ſervice, he was ready with the 
foremolt to execute her commandments ; and pre- 
pared with the ſooneſt, to return anſwer. And 
whenſoever he was to meet at any place, for his 
country's affairs, he would always come with the 
firſt, and part with the laſt, ſaying, * It were 
better that one man ſhould tarry for many, than 
many for one.“ | as 
He was in ſpeech very fair, and in council very 
ſecret; and yet was not his ſecretneſs towards his 
friends ſo cloſe, but that he would lovingly im- 
part to them whatſoever was convenient; nor his 
ſilence in ſpeech ſo great, but that he could enter- 
tain every one with courteous words, according to 
their calling; uſing to his betrers reverence ; to 
his equals Vindocſs, and to the meaner ſort, af- 
fability. And as he was naturally given to be- 
lieve the beſt of every one, ſo could he ſcarcely be 
drawn to millike any, of whom he had once been 
well perſuaded. | 
Vea even to ſuch as were his enemies, being in 
diſtreſs, he rather lent a hand to take them up, 
than a foot to tread them down, as by this ſtory 
following may plainly appear. There was a knight 
(Trevanion) dwelling in the ſame ſhire, with whom, 
for divers cauſes in king Edward's days he had had 
ſundry quarrels z which, as at firſt they bred in- 
ward miſliking between them, ſo at laſt they 
break forth into open hatred. This knight, in the 
troubleſome change in queen Mary's reign, partly 
for religion, and partly for other cauſes, was clap-

minds were affected towards him, he, by means, 


procured a copy of all theſe advertiſive letters; in 


peruſing of which, he found that ſuch as bore him 
faireſt countenance, wrote moſt againſt him; and 
that Sir Richard Edgecumbe's certificate made moſt 
for him: ſoas in all likelihood, his greateſt ene- 
my in ſhew, was the chiefeſt cauſe of his deliver- 
ance in deed. | . 

I would ſtay here, in praiſe of his noble mind, 
who ſhewed his valour, in conquerring his own 


affections ; his virtue, in abſtaining from revenge. 


being offended ; and his chriſtianity, in doing good 


for evil; but that I am carried forth with no leſs 


wonder at this knight's thankfulneſs ; who pre- 
tending, as though he wiſt not of this courteſy, 
to the outward ſhew, continued his wonted enmity, 
until the next Chriſtmas after. At which time, on 
a night, word was brought to Mount-Edgecumbe, 
that a company of armed men were lately landed 
from Plymouth, marching up to the houſe. Sir 
Richard having heard before, that this knight was 
in that town, and miſtruſting he had picked out 
this time to come and ſet upon him unawares, re- 
ſolved to ſhew himfelf neither diſcourteous to them 
he knew not, through fear; nor yet to lie open to 
his enemies, if they thre: any ſuch practice, 
through heedleſneſs ; 
to be ſet wide open, and placed his ſervants on both 
ſides the gate, and hall, where they muſt paſs, 
with ſwords and bucklers ; but they coming in; 
turned this doubt into paſtime, for their armour 
and weapons, were only painted paper, as by nearer 
approaching was perceived; and inſtead of trying 
their force, with blows in fighting with men, they 
fell to make proof of the ladies ſkill in dancing. 

<« Theſe paſtimes at laſt being ended, they were 
led into another room to be banqueted, where this 
knight taking off his vizard, and diſcloſing him- 
ſelf to Sir Richard Edgecomb, uttered,-** That hav- 
ing the great courteſy ſhewn him in his trouble, 


beſides his looking, and contrary to his deſerving, 


he was come thither to yield him his moſt due 
thanks for the ſame ; aſſuring him, that he would 
from thenceforth reſt as faithfully his friend, as 
ever before he had ſhewed himſelf a profeſſed ene- 
my.”

It hap- 
pened once, that a beggar craved an alms of him, 
to whom, inſtead of a ſhilling, he gave a piece of 
gold of ten; the beggar perceiving that he was 
miſtaken, and doubting his diſpleaſure, came 
crouching, and began to tell how he was deceived, 


offering him the gold again. But Sir Richard, loth 
to have his alms known, ſaid to him, Away, 
knave, and if catch thee any more here, &c.“ 
So the poor fellow, ſhrewdly hurt by this repulſe, 
quietly departed. 

“ But to draw this diſcourſe to an end, he re- 
ſembled the emperor Titus, called for his good 
diſpoſition, The Delight of the World; who ſit- 
ting on a night at ſepper with his acquaintance, 
and remembering he had beſtowed nothing on any 
man that day, cried out on a ſudden, * Friends, I 


have loſt a day.“ Sir Richard's virtues procured 
him the favour of his prince and the council, who, 
in times of danger, chiefly committed to him, and

Sir Rien auD ED ut was made, in his fa- 
ther's life-time, one of the knights of the Bath, 
againſt the coronation of king Charles the Second; 
who attended that grand ſolemnity in their purple 
robes, from the court of requeſts, to the abbey- 
church, where they ſat, to ſee the ceremony, &c. 
He was born at Mount-Edgecumbe, where he was 
baptized February 13, 1639 and was choſen for 
the borough of Launceſton, in the firſt parliament 
of king Charles the Second; and in three other 
parliaments ſerved as one of the knights of the ſhire 
for the county of Cornwall. He married Anne 
Montagu, the ſecond ſurviving daughter of that 
great and brave nobleman, Edward, earl of Sand- 
wich, by whom he had iſſue two ſons.

He 
was created lord Edgecumbe, April 20, 1742;

E are indebted to Hervey, clarencieux, 

king of arms, for an account that the an- 
ceſtors of this noble family were ſeated at St. 
Bees, in Cumberland. For he certified the ſame, 
under his hand, to Edwin Sandes, of whom we 
ſhall have occaſion to treat, as biſhop of Wor- 
ceſtor, and archbiſhop of York, upon a diſpute be- 
relate and Sir. John Bourne, high- 
ſteward of the church of Worceſtor. The au- 
thenticity of which certificate can ſcarcely be called 
in queſtion, as it was laid before the privy-coun- 


cil, and received their ſanction. 


It appears that in 1377, the two knights of 
the ſhire for Cumberland, were Richard del Sandes, 
and Robert Mowbray, chevalier. It further ap- 
pears, that they received twenty eight pounds for 
their attendance upon parliament ſeventy days, 
and that this money was by the ſheriff levied upon 
the conſtituents. In 1391 and 1395, the knights 
for the county were Thomas del Sandes, and 
William de Stapleton, their attendance each of 


3 


thoſe years was thirty-ſix days, and the money 
levied for their expences each time, was fourteen 
pounds and eighteen ſhillings. We have no re- 
cords whereon to found any conjecture what re- 
lation theſe two gentlemen, Richard and Thomas 
del Sandes, bore to each other, or what relation 
either of them bore to Robert Sandes, who flouriſh- 
ed in the reign of Henry IV. But from their be- 
ing ſeated in the ſame county, and being all men 
of the firſt conſideration, we can have no doubt but 
that they were of the ſame family, and probably 
very nearly allied. Perhaps Richard was the fa- 
ther of Thomas, and he of Robert: or Richard 
and Thomas were brothers, and Robert was the 


ſon of one of them. Be this as it may,

Sandys, of the Vine, in the county of Hants, by 
Catherine his wife, daughter of Edward lord Chan- 
dos, and had iſſue by her colonel Henry Sandys, 
killed in the ſervice of King Charles the Firſt, 
anno, 1644, who had four ſons, William, Henry, 
Miles, and Edwin alſo ſix daughters, Heſter, 
married to Humphry' Noy, eſquire, ſon to Wil- 
liam Noy, attorney-general to king Charles the 


* In Mr. Collins's peerage a different account is given of the 
marriages, and iflue of the anceſtors of this noble family. And 
as that ingenious gentleman ſeems to ſupport his pedigree in 
a manner that deſerves our attention, we cannot but give his 
words to the public, and let them have their weight, obſerving 
only, that where he mentions George Sandes as the brother, 
not the father of the archbiſhop, he ſhould have conſidered 
that, as the reader will find above, there were two of that 
name, according to the moſt ancient manuſcripts; the one'the 
father, the other the brother of that prelate. 


The ſaid William, by his wife, daughter of —— Bouham, 
had iſſue William Sandes, who married Margaret, daughter 
and heir of William Rawſon, of the county of York, and 
couſin and heir to Rawlinſon, abbot of Furneſs, in the county 
and palatine of Lancaſter. This William Sandes writes him- 
ſelf of Eaſtwaite-Furneſe, in the county of Lancaſter, in his 
laſt will and teſtament, which bears date April 23, 1548, 3 
Edward VI. And by the preamble, he appears to be a prote- 
ſtant; his words are, ** Conſidering the uncertainty of my 
life, I commit my ſoul into the cuſtody and hand of our Savi- 
our Jeſus Chriſt, truſting ſurely, that through the ſprinkling 
of his blood, I ſhall be partaker of the inheritage prepared 
for the faithful 


« The reſt of his will ſhews him to be a perſon of ſound rea- 
ſoning and judgment, and he made an equal diſpoſition of his 
eſtate among his children, which, as therein appears, were 
George ds who died in his life-time, and left a ſon, 


Roger Sandes, to whom he bequeathed half of Watſide-park, | 


&c, Which George was ſlain at Muſe]borough-field, in bat- 
tle againſt the Scots; and, in ſome pedigrees, is erroneouſly 
ſaid to be the father of archbiſhop Sandes; but by ſeveral au- 
thorities and by this will, it is certain he was brother. to the 
faid archbiſhop. 

To his ſon Chriſtopher he left his eſtate at Graithwaite, in 
Lancaſhire, with other lands, after the death of his mother. 
He died without iſſue male, leaving only two daughters. 

«© To William his ſon, jointly with his brother Chriſtopher, 
he bequeaths his leaſe of Hawkſhead-church, and three bloom 
ſmiddyes, with all the ore which he had in Mitheland and 
Low-Furneſe, paying to Miles and Anthony, his ſons, and 
their brothers, a hundreds pounds. This William died with- 
out iſſue. f 


« He further wills to his ſaid ſons, Miles and Anthony, equal- 
ly, and jointly, all his rights in Louſon-park, Parkamore, and 
the one half of Watſide-park ; alſo divers other lands and leaſes, 
to William and Chriſtopher, before-mentioned ; and legacies 
to his daughter Anne; and to his grandaughters, Agnes, 
Margaret, and Elizabeth, daughters of George Sandes. 
Then follows: — 


« will alſo; that my ſon, Edwin Sandes, vicar of Haver- 
ſham, ſhall have of my goods, &c. twenty pounds, deſiring him 
heartily, upon my bleſſing, to ſee this my laſt will and teſta- 
ment fulfilled, and good rule, and loving order, to be had 
among his mother's brethren, and fiſters, and children 'of my 
ſaid ſon George. Moreover, it is my will and mind, that in 
caſe any of my ſons, or others, be not contented, lovingly and 
jointly, to fulfill this my laft will, that then they which offend 
and break this my ſaid will and teſtament, ſhall forfeit all ſuch 
poſſe ſſions, &c. bequeathed to them; and the ſame to be at 
the fight of John Preſton, eſquire, and other ſuperviſors of 
this my ſaid laſt will and teſtament.” 


He conſtitutes his ſons, William, Chriſtopher, Miles, and 


Anthony, his executors; and John Preſton, eſquire, his ſon, 
Edwin Sandes, vicar of Haverſham, William Dixon, Miles Dix» 
on, Thomas Benſon, Richard. Mackerith, William Sawrey, 
Miles, Sawrey, and Richard Sandes, of Lancaſter, ſuperviſors ; 
appointing, that if his eſtate be not ſufficient to diſcharge the le- 
gacies, that they ſhould then be leſſened at the diſcretion of 
Mr. Preſton, and Edwin Sandes, his ſon, vicar of Haverſham. 
He was buried in the pariſh church of Hawkſhead, in Lancaſhire, 
and has a table-monument there, with two figures lying at 


length upon it, repreſenting him and his wife, with their arms 


lifted up, in a praying poſture; and round the verge thereof 
is the following inſcription ; a

William, eldeſt ſon, (on the deach of his uncle, 


William lord Sandys, only ſon of William lord 


Sandys, by Catherine, daughter of Edward lord 
Chandos, who died without iſſue on November 
12, 1629) inherited the title of lord Sandys, in 
right of his Grandmother, Elizabeth, before men- 
tioned, and had ſummons to parliament according- 
ly. He married Mary, youngeſt daughter of 


William earl of Saliſbury, and dying without iſſue 


in 1668, was ſucceeded in the honour by Henry 
Sandys, his brother and heir, who dying unmarried, 
as did alſo his brothers, the title lies dormant. 

Ihe ſecond ſon of Sir Miles Sandys before-men- 
tioned, was Sir William Sandys, of Flatbury, in 
Worceſterſhire, and of Miſſenden, in Glouceſter- 
ſhire, from whom the family at Miſſenden, and 


Brimsfield, in Glouceſterſhire, deſcend. Sir George, 


the third ſon, died without iſſue; but from Henry, 
the fourth ſon, who was of Harwood, in the county 
of Bucks, and married Mary, daughter of Sir Rich- 
ard Conqueſt, of Houghton C onqueſt, in the county 
of Bedford, knight, a progeny is yet remaining.

EDnwin SawDys (the fourth fon of William) of 
whom, and his deſcendants, we are principally to 
treat. As he was diſtinguiſhed for his great learn- 
ing, and eminent abilities, and one of the firſt re- 
formers of our religion from Popiſh ſuperſtition 
and idolatry, divers authors have given ſome ac- 
count of him, without a due conſideration of ex- 
amination of facts, particularly as to the place of 
his birth: It is ſaid by ſome to be at London; 
by others, at Corniſby, in Yorkſhire ; but by the 
famous Mr. Dodſworth, the antiquary, it is poſi- 
tively aſſerted to be at Hawkſhead, within the 
liberty of Furneſe, in Lancaſhire; who alledges,

In the third of king Edward the Sürth, he 
was maſter of Catharine- hall, and vice · chancellor 
of the univerſity of Cambridge; and fo truly zea- 
lous for the reformation, that fearing an alteration 
in religion, he ſhewed himſelf of the party of the 
lady Jane. Francis, biſhop of Hereford, gives this 
account of him: Having, by Northumberland's 
cominand, in the pulpit impugned queen Mary's 
cauſe and defended that of the lady Jane, he be- 
haved himſelf with ſuch. wiſdom and moderation, 
although upon the ſhort warning of ſome few 
hours, that he abundantly fatisfied the duke, and 
yet did not ſo deeply: incur the diſpleaſure of the 


| adverſe party, but that his friends prevailed with 


the queen for his pardon ; ſo that after a year's 
impriſonment he was ſet at liberty, and preſently 
fled over into Germany. After the death of queen 
Mary, returning from voluntary exile, he was 
conſecrated biſhop of Worceſter, from which See 
he was tranſlated to London, and thence again to 
the archbiſhoprick of York, A man for his learn- 
ing, virtue, wiſdom, and extract, very famous; 
but more eſpecially happy in his iſſue, whereof 
many were admirable for their endowments;-both 
internal and external, and of whom we have, in 
our age, ſeen three honoured with knighthood.“ 
July 23, being St. James's day, he was brought 
priſoner from Cambridge, and committed to the 


truſtees, according to ſtatutes given them by the 


Tower, with the duke of Northumberland, and 
others of quality, Queen Mary, before King Ed- 
ward's laws were repealed, ahd particularly that 
act for the communion ſervice, i procured John 
Young (who had made himſelf famous for con- 
teſting with Martin Bucer, in Edward the Sixth's 
time) to be choſen vice-chancellor of the univerſity 
of Cambridge : and the noted Gardiner, biſhop of 
Winchelter, and chancellor ofthe univerſity, having 
wrote to the · ſociety of Catharine-hall, recominend- 
ing Mr. Coſin to be choſen their maſter, in the roam 
of Dr. Sandys, becauſe he was married, they, for their 
own ſafety, thought it: conyenient to comply. 

The ſame author obſerves, that after about a year's 
impriſonment he was diſcharged, and obſerving

| Soon, after he was one appointed by queen Eliza- 
beth, and her council, to manage a conference be- 
fore the lords and commons at Weſtminſter, againſt 
the biſhops of Wincheſter and Lincoln, popiſh 
biſhops, ' &. on theſe three propoſicions :.

In the time of his ſermon, one of the guard lifted unto him, 
in the pulpit, a maſs book, and a grail, taken the night before 
by Sir George Haward, with certain of the guard, out of Mr. 
Hurleſton's houſe, where lady Mary heard maſs, ard had not 
been long gone. The duke, with the reſt of the nobiliry, re- 
quired Dr. Sand ys to put his ſermoti in writing, and appointed 
Mr. Leaver to go to London, and get it printed. Dr. Sandys 
required one day and a half for writing it, and at the day ap- 
pointed, Mr. Leaver came ready booted to receive it of him. 
As be was delivering of it, Mr. Adams, one of the beadles, 
came weeping, and prayed him to ſhift for himſelf, the duke 
being retired, and queen Mary proclaimed. Dr. Sandys ſhewed 
no concern at what was ſaid, but delivered the ſermon written. 
The duke of Northumberland that night ſent for Dr. Sandys, 
to proclaim queen Mary in the market-place at Cambridge, 
and told him ſhe was a merciful woman, and that he had ſent 
to know her pleaſure, and looked for a general pardon. The 
doctor replied, «© My life is not dear unto me, neither have I 


ſaid or done any thing that urgeth my conſcience ; for what I' 


have ſpoke of the fate, I have inſtructions warranted by the 
ſabſcriptions of ſixteen counſellors ; neither yet have I ſpoke 
further than the word of God and the laws of the realm do 
warrant me; come of me what God will; bat be you aſſured 
you ſhall nevereſcape death, for if ſhe ſhould ſave you, thoſe 
that now rule will kill you. : al 
Thar night the guard apprehended the duke, and certain 
ooms of the table were as buſy with Dr. Sandys ; bat Sir 
ohn Gates, laying in his houſe, - ſharply rebuked them, and 
drove them away. The next day he adviſed the doctor to walk 
in the fields; and in the mean time, the univerſity, contrary to 
all order, had met together in conſultation, and ordered Dr. 
Mouſe, and Dr. Hatcher, to repair to Dr. Sandys' apartments, 
and fetch away the ſtatute book of the univerſity, the keys, 
aud ſuch other things as were in his e which they did. 
Dr. Mouſe had been an earneſt proteſtant the day before, but 
was now turned papiſt; and though Dr. Sandys bad done much 
for him, he was now his great enemy. The bell rioging for 
their meeting, Dr. Sandys returned out of the fields, and ſend- 
ing for the beadles, required them to wait on him to the ſchools, 
according to their duty. No ſooner was the doctor (che bea- 
dles going before him) come into the regent houſe, and had 
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moſt | Dr. Sandys began his oration, —expoſtulating with the uni · 


verficy,. charging them with great ingratitud“; declaring he 
had Taid nothing in his fermon,, but what he was ready to juſ- 
tify; and their caſe was the fame with is, they having not 
only concealed but conſented to that Which he kad ſpoken, 
And as he was remembering them how beneficial he had been 
to their univerſity, and their; unthankfulneſs to him, Dr. Mitch 
came in again with his conſpirators, about twenty in number. 
One laid hand on the chair, to pull it from him; another told 
him chat was not his place; "and another called him traitor : 
but being of great courage, and perceiving they fed violence, 
he drew a dagger, and had diſpatched {ome of them, if Dr. 
Bill, and Dr. Blith, had not fallen upon him, and prayed him 
for God's ſake to hold his hands, and patiently bear that great 
offered wrong. By their perſuaſions lis was contented, and 
the tumult ceaſing, he ended his oration; and having mony 
of the univerſity's, he there delivered the utmoſt farthing, He 
gave up the books, reckonings, and keys, ant ſurrendered 
his office, «+ Praying God to- give the univerſity a better offi- 
cer, and to give them more thankful hearts,” and ſo repaired 
to his own college. FFC 
The day after there came to him Mr. Gerningham, and Mr. 
Thomas Mildmay ; Gerningham told him it was the queen's 
pleaſure that two of the guards ſhould attend on him, and 
that he muſt be carried priſoner to the Tower of London, 
with the duke of Northumberland. Mr. Mildmay ſaid, he 
marvelled that a learned man would ſpeak fo unadviſed!y againſt 
ſo good a princeſs, and wilfully run into ſuth danger. Dr. 
Sandys replied, ** I ſhall not be aſhamed of bonds, but if I 


could do as Mr. Mildmay can, I need not to fear bonds: for 


you came down againſt queen Mary, and armed in the field, 
and now return for queen Mary ; before a traytor, and now a 
great friend, I cannot, with one mouth, blow hot and cold 
after this ſort.” | ö 

On this, his ſtable was robbed of four excellent geldings, 
and an inventory taken of all his goods by Mr. Moor, beadle 
of the univerſity. He was ſet on a lame horie, that halted to 
the ground, which a friend of his perceiving, prayed that he 
might lend him a nag, to which the yeoman of the guard con- 
ſented. At the end of the town ſome papiſts reſorted thither 
tojeer him ; and ſome of his friends, who mourned for him, 
to take their leave of him. 

He was guarded, with the duke, and others, to London,

Aſter he had been in the Tower three weeks, in a bad rms 
he was put into Nun's-Bower, a better priſon, and with. him 
Mr. John Bradford, On the day of gueen Mary's coronation 
their priſon door was ſet open, (ever ſhut before) and Mr. Mit- 
chel, his old acquaintance, who had been priſoner, in the ſame 
place, came in to him, and ſaid, © There is ſuch a ſtir in the 
Tower, that neither gates, or priſoners, are looked to this 
day. Take my cloak, my hat, and my rapier, you may go 
out of the gates, without being queſtioned ; ſave yourſelf, and 
let me do as I may.” A rare friendſhip, but he replied, * 1 
know no jult cauſe, why I ſhould be in priſon ! and thus to do, 
were to make myſelf guilty ;_I will expect God's will; yet 
mult I think myſelf moſt boùnden to you,” On which Mr. 
Mitchel, finding him reſolute, departed. ; 
Whilſt Dr. Sandys; and Mr. Bradford, were in cloſe priſon 
twenty-nine weeks, Mr. John Bowler, a very perverſe papiſt, 
was their keeper ; yet by often conference with him, at length 
began to diſlike popery, and to favour the goſpel, ſo that on 
a Sunday, when they had maſs in the chapel, he brought the 
ſervice-book, a manchette, and a glaſs of wine ; and Dr. 
Sandys miniſtered the communion, according to the reformed 
religion, to Bradford and to Bowler. | 
When Wyatt was in arms againſt queen Mary, Dr. Cran- 
mer, Dr. Ridley, and Mr, Bradford, were caſt into one priſon; 


and Dr. Sandys, with others, were ſent into the Marſhalſea., 


And Wyatt coming into Southwark with his army, he {ent two 
gentlemen into the Marſhalſea to Dr. Sandys, to let him know 
he ſhould be glad of his company and advice, and that the 


gates ſhould be ſet open to all the priſoners ; but the doctor 


defired them to tell Wyatt, If this rifing be of God, it will 
take place, if not, it will fall : for his part, he was committed 
by order, and would be diſcharged by the like order, or would 
never depart.” : | | | 
Thomas Way, the keeper of the Marſhelſea, appointed un- 
to every preacher a man to lead him in the ſtreet for the air, but 
he himſelf walked with Dr. Sandys; and diſcourfing very fami- 
liarly with him, the people took notice of him, and prayed to 
God to comfort him, and ſtrengthen him in the truth; on 
which the keeper ſaid to the doctor, I perceive the vain people 
would ſet you forward to the fire ; you are as vain as they, if 
you, being a young man, will ſtand in your own conceits, and 
prefer your own knowledge before the judgment of ſo many 
worthy prelates, ancient, learned, and grave men, as be in 
this realm; if yoa do fo, you ſhall. find me as ſtrait a keeper, 
as one that utterly diſliketh your religion. Dr. Sandys replied, 
«© I know my years young, and my learning ſmall ; it is enough 
to know / Chriſt crucified ;' and he hath learned nothing, that 
ſeeth not the great blaſphemy that is in popery. I will yield 
unto God, and not unto man. I have read in the ſcriptures of 
many godly and courtequs keepers ; God may, make you one;

you then mind to ſtand to your religion.“ Vea, ſaid the 
doctor) by God's grace.“ Truly, faith the me I love 
5 better, I did but tempt you. What favours I can 
vou, ye ſhall be ſure of, and I ſhall think myſelf happy if 
I may die at tbe ſtake with you.” And he ever after ſhewed 
Dr..Sandys all friendſhip, He laid him in the beſt chamber in 
the houſe, and would not ſuffer the marſhal's men to lay ſet- 
ters on him, as others had. He ſundry, times ſuffered; him to 
walk alone in the fields ; and permitted his wife, Mr. Sandys's 
daughter of Eſſex, a gentlewoman beautiful both in body and 
mind, to refort to him; they had the communion there three 
or four times, and a great 2 of communicants, who offere ' 
Dr. Sandys money, but he would receive none. He was then 
in the prime of life, and admired for his learning, eloquence, 
ſobriety, and other virtuous morals. His exhortations to the 
people were delivered with that energy, as drew tears from 
many, and made them abhor the maſs. 3 
After he had been nine weeks priſoner in the Marſhalſea, he 
was ſet at liberty, by the mediation of Sir Thomas Holcroſt, 
the knight marſhal. Sir Thomas ſued earneftly to Dr. Gar- 
diner, biſhop of Wincheſter, for his deliverance, but could not 
prevail, except Dr. Sandys would be one of their ſect; and then 
he ſaid he ſhould want nothing. He wrung at laſt out of the 
biſhop, that if the queen could like of his deliverance, he 
would not be againſt it; which was Sir Thomas's laſt-requet. 
Thereupon he made intereſt with two ladies of the privy-cham- 
ber to moye the queen to it, who was contented, if the biſhop 
of Wincheſter approved of it. Sir Thomas watched his going 
to ſpeak with the queen, and followed him wich a warrant, for 
ſetting him at liberty; and prayed the two ladies to put the 
queen in mind of Dr, Sandys. On which ſhe ſaid, «+ Wincheſ- 
ter, what think you of Dr. Sandys, is he not ſufficiently puniſh- 
ed ?“ and Gardiner, remembering his promiſe, ſaid he was 
not againſt it, if her majeſty liked to diſcharge him.” Saith 
the queen, Then truly we would he were ſet at liberty.” 
On which Sir Thomas Holcroft immediately offered the queen 
the warrant, who figned the ſame, and cauſed Wincheſter to 
ſubſcribe his name thereto. The warrant was given to the 
knight marſhal again; but as the biſhop went out from the 
queen, he called to Holcroft, commanding him not to ſet Dr. 
was | at liberty, till he had taken ſureties of two gentlemen, 
bound in a bond of five hundred pounds each, that he ſhould not 
depart the realm without licence. | * 
Holcroft alſo made it his buſineſs to find ſureties for him ; 
and having diſcourſed with two gentlemen of the North, friends 
and couſins of Dr. Sandys, they agreed to be bound in body, 
goods, and lands, for him. He then ſent for the doctor to his 
apartments at Weſtminſter, requiring the to accompany 
him.

Holcroft was much diſpleaſed with this anſwer, and told him 

a change would ſhortly come ; the ſtate was but a cloud, and 
would ſoon ſhake away; that his couſin, Sir Edward Bray, and 
his wife, would gladly receive him into his houſe, where he ne- 
ver need-come-at-church 4 and that lady Bray hated-popery : 
adding, that he would not ſo deal with him, to loſe al is la- 
bour. But no perſuaſions could prevail with him to enter into 
bonds. Which Holeroft perceiving, generouſly ſaid, “ See- 
ing you cannot be altered, Iwill change my purpoſe, and 
yield unto you. Come of it what will, Iwill ſet you at liberty, 
And ſeeing you mind to go over fea, get you gone quickly 
as yon can. One thing I require of you, that while you are 
there, you write nothing to come hither, for you may undo 
me.” He friendly kiſſed Dr. Sandys, bid him farewell, let me 
anſwer Wincheſter as I may ; and commanded the keeper to 
take no fees of him. ; le | 
Retarning with the keeper to the Marſhalfea, he ſtaid there 
that night, and the next day gave a dinner to all the priſoners, 


taking his: farewell of them with many tears, particularly of 


Mr. Saunders, who, at his own requeſt, was permitted by the 
keeper to be his bedfellow. Their parting was very ſorrowful, 
with many tears, the one falling on the other's neck; and fo 
he departed, clearly delivered, without examination, or bond. 
From thence he went to the Bench, and there talked with Mr. 
Bradford, and Farrer, biſhop of St. David's, then priſoners. 
He comforted them, and they praiſed God for his happy deli- 
verance. He went by Wincheſter's houſe, and there took 
boar, and came to William Banks, his friend in London, with 
whom he remained one night, and the next night ſhifted to 
another friend's houſe ; and there he learned that ſearch was 
made for him. | g 

Dr. Watſon, and Mr. Chriftopherſon, coming to the biſhop 
of Winchefter, chancellor of England, told him, he had ſet 
at liberty the greateſt heretick in England, and one, who, -of

Whereupon the biſhop ſent for all the conſtables of London, 
commanding them to watch for Dr. Sandys, then in the city;

buried at Southwell. But Sir Gilbert Dethick, 


garter King at arms in the reign of queen Elizabeth, 
has left an account of the funerals of thoſe perſons 
of quality that he buried; wherein he recites, that 
Edwin Sandys, atchbiſhop- of York, late biſhop 
of London, and before biſhop of Worceſter, died 
at Southwell, near Newark, in Nottinghamſhire, 
Wedneſday, the 1oth of July, 1558, arid was bu- 
ried there the 15th of Auguſt following, with great 
ſolemaity. „ 

The antiquities of Worceſter, printed in 1717, 
p- 107, recites, that though Godwin, and others, 
aſſert he was buried at South well, they are miſtaken; 
whereas he lies buried at Hawkeſhed, in Lanca- 
ſhire, among his anceſtors; and has, in honour of 
him, in the north iſle, appropriated to his family, 
an inſcription. to his memory, the ſame as was at 


Southwell. But this is an error, for he was indiſ- 


putably 
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by one Benjamin, a proteſtant, dwelling in Birchlog-lane. He 
was not permitted to ſpeak to him; or take any meaſuxe of him, 
but only look on his legs, Whereby they were not made fit for 


him: theſe hoſe, he prayed the miſtreſs of the houſe to ſend to. 


ſome taylor, to cut them two inches ſttorter. She ſent them 
by her boy to the next taylor, who chanced to go to Benjamin 
that made them, and was then a conſtable, and acquainted with 
the lord chancellor's orders.

At midnight, the miſtreſs of the houſe, and Benjamin, the 
taylor, went into Dr. Sandys's chamber, but prayed him not to 
be afraid of their coming. He anſwered, “ Nothing can be 
amiſs, what God will, that ſhall be done. On which Benjamin 
told bim, He made his hoſe, and by what chance they came 
into his hands, God uſed the means, that he might admoniſh 
him of his peril, and adviſe him howto eſcape it.“ He then 
acquainted him, that all the conſtables of London, whereof he 
was one, had orders to watch for him; and ſome were fo gree- 
dily ſet, that they prayed, if he took him, to let them have his 
carriage to the biſhop of Wincheſter, and he ſhould have the 
five pounds. He further told him, that it was known his man 
had provided two geldings, and His intentions to ride out at 


; Aldgate in the morning, where he would ſurely be taken. 
' 66 Fallow my advice (ſaid he) and, by God's grace, you ſhall 


eſcape their hands. Let your man walk all the day in the 
ſtreet where Jo horſes ſtand, booted, and ready to ride; the 
00d man's ſervant of the houſe ſhall take the horſes, and carry 


them to Bethnal-Green, and his maſter ſhall be booted, and 


follow after, as if he would ride. I will be here with you to- 
morrow, about eight of the clock.

Accordingly Dr. Sandys, cloathed like a gentleman, in all 
reſpects, lookin as one who had been Jong kept in priſon, was 
conducted by Benjamin through Birching-lane, and from one 


lane to another, till he came to e and from thence 


to Bethnal-green. He there found the horſes were ready, and 


Mr, Hurleſtone ready to ride with him as hie man. The doc- + 


tor pulled on his boots, and taking bis leave of Benjamin, 
would have given him great part of that little he had, but he 
refuſed it. owever, Dr. Sandys, on his return to England, 
remembered him thankfully. He rode the ſame night to his 
father-in-law's, Mr. Sandys, where his wife was ; but he had 
not been two hours there, before Mr. Sandys was acquainted 
that two of the guards would that night apprehend his ſon - in- 
law. Thereupon he was immediately guided to an honeſt far- 
mer near the ſea, and took up his abode with him two days 
and two nights in a chamber without ſtirring out of it. After

Before they had ' dined, 
George Gilpin, ſecretary of the Engliſh houſe, and kinſman to 
Dr. Sandys, came and whiſpered in his ear, That king Phi- 
lip had ordered ſearch to be made for him, and to apprehend 
him.” Hereupon they roſe from dinner in a very great ſhower, 
and went out of the gate toward the Jand of Cleve : they had 
the good luck to light in a waggon, and haſting away, came 
ſafe to Augſburgh, on Cleveland, where Dr. Sandys flaid four- 
teen days, and then ſet out for Straſburgh; where, after he 
had lived one year, his wife came to him. During his abode 
in that city, he fell fick of a flux, which 7 on him nine

Edwin, the ſecond ſon, was ſent to the univer- 
ſity of Oxford, in September 1577, at the age of 
about ſixteen, and was admitted probationer- fellow 
of Corpus Chrilli college, January 23, 1579, be- 
ing then batchelor of arts. In,1481 he had con- 
ferred on him the prebend of Weſtwang, in the 
church of York ; but after the death of his father, 
he left his fellowſhip, and travelled into France, 
Germany, Italy, and other parts, for the ſpace of 
three years; and at his return, grew famous for his 
learning, prudence, and virtue. A little before 
the death of queen Elizabeth, he reſigned his 
prebend, and on king James's acceſſion to the 
crown, he had the honour of knighthood conferred 
on him, viz. 11 May, 1633; after which he was 
employed by his majeſty in ſeveral affairs of great 
trult, and was very dexterous in the management, 
as Wood writes. - He was a leading man in all par- 
liamentary buſineſs, and eſteemed an excellent pa- 
triot, faithful to king and country: but in that 
parliament, held in 1621, ſpeaking in defence of 
the liberty of the ſubject, he, and the famous 
Selden, were committed to the ſheriff of London, 
the 16th of June, and not delivered till the 18th 
of July following ;. which was voted by the houſe 
of commons, on the 8th of November enſuing, a

he was at Paris, anno 1599, Europe Speculum:

The title in this branch is now extinct. ab 
Miles Sandys, third ſon, was alſo a'gentleman 
of police parts and learning ;_ poſſeſſed of a fair 
eſtate at Wilberton, in the ile of Ely, and re- 
ceived firſt: knighthood from King James, and af. 
terwards the dignity of a baronet, November 25 
1612. He ſerved in parliament as one of the re- 
preſentatives for the univerſity of Cambridge, in 
12 Jac, I. and in 3 Car I. was elected, with Sir 
John Carleton, baronet, knight of the ſhire for 
the county of Cambridge.

He further wills, that his wife Cicely Sandys ſhall have the 
cuſtody and bringing up of his children, Thomas Sandys, 
Hefty Sandys, and George Sandys, ſo long as ſhe continues 
a widow ; and all that time to have in her hands, as well the 
annuity, granted out of the manner of Omberſley, to the ſaid 
Thomas, Henry, and George, as all other portions, patents, 
leaſes, &c. till they come to their full age; but if his ſaid wife, 
Cicely Sandys, ſhould marry before his children come to full 
age, that the ſeveral annuities, &e, be committed to his ſons, 
Samuel Sandys, and Edwin Sandys, on ſufficient bonds enter- 
ed into by them, to ſee the fame, and every part thereof, 
truly employed to the uſes of his ſaid ſons, Thomas, Henry, 
and George. : . .

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Here, in hopes of a joyful reſurrection, reſteth 
the body of Sir Samuel Sandys, knight, eldeſt ſon 
to that famous prelate, Edwin, archbiſhop of Tork; 
for piety, and excellent endowments of his mind, 
deſerving juſtly to be remembered by poſterity; 
eſpecially for his ſingular wiſdom, integrity, and 
induſtry, in the affairs of the commonyealth, of 
whom the great and frequent aſſemblies of parlia- 
ment were approving witneſſes, being alſo to this 
country, that challengeth his birth, a principal or- 
nament. He changed this life for a better, in his 
climaCterical year, (a year for the moſt part fatal to 
excellent men) having almoſt attained ta fixty-three, 
The wife of his youth, and his age, was Mercey, 
deſcended of the antient family of the Cullpepers, 
and the only daughter of her mother; a wiſe and 
prudent woman, who, together-with her huſband, 
was a great advancer of her family; with whom he 
lived thirty-ſeven years, in exemplary concord ; 
and had by her eleven children, all of them (an ex- 
traordinary bleſſing) at his death ſurviving : but 
ſhe having honourably interred her huſband, toge- 
ther with her eldeſt ſon, Sir Edwin Sandys, a young 
gentleman of great virtues, who hardly twenty-one 
days outlived his father; a moſt ſorrowful widow, 
and mother, erected this monument to their memo- 
ries, as a laſting teſtimony of her love and affec- 
tion ; and hath commanded her children, after her 
death, to inter her by the body of her dear huſ- 
band; that ſo her aſhes may be mingled with his, 
from whom, in her life, her deſires and affections 
were inſeparable, which is ſince accordingly accom- 
pliſhed ; for ſhe having piouſly breathed out her 
{oul unto God, here reſteth in peace, and aſſured

charge to the king, and kept them in conſtant pay 
to the end of the war. He was, in 1642, made go- 
vernor of Eveſham ; in 1644, licutenant<governor 
of Worceſter, under prince Maurice, general of 
his majeſty's dominions of Wales, &c. He was 
engaged in moſt of the conſiderable deſigns, and 
undertakings, which were on foot during the war, 
for the king's ſervice ; was frequently impriſoned, 
and under reftraints, and his eſtate ſequeſtered, for 
which he was obliged to compound. He had fix 
troops of horſe, ſome months before the king's 
landing at his reſtoration, ready to be drawn toge- 
ther. By theſe means, the greateſt part of his ef. 
tate was ſpent, having never received any pay or 
reward for his ſervices ; and upon the reſtoration, 
he had only ſix thouſand pounds allowed him out 
of the exciſe of Devonſhire, for all his trouble and 
charge. He ſerved often in parliament for the bo- 
rough of Droitwich, and county of Worceſter ; 
and firſt married Mary, only daughter of Dr. 
Hugh Barker, dean of the arches, a younger ſon 
of the Barkers, of Great Harwood, in Bucking- 
hamſhire, by whom he had two ſons and one daugh- 
ter, VIZ.

teſy, imparted unto me very many rarities for the 
furtherance of this preſent work; which, through 
his public reſpects to this county, having with no 
ſmall induſtry and coſt been got together, I have, 
in nr at e Panc of the favour, and to his laſt- 
ing honour, cited in all places where they are made 
uſe of.”

ANDREW ARCHER, was one of the knights of 
the ſhire for the county of Warwick, in the par- 
liaments called in the ſecond of William ar.d Mary, 
the ſeventh of William the Third, the three laſt 
parliaments of queen Anne, and in the firſt of 
George I. | | 

July 7, 1711, he was appointed one of the 
commiſſioners to enquire into the numbers and qua- 
lity of the forces, in her majeſty's pay in Spain 
and Portugal, and to examine the ſtate of the pay- 
ments and accompts relating to the ſaid forces, and 
to the garriſons of Portmahon and Gibraltar ; and 
alſo the accompts of the agents · victuallers, and 
commiſſioners of ſtores in thoſe parts. On which 
he, together with the others in commiſſion, pro- 
ceeded to Leghorn, where they embarked for Port- 
mahon, and from thence to Gibraltar and Portu- 
gal: and having executed their commiſſion with 
great integrity and honour, retumed to England 
in 1713. On their repott made to the houſe of 
commons of cheir proceedings, it was reſerred to 
the commiſſioners of the public accounts, to ex- 
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amine them, and make their report; and with 
them-it reſted, notwithſtanding the continual ap- 
plication of the ſaid commiſſioners to them to make 
their report. On May 25, 1715, a motion being 
made in the houſe of commons that leave be 
given to bring in a bill to appoint commiſſioners 
for taking, examining, and ſtating the public ac- 
comp's of the kingdom, Mr. Archer, who then 
ſat in the houſe as one of the knights for Warwick- 
ſhire, oppoſed it; and ſhewed the inutility of uch 
commiſſioners, mentioning particularly the beha- 


viour of the former ones; to whom the houſe of 


commons had teferred the report of the commiſ- 
ſioners ſent into Spain and. Portugal for their obs 
ſervations thereupon; who, n the 
ſaid report contained as great diſcoveries of em- 
bezzlements of public money as ever appesei de. 
fore the houſe, yet let them paſs in lem where: 
upon the motion wes rejected by a great maſority. 
On the diſſolution of that parliament, March 10, 
1720-21, Mr. Archer  coatenting himſels: with 
the honour of having bęen elected for the counfτ 
of Warwick in ſix parliamegts, and with the ſa- 
tisfaction of having ſhe wia ſteady zeal for, the 
ſervice of his country Whilſt he ſat in pat liament, 
and alſo in the faithful execution of the commiſſion 
that he was entruſted wich, he then choſe to retire 
from publie buſineſs, and re ſided chiefly at his fa- 
mily ſeat at Umberſlade, which he had rebuilt. in 
an elegant manher,. accotding'to the modern taſte, 
and there died on Detember 31, 1741, aged 
eighty· two. He had alſo ſuch a regard to the me- 
mory of his father, that be erected on the north 
wall of the chancel in the church of Tanworth, 
over the family - vault, an handſome monument of 
black marble, having natural veins and branches 
of gold colour all over it, with a ball at the top; 
and at the bottom are figures mourning, and other 
emblems of mortality, in ſtatuary marble. On 
the table below is this-inſcription :

In the reign of George I. he was envoy extra- 
ordinary and plenipotentiary to the court of Po- 
land; and after the acceſſion of his late majeſty, 
he was nominated one of the ambaſſadors to the 
propoſed congreſs at Augſburg; and, after the 
concluſion of the peace, was ſworn of his majeſty's 
privy- council, and conſtituted ambaſſador extra- 
ordinary and plenipotentiary to the court of Vi- 
enna. 

His lordſhip married Henrietta-Frederica, daugh-

The earl of Eſſex 
returning to England in September, 1599, Sir 
Moſes continued in thearmy under Charles Blount, 
lord Mountjoy, his Jordſhip's ſucceſſor as lord lieu- 
tenant ; and was by kim conſtituted governor of 
Olderfleet-caſtle, an important fortreſs in thoſe 
times, as it guarded the” harbour of Larne from 
the invaſion of the Scots. 

After the acceſſion of king James I. to the crown 
of England, Sir Moſes was, by that monarch, in 
conſideration of his ſufficiency, valour, ſkill, and 
long experience of his ſervice in Ulſter, conſtituted, 
on December 15, 1603, the firſt provoſt-marel- 
chal of the forces of Carrickfergus, and allowed a 
fee of ſix ſhillings a day. He ſerved under Ar- 
thur, lord Chicheſter, many years lieutenant of 
Ireland: and king James, for the reaſons mention- 
ed in the patent, viz. ** foraſmuch as the multi- 
tude of male factors, and other looſe and idle per- 
ſons, within the province of Ulſter, required that 
his majeſty ſhould correct and repreſs them by ſome 
ſpeedier and ſharper means, than by the ordinary 
courſe of common laws; and conſidering the mar- 
tial law and orders thereof to be very neceſſary for 
the reformation of ſuch looſe vagrants ; and, hav- 


ing had good experience of the circumſpection, in-

and puniſhment by death, or otherwiſe, according 
to the nature of the offence. 


This Sir Moſes Hill, of Hillſborough, depart 
this life in the-ſeventy-ſixth year of his age, Rs 
month of February, 1629-30, 5 Car. I. being 
then poſſeſſed of divers: eſtates in the counties of 
Downe and Antrimy for which laſt. he ſerved in 
parliament, A. D. 1613,

PETER HiLL, the eldeſt fon and heir of Sir Mo- 
ſes Hill, of Hillſborough, before-mentioned, was 
ſheriff of the county of Downe, and provoſt-mare- 
ſchal thereof, A. D. 16413 and being in Dub- 
lin (as he ſets forth in his depoſition) when the Iriſh 
maſſacre began, he was ſent, from that city, in a 
veſſel, by the lords juſtices, and privy-council, to 
the ſaid county, with directions, that, if poſſible, 
a quarter-fefſion might be held, within the ſame, 
for indicting the rebels.

Cotemporary with this Sir John Hill, lived Sir Robert Hill, 


of Shilfton, in the ſaid county of Devon, who, being likewiſe 
brought up to the law, was appointed ſerjeant to king Henry 
IV. in 1400; and about nine years after was advanced to the 
office of one of the juitices of the court of Common-Pleas, in 
which he was continued by the two ſucceeding monarchs, 
Henry V. and Henry VI. Sir Robeit poſſeſſed a great eſtate, 
which his potterity enjoyed about nine generations, till it was 
waſted and diſpoſed of by Rabert Hill, eſquire, and his ſon 
Edward; ihe family theu diiperied,

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he had firſt notice of the general riſing of the Iriſh

Ax TRHUR HILL, of Hillſborough, younger ſon 
of Sir Moſes Hill, aforeſaid. This Arthur, being 
colonel of a regiment, which he raiſed in 1641, 
by dire&ion of the government, for king Charles 
I. againſt the Iriſh, was one of thoſe officers, who 
were deputed in 1644, by the army in Ireland, to 
apply to the king and parliament of England for 
fuccours againſt the rebels; and was alſo one of 
thoſe, who gallantly refuſed to take the Solemn 
League and Covenant, which general Monro en- 
deavoured to introduce by force into the northern 
army. After Ireland had ſubmitted to the Eng- 
liſh parliament, in 1647, he continued to ſerve 
againſt. the I:iſh; and had an order, dated at Cork. 
June 17, 1652, to receive the ſum of one hundred 
pound towards defraying his charges in coming 
from Uliter to the head-quarters, attending at Kil- 
kenny and other places, and for ſpecial ſervice 
done by him touching the forces and ſtores, and 
other public affairs. He was, in the laſt- men- 
tioned year, nominated one of the commiſſioners 
of the tevenue for the precinct of Belfaſt; and on 
November 21, 1653, was appointed a commil- 
ſioner in the ſame precinct for examining the delin- 
quency of. the leich. He had alſo an order, dated 
Auguſt 6, 1656, (“ in conſideration of his many 
public and eminent ſervices, together with his ſut- 
ferings, both in and after the rebellion, to the great 
furtherance and advancement of the public intereſt“) 
to receive i cool. in full ſatisfaction for his ſaid ſer- 
vices and ſufferings. 

1 his Arthur Hill, eſquire, though he ſubmitted 
to the prevailing powers, yet was amongſt the firſt 
who came into the meaſures for the reftoration of

king Charles II. and heartily concurred with othe 
loyaliſts towards effecting it: after which, he was 
on March 19, 1660-61, conſtituted one of the 
comrutſſioners of the court of claims, for putting 
in execution his majeſty's declaration, of Novem- 
ber 30 preceding, Er the ſettlement of Ireland, 
and ſatis faction of the ſeveral intereſts of adventu- 
rers, ſoldiers and others. As he had ſignally ma- 
nifeſted his zeal for the re-eftabliſhment of the con- 
ſtitution, even at the hazard of his life and eſtate, 
by his endeavours in Ireland to reftore the king, he 
was ſworn a member of his majeſty's privy-council 
in that kingdom : and got a pardon, dated at 
Weſtminſter, November 18, 1661, for all the 
crimes, &c. committed by him during the courſe 
of the rebellion; an expedient which was judged

He built, during the ſcenes of confuſion, at his 


couragement of Engliſh planters, and ſecurity of 


| the country, a conſiderable place of ſtrength, called 


H illſborough, which was fortified with four baſ- 
tions, and commanded the chief roads in the coun- 
ty of Downe, leading from Dublin to Belfaſt and 
Carrickfergus : but his majeſty, conſidering that 
the ſurprize thereof, upon any inſurrection, might 
prove very prejudicial to his ſervice, and how 
much a guard therein would conduce to the ſafety 
of the country, granted, on December 20, 1660, 
a patent for erecting it into a royal garriſon, by the 
name of Hillſborough fort, with a conſtable, or 


officer, to command it, and twenty warders to be. 


nominated and choſen by him ; the conſtable to 
have an allowance of three ſhillings and four pence 
a day, and the warders fix pence each; and con- 
ferred the office of conſtable on Mr. Hill, and his 
heirs ard aſſignees, for ever. King Charles, like- 
wiſe, being truly ſenſible (as his majeſty expreſſeth 
him'elf) of Mr. Hill's eminent ſervices and faith- 
fulneſs to him, amply teſtified in his induſtrious la- 
bours and endeavours towards his reſtoration to bis 
crown and kingdoms, confirmed to him, by pa- 
tent dated December 19, 1662, his eſtates of Hills- 
borough, Culcary, Cromlyne, &c. in the lower 
barony of Iveagh, and county of Downe, which 
were anew erected into the manor of Hillſborough, 
with a demeſneof fifteen hundred acres, and liberty 
to impark one thouſand more, or a greater number, 
for deer; power to hold courts, &c. with a weekly 
market on Thurſday, at Hillſborough, and a fair 
there on every Wedneſday of every month between 
March 1, and November zo; and a Wedneſday 
market, with a fair, at Aneſbury. His majeſty, 
moreover, in order to encourage Engliſh people to 
reſide at the before- mentioned Hillſborough Fort, 
and for the more ſpeedy planting of the ſaid ma- 
nor, as well as for the better ſecuring the ſaid fort, 
allotted one hundred acres, in the town and lands 
of Hillſborough, to be a free borough and corpo- 
ration, conſiſting of a ſovereign, twelve burgeſles 
and free commoners, and to have, among other 
conſiderable privileges, that moſt valuable one of 
ſending two members to parliament. 

He fat in ſeveral Iriſh parliaments, particularly 
in that of 1641, when he ſhewed himſelf a rigo- 
rous proſecutorot Thomas Wentworth, earl of Straf- 
ford, for his proceedings, when deputy of Ireland ; 
and in that, called by Oliver Cromwell, to meet at 

F M Weſtmin- 
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Weſtminſter, in 1656, to repreſent the common- 
wealth of England, Scotland, and Ireland, he fat 
for the counties of Downe, Antrim, and Armagh. 
He was returned for the county of Downe to the 
parliament of 1661. 5 

The king's revenue having fallen many thou- 
ſand pounds ſhort of the eſtimate value of the cuſ- 
toms and exciſe, his majeſty appointed one of the 
members of his privy· council to fit conſtantly with 
the commiſſioners of thoſe revenues, and aſſiſt in 
the ordering of thoſe affairs; and on October 21, 
conſtituted Mr. Hill his agent and commiſſioner 
for inſpecting into his cuſtoms and exciſe. 

This eminent ſtateſman and warrior was twice 
married, firſt to Anne, eldeſt daughter of Sir Ri- 
chard Bolton, knight, (recorder of Dublin, chief 
baron of the exchequer, and lord high chancellor 
of Ireland) by his wife Frances, daughter of Ri- 
chard Walter, of Stafford, eſquire; and, ſecond, 
to Mary, daughter of Sir William Parſons, one of 
the lords juſtices of Ireland, and anceſtor to the 
earls of Roſſe. | 

His firſt lady (who was buried at St. Bride's, 
Dublin, on January 7, 1636) bore him three ſons, 
VIZ. 

1. Moyſes, or Moſes Hill, his heir.

By his ſecond lady he was father of three ſons.

and was buried in St. Malachias's church, at Hillſ- 
borough, a well contrived edifice, which he built, 
in 1662, at his own coſt, in form of a croſs, on a 
riſing ground, as more convenient for the inhabi- 
tants than the old pariſh church. He was ſuc- 
ceeded by his before-mentioned eldeſt fon, 

Mosks Hil, eſquire, who, after the rebellion 
began in 1641, was a lieutenant-colonel in the 
army; and in 1661, was member of parliament 
for the town of Drogheda. He wedded his couſin, 
Anne, eldeſt daughter and coheir of Francis Hill, 
of Hill-hall, before-mentioned : and by her (who 
died in July 1683) left at his death (which hap- 
pened on April 19, 1664) three daughters.

June 9, 1669, he had a grant of a Monday mar- 
ket, and two fairs, viz. on April 15 and 16, and 
September 21 and 22, at Carquillin, otherwiſe 
Eight Miles Bridge. On May 29, 1671, 23 Car, 
II. in virtue of the acts of ſettlement, he paſſed 
ray for the lands of Liſstullycurreran, Tough- 

lane, and others in the barony of lower Iveagh, 
at the rent of ten pound and a halfpenny, during 
the unexpired term of a leaſe, made ,on March 8, 
1636, for ninety-nine years; the rents and rever- 
ſion of which, having been purchaſed by. his father 
before the rebellion of 1641, were not to be lia- 
ble to the ſaid rent after the expiration of the ſaid 
term. | 
In 1676, he, with Sir James Shaen, and others, 
farmed the revenue of Ireland at a great yearly 
rent; and having, by unavoidable accidents, be- 
come much in arrear, his eſtates in the counties of 
Downe and Drogheda were ſeized, and the rents 
paid into the exchequer, until he obtained a releaſe 
and diſcharge thereof by patent, dated at Weſt- 
minſter, January 5, 1686-7, 2 Jac. II. 

On November 13, 1678, he was made lord 
lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the counties of 
Downe and Antrim ; and was of the privy-council 
to king Charles II, and king James II. But being 
in England in 1689, when king James called a 
parliament at Dublin, he was among the number 
of abſentees attainted by that furious aſſembly, con- 
trary toking James's deſire and remonſtrances, and 
his eſtate, together with his mother's jointure, lay 
under ſequeſtration, until reſtored on the reduction 
of Ireland by king William, of whoſe privy-coun- 
cil he was ſworn a member on December 1, 1690. 

He had two wives, firſt, Eleanor, daughter to 
Dr. Michael Boyle, archbiſhop of Armagh, lord 
high chancellor of Ireland, and one of the lords 
Juſtices of that kingdom, in the reign of Charles 
II. and by her was father of an only ſon, Michael 
Hill, eſquire, his heir: and, ſecondly, Mary, eldeſt 
daughter to Marcus Trevor, firſt viſcount Dungan- 
non; and by her (who died at London on July q, 
1711) had two ſons, viz. Arthur Hill, eſquire, 
who, at his death in the twenty-firſt year of his 
age, was a cornet in the duke of Ormond's regi- 
ment; and Marcus Hill, eſquire, who was edu- 
cated at Oxford, and reſided at Holt-Foreſt, in 
Hampſhire, where he died on April 6, 1751, un- 
married, and left the bulk of his ane to the pre- 
ſent lord Harwich. 

The ſaid William Hill, eſquire, father of the 
laſt-mentioned perſons, made, on July 7, 1692, 
his will, the probate whereof is-dated at London, 
on November 20, 1693, in which year he died, be- 
ing then in the fifty. ſecond year of his age, and had 
ſepulture in the church of Kenſington, in Middle- 
ſex, in a vault under the communion-table, made 
for that purpoſe, in which are alſo depoſited the bo- 
dies of his ſecond wife, and his ſon Marcus. By 
his ſaid will, he confirmed all his family ſettle- 
ments ; bequeathed ten pound to the poor of 
Hillſborough, and two pound to thoſe of the pa- 
riſh where he ſhould die, which happened to be 
Chelſea, in the aforeſaid county of Middleſex. 
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MichazlL Hits, eſquire, eldeſt ſon and heir to 
the aforeſaid” William Hill, of Hillſborough, eſ- 
uire, was of the privy council to king William; 
erved for the borough of Saltaſh in the Engliſh par- 
:iament, as he did alſo in the Iriſh ſor Hillsborough ; 
and was lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the 
county of Downe. In 1690, he married Anne, 
daughter of Sir John Trevor, of Brinkinalt, in 
the county of Denbigh, knight, maſter of the 
rolls in England, ſpeaker; of the houſe of com- 
mons, and firſt lord commiſſioner of the great ſeal; 
and by her had two ſons, Trevor, created viſcount 
Hillsborough, and Arthur Hill, eſquire, of whom 
afterwards; and a daughrer, Anne, who wedded 
the honourable St. John Brodrick, eldeſt ſon of 
Alan, firſt viſcount Middleton, lord high chancellor 
of Ireland, and by him was mother of five daughters. 
This Michael Hill, eſquire, died, A. b. 1699, in 
the 27th year of his age, and was interred, in the fa- 
mily vault at Hillſborough. His lady ſurvived 
him, and was the third wife of the aforeſaid Alan, 
viſcount Middleton, and died his widow on Janu- 
ary 5, 1747, having had no iſſue by him. She

Common-pleas, and granted him out of the cuſtoms 
ot London, Briſtol, and Hull, one hundred and ten 
marks yearly, ultra conſuetum fœdum, ut ſtatum 
ſuum decentius tenere & expenſas ſuftinere valerer 
and moreover the ſum of five pounds ſix ſhillings 
and ten- pence halfpenny, for a robe and furrs, 
and three pounds fix ſhillings and ſixpence, for a 
ſummer robe, called linura. In the fifteenth year 
of this king; the prince of Wales was created a 
knight of the Bath, at which time ſeveral perſons 
of the firft diſtinction, and in the higheſt favour 
at court, were advanced to this honour, as the 
earl of Lincoln; Grey, the queen's ſon; Byran, 
chief juſtice of the Common-pleas ; and Lyttelton, 
that learned father of the law, as Mr. Habington, 
in his hiſtory of that reign, expreſſes it. 

He wrote his famous treatiſe on Tenures when he 
was a judge, after the fourteenth year of king 
Edward IV.

He 
had a grant allo of the advowſon of the vicatage 
of Bromſvrove, in the county of Worceſter, from 
the dean and chapter of Worcefter. He likewiſe 
held for the life ot dame Joan, his wife, half the 
manor of Grendon, with the advowſon of the 


church; the whole manor of Ingeſtre, with the 


aid ot king Henry VII. againſt Lambert Simnel, the 
earl of Lincoln, and his adherents, and was engaged 
in the battle of Stoke, near Newark; where after the 
victoty gained on the eleventh of June, he was by 
the king rewarded with the honour of knightho2d; 
He married to his firſt wife, Ellyn, widow of 
Thomas Fielding, eſquire, daughter and coheir of 
Thomas Walſh, of Wanſlip, in the county of 
Leiceſter by his wife the daughter and coheir of Sir

. In 21 Fdw. IV. he ſeals a deed with the mer- 
man, viz. a grant of an annuity to his brother Ri- 
chard, of Pillaton-hall. He was undoubtedly a 
benefactor to the priory church of Great Malvern, 
in Worceſterſhire ; for there remains at this day a 
portrait of him, finely painted in a window of the 
body of the church, with a tabard or ſurcoat of his 


arms, and his name inſcribed under it. There was 


likewiſe a portrait of the ſame kind, and of Ellyn, 
his firſt wife, in the north window of Over-Arely 
church, in Staffordſhire, remaining in the year 
1625, with theſe words inſcribed underneath, viz. 

Orate pro bono ſtatu Willie/mi Lyttelton, Arm. & 
Elyn u«oris ejus, qui feneſtram fiert ſecerunt. 

He departed this life at Frankley, in December 
1507, aged ſixty-five; and by will bequeaths his 
body to the monaſtery of Hales-Owen, to be in- 
terred betore the image of the Bleſſed Virgin, nigh 
the place and grave where his firſt wife lay buried: 
fettles on Mary, his wife, the manors of Frankley 
and Couleſdon, in the county of Worceſter, &c. &c. 

Joan LyTTELTON, his fon and heir, endowed 
his family (faith Mr. Habingdon, in his MS. An- 
tiq. of Worceſterſhire) with abundance of noble 
blood, by having in marriage Elizabeth, the daugh- 
ter and coheir of Sir Gilbert Talbot, of Grafton, 
in the county of Worceſter, by Anne, his wife, 
the daughter and coheir of Sir William Paſton, by 
Anne, his wife, third ſiſter and coheir to Edmund 
Beaufort, duke of Somerſet, grandion of John of 
Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter : in right of whom Lyt- 
telton and his poſterity have lawfully quartered the 
arms of France and England, within a bordure 

bone; and likewiſe all the arms and quarterings 
of Talbot and Paſton.

Jon LY TTELTON, his ſon and heir, was.a-mi- 
nor at his father's death. His wardſhip the king 


granted to Sir John Packington, knight, who 


married him to 1 his daughter and coheir; 
by which match Mr. Lyttelton greatly. increaſed his 
fortune, and was the better enabled to rebuild in 


a magnificent manner his ſeat at Frankley ; alſo 


ro purchaſe a very fair eſtate at Haleſowen, and 
likewiſe Hagley and Preſtwood for hunting ſeats. 

In 1553, queen Mary granted him for life the 
office of governor or conſtable of Dudley caſtle, in 
the county of Stafford, together with that of ran- 
ger of the old and new parks there; alſo cuſtos of 
the lodges, with a right of paunage, herbage, and 
warenage, in the whole manor of Dudley, with a 
ſalary of eighty pound per annum; and farther ap- 
pointed him high ſteward of the manors of Bir- 
mingham and Berkeſwell, in the county of War- 
wick, with a fee of ten pound per annum. 

The ſame year, he was choſe one of the knights 
for Worceſterſhire; and alſo ſerved the office of 
high ſheriff there, once in that reign, and twice in 
queen Elizabeth's. Though a papiſt, yet he en- 
joyed places of honour and truſt under queen Eli- 
zabeth, being one of the council of the marches 
of Wales, deputy-lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum 


of Worceſterſhire, and in the commiſſion of the 


peace for that county and Stafford. 

In 1556, the ſaid queen Elizabeth knighted 
him with other gentlemen of great diſtinction, at 
Kenelworth-caſtle, when ſhe honoured her favou- 
rite Robert Dudley, earl of Leiceſter, with a viſit 
there. e 

In 1570, a treaſonable letter was ſent to Sir John 
Lyttelton, and Sir Thomas Ruſſel, the queen's lieu- 
tenants in the county of Worceſter, from the popiſh 
rebels, who had fled to Edinburgh, containing a 
ſort of declaration of their intention to ſubvert the 
government and proteſtant religion; but how well 
inclined ſoever Sir John might be to the reſtoration 
of popery, he acted on this occaſion like a good 
ſubj-&, and immediately ſent the letter to ſecretary 


Cecil. | 


The year preceding the Spaniſh invaſion, we 


find a lift of all the juſtices of the peace in Wor- 
ceſterſtire, together with their valuations in the 
ſubſidy book, conditions and affections in religion, 
privately communicated by the biſhop of Worceſ- 
ter to ſecretary Cecil : the firſt perſon which oc- 
curs, is Sir John Lyttelton, “ cuſtos rotulorum, 
and accounted wiſe,” valued ſixty- ſix pound thirteen 
ſhillings and four pence 3 

Sir John died“ at Frankley, on February 13, 
1589-90, in the ſixty-ninth year of his age, and 
was buried, agreeable to his laſt will, in the pariſh 
church of Haleſowen.

GILBERT LyYTTELTON, his fon and heir, ſerved 


in parliament ſor Worceſterſhire, 13 and 14 Eliz. 
and was high ſheriff there the 26th of that reign. 
He reſided chiefly at Preſtwood, in the county of 


Stafford, where his father built a large houſe, part 


of which was lately the manſion of William Foley, 
eſquire. It was bought by Sir John Lyttelton, of 
Sutton, lord Dudley ; but there was great conten- 


tion between the two families, before the Lyttel- 


tons could get quiet poſſeſſion of it. 
In the month of October, 1562, lord Dudley 


armed one hundred and torty perſons, and came by 


night to Preſtwood, and forcibly carried off three 
hundred and forty-one ſheep, fourteen kine, one 
bull, and eight fat oxen, which they drove to Dud- 
ley, and there kept them. Replevins were imme- 


diately taken, but not delivered by the bailiffs, for 


fear of their being cut to pieces. After lord Dud- 
ley had killed and eaten part of them, the re- 


mainder were ſent towards Coventry, accompa- 


nied by ſixty armed men, in order to be ſold ; but 
his lordſhip changing his mind, he raiſed the inha- 
bitants of Dudley, Sedgley, Kingſwinford, and 
Rowley, to the number of. ſix or ſeven hundred 
perſons, who brought them back to Dudley-caſtle, 
where they roaſted them all. Upon this violent 


proceeding, a bill was filed in the Star- chamber 


againſt lord Dudley and his adherents ; where, up- 
on full proof of theſe illegal outrages, a reference 
was propoſed and accepted, and articles were ſigned 
the 24th of May, 1595, whereby lord Dudley 
agreed to pay one thouſand marks to Mr. Lyttel- 
ton, and all farther ſuit to ceaſe, 3

Jonn LyTTELTON, his eldeſt ſon and heir, fat 
in parliament for the county of Worceſter, the 2 7th 
and 28th of Eliz. his father and grandfather then 
living; and again in the 3gth year of the ſame 


reign, Being a man much reſpected for his wit 


and valour (to uſe the great Sir Francis Bacon's 
words, in his account of this gentleman's conduct 
in lord Eſſex's plot) and a Roman catholic, he was 
courted by lord Eſſex and his friends ; and in ſome 
meaſure drawn in by Sir Charles Davers to that 
conſpiracy which coſt Eſſex his head, and Lyttel- 
ton his eſtate, for he was tried and condemned for 
high treaſon at the King's-bench bar, on February 
20, 1600-1. The evidence on which the jury con- 
victed him was very ſlender to amount to high 
treaſon; the utmoſt that was proved againſt him, 
being no more than that he came to Drury-houſc 
at the cloſe of a treaſonable conſultation. He was 
charged indeed to have deſigned ſome miſchief and 
ſedition by the great number of horſes and quantity 
of arms he had in his inn, to which he anſwered : 
« That his eſtate was able to maintain good ſtore 
of horſes, and that he always delighted in arms 
and horſes.” Being condemned, he ſaid no more, 
but lifting up his eyes to heaven, We praiſe 
thee, O God, we acknowledge thee to be the Lord.” 

Sir Walter Raleigh was at that time in great fa- 
vcur and power at court, and was remarkably 
warm in proſecuting lord Eſſex, and his unfortu- 
nate adherents, with- the utmoſt rigour. A ver 
large ſum of money, privately paid him by Mr. 
Lyttelton and Bainham, ſo far indeed operated up- 
on him, that he ſaved their lives, but not their 
eſtates. 

The following moſt excellent letter, wrote from 
the dungeon in Newgate, to Sir Walter, ſhews the 
greatneſs of Sir John Lyttelton's ſpirit, and deſerved 
far better at the hands of Raleigh 


&« Sir, 

* It is not worthye the vertue and honour you 
profeſſe to perſecute perſons fallen into misfortunes. 
If heretofore you have borne me cauſeleſſe diſplea- 
ſure, now of all others is the time leſte ſeaſonabl 
to ſhewe it. Remember, Sir, what it is to be truely 
noble, and how it agreeth not with generous harte 
to delite to trample upon dejected fortunes. It i 


nowe in your power to do me good or ill offices; 
if you do me ill, you ſhall wrong your own repu- 
tation; if you do me good, you ſhall give me cawſe 
to be thankfull. There is allredy betweene your 
ſon and me one tye in blood and nature: I could 
be contente you did now double the knot with of- 
fices of love and friendſhip.

He was removed from Newgate to the King's- 
bench priſon, Southwark, ſhortly after his convic- 
tion, where he lived but a few months, being ſick 


(faith Cambden) of an irrecoverable diſeaſe at the 


time of his trial; and dying on the 25th of July, 
1601, aged thirty-nine, was interred in the church 
of St. George, in that borough, Mr. Habingdon 
(the Worceſterſhire antiquary) in a letter to his ſon, 
Sir Thomas Lyttelton, dated in 1630, has theſe 
words: „ Sir, if you would lay but a ſtone over 
your father, and write thereon but John Lyttelton, 
eſquire, the ſame will ſufficiently blaze his exceed- 
ing worth.” In Habingdon's account of the Lyt- 
telton family, in his Survey of Worceſterſhire, he 
gives the following character of him: John 
Lyttelton, a man of that undaunted ſpirit, as he 
trampled over all afflictions; ſcorning as duſt his 
large revenues ; and of that reſignation and ſubmiſ- 
ſion to allmighty God, as he eſteemed himſelf not 
a man, but a worm, of all which I being an eye- 
witneſs, doe hope that this heir of the worthy 


judge hath fo acquitted himſelf at the tribunal of 


our eternal Judge, that his faults and imperfections 
being waſhed away by the blood of Chriſt, he poſ- 
ſeileth never-ending felicitye: and I wiſh theſe my 


poore lines were a tomb of braſs to celebrate his 
memorial.“

upwards, debts, which her huſband and his father had 
contracted; and though ſhe exerciſed a proper fru- 
gality, yet was remarkably hoſpitable and charita- 
ble: but the moſt glorious part of her conduct, 
was the breeding up her children in the proteſtant 
religion, their anceſtors having from the reforma- 
tion to that time adhered to the old errors of the 
church of Rome.* After a life thus ſpent in good 
works, ſhe exchanged it for a better, dying at Hag- 
ley-hall, the 10th day of April, 1630, where in the 
church-yard ſhe lies buried under a plain tomb,

Sir THOMAS LYTTELTON, her eldeſt ſon, was 
choſe knight for Worceſterſhire, in the two laſt 
parliaments of king James I. and three others of 
king Charles I. In 1613, he ſerved the office of 
high ſheriff of Staffordſhire. In 1618, he was 
knighted at Whitehall, having a few months be- 
fore been created a baronet. Upon the breaking 
out of the civil war, he adhered to the king's 
party. The county of Worceſter being entirely in 
his majeſty's intereſt, Sir Thomas had the chief 
military command there, the king by letter dated 
the 25th of June, 1642, ordering him to repair 
immediately to his houſe in Worceſterſhire, where 
he was appointed colonel of all the militia, and 
commiſſioner of array jointly with the lords Dud- 
ley and Coventry, Sir John Packington, and others. 


The year following he was a member of the Ox- 


ford parliament ; and the very next year he was 
taken in arms at Bewdley, by the parliament 
forces, and ſtreightly confined in the Tower of 
London. During his impriſonment, his eſtate 
was put under ſequeſtration ; an order of the roth 
of March, 1644-5, paſſing the houſe, that Sir 
Thomas Lyttelton ſhould pay four thouſand pounds 
for his delinquency. About this time alſo, his 
line ſeat at Frankley was burat to the ground by 
prince Rupert, having been garriſoned by the 
prince for the king; and he, being obliged to 
diſldge, took this effectual method, to prevent 
the enemy making the like uſe of it. Sir Thomas 
obtained his liberty after ſome years cloſe confine 
ment; but enjoyed it a very ſhort time, dying on 
the 22d of February, 1649-50, at Newraſtle-houſe,

Theſe words were appointed to be hereon in- 
ſcribed by Sir Thomas LyYTTELTON, of 
Frankley, in the county of Worceſter, Knr. 
2nd Bart. who died the 22d of Feb. 1649-50, 
and was buried under this ſtone, together with 
Dame CarhARINE, his wife, who died the 
24th of June, 1666, full of years and good 
works. 


Sir Thomas got a very good eſtate with this 
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Round, and Paynton, all in the county of Salop; 
the manor of Hownſlow, in Middleſex ; the rec- 
tory impropriate, and advowſon of the vicarage 
of Laxton, in the county of Nottingham; the 
rectory impropriate, and advowſon of the vicarage 
of All Saints, in the county of Northampton; with 
divers lands and tenements in Bliſworth, in the 
county of Northampton; lands and tenements in 
Kirkby-Kendal, in Weſtmoreland ; with the rec- 
tory impropriate, and advowſon of the ſaid vica- 
rage, and the chantry lands formerly belonging to 
the ſaid church, lands and tenements in Litherland, 
Beckenſhaw, and Rufford, in Lancaſhire, with 
divers buildings in Hare-court, at the Inner Tem- 
ple, London, called Crompton's-buildings. In 
his laſt will, dated December 20, 1644, ** Con- 
cerning my goods (he ſays) which by theſe un- 
happy wars are of ſmall value, I give my jewels, 
plate, and chattels of all forts, to my wife, ex- 
cept to my nephew, John Tracy, 
eſquire, my ruby ring; to Sherington Talbot. 
eſquire, twenty pounds ; to my wife five hundred 
pounds; to the poor of Haleſowen ten pounds, 
and of Hagley five marks, &c.“ 

Sir HENRY LyTTELTON, the fifth, but eldeſt 
ſurviving ſon, ſucceeded his father in title and 
eſtate. In 1654, he was ſeiſed by warrant from 
Cromwell, and confined in the Tower, on ſuſpi- 
cion of having deſigns to ſubvert the government, 
a large quantity of arms being diſcovered in a pri- 
vate chamber, at his houſe at Hagley. He was 
kept a cloſe priſoner ſeventeen months ; his eſtate 
put under ſequeſtration, and the then expenſive 
office of the ſheriffalty of Worceſterſhire laid upon 
him (A. D. 1655) during his confinement. A very 
ſhort time before the reſtoration took place, he was 
honoured with the following letter from the king, 
all wrote in his hand ; which ſhews how high a 
value the king ſet upon his ſervices :

Sir Henry died at Over-Areley, in Staffordſhire 
(where he chiefly refided) the 24th of June, 1693, 
aged ſixty-nine; and was buried in that church, 
where is a very handſome monument erected to 
his memory, ornamented with a ſhield, containing 
his own arms and ſupporters, and eleven quarter- 


ings, with the following inſcription :

He 
was firſt married to Mrs. PRILApELUPHIA

In the chancel of this church lies alſo buried 
his brother, Captain WILLIAM LVYTTELTON, 
and his beloved nephew, Henry LyTTEL- 
rox, eldeſt fon of Sir CHARLES LYTTELTON: 


Sir CHARLES LYTTELTON, brother and heir 
of Sir Henry, took to arms early in his youth; 
and, during the civil wars, was in the town of 
Colcheſter, when it underwent that ſevere ſiege 
from Cromwell's forces. After the ſurrender of 
the town, he eſcaped into France; but returned 
to England in the year 1659, juſt before Sir 
George's Booth's riſing in Cheſhire for the king. 
How conſiderable a ſhare he had in that bold and 


' ſpirited attempt, to reſtore the king and conſtitu- 


tion, appears by the following paſſage, in lord 
Mordaunt's letter to the king, concerning that 
tranſaction : | 


Calais, Oct. 11th, 1659. 


4 Charles Lyttelton landed here yeſterday, and 
deſires his duty may be humbly preſented to your 
majeſty. I cannot forbear doing him right to 
aſſure your majeſty, no perſon appeared more 
conſiderable (Sir George Booth only excepted) 


than he; and he had undoubtedly carried Shrewſ-

bury, but that one misfortune on another hap-

That deſign miſcarrying, he was taken priſoner; 
and confined in the Gatehouſe, Weſtminſter ; but 
ſoon obtaining his liberty, he returned to his royal 
maſter, and ſerved him in a private capacity with 
more ſucceſs than he had been able to do in a pub- 
lic one; for it appears by other letters, in the Or- 
mond collection (from whence the above was ex- 
tracted) that he was employed on many ſecret and 
important meſſages, between the king and his 
friends in England, at that critical conjuncture, 
juſt preceding the reſtoration. How favourably 


Sir Edward Hyde thought of him, at that time, 
though he does not vouchſafe to mention him in 


his Hiſtory, appears from the following letter of 
his to the marquis of Ormond. 


“ Colonel Whitley tells me, that Charles Lyt- 
telton is gone poſt to the king, with letters to the 
king from my lord Mordaunt. I ſhall not need to 
deſire you to make very much of Charles Lyttel- 
ton, who is a very worthy young man; and, I 
pray you oblige him to tell you (and call to him 
from me) the pleaſant diſcourſe he had with lord 
Berkley, the morning before his departure; and 
if he be not worth his weight in gold, &e.“ 


In 1662 he was knighted, and went ſoon after 
to Jamaica, with lord Windlor, as lieutenant-go- 
vernor; who quickly leaving that iſland, on ac- 


count of ill health, Sir Charles Lyttelton remained 
ſole governor, and built the rown of Port Royal, 
which was almoſt entirely deſtroyed by the great 
earthquake in 1692. On his return to England, 
he was appointed colonel of the duke of York's 
regiment. . In 1673, he was made governor of 
Sheerneſs and Landguard-fort; and had other 
employments under the crown in the reign of 
king Charles II. During king James Il's reign, 
he ſat in parliament for the borough of Bewdley, 
and had the command of the princeſs of Den- 
mark's regiment, and was brigadier-general till the 
revolution, when he reſigned all his employments 
on account of the oaths, and retired to his houſe 
at Weſt-Sheene, near Richmond, till his brother, 
Sir Henry's death, when he ſettled at Hagley for 
the remainder of his life. 

He was twice married : firſt, to Catharine, 
daughter of Sir William Fairfax, of Steton, in 


| Yorkſhire, knight, (and widow of Mr. Liſter) by 


whom he had one ſon, born at fea, in their paſſage 
from England to Jamaica ; who, together with 
the mother, died not long after in that iſland, and 
were both interred in the church of Spaniſh town. 
A monument was erected there to her memory, 
on which are inſcribed theſe epitaphs :

In 1737, he was appointed principal ſecre- 
tary to the then prince of Wales; and in 1744, one 
ofthe lords commiſſioners of the treaſury, which 
reſigning in 1754, was made cofferer to his majeſ- 
ty's houſhold, and privy- counſellor. Having re- 
ſigned the office of cofferer, in December 1755, he 
was appointed chancellor and under- treaſurer of 
his majeſty's court of exchequer; and by letters 
patent, dated the 19th of November, 1737, 31 
Geo. II. was created a peer of Great Britain, by the 
ſtyle and title of lord Lyttelton, baron of Frank- 
ley, in the county of Worceſter. He married 
Lucy, the daughter of Hugh Forteſcue, of Fil- 
leigh, in the county of Devon, eſquire, by Lucy, 
his ſecond wife, the daughter of Matthew, lord

(which began on April 6, 1199) of ten knights- 
fees, Iveforna and Ivefarba, in Kerry: and an an- 
cient rent is reſerved to this family, from time im- 
memorial, out of the territory of Kerry, of four- 
pence by the acre from Bealtra to Grahane, called 
the rent of acres. He founded the Grey Franciſ- 
can friery of Ardfert, a noble ſtructure, over the 
gate whereof is inſcribed the date of its founda- 
tion, M. CC. L. III. He departed this life on 
the feaſt of St. Peter and St. Paul (June 29) 1280, 
8 Ed. I. at Browry, the houſe of his ſon- in- law; 
and was interred on the north - ſide of the great al- 
tar in the ſaid friery at Ard fert. 

His lordſhip wedded Grany (Grace) daughter to

On March 19, 1660-61, he was nominated one of the 
commiſſioners of the court of claims relating to the Iriſh 
eſtates: and king Charles, in his inſtructions for the execu- 
tion of the act of ſettlement, ordered lands to be aſſigned him 
for his outſtanding debentures, according to the directions in 
his majeſty's letter of January 2, 1669-61, that all the for- 
feited lands, which had been ſet out to him, and of which he 
had been poſſeſſed on May 7, 1659, ſhould be confirmed to 
him for ever; which was accordingly done by the ſaid act, 
and in virtue thereof he had ſeven grants of lands by his letters 
patent, and his lady two. | | 

On April 11, 1661, he received the honour of knighthood 
from his majeſty ; and was returned one of the burgeſſes for 
Eniſcorthy, in the county of Wexford, to the parlament which 
was convened at Dublin, on May , that year. 

Sir William Petty raiſed his reputation to a great height, 
A. b. 1663, by the ſucceſs his invention of the double-bottom -

He 
was qualified, by his natural and acquired talents, to be an 
uſeful member of ſociety, and to add luſtre to the higheſt pre-

Henry, younger brother to the ſaid Charles, ſucceeded up- 
on his death to the family eſtate: and on September 14, 1696, 
8 William III. obtained a re-grant, and confirmation, by 
patent, of 32, 309 acres, 3 roods, and 10 perches, of planta- 
tion meaſure '(amounting to 52,336 acres, 2 roods, and 10 
perches of Engliſh flatute meaſure) in the barony of Glane- 
roughty, in the county of Kerry, with an abatement of the 
quit-rents thereof ; and, in like manner, of 21,101 acres, 3 
roods, and 35 perches, of plantation meaſure (making 34,181 
acres, 2 roods, and 32 perches, of Engliſh ſtatute meaſure) in 
the barony, of Dunkeron, in the ſaid county ; both parcels con- 
taining in the whole upwards of 135 ſquare miles, of Engliſh 
ſlatute meaſure, All thoſe lands in the barony of Dunkeron 


were, by patent bearing date July 20, 1721, erectedinto the 
minor of Dunkeron, purſuant to his petition for that purpoſe ; 
wherein he ſet forth, that the premiſes were ſituate in the ex- 
treme part of the kingdom rowards the weſtern ſeas, and in a 
coarſe and mountainous country, and for the moſt part inha- 
bited by papiſts, who, living very remote from all courts of 
law, or juſtice, had hitherto ated without any regard to 
either; and though he had uſed his utmoſt endeavours to re- 
claim them, yet the ſame had hitherto proved unſucceſsful, for 
want of having a legal form of jultice eſlabliſned in that part of 
the country : that there were very conſiderable woods on the 
ſaid tract of ground, which, if preſerved, would have been of 
public uſe and ſervice to the country; but the ſituation, people, 
and their circumſtances, being remote from, and not fearing 
the laws, nor the adminiſtration thereof, the ſaid woods were 
almoſt deſtroyed by them: and foraſmuch as he had nothin 
more at heart, than the planting the ſal colony with ws, 
tants, and making the ſaid papiſts in ſome meaſure amenable 
to law, which he was in great hopes of compaſliog, if his ma-

much advanced in years, had not ſet out in ſearch 
of him. She embarked, with her daughter, at 
Dingle, and landing in France, proceeded to Mi- 
Jan, where ſhe acquainted his lordſhip with his 
ſituation, Upon that, he ſet out for Ireland; but 
the good old woman died in her return.

nour. His lordſhip, alſo, in conſideration of his 
good ſervices to the ſaid queen Mary, and her bro- 
ther king Edward VI. received, by patent, dated 


at Weſtminſter, October 23 following, a grant and | 


confirmation of his eſtate, to hold for ever of the 


crown by the ſame rents and ſervices, as any of his 


anceſtors had held the ſame. 

His lordſhip ſat in the parliaments held 3 and 4 
Phil. and Mary, and 2 Eliz. by the title of Tho- 
mas Fitz-Maurice, baron of Lackſnaway, vulga- 
riter vocatus Baro de Kery, On March 14, 1578-9, 
he was introduced by Thomas Butler, tenth earl of 
Ormond, in the camp, to the lord deputy, Sir 
William Drury, then proſecuting the earl of Deſ- 
mond; and made a tender of his ſervice : but in 
1581, 23 Eliz. when the tranquility of Ulſter 
ſeemed to be eſtabliſhed, and the army was, on 
that account, reduced to four hundred foot and 
fifty horſe, and the garriſons diſcharged, this no- 


bleman and his ſon (provoked at the bard uſage of 
the governor, who intercepted his lordſhip's provi. 
ſions, and fcarce allowed him whereon to ſubſiſt) 
roſe in arms, took the. caſtles of Adare and Li. 
connell, and ravaged the countries of Tipperary, 
Ormond, and Waterford, until the governor, John 
Zouch, marched from Cork into his country of 


y | Clan- Maurice. Upon that he abandoned the caſtle 


of Adare, defaced his own of Lixnaw, and gave 
the governor battle in the wood of Liſconnel; but 
his forces being there defeated, he. retired to the 
mountains of Slewlogher. Meeting with a ſecond 


repulſe, ſoon after, at Glanfliſh, from captain 


Dowdall, with the loſs of one hundred and fifty 
men and all his proviſions, and the diſperſion of 
his friends and followers, he was reduced to very 
great diſtreſs; and profeſſing a ſorrow for what he 
had done, applied to the beforementioned earl of 
Ormond (whom he had cauſeleſly injured by waſt- 
ing his country, and acknowledging his offence, 
beſought his protection, which that generous peer 
readily granted. 

His lordſhip being thus admitted to peace, he 
was preſent in the parliament held in 1585, by Sir 
John Perrot, lord deputy: and having been 
knighted by the lord deputy, Sir Henry Sidney, 
in 1567, and of the privy-council to king Henry 
VI. queen Mary, and queen Elizabeth, departed 
this life, at Lixnaw, on December 16, 159 , 33 
Eliz. aged eighty-eight years, He was interred 
in the cathedral of Ardfert, in the tomb of Philip 
Stack, biſhop of that ſee ; governor John Zouch, 
aforeſaid, who then kept a garriſon in the abbey, 
refuſing him burial among his anceſtors. 

This warlike nobleman (who was one of the 
moſt beautiful men of that age, and of ſuch 
ſtrength, that, within a few months. before his 
death, not three men in Kerry could bend his bow) 
married, ſoon after his return to Ireland, firſt, 
Margaret, called the Fair, ſecond daughter of 
James Fitz-Gerald, the fifteenth earl of Deſmond; 
ſecondly, Catharine, who was only daughter and 
heir to Tiege Mac Carthy (More) elder brother to 
Donald, earl of Clancarty, who dying of the ſmall- 
pox, in the iſſand of Eleanmoylenea, in Loughlea, 
was buried with her anceſtors in the Grey Friery 
of Irrinlaugh ; and, thirdly, Penelope, who was 
daughter of Sir Daniel O Brien, brother r6 Connor, 
the third earl of Thomond, and afterwards wedded 
Anthony O Laughlan, lord of Burren.

PaTRICK, the eldeſt fon and heir of lord Tho- 
mas, was the, 17th lord Fitz-Maurice of Kerry, 
and, whilſt very young, was ſent as hoſtage, in 
the reign of queen Mary, into England, where he 
was educated till upwards of twenty years of age. 
He had an employment in the court of queen 
Elizabeth, with whom he was in great favour and 
obtained her leave to return, to his native country : 
but upon his arrival there, he was induced to take up 
arms with his father, as aforeſaid; and afterwards 
joined thoſe, who were forſhaking off the dependance 
on England. In 1599,he with Thomas (Oge) and 
others, maintained. five hundred foot and thirty 
horſe, againſt the Engliſh, in Kerry; and pulled 
down his caſtle of Beaulieu, to prevent its falling 
into the hands of his antagoiſts, againſt whom he 
waged continual war, until he reſigned his breath, 
at Downlogh, on Auguſt 12, 1660, His death was 
occaſioned. by ſorrow for the loſs, on July 23 pre 
ceding, of Lixaaw, his principal ſeat, which had 
been ſapped by his lordſhip's order, and underſet 
with wooden props, that, if any Engliſh forces 
ſhould enter the country, fire being ſet to thoſe 
ſupports, the caſtle might jnſtantiy be ruined, 
which he rather wiſhed, than to ſee it made a gar- 
riſon by his adverſaries: but the ſudden march of 
the Engliſh army prevented his intention; and his 
lordſhip not liking their being ſo near as Carrigfoile, 
about two miles diſtant, ordered the caſtle of Beau- 
lieu to be demoliſhed, for the reaſon before-menti- 
oned.

His lordſhip perſiſted in his opinion 
and in November, that year (1600) his caſtle of 
Liſtowell, the laſt and only one which he had in 
Kerry, wastaken,with his proviſions and goods, by 
Sir Charles Wilmot : and the queen, in her directi- 
ons of December 2 1enſuing; enjoined, that, in every 
pardon granted, either general or' ſpecial, the 
titular carl of Deſmond (James Fitz-Gerald) his 
brother, John, and Pierce Lacey, with the knight 
of the valley, and this Thomas, ſhould be expreſsly 
excluded from any benefit thereof. However, the 
lords of the council, by their letters to the preſident, 
which he received on January 28; 1600-1, gave 
him power to accept of the three laſt (if he ſaw 
cauſe and pardon them for life only, provided they 
pertormed ſome ſignal ſervice to merit ſuch favour. 
hat condition being diſagreeable to his lord- 
ſhip, he was a commander, under O Donell, in 
the army which came with Hugh O Neile, earl of 
Tir-Oen (or Tyrone) to relieve the Spaniards in 
Kinſale; and after Tir-Oen's defeat, on Decem- 
ber 24, 1601, at that town, and the ſurrender 
thereof, he retired to Lixnaw-caſtle: but upon Sir 
Charles Wil mot's approach to reduce it, he left it 
to the care of his brother, Gerald; who ſurrendered 
upon terms. Sir Charles, after that, ſlew his 
lordſhip's kerne, brought his tenants to ſubjection, 
and acted with ſuch vigour, that he obliged him 
to quit the country of Clan- Maurice, and take re- 
fuge in Deſmond. His lordſhip aſſembled there 
about two hundred infantry and twenty horſe ; but 
theſe were ſoon routed by captain Thomas Bois, 
who likewiſe in a ſhort time afterwards took the

After the acceſſion of king James I. to the 
throne of England, on March 24, 1602-3, his 
lordſhip waited on him, and made an humble 
ſubmiſſion for the offence of himſelf and his father. 
His ' majeſty ſent. him back to Ireland, with a 
warrant to the lord deputy, Sir George Carey, | 
dated at Wilton, October 28, 1603, requiring

the whole country of Clan-Maurice from the ſaid 
rent and ſervice : and not only ſo, but by privy 
ſeal, dated at Weſtminſter, April 9, 1616, the 
ſame king, as a mark of his favour and royal 
bounty, was pleaſed to add ſo many caſtles, ho- 
nours and crown-lands, as ſhould amount to forty 
pounds a year in the fee-ſimple, and as many more 
as ſhould amount to the like ſum in fee-farm, in 
regard of his faithful ſervices to the crown, and the 
better to encourage and enable him to preſevere in 
his majeſty's ſervice, to which he was — moſt 
zealouſly affected: and foraſmuch as he had under- 
taken to diſcover, and at his own 3 bring 
to the crown, certain concealed rents and compo- 
ſition- money to the yearly value of one hundred 
pounds or thereabouts, king James, in conſidera- 
tion of that ſervice, granted to him for ever the 
moiety thereof. In conſequence of this warrant, 
his lordſhip had a patent, dated June 23, 1618, 
granting the lands of Curracullenagh, with many 
others in the counties of Kerry, Cork, Downe, 
Limerick, Meath, Sligo, and Monaghan, to be 
held by fealty, as of the caſtle of Dublin. 

His lordſhip was preſent in the parliament held 
A. D. 1615, and then had a diſpute with Chriſto- 
pher Fleming, lord Slane, about precedency; but 
the commiſſioners for executing the office of earl 
marſhal in England, by their letter, dated at 
Whitehall, January 17, 1615-16, determined the 
matter in his favour : notwithſtanding which, the 
lord-Slane, in 1624, at the inſtigation of the lords 
of the Pale, again demanding precedency, it was 
ordered by the lord deputy and council (on No- 
vember 17) after much debate and many proofs 
on both ſides, that the lord of Kerry and Lixnaw 
ſhould have and hold his place and precedency from

he was not only to be unmoleſted in his perſon, and 
to have his eſtate reſtored, but ought to be more- 
over fatisfied for the great loſſes which he ſuſtained 
by the ſequeſtration of his whole eſtate. _ Judg- 
thent in that caſe was not only. pronounced 0. 
femnly in his favour by the commiſſioners, but 
the demutrers, made by the truſtees for forfeited 
eſtates, and by the purchaſers of the lands, were 
over-ruled.

Mr. Whitlock writes, That 
Sir John tefuſing to kneel at the bar of the houſe 
of commons, and behavitig with great firmneſs, 
was by them committed Newgate, and ordered 
to be indicted of high treaſon. He endured in 
thoſe times of affliction, long and tedious impri- 
Tonments in the preſs-yard in Newgate, and other 
coals, and after in the tower of London ; and, 
with admirable wiſdom and courage, approved 
himſelf an eminent aſſertor of the laws and liberties 
of the kingdom, by making ſuch a defence in their 
Teveral bloody tribunals (viz at their Upper Bench, 
and High Court of Juſtice) as to put to ſilence 
thoſe bold judges, who fat there with delign to 
take away his life. And though he was reduced to 
the greateſt want and miſery which his ſevere op- 
poſers, by fale of his lands, and cutting down his 
woods, and demoliſhing the principal ſeat of his fa- 
mily at Cotholſtone, could bring upon him ; yet, 
by the ſubſiſtence which his aged mother, the lady 
Elizabeth Griffin afforded him, which was all he 
had, he moſt chearfully underwent the ſame, lived 
to ſee the happy reſtoration of king Charles the Se- 
cond, and to be again elected one of the knights of 
the county of Somerſet, to ſit in that parliament 
which began at Weſtminſter the 8th of May, 1661.

WILLIAM RoB1NnsoNn, an Hamburgh merchant, 
who reſided chiefly at the city of York, where he 
was lord-mayor, in the years 1581 and 1594. The 
high eſteem which he had raiſed for himſelf among 
his fellow-citizens, procured him the honour of 
being their repreſentative in parliament in the years 
1584 and 1388. 

He departed this life in 1616, at the advanced 
age of ninety-four, and was interred in the church 
of St, Crux, in the aforeſaid city. 5 

This gentleman, who had large poſſeſſions in 
the city and county of York, was twice married; 
firſt, to a daughter of John Redman, of Tulworth, 
in the aforeſaid county; and, ſecondly, to a daugh-

In 1689, he was high 
ſheriff of the county; and, in the ſame year, was 
created baronet, his unc le's title being extinct. He 
was choſen member of parliament twice afterwards 
for Northallerton; and from the year 1697, to the 
year 1722, was choſen eight times to repreſent the 
city of York. In the year 1700, he was lord mayor 
of that city. In 1679, he married Mary, the 
eldeſt dau hter of George Aiſlabie, of Studley 
Royal, in the county of York, eſquire, by whom 
he left ſix children, viz.

queſt) nephew to William the Conqueror, of England, came 
into England with the ſaid William, and, with the {aid earl 
Hugh came ene Gilbert le Groſvenor, nephew to the ſaid earl 
Hugh, armed with the arms aforeſaid, viz.

Raufe came Sir Robert le Groſvenor, the defendant of theſe 
arms; which arms, all and every of them, aforeſaid, have 
ſucceſſively, and by right of maledeſcent, been borne, and the 
ſame uſed peaceably and quietly, without the claim or chal- 
lenge of any one whatſoever, down to the preſent conteſt, oc- 
caſioned by Sir Richard le Scrope being armed with theſe arms, 
as well as Sir Robert le Groſvenor, in the late expedition of 
monſieur, the king, into Scotland, and except that Sir John 
Daniers, or Danyell, of Tabley in Cheſhire, knight-banneret, 
in behalf of the ſaid Sir Robert le Groſvenor (who was then his 
ſon-in-law, and an infant) challenged, in France, an eſquire 
of Cornwall, one Carminaw (or Carminow) by name, upon 
ſeeing him armed with the faid arms, and that the ſaid Sir 
John Danyell did maintain the ſaid arms in battle againſt 
him. They further depoſed, that they had heard from per- 
ſons of rank, and ancient people whom they could believe and 
credit, that all and every of the aforeſaid anceſtors of the ſaid 
Sir Robert le Groſvenor had always borne and uſed the ſaid 
arms, and that this was the common and received opinion of 
the matter, throughout the county of Cheſter, and in other 
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[Sa in 1504, 19 Hen. VII. and by his wife, Joan

depoſed, that he, the ſaid Sir Robert le Groſvenor, armed 
with theſe arms, accompanied, and was harbinger to Sir 
James d'Audley, then lieutenant to thelord Edward, prince of 
Wales, commonly called Edward the Black Prince, for ſeven- 
teen years laſt paſt, and was in _ Algayne, del Tour de 
Broſe, & à Iſſendon & à la ſiege de Rochſirion, en Peyto, en 
Gyan, & a Viers en Normandie, & en battaile de Poictiers 
(when the ſaid Sir James d' Audley gained the greateſt honour 
for this extraordinary valour, and his bounty and generoſity to 
to his eſquires and followers) that the faid Sir Robert le Groſ- 
vernor, being armed as aforeſaid, was at the victory of Najara, 
in Spain, 1367, and with the ſaid lord Edward, the prince, in 
his laſt action, at Limoges, 1370. It was likewiſe proved, that 
Raufe le Groſvenor, an anceſtor of the ſaid Sir Robert, was at 
Lincoln, with his couſin Ranulph, earl of Cheſter, and armed 
as aforeſaid, 1141, when king Stephen was taken priſoner; and 
again, in 1143, With his ſaid couſin, the earl of Cheſter, when 
he was purſued, and himſelf taken priſoner, 

The before-mentioned conveyance, made by the ſaid Hugh 
Lupus, earl of Cheſter, of the lands of Over-Loſtock, to Ro- 
bert le Groſvenor, the ſon of Gilbert, was alſo atteſted, during 
the courſe of the trial ; and that the ſaid lands were then part 
of the inheritance of the ſaid Sir Robert le Groſvenor, the de- 
fendant, by lineal male ſucceſſion, 

It was likewiſe proved, that Sir Robert le Groſvenor, 
another anceſtor of the ſaid Sir Robert, bore the ſame arms, 
when he accompanied king Edward the Third in the 
camp laying before Vannes, in Brittaigne, and alſo after- 
wards at the paſſage over the Somme, and at the battle of 
Creſſy, and at the fiege of Calais: and that Robert le Groſ- 
venor, another anceſtor alſo of Sir Robert, the defendant, was 
armed, as aforeſaid, with king Richard I. at Meſſina, in Sicily, 
1190; and, in 1191, at the conquering of Cyprus, and at the 
taking of Acon, or Ptolemais, defended by the power of Sa- 
ladin, and at the relief of Joppa, where Saladin was repulſed. 

It was alſo made evident, that another Robert, likewiſe an 
anceſtor to the defendant, was in Scotland with king Edward 
II. in his wars, armed as aforeſaid. 

Many of the before-mentioned gentlemen alſo depoſed, that, 
they had ſeen the ſaid arms painted in glaſs windows, upon 
ſhields, ſtandards, pennons, buildings, edifices, tombs, ſepul- 

chres, or monuments, and other places, as the arms of the ſaid 
Sir Robert and his anceſtors ; and particularly in the ſeveral 
churches of Great Budworth, Mobberley, Tarvin, Warton, 


Chriſtleton, Stockport, Lymme, Sandbach, Aldford, Middle- 
wich, Namptwich, St. Werburge in Cheſter, the F:iars-Mi- 
nors in Cheſter, St. Mary in Cheſter, Vale Royal abbey, Cum- 
bermere abbey, the chapels of Hulme, Over-Pever, Nether - 
Pever, Witton, Bunches, and Bold, and at Dutton, and Brad- 
ley ; and that they had moreover ſeen ſeveral charters, records, 
and other deeds, belonging to the ſaid Sir R bert, and his an- 
ceſtors, ſealed with ſeals engraved with the ſaid arms, and which 
were with the regiſter, to be by him properly exhibited before 
the lord the coriſtable, and the lord the marſhal of England. 

Likewiſe, the before-mentioned Howell de Eton, James de 
Eton, Sir William de Brereton, knight-banneret, Thomas de 
Davenport, John de Leyceſtre, Raufe de Leyceſtre, Sir Ri- 
chard de Bold, knight-banneret, Randulph de Manwaring, 
Raufe de Stanlegh, Thomas de Stanlegh, Robert de Downes, 
John de Davenport, de Bromhall, Robert de Hyde, Thomas 
le Vernon, John de Eton, Robert de H. ſſall john de Frod- 
ſham, and Hugh de Coton, did further depoſe, that they were 
couſins to the ſaid Sir Robert le Groſvenor, defendant. 

It appeared by the ſaid trial, that Sir Richard le Scrope, 
1346, in his expedition againſt the Scots, challenged an eſ- 
quire of Cornwall, of the name of Carminaw, and upon exami- 
nation before the knights, and eſquires, there preſent, it was 
alledged that Sir Richard le Scrope and his anceſtors had borne 
the ſame arms ever ſince the conqueſt of Ergland ; and, on the 
part of Carminaw, it was alledged, that he and his anceſtors 
had borne the ſame arms ever ſince the time of king Arthur: 
wherefore, it was adjudged, that they ſhould continue to bear 
the ſaid arms. 

The ſentence of the court, in the caſe of Sir Richard le 
Scrope and Sir Robert le Groſvenor, was, that Sir Richard 
ſhould bear the arms of azure, and one bend, d'or, as former- 
ly, and that Sir Robert ſhould bear the ſaid arms, but with 
a bordure d'argent. Sir Robert, thinking kimſelf injured by 
that ſentence, appealed to the king himſelf, before whom, by 
his commiſſioners, the whole pleadings were reviewed ; and, 
at length it was decided, that Sir Richard le Scrope ſhould con- 
tinue the uſage of the ſaid arms, and that Sir Robert le Grof- 
venor ſhould either uſe the ſaid arms with a bordure, as in the 
ſentence, or elſe, inſtead of the bend, or, might bear a garb, 


or, from the arms of the ancient earls of Cheſter, his conſan- 


guinity to them having been ſo fully proved in the ſaid trial: 
whereupon, Sir Robert le Groſvenor, ever after, bore, for his 


arms, azure, a garb, or; and the ſame have been conſtantly 
uſed by his ſucceſſors.

"*- H I S noble and illuſtrious family (eminently 
diſtinguiſhed by its antiquity, and by the 
honours and extenſive poſſeſſions -enjoyed in its 
different and numerous branches for many ages) 
appears from circumſtances extremely probable, to 
have ſprung from Robert, a younger ſon of Eudes, 
ſovereign duke of Brittany, in France. Out of 
which province they are ſuppoſed to have been 
tranſplanted into Normandy before the conqueſt of 
England; but were certainly at that time poſſeſſcd 
of the caſtle of Yvery, with great eſtates and 
power, and inveſted with the hereditary office of 
chief butler, in that dutchy. In the diſtrict of 
Gouel, in Brittany, (where it is preſumed that 
they were firſt ſeated,) ſtill continue two noble 
families, lords of Mezernou, and Kerenmear, who 
bear not only the name of Perceval, but the an- 
cient arms of Y very, with a difference of tincture 
only, deſcendants of a line for many centuries, of 
great diſtinction, knights of the Ermine, and em- 
Ployed in very eminent ſtations, under ſovereign 
dukes of that country, before its union with the 
crown of France. . 

Upon the Norman invaſion, in 1066, two of 
this family came over into England with the con- 
queror, viz. Robert, and Roger de Yvery, who 
probably were brothers. Of theſe, Robert, is the 
immediate anceſtor of the preſent earl of Egmont. 
to whom the deſcent is deduced by the cleareſt, 
and moſt indiſputable proofs of cotemporary hiſto- 
rians, and records. But, before we purſue that 
line, we ſhall give a ſhort account of Roger, taken 
from biſhop Kennet's Antiquities, who made a 
curious ſearch into the deſcent of the barony of 
Y very, in England. 

This Roger de Yvery, and Robert D'Oily, a 
noble Norman, were contracted faſt friends, by 
mutual oaths, to be joint ſharers of the fortunes 
which might fall to the lot of either in that great 
adventure. In the ſame year, or that next enſuing, 
the Conqueror having given in marriage tothe ſaid 
Robert D'Oily, Alditha, the only daughter and 
heir of Wigod de Wallingford, a potent Saxon 
lord, the whole eſtate of the ſaid Wigod ſhortly 
came by his death to the ſaid Robert, who likewiſe 
had obtained two other honours (including Burce- 
ter, Ambroſeden, &c.) of that prince. Where- 
upon, in 1068, by virtue of the agreement be- 


ſore-mentioned, the ſaid Roger de Yvery obtained. 


of the ſaid Robert D'Oily one of thoſe honours, 
which was thenceforward called the barony of 
Yvery, of which Beckeley, in the county of Ox- 


ford, was the capital ſeat : he likewiſe acquired | 


other large poſſeſſions, being recorded in Doomſ- 
day-book to have held very great eſtates in the 
counties of Glouceſter, Warwick, Huntingdon, 
and Oxford; and was conſtituted chief butler of 
England, as the other branch of his family at that 
time were of Normandy. In 1074, in conjunction 
with Robert D'Oily, he founded the church of 
St. George, in the caſtle of Oxford; and in 1077, 
he founded alſo a monaſtery of the Benedictine or- 
der, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, near the caſtle 
of Yvery, in the dioceſe of Evreux, in Normandy, 
And having married Adeline, a moſt beautiful 
lady, po, Oo of Hugh de Grentmeſnil (one of 
the greateſt of all the barons) by his wife Ivo de 
Bellomonte, earl of Judea;z; (which Adeline ſur— 
vived him till the year 1111) he died in 1079, 
leaving three ſons, Roger, Hugh, and Geoffry, 
and a daughter, Adelize. 

Roger de Y very, ſecond of that name, inherited 
not only his father's barony of Vvery, in England, 
and his office of chief butler, but alſo his Norman 
eſtates, which, in 1086, were greatly waſted and 
ſpoiled by Hugh de Stavele, and Ralph de Mau- 
voiſin. two French commanders of the garriſons of 
Mante. In which year alſo, attending the Con- 
queror in Normandy, he was made keeper of 
the Caſtle of Rouen, and there gave a riotable 
proof of his fidelity and courage; for a quar- 
rel happening at a town called de L' Aigle, be- 
tween the king's ſors, ſo great a clamour was 
occaſioned thereby, that the king himſelf was 
obliged to come down from his own lodging to 
part them. Whereupon Robert, the eldelt, (atter- 
wards duke of Normandy) in the following night 
left his father, and with his whole retinue marched to 
Rouen, where he attempted to ſeize the caſtle, of 
which intention this Rogerde Yvery having notice, 
diligently ſtrengthened the place, and ſent meſſengers 
to the King, to inform him of this rebellious attempt. 

Notwithſtanding this, the Conqueror dying upon 
the 29th of September, 1087, and William Rufus, 
his ſecond ſon, having uſurped the crown, and the 
Engliſh barons being divided much as to the inte- 
reſts of the two princes, this Roger de Yvery, (as 
Himingus, the monk of Worceſter relates) a man 
of infinite riches, and vaſt poſſeſſions, chief butler 
to the king, and his great favourite, honeſtly ad- 
hered to Robert, againſt William Rufus, and 


joining with Hugh de Grenrmeſni', and other 
of the barons, railed forces in favour of the duke, 
committing great ſpoil in the county of Leiceſter ; 
by which means he fo incenſed the king, (ſoon after 


eſtabliſfed upon the throne,) that he was com- 
pelicd 
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led to fly beyond the ſeas for fear of his reſent- 
N where, after a ſhort time of exile, he died 
in that or the following year, in deep ſorrow and 
diſgrace, deprived by the king of all his vaſt eſtates 
in England. | 15 | 

Nevertheleſs, not long after, Geoffry de Y very, 
the only ſurviving brother (for Hugh it ſeems was 
dead before) making his peace with the kirig, was, 
upon certain terms, reſtored to his barony of Yve- 
ry, in the county of Oxford. But he dying about 
the beginning of the reign of Henry II. without 
iſſue, this honour fell into the King's hands, and 
was by him granted to Reginald, ſon of Guy de 
Sancto Walerico, from which time it luſt its antient 
name, and was called St. Walerie. 

There yet remained the ſiſter of this Geoffrey, 
Adeliza de V very, but ſhe neither inherited the 
office of chief butler (which was afterwards granted 
to the family of Albini) nor was ſuffered to ſucceed 
to more of the inheritance than certain lands in 
Iſlip, Hedyngton, and Drayton, which ſhe carried 
to her huſband, Alberic de Vere, junior, who was 
made hereditary lord high chamberlain of Eng- 
land, had iſſue by her, Alberic de Vere, the 
firſt earl of Oxford, of that great family, which 
maintained that title, in a direct male line, till 
the year 1627, from whoſe heir- general the preſent 
duke of Ancaſter deſcends. 

Having thus traced Roger, and his deſcendants, 
we now come to 

ROBERT DE YVERY, the lineal progenitor of 
the preſent lord Lovel and Holland, and earl of 
Egmont, and founder alſo of the great houſes of 
the barons Lovel, of Karry, Lovel, of Tichmarch, 
and Harpetree Gournay, and {as there is great 
reaſon to believe, though no regular proof) of the 
barons Perceval de Somerie, in England, who in 


the third of king John, 1203, held no leſs than 


fifty knights fees in capite of the crowi. He like- 
wiſe attended William, duke of Normandy, in his 
expedition into England, in 1066, and is men- 
tioned by Ordericus, who lived at, or very near 
that time, as a perſon of great account. That 
author poſitively aſſerts his alliances to be the 
moſt noble; and his relations the moſt conſiderable 
in rank, courage, and fortune, in the whole dutchy 
of Normandy, where he held three knights fees in 
Yvery, and the caſtle of Y very, as a fief under the 
duke. The ſame author farther relates, that this 
important and memorable place was built by Albe- 
reda, (wife of Ralph, earl of Yvery and Baieux,) 
by whom it was at length finiſhed and rendered 
impregnable, with immenſe labour and expence, 
under direction of one Lanfred (who before had 
built the famous tower of Pedvers) the moſt ex- 
pert architect and engineer that France had till 
then produced; but that the works of the ſaid 
caſtle were no ſooner compleated, than this infa- 
mous woman cauſed his head to be ſtricken off, 
left he ſhould ever raiſe another ſtructure like it : 
and that afterwards, endeavouring to keep this for- 
treſs againſt her own huſband, ſhe was killed by 
him for the attempt. He was likewiſe lord of Bre- 
herval, Montinney, and Vaſſe, there; and upon 
the conqueſt, as appears by Doomſday-book, ob- 
tained the Jordſhips of Karry, Quantoch, Eaſt- 
Harpetree, &c. in the county of Somerſet ; and 
returning into Normandy, joined with his ſons, 
Gouel and William, TInfridus Harenc, and Haw- 
iſia, his wife, Roger de Rolla Crota, and his wife,

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Baſilla, with Guaiardus, her ſon, in the confirma- 
tion of certain grants in the pariſh of Villariis Vaſ- 
tatis (now Vaſſe) by them made to the abbey of 
Utique ; ' himſelf making at the ſame time other 
conceſſions in that place to the ſame convent, in 
lieu whereof he received from the monks one ounce 
of gold, and privilege of the monaſtery, This 
tranſaction paſſed at the caſtle of Yvery, then in 
his poſſeſſion ; but not long after being viſited by 
ſickneſs, and deſpairing of recovery, he devoted 
himſelf to a religious lite, and became a monk of 
the abbey of Bec, in Normandy, where he died, 
in 1083, the 13th of William the Conqueror, leav- 
ing three ſons, |

ASCELin, ſometimes called (by the ſame hiſto- 
rian) Aſcelin Gouel, Gouel de Breherval, Gouel 
de Percheval, and Gouel de Yvery, was alſo ſur- 
named Lupus, or the Wolf, from the violence of 
tis temper and actions, and accompanied his father 
in the Norman invaſion, being mentioned i ſomeac- 
counts of the principal commanders, by the name 
of Perceval, in others by that of Aſcelin, or Aze- 
line, alone. By which laſt he is recorded in Doomſ- 
day- book, wherein the manors of Weſton, in Gor- 
dano, Weſt- Harpetree, Stawel, and other eſtates 
in the county of Somerſet; Tichmarch, in the 
county of Northampton, &c. appear to have been 
allotted to him, beſides thoſe before- mentioned, 
held at the time of the ſaid ſurvey by his father, 
In the year 1087, he commanded the Norman 
forces at the ſiege of Mante, under William the 
Conqueror, who there received the hurt of which 
he died. | 

After the deceaſe of that prince, William Rufus, 
his ſecond ſon; obtaining the crown of England, 
Robert, the elder, was obliged to content himfelf 
with Normandy alone; whoſe government being 
weak to the laſt degree, every ſubject acted as an 
independent ſovereign upon his own eſtate, whereby 
that dutchy became one continued ſcene of vio- 
lence and rapine. During which unhappy ſtate, in 
the year 1090, William, the youngeſt brother of 
this Aſcelin, having raviſned a woman at Pacey, 
a4 town belonging to William, earl of Bretevil, 
Pacey, Conſtantine, and Yvery, brother to the 
earl of Hereford, in England, and the ſaid earl 
endeavouring to revenge the injury, Aſcelin Gouel 
de Perceval, then in Normandy, took his brother 
under his protection, and began hoſtilities againſt 
the earl, by ſeizure of the caftle of Yvery (which 
the duke Robert had not long before weakly grant- 
ed to the ſaid ear] of Bretevil, ſo that the ſaid Aſ- 
celin no longer held it under the duke, but under 
the ſaid earl) and, to engage the duke to entertain 
a good opinion of his proceedings, delivered up 
to him the ſaid caſtle, which (having repented of 
his former conceſſion of it to the earl) he earneſtly 
defired to get into his hands again. Yet ſo impru- 


dent (as the hiſtorian obſerves) was the faid duke 


Robert, that neither reflecting upon the folly of 
parting a ſecond time with ſo ſtrong a place to the 
earl, or upon the conſequences of the reſentment 
of Aſcelin, at this treatment, he ſoon after reſtored 
the caſtle of Yvery to the ear] of Bretevil, for the 

ſum of fifteen hundred pounds. 
The ſaid earl thus repoſſeſſed of this caſtle, and 
Aſcelin being deprived by him of his command 
| thereof, 
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thereof, a long and terrible war in N en- 
ſued thereon. For the ſaid Aſcelin, having forti- 
fied and garriſoned his caſtle of Breherval, col- 


lecting his friends, relations, and dependants, and | 


calling in to his aſſiſtance ſome of the family of 
Philip, king of France, and aſſociating with Ri- 
chard de Montfort, nephew to the earl of Evreux, 
and ſon to Almeric, who had been lately killed by 


the earl of Bretevil, took the field with great | p 


forces againft him and his adherents, 

The earl on his part raiſed a great power, with 
which giving battle to Aſcelin, in February 1090, 
the 3d of William Rufus, he was, in the very firſt 
engagement, utterly defeated, with great ſlaughter 
of his men, and himſelf being taken priſoner with 
Roger de Glotis, and many other perſons of note, 
confined by the ſaid Aſcelin in his caſtle of Breher- 
val for three whole months, treated there with the 
utmoſt ſeverity, and expoſed at the upper windows 
of that fortreſs, in the depth of winter, to the 
froſt, in his ſhirt (which was purpoſely dipt in wa- 
ter) till it was frozen on his back. And the power 
and reſolution of Aſcelin was ſo great, and the 
weakneſs of the government ſo correſpondent with 
it, that the earl, having no other hopes of being 
relieved from his diſtreſs, was compelled to ſubmir 
to the terms preſcribed by his enemy, obliging him 
to pay three thouſand dreux pounds for his ranſom, 
with a mighty quantity of arms and horſes; to 
reſign the poſſeſſion of the caſtle of Yvery ; and, 
what was ſtill more galling than all the reſt, to give 
his only daughter in marriage to the ſaid Aſcelin. 
All which articles being fully performed, the earl 
obtained his freedom. 

Yet, notwithſtanding this alliance, the earl of 
Bretevil, unable to forgive the 1njuries he had re- 
ceived, in the year 1091, raiſed freſh forces to re- 
new the war, and having fortified the monaſtery 
of St. Mary, near Yvery, which he intended for 
his principal place of arms, placed a ſtrong garri- 
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dutchy, all the forces the church could raiſe, with 


all who held by military tenure of the abbies there 

under the perſonal command of each reſpective Da. 
riſh prieſt and abbot, ſat down before the caſtle of 
Breherval, to which Aſcelin Gouel de Perceval 
had retired, unable to keep the field againſt ſo vaſt 
a power, | ' 

The troops who formed this ſiege were moreover 
rovided in an extraordinary manner for it. Ro- 
bert de Beleſme, a very expert officer, and an in. 
veterate enemy to this Aſcelin, had the principal 
direction, and the artillery or engines were the ſame 
which had been employed not long before at the 
ſiege of Jeruſalem, invented about that time by a 
famous engineer in the expedition to the Holy 
Land, and eſteemed the moſt terrible that had 
ever been till then uſed in war. Theſe, being 
brought in ſervice. againſt this caſtle, ruined the 
walls and outworks of the place, deſtroyed the 
houſes of the inhabitants, and cruelly annoyed the 
garriſon. Yet Aſcelin had put himſelf into ſuch 


a condition of defence, and ſuſtained his men with 


ſuch courage, that he reſiſted all the attempts of 
the confederates for two whole months. And, till 
wearied with the length of the ſiege, the proſpect 
of its much longer continuance, the expence of 
money ana loſs of men before the place, they of- 
fered and concluded a treaty between Aſcelin and 
the carl, whereby Aſcelin was to keep his caſtle of 
Breherval, and to remain in every reſpect as he 
ſtood before, this ſingle condition excepted in fa- 
vour of the earl, that he ſhould be reſtored and 


left quiet in poſſeſſion of the caſtle of Y very afore- 


ſaid, Which caſtle, however, returned again, not 
many years after, to the ſaid Aſcelin Gouel de Per- 
ceval, and his deſcendants, in right of his wife. 
The next mention made of this Aſcelin, is in 
the year 1102, the ſecond of king Henry I. when, 
after the death of the earl of Bretevil, before-men- 
tioned, William de Guader, Rainold de Craceio, 


ſon therein, But Aſcelin ſuddenly gathering toge- 
ther a conſiderable body of troops, ſet down before 
that ſtrong hold, in which the earl then lay, about 
the middle of ſummer, and preſſed the ſiege thereof 
with ſo much vigour, that he ſoon became maſter 
of the place, burned the monaſtery to the ground, 
and took many priſoners, among whom were Wil- 
liam de Alis, Ernold, the ſon of Popeline, and 
eight other knights, the earl himſelf eſcaping with 
great difficulty. 

This war continued for three years ſucceſſively, 
and ſo much to the diſadvantage of the earl, that 
by the devaſtations of his lands, the loſs of his 
men, and the ranſum of his priſoners, he was in 
a manner ruined. At length, in the year 1094, 
he called in Philip, king of France, to his aid, 
and agreed to pay him ſeven hundred pounds for 
that ſervice. He found means alſo to procure the | 
aſſiſtance of divers other great men of that time, 
by promiſes of great rewards, and even at length 
prevailed upon the ſupine duke Robert, to engage | 


in his quarrel. The clergy concurring alſo againſt 
this formidable enemy, who had given them much 
offence, by his little reverence to them and their 
religious houſes. © |

ſucceſſion ; but William de Guader dying ſoon af- 
ter, the competitors were reduced to two, viz. Rai- 
nold de Craceio, and Euſtace. William Alis, Ra- 
dulfus Rufus, ſon-in-law to Aſcelin, and Tedbald 
ſupported the latter; but Aſcelin Gouel, Almeric 
de Montfort, and Ralph de Conchis, ſupported 
the other party, Euſtace was obliged to fly from 
Normandy, to demand the protection and ſupport 
of Henry I. then king of England. 

The king received him graciouſly, and gave 
him Julian, his natural daughter, in marriage, 
promiſing to maintain him powerfully againſt Al- 
ce.in Gouel and all his opponents; and accordingly, 
in the next year,. 1103, the earl of Mellent, was 
ſent into Normandy to ſupport Euſtace in his poſ- 
ſeſſions, and to quiet the diſorders there: but Rai- 
nold and Aſcelin gave the earl much reſiſtance. 
And Aſcelin Gouel having taken the ſon of Stephen 
de Mellent priſoner, confined him in a dungeon 
near four whole months; nor could the earl by 
any means deliver him, ex ore lupi, from the jaws 
of the wolf, as Aſcelin is there ſtiled, till Rainold 
de Craceio being killed, the earl of Mellent (who 
is recorded to have been as well among the wiſeſt, 
as molt potent of the great men in that age, and 
highly commended for his art and conduct in this 
articular tranſaction) concluded a peace, in which

having thus planned his treaſon, in the Eaſter fol- 
lowing, in the night of the Annunciation of the 
bleſſed Virgin, 1123, he ſummoned the ſaid Wil- 
liam Gouel de Perceval, and his other brothers-1n- 
law, to garriſon his tower of Gateville; after which 
they broke out 1n open war. 

la the next year, 1124, the ſaid earl of Mellent, 
with his aſſociates, venturing to take the field 
againſt king Henry, was by him defeated at the 
battle of Turold, and there taken priſoner, with 
his brothers, Hugh de Novo Caſtello, and Hugh 
de Montfort aforeſaid ; but this William being 
likewiſe taken priſoner in his flight by a peaſant, 
he bribed him with his arms to ſuffer him to el- 
cape z and being ſhaved by him in manner of an 
eſquire, and carrying a ſtaff in his hand, reached 
the banks of the Seine, unknown in that diſguiſe, 
where he was obliged to give his ſhoes to the boat- 
man for his paſſage over that river, and ſo to re- 
turn barefoot home. Yet, notwithſtanding this 
defeat of his party, he ſtill maintained his ground, 
and continued his rebellious courſes with Almeric 
de Moatiort and others, till, in the latter end of 
that year, he found means to make his peace with 
the king, providing at the fame time for the ſecu- 
rity. of his friends. 

This William appears to have paſſcd more of his 
time in England than either his grandfather or fa- 
ther, and may be therefore more probably ſup- 
poſed to have been the founder of, or at leaſt to 
have compleated the caſtle of Kary, in the county 
of Somerſet, the head of his barony in England; 
the velliges of which caſtle may be ſtill traced up- 
on the brow of the hill hanging over that town, and 
conſiſted, according to the firſt conſtruction of the 
N-rmans (like Windſor, Marlborough, Warwick, 
Tunbridge, &c.) of a mount with a great tower or 
keep thereon, ſituated at one end or angle of a 
very extenſive court, which was defended on the 
other parts by a great gateway, and ſeveral towers 
at proper diſtances round the ſaid incloſure. 

In 1137, the third of king Stephen, the barons 
of England, b ing much diſcontented with that 
prince, for non- performance of thoſe conditions 
upon which. they had raiſed him to the throne, con- 
federated againſt him, under the command of Ro- 
bert, earl of Glouceſter, in favour of Maud the 
empreſe, (mother of king Henry II.) to which 
party this William (as Roger Hoveden, and the 
Geſta Regis Stephani, relate) adhered ; and being 
then in England, manned his caſtle of Kary afore- 


| 


ſaid ; as did alſo William, ſon of John de Harpe- 


tree, that of Harpetree, William de Moion, that 


of Dunſter, many other barons then doing the 


like in different parts of the kingdom. Which 
William Gouel de Perceval, and William de Har- 
petree, being engaged in a ſtrict friendſhip with 
the ſaid prince Henry Plantagenet (then only earl 
of Anjou) were above others zealous to ſeize all 
occaſions for his ſervice, and finding king-Stephen 
much embarraſſed in the ſiege of Briſtol, iſſued 
from their caſtles (which both lay not many miles 
diſtant in the county of Somerſet) ravaging the ad. 


jacent country, and carrying away all the provi. 


ſions and neceſſaries for the king's army in thoſe 
parts; whereupon the king, raifing the ſiege, ad. 
vanced againſt the caſtle of Kary, which, after a 
long battery of his engines, he reduced by famine 
but on terms to reſtore it to the ſaid William, upon 
aſſurance of a future quiet conduct; after which 
he became maſter alſo of the caſtle of Harpetree, 
partly by ſurprize, and partly by aſſault. 

In the 17th of the ſame reign, 1152, he was 
again in arms, with his brother Roger Balbus, 
againſt Simon, earl of Evreux, in Normandy, who 
had made incurſions, and committed great ravage 
on his lands in that province, 

But not long after, in the ſame year, the barons 
aſſociating again with more animoſity than ever 
againſt king Stephen, in favour of the empreſs 
Maud, this William returned to England, and 
again ſtrongly garriſoned his caſtle of Kary; and 
in the beginning of the year 1153 (the laſt of Ste- 
phen) Henry de Tracy, lord of Barnſtaple, in the 
county of Devon, a ſtout adherent of the king, 
having been victorious over William de Moion, at 
Dunſter, advanced farther into the county of So- 
merſet, and beſieged this William in his caſtle, 
which was ſoon relieved by Robert Conſul, earl of 
Glouceſter, who came with a powerful army, de- 
moliſhed the works raiſed againſt it by the ſaid 
Tracy, and forced him to ſubmiſſion, 

How long after this he ſurvived, is not exactly 
aſcertained, but undoubtedly not many years, his 
ſons appearing by record to have been poſſeſſed of 
his lands in the 5th or 6th of Henry the Second, 
1139. 

He married Auberie de Bellomonte (ſiſter of 
Waleran) and daughter of Robert, earl of Mellent, 
in Normandy, and of Leiceſter, in England, by 
his wife, daughter of Hugh, the great earl of Ver- 
mandois and Valois (brother to Philip I. king of 
France) ſon of Henry, king of France, by Anne, 
daughter of George, king of Ruſſia; which king 
Henry was ſon to Robert I. king of France, by 
Conſtantia, heireſs of Provence and Anjou; which 
Robert was ſon to Hugh Capet, by his wite, Blanch, 
of Navarre; which Hugh Capet, was ſon to Hugh 
the Great, count of Paris (founder of the family 
which now reigns upon the French throne) by his 
wite, Alduida, daughter to the emperor Henry I. 
the direct deſcendant of and eleventh emperor from 
Charlemaign. The iſſue of this illuſtrious mar- 
riage were five ſons, viz. Waleran, Ralph, Henry, 
William, and Richard. 

WALERAN, the eldeſt fon, inthe Servitia Militum 
Normaniz, is found to have been lord of Yvery, 
and to have held for himſelf in the bailiwick of 
Tenchebray three knights fees for the ſame, and 
eight knights fees and one half, and what more 


pleaſed the king. He likewiſe held the office * 
chie 
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chief butler of Normandy, by the ſervice of one 
knights fee; and in a deed dated at Y very, where- 
in his father is called Gulielmus Lupellus, and 
himſelf Galeranus filius ejus, he confirmed to Rich 
amerus, ſon of Hellwyn, all that land which the 
ſaid William, and he the ſaid Waleran, had granted 
when he was in England : but dying in the year 
1177, the 24th of Henry II. the king ſeized his 
caſtle of Yvery, which he had long deſired, into 
his own hands. This Waleran appears to have 
been wholly ſeated in Normandy, and to have ſuc- 
ceeded to his father's inheritance only in thoſe 
parts, the Engliſh poſſeſſions being divided among 
his younger brothers. And Normandy paſſing, 
very few years after, into the hands of the kings of 
France, the ſon of this Waleran and his deſcen- 
dants, of neceſſity adhering to their patrimony there, 
became wholly ſeparate Ava thoſe who remained 
here, but continued barons of Y very, in that dutchy, 
in a direct male line, very great and eminent men 
till the fifteenth century, when the caſtle, eſtate, 
and barony of Y very, paſſed through females into 
other houſes, upon the death of Charles, the laſt 
baron of Yvery, Oiſery, and St. Pathus, grand 
maſter of the foreſts of France ; from whom, by 
heirs-general, are deſcended the dukcs gf, Orleans, 
Retz, Antin, and Epernon, Geſvres and{{[relmes, 
and Montmorency-Luxembourg ; the marquile+ 
of Alegre, Eſtampes, Barbeſieux, and Maillebois z 
the count of Boulainvilliers, and many others of 
the greateſt houſes in France; the margraves of 
Baden and Heſſe-Darmſtadt, and the princes of 
Naſſau- Siegen, Lobkowitz, and Hohenzollern, in 
Germany; the dukes of Havre, Arſchot, Arem- 
berg, and princes of Chimay, grandees of Spain; 
the dukes of Guaſtalla and Biſaccia, of the houſe 
of Pignatelli, in Italy; and the princes of Gavre, 
and counts of Egmont, in Flanders. 

Ralph, ſecond fon of William Gouel de Perce 
val, aforeſaid, aſſumed the name of Lupellus, 
as did allo his brothers Henry and William ; a re- 
markable inſtance of the capricious courſe of ſur- 
nam-s at that time, this being plainly connected 
with the appellation of Lupus, aſcribed to the fa- 
ther Aſcelin; the diminutive of which became a 
fobriquet, or nick-name of his ſon William (given 
to him alſo from the like turbulence. and activity 
of his temper) afterwards aſſumed by ſome of the 
children of the ſaid William, then ſoftened into 
Luvel or Lovel; and at length, in the third de- 
(cent, tranſmitted as the ſettled name of two great 
families of the ancient peerage here. This Ralph 
Luvel (being then alſo called Simelt) defended 
the caſtle of Kary, with his father, againſt king 
Stephen, in 1152 (which caſtle, the capital feat of 
his father's barony in England, he obtained at his 
deceaſe) ard married the daughter of Henry de 
Novo Mercatu, from whom he received a grant of 
Dunkerton, in the county of Somerſet, but died 
ſoon after without iſſue, 
| To him ſucceeded his brother Henry Lupellus 
or Luvel, (third ſon of William Gouel de Perceval,) 
who, ſo ſoon as the 5th of Henry II. 1159, (which 
was at moſt but fix years. after the death of his 
father William) appears poſſeſſed of the barony of 
Kary, being charged and paying for it five marks 
to the crown upon the ſcutage then levied ; and in 
the 12th of the ſame reign, 1166, upon the aid for 
marrying the king's daughter, certified his knights 
fees to be eighteen of the old feoffment, and one of

the new. From this Henry deſcended the barons 
Luvel of Kary, whoſe male line failed in the 25th 
of Edward III. 1351, upon the death of Richard, 
iord Luvel, when Muriel, his grand daughter, 
viz. daughter of James, ſon of the ſaid Richard, 
being then nineteen years of age, and the wife of 
Nicholas, lord St. Maur, was found his heir; 
whoſe poſterity alſo failing at length in the male 
line, the heir-general, being the wife of William 
Bamfylde, Eſq; had a ſon, Sir Edward Bamfylde, 
whoſe daughter, Elizabeth, became the wite of 
George Perceval, Eſq; anceſtor to the preſent Earl

of Egmont. 

William, the 4th ſon of William Gouel de 
Perceval (who alſo aſſumed the name of Luvel) 
obtained for his inheritance theſmanorof Tichmarſh, 
in the county of Northampton (one of thoſe granted 
to his grandfather Aſcelin at the conqueſt) and 
was lord alſo of Minſter-Lovel, in the county of 
Oxford; but died before the 8th of Richard I. 
I197, leaving, by Maud his wife, a fon named 
William. This 

William Lovel, ſon of the ſaid William 
and Maud, in the ſaid year 1197, joined with his 
wife Iſabel in a grant to the monks of 1 hame, of 
two mills in his crown of Minſter-Luvel, and was 
one of the barons at the coronation of king John. 
In the 1ſt of his reign, 1199, that prince co firm- 
ing the donations made to the abbey ef Weſt- 
Dereham, in Norfolk, ratified, among others, arent 
ot half a mark, to be annually paid out of Tich- 
well at the feaſt of Eaſter, which this William 
Luvel, there called William Luvel de Yvery, had 
conferred upon that place. Again, in the 8th of 
king John, 1207, this William Luvel brought an 
aſſize againſt the abbot of Yyery, concerning a 
moiety of the church of Minſter-Luvel ; where- 
upon the abbot pleaded that no-aſſize ought to be 
had thereon, producing a charter of Maud, mother 
of the ſaid William Luvel ; in which it appeared, 
that the biſhop of Lincoln, upon petition of the 
ſaid Mand, wile of William Luvel, and of William 
Luvel, her ſon, had granted in perpetual alm: the 
preſentation of the ſaid church of Minſter to the 
abbots and monks of Yvery. This William, in 
1212, appears by the Teſta de Nevil to have been 
al ſo lord of Dockinge, in Norfolk, which he then 
held by barony ; and by Iſabel, his wife, before- 
mentioned, leit a fon, John, his heir. I his 

John, lord Luvel, a minor at the time of 
his father's death, was in cuſtody of Alan, lord 
Baſſet of Mureſdewall, and Wiccombe, in the county 
of Surry; and in the 22d of Henry II. 1238, 
being ſummoned to an ſwer againſt his men of 
Dochinges, upon complaint that he had taken il- 
legal fines from them, put in his plca before Robert 
de Lexington, and others of the judges, wherein 
he affirmed, that he claimed no more than what had 
been always taken by himſelf, by Alan Baſſet, in 
whoſe cuſtody he had been during his minority, 
nor more than his father William had taken at the 
coronation of king John. He married Aliva, 
daughter of Alan, lord Baſſet, by his wife, 
daughter of Stephen Gay, whom he jointured in 
his manor of Minſter-Luvel, and left by her three 
ſons, viz. 1. John, lord Love], of Dockinges, his 
heir; 2. Philip; 3. Fulco; and a daughter, 
Agnes; of which Agnes, the daughter, became 
the wife of —— Chetwynd. Fulco, the third ſon, 
was archdeacon of Colcheſter; Philip Lovel, the

ſecond ſon, the 25th of Henry III. was guardian 
of the Jews, and became alſo treaſurer of England; 


land, repining at his high favour, cauſed him to 
be brought to trial for a charge of bribery incurred 
in the office firſt mentioned; whereupon the king 
joining in proſecution of him, required immenſe 
ſums at his hands, on pretence of treſpaſſes com-

« 1258, leaving by his wife, and widow of Alexander 
de Arſick, or Darcy, two ſons, Henry Lovel, a 
prieſt, and Sir John Lovel, knt. living in the 54th 
of Henry III. who left an only daughter, Mary, 
the wife of Thomas de Borehunt, 

John, lord Lovel, ſecond of that name, {eldeſt ſon 
and heir of the laſt John, by the ſaid Aliva, 
daughter of Alan, lord Baſſet,) among other great 
men of that time, had ſummons to be at Briſtol on 
the octave of St. Peter, in the 41ſt of Henry III. 
well provided with horſe and arms, to attend the 
king into Wales; and in the 45th of the ſame 
reign, appointed ſheriff of the counties of Hun- 
tingdon and Cambridge, to continue for two years. 
In the 48th of Henry III. he was made governor 
of the caſtle of Northampton, and in the 54th was 
ſigned with the croſs, in order to a pilgrimage to 
the Holy Land. In the 56th of Henry III. he 
was conſtituted governor of the caſtle of Marlbo- 
rough ; and about this time, by the name of John, 
the ſon of John Lovel, granted, for the ſafety of 
his own ſoul, and that of Maud de Sydenham, his 
wife, and thoſe of his father and mother, and 
Alan Baſſet, and Alice his wife, and of all his pre- 
deceſſors and ſucceſſors, to God, and the bleſſed 
Mary of Stanley, and the monks there, all his lands 
in Chadendon in pure alms. He died in the 15th 
of Edward I. 125%, ſeized of the manors of Min- 
ſter-Lovel, in the county of Oxford, Elecumbe, in 
the county of Wilts, and Tichmarſh, in the county 
of Northampton, leaving, by the ſaid Maud de 
Sydenham, his wife, two ſons; John, his ſon and 
heir, and Thomas; of which the younger being a 
knight, obtained Tichwell as his portion, and bore 
a bend azure over his paternal coat armour for his 
difference. | 

John, lord Lovel, third of that name, was thirty- 
two years old at the death of his father, and married 
to his firſt wife Iſabel, daughter of Arnold de 
Boſco, of Thorpe-Ernald, ſiſter and heir of William; 
which lady dying about the 4th of Edward II. left 
an only daughter by him, called Maud, who re- 
ceived Dockinge as her portion from her father, 
and became the wife of William, lord Zouche. 
This lord Lovel, in the 22d of Edward I. attended 
that king to his wars in Gaſcony. In the 24th of 
the {ame reign, he was ſummoned, with Roger, 
lord Perceval (immediate anceſtor of the preſent 
earl of Egmont, in a direct male line) to attend the 
king at Newcaſtle upon Tyne, on the 1ſt of 
March next enſuing, at the great council then and 
there to be held, for determining how to act againſt 
the Scots, well provided with horſe and arms, to 
execute what ſhould be there reſolved. In the very 
next year; the 25th of Edward I. he received ſum- 

mons to that parliament then held at Saliſbury. 
In the: 26th he was ſummoned to attend with horſe 


but in the 42d of Henry III. the barons of Eng- 


mitted in his foreſts ; in conſequenee whereof, his' 
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and arms, upon the eve of Pentecoſt, at the great 


diſobedience of the Scottiſh nation, as it is expreſſed 
in the record. In the following year, viz. the 29th 
of Edward I. he received ſummons, with the reſt 
of the barons, to the parliamerit held at London, 
on the firſt Sunday after Eaſter, there to conſider of 
foreign affairs, by which was underſtood the 
aſſiſtance” intended to be given to Guy, earl of 
Flanders, againſt the king of France; and in the 


to be held at Weſtminſter, on the zoth of April 
next enſuing. In the 28th of the ſame reign, he 
was ſummoned alſo to two parliaments, by the 
title of lord Lovel, of Tichmarſh; to the firſt of 
which were ſummoned likewiſe two others of the 
lame name, who were of the king's council, one 


of whom by the ſtile of Maſter John Lovel, and 


the other by that of John Lovel, of Snoteſcombe. 
In the 29th of Edward I. he was one of thoſe barons 
preſent in the parliament of Lincoln, who, on the 
12th of February, 1301, ſigned that memorable 
letter to the pope, Boniface VIII. in anſwer to that 
inſolent bull by him then publiſhed, declaring the 
ſovereignty of Scotland to depend upon the ſee of 
Rome, forbidding Edward, king of England (then 
maſter of that kingdom) to vindicate any pretenſions 
therets;! and requiring the ſaid prince to ſend his 
ambaſſadors 0 Rome, there to receive his ſentence 
as to his claim thereon. In which anſwer the 
whole baronage of England reſiſt this audacious 
attempt of the ſaid pope, in terms of the higheſt 
dignity and reſentment, unanimouſly declaring, 
that the fee of Rome had no tight over the kingdom 
of Scotland, or to interfere in any temporal concern 
of the crown of England, and that they would 
never ſuffer the king of England (was even he him- 
ſelf inclined thereto) judicially to appear in any 
caſe whatever, before him, or any other, who 
ſhould fit in the papal chair. To this inſtrument 
(ſtill exiſting f record in the chapter-houſe at 
Weſtminſter) all the barons ſigned and affixed 
their ſeals, by which it appears that this lord Lovel 
then bore for his arms, Barry Nebulee, of fix, over 
all in chief, a label of three points, each charged 
with three mullets. After this, the 3ad of the 
ſame reign, he was again in the Scottiſh wars ; and 
in the 33d had licence from the king to make a 
caſtle of his houſe at Tichmarſh, in the county of 
Northampton, and obtained a grant alſo of a 
market, and a fair, to be held there yearly upon 
the eve, and day, of the Holy Trinity, and ſeven 
days next enſuing. This John, lord Lovel, having 
received ſummons to all the parliaments held from 
the 24th of Edward I. *till the 4th of Edward II. 
incluſive, and having married for his ſecond wife, 
Joan, the daughter of Robert, lord Roos, of Ham- 
lake (by his wife, Iſabella Dawbeney) died in the 
ſame 4th of Edward II. 1311, ſeized of the manors 
of Tichmarſh and Minſter-Lovel, as before; and 
of Eleſcumbe, and Blunteſdon Gay, in the county 
of Wilts: leaving (beſides a daughter, Maud, 
by his firſt wife beforementioned) by his ſecond wife 
two ſons, John, lord Lovel, his ſon and heir; and 
James Lovel, who bore the arms of his brother, 
with a canton ermine for his difference, and left a 
fon, Sir Ralf Lovel, knt. of whom we know no- 
thing further, but that he was appointed executor 
to.the will of John, lord Lovel, fifth of that name, 
hereafter mentioned,

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John, lord Lovel, fourth of that name, being 
twenty-two years old at the death of his father, 
was, ſoon after, viz. in the 7th of Edward II. in 
the Scottiſh wars, and had ſummons to parliament 
in the 6th, 7th, and 8th of that reign, in which 
aſt named year he died, A. b.

John, lord Lovel (fifth of that name) ſon of 

John, lord Lovel, and Maud, lady Burnel, his 
wife, ſucceeded his father, being then 'but two 
years old. In the 8th of Edward III. 1334, 
being then twenty-one years of age, he was in the 
expedition then made into Scotland. In the 16th 
and 18th of the fame reign, he was in the wars of 
France; and in the 19th, 2oth, and 2 1ſt of Edward 
117. (being then of che retinue of Thomas de Beau- 
champ, earl of Warwick) continued in the ſame 
ſervice; but on the Saturday, next after the feaſt 
of All Saints (having made his will before) in the 
23d of Edward IIL 1347, he died feized of the 
manor of Southmere, in the county of Norfolk, and 
Minſter, in the county of Oxford, (which he held 
in conjunction with Iſabel, his wife) of Tichmarſh, 
in the county of Northampton, and of two parts of 
the manor of Cheriton, in the county of Somerſet. 
By which lady Iſabel, daughter of William, lord 
Zouch, of Harringworth, he left two ſons, both of 
the name of John, and one daughter, Iſabel, the 
wife of Thomas, ſon of Thomas Green. 

John, eldeſt ſon, then but fix years and an half 
old at the death of his father, was the ſixth lord 
Lov.l of that name; but before he attained the 
age of twenty-one years, died on the Monday, next 
after the feaſt of the tranſlation of St. Thomas the 
Martyr, in the 3 tf of Edward III. 1359, leaving 
his brother (of the ſame name, John) his heir, then 
nineteeen years of age. This 

John, lord Lovel, (the ſeventh of that 
name) being at full age in the 37th of Edward 
III. had livery of all his lands, but had reſpite of 
homage, and was elected afterwards into the moſt 
noble order of the Garter, In the 42d of Edward 
III. he was in the wars of France, and of the retinue 
of Lionel, duke of Clarence, that king's ſon. And 
again, in the 45th and 47th of Edward III. having 
married Maud, daughter and ſole heir of Robert, 
lord Holland, - ſummoned to parliament the 16th 
of Edward III. ſon and heir of Robert lord Hol- 
land, ſummoned to parliament. July 29, 1314, 
and afterwards beheaded (ſon of Robert, ſon of 
Thurſtan, ſon of Sir Robert, ſon of Sir Thomas 
Holland) by Maud, daughter and coheir of Alan 
lord Zouch, of Aſhby (who died 1314) by his 
wife, Eleanor, daughter of Nicholas, lord Segrave. 
Which Alan was the ſon of Roger, lord Zouch 
(who died 1285) by Adela, daughter and heir of 
Stephen de Longeſpee, and coheir to her mother 
Emeline, daughter and heir to Walter de Riddles- 
ford, baron of Bray, in Ireland: which Roger 
was the ſon of Alan, lord Zouch (who died 1270) 
by his wife, Helen, daughter and coheir of Roger 
de Quincy, earl of Wincheſter, (by his wife, Helen, 
eldeſt daughter and coheir of Alan, lord Galloway, 
by his wife, Margaret, daughter and coheir of 
David, earl of Huntingdon. Which David, earl 
of Huntingdon, was brother to Malcolm VI. king 
of Scotland, and earl of Cheſter, in right of his. 
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wife, Maud, daughter of Hugh Meſchihes, earl bf 


"Cheſter. This David, was the ſon of Henry, earl 


of Huntingdon, by his wife, Maud, daughter and 
coheir © of 'Waltheof, earl of Huntingdon; This 
Henty was himſelf king of Scotland, and was the 
ſon of Malcolm III. King thereof. By Margaret, 
liſter to Edgar Etheling, and ſole heiteſs of the 
Saxon line of England.) Which Roger, earl of 
Wincheſter, was ſon and heir to Saier de Quincy, 
earl of Wincheſter, (Whoſe father and grandfather 
of the ſame name were lords of Quincy) by Mar- 

garet, the ſecond daughter and coheir with Amicia, 
her eldeſt ſiſter (who married Simon de Montfort, 
earl of Leiceſter, in her right) to Robert, earl of 
Leiceſter, (by Petronell, his wife, daughter and 
heir to Hugh, lord Grentemeinel) ſon of Robeft le 
Boſſa, earl of Leiceſter (by his wife, Iffa, daughter 
and heir of Ralph de Guader, earl of Norfolk) ſon 
of Robert de Bellomonte, earl of Leiceſter and 
Mellent (by his wife, Elizabeth, daughter of Hugh 
the Great, Count of Vermandois and Valois, En. 
to Henry I. king of France, and ſiſter to Auberie, 
wife of William Gouel de Perceval. lord of Vvery, 
common anceſtor to this branch of the houſe of 
Y very (ſurnamed Lovel) of which we here treat, 
and of that of which the earl of Egmont is now 
the chief in a direct male line. In the 48th of 
Edward III. this John, lord 1.ovel, was again in 
the wars of France, in the retinue of Edmond 
Mortimer, earl of March; and in the 49th, con- 
ſtituted governor of the caſtle of Banelyngham, in 


France; alſo in the gd of Richard II. 1380, em- 


ployed in Ireland, upon that king's ſervice: but 
ſome years after; much diſcontent ariſing among 
divers of the nobility, by reaſon that the King was 
wholly ſwayed by Robert de Vere, duke of Ireland, 
to the great ſcandal of the realm, Thomas of 
Woodſtock, duke of Glouceſter, and his party 
raiſing what forces they could, appeared in arms 
near London, at Biſnhop's- Wood, Waltham, Hack- 
ney, and other places, whevce they ſent this John, 
lord. Lovel, with the archbiſhop of York, to the 
king, requiring him to deliver up thoſe by whole 
evil-counſel he had been thus ſeduced. Neverthe- 


leſs it ſo happened that this lord Lovel fell off from 


them to the king, being one of thoſe whom they 
expelled the court, when thus predominant. And 
in the 18th of Richard II. attending him into Ire- 
land, ſo far infinuated himſelf into his eſteem, that 
in the 22d of his reign he was again emplcyed on 
his ſervice in that realm. After this we have ſeen 
nothing further memorable of him, but that he 
gave to the canons of Marlebergh, in the county 
of Wilts, certain lands in Monton-Burbach, and 
Weſt-Grafton ; and that the morrow, next enſu- 
ing the feaſt of St. James the Apoſtle, in the gth 
of Henry IV. 1408, by the title of John, lord Lo- 
vel and Holland, he made his will at Wardour-

Herbert St. Quintin. This laſt John was fum- 
moned to parliament in the life-time of his father, 
John, lord Grey, which John, lord Grey, died 
October 1, 1359, having had to wife, Catharine, 
daughter and coheir of Brian Fitzalan, ſummoned 
to parliament as baron Fitzalan, 1295, the ſon 
of Brian, the ſon of Alan, the ſon of Brian, 
a younger ſon of Alan Firzalan, earl of Bri.

John, lord Lovel and Holland (ninth of that 
name) eldeſt ſon of William, ſucceeded his father, 
and was baron of Lovel and Holland, Burnel, 
Deincourt, Gray, of Rotherfield, and Fitzalan, of 
Bedal, by deſcent; which John, in the 34th of 
Henry VI. obtained a patent from the king, to be 
chief foreſter of the foreſt of Whichwood, in the 
county of Northampton; but the ſcene of affairs 
ſoon changed upon the landing of the duke of 
York (afterwards king Edward IV.) when this 


John, lord Lovel, accompanied by the lord Scales 
and Hungerford, entered London, in hopes to 
retain the. citizens in their duty to king Henry, 
but failing therein, were obliged to fly to the 
Tower for refuge ; ſoon after which the Yorkiſts 
prevailing every-where to the fatal ruin of king 
Henry, and moſt of his friends, we find nothing 
farther memorable of this lord, till his death, 
which happened on the ninth of January, .in the 
fourth of Edward IV. He married Joan, ſiſter 
and heir of William, viſcount Beaumont, and left 
by her, Francis, an only ſon, his heir; and two 
daughters, Joan, who became the wife of Sir 
Brian Stapleton, knight, and Frideſwide, the wife 
of Sir Edward Norris, neither of whom could in- 
herit any thing, by reaſon of the attainder of their 
brother, ſome years after. 

Francis, lord Lovel and Holland, Burnel, 
Deincourt, Gray, of Rotherfield, and Fitzalan, of 
Bedal, aforementioned, was but nine years old at the 
death of his father; and notwithſtanding the at- 
tachment of his father to the houſe of Lancaſter, 
grew up into great favour with the houſe of York ; 
and in the 22d of Edward IV. being then twenty- 


{ven years of age, went with Richard, duke of | ics in the 14th-of Henry VI. 


York (that king's brother; and afterwards King by 
name of Richard III.) then appointed lieutenant- 
general of the Engliſh army, into Scotland j and 
before the end of that year on the 4th of January, 
was ereated viſcount Lovel, and elected a knight 
of the Garter, Moreover, being a great friend 
and favourer of king Richard III. was advanced 
by him to be lord chamberlajn of the houſhold, 
conſtable of the caſtle of Wallingford, and alſo of 
the honour of St. Waleries (antiently the baron 
of this family at the conqueſt, and then known 
by the name of the barony of Very), as like- 
wiſe chief butler of England, which office the 
barons of Yvery of this family had alſo antient! 
enjoyed. And having thus twiſted intereſt with 
this king, adventured himſelf in battle for him 
at Boſworth-Field, againſt Henry, duke of Rich- 
mond, who by the ſucceſs of that day; obtained 
the crown, by the title of king Henry VII. In 
which battle king Richard being ſlain, and his 
army totally routed, this viſcount Lovel made 
ſhift to eſcape with his life, and thence flying to 
St. John's, at Colcheſter, in Eſſex, took ſanctu- 
ary there for a while; but deeming that no ſafe 
place, privily got away to Sir Thomas Brough- 
ton's, in Lancaſhire, and (after lying there con- 
cealed for ſome months} from thence into Flanders, 
to Margaret, dutcheſs of Burgundy (ſiſter to the 
late king Edward IV.) Not long after which he 
was ſent by that princeſs into Ireland, with 2000 
ſtout ſoldiers, under the conduct of Martin Swart, 
an eminent German commander, on behalf of 
Lambert Simnel (the counterfeit duke of York.) 
From whence he came over into England with 
John de la Pole, earl of Lincoln, and all the power 
of that party, in hopes to dethrone the king ; 
but being defeated in the battle of Stoke, near 
Newark upon Trent, on the 16th of June, in 
the third of Henry VII. underwent the fate of 
all the chief leaders in that cauſe, having periſhed 
either in that fight, or ſoon after. Whereupon 
king Henry aſpiring after his great inheritance, 
attainted this lord, and confilcated his whole 
eſtate, inferior at that time to few or none in this 
kingdom. He died without iſſue, and all his 
titles, viz. that of viſcount Lovel, with thoſe 
antient baronies of Lovel, Holland, Burnell, 
Deincourt, Gray of Rotherfield, and Fitzalan 
of Bedal, became forfeited to the crown, and 
remained extinguiſhed, till his preſent majeſty was 
graciouſly pleaſed to revive thoſe of Lovel and 
Holland, in the perſon of John, now earl of Eg- 
mont, in conſideration of the conſanguinity of the 
ſaid earl, and his deſcent both by the male and 
female line therefrom.

ſhal of Ireland, to her huſband, Sir William Par- 
ker, knight, lord Morley, in her right ; which 
ſaid Sir William Parker married this lady before 
the year 1475, the 15th of Edward IV. with whom, 
and with Richard, duke of Glouceſter, his brother, 
he was in great favour ; the latter of whom, in 
the 22d of Edward IV. he attended to the wars of 
Scotland, and having entered Edinburgh with 
him, was, for his valour and conduct in that ex- 
pedition there, knighted by him on St. James's 
eve in that year. And the ſaid duke of Glouceſ- 
ter, having ſoon after attained the crown, which he 
bore under the title of Richard III. was made a 
privy-counſellor, and ſtandard · bearer to that prince; 
but upon the acceſſion of king Henry VII. he fel] 
into utter diſgrace, inſomuch that he was neither 
ſummoned to parliament, nor ſuffered to aſſume 
the office of marſhal of Ireland, but lay impri- 
ſoned in the Tower during that whole reign, and un- 
til the 2d of Henry VIII. 1510, in which year he 
died by violent means, as his epitaph in the church 
of Halingbury declares.

This Alice Lovel, lady Morley, after the death 
of the ſaid Sir William Parker, took to her ſecond 
huſband Sir Edward Howard, knight of the Gar- 
ter (ſecond ſon to Thomas, duke ct Norfolk) ad- 
miral of England, with whom ſhe lived not long, 
he being killed before Breſt, in Britanny, on the 
25th of April, in the 4th of Henry VIII. 1513, 
leaving no iſſue ; ſhe herſelf dying alſo five years 
after, in 1518, In her will, which was dated the 
9th of April, and proved on the 22d of February 
tollowing, in that year, ſhe orders her body to be 
buried in the pariſh-chucch of St. Andrew's, of 
Yngham, in Norfolk ; ſhe bequeaths to Henry 
Parker, lord Morley, her ſon and heir, her bed of 
cloth of gold and tawney velvet, alſo her beſt ba- 
lon and ewer of filver, and parcel gilt, a bowl gilt, 
with a cover pilt with her lord's arms and her's up- 
on it; a ſtanding cup with a cover, gilt, that was 
gotten by her anceſtors, and all the ornaments of 
her chapel, with other parcels of plate ; alſo va- 
rious other legacies to her two daughters, Jane, 
and Alice Parker, and to Sir Thomas Lovel, knight 
of the Garter, then treaſurer with the king's grace, 
&c. Moſt probably, in purſuance of this her will, 


ſhe was at firſt interred in the church of Hyng-

ham, before - mentioned; but Henry | 
Morley, her ſon, piouſly deſiring to tranſmit the 


memory of his noble anceſtors to future ages, 


erected a marble monument in the church of Ha- 
lingbury-Morley, which, as his own epitaph re- 
cites, he deſigned for the common place of burial 
of his family, and cauſed the bones of his grand- 
mother, of his father and mother, and of his wife, 
to be there entombed; at which time, doubtleſs; 
he removed the body of this Alice Lovel to the 
ſaid church of Halingbury, where her epitaph, 
among thoſe of many others of his anceſtors, re- 
main 1n the following words :

Of this Alice Lovel, lady Morley, and Sir Wil- 
liam Parker, her huſband, the direct and lineal 
deſcendant, and the ſole heir male, was the late 
Sir Philip Parker à Morley Long, baronet, and 
likewiſe the laſt male heir of that houſe, whoſe ſiſ- 
ter, Catharine Parker, became the wife of John, 
late earl of Egmont, and was mother to the pre- 
ſent earl ; by which marriage the blood and preten- 
ſions of the ſaid Alice Lovel, heireſs of this line of 
the houſe of Yvery, derived into itſelf, viz.-into 
that of which the ſaid earl is the chief, and which is 
now the only branch of the ſame ſtock ſubſiſting in 
the male line at this day. But the intermediate 
deſcents from the ſaid Alice Lovel, and the faid 
Sir William Parker, to the preſent earl, we ſhall 
defer to recite till we come to give the direct deduc- 
tion thereof in the due order of time and place, 
which will be when we have carried down the ac- 
count of the line of the earl of Egmont to the pe- 
riod of that marriage of the ſaid Catharine Parker 
with the ſaid late earl. 

We therefore now return to 

RicHaRD, the fifth or youngeſt fon of William 
Gouel de Perceval (the firſt who was called Lovel) 
and brother to William, ſurnamed Lovel, father 
to William, baron Lovel, of Dockings ; which 
Richard retaining the primitive and paternal name 
of his family, delivered it down to his deſcendants, 
and is lineal anceſtor of the preſent earl. What 
portion of his father's inheritance came to his ſhare, 
is not farther known, than that he received lands 
in Stawel, in the county of Somerſet, parcel of the 
lands given to his grandfather Aſcelin at the Con- 
queſt ; for there is extant a record in the Cotton 
library, wherein he grantedto the monks of Thame, 
by the name of Richard de Perceval, the ſon of 
William Luvel, in pure and perpetual alms, 'one 
furlong of land in Stawell, and two plough lands 
and tofts in the ſame town, which belonged for- 
merly to Aſcelin de Yvery, his grandfather, by the 
gift of William the Baſtard. He granted likewiſe, 
at the ſame time, the plough lands of Bedecombe, 
which he the ſaid Richard had received from Wil- 
liam de Moion, in marriage with'his daughter ; to 


which deed aſſented Robert Hamelin, and Richard, 


his ſons.

In the 7th of Henry II. 1161, he was charged 
for his lands in the county of Somerſet, upon the 
ſcutage levied for the expedition to Tholoufe, at 
the rate of two marks for each knight's fee; as 
likewiſe, in the 13th of Henry II. 1168, upon the 
aid levied for the marriage of Maud, the king's 
eldeſt daughter, to Henry, duke of Saxony; and 
being nearly related to Richard de Clare, earl 
of Striguil, ſurnamed Strongbow (whofe mother 
was Elizabeth, daughter of Robert, earl of Mel- 
lent, and fiſter to the mother of this Richard) ac- 
companied him in his Iriſh expedition. Upon the 
ſcutage of Wales in the following reign, viz. the 
2d of Richard I. 1189, he was alleſſed again; af- 
ter which, in the year 1191, the 2d of that reign, 
he was abroad with king Richard I. in the Holy 
Land, and (as Joſephus Iſcanus, ſec.etary to that 
prince, who wrote a particular account of that ex- 
pedition, relates) a principal commander in the 
Engliſh army there ; but being diſabled by the lols 
of his leg, in an action againſt the Saracens, he 
returned home. In the 8th of that reign, 1197, 
we find him, together with Henry Luvel, aſſeſſed 
in the third and fourth ſcutage, at twenty ſhillings 
for every fee, to defray the expences of the Nor- 
man army ; and afterwards, upon the aid in the 
2d year cf.king John, 1201, he was charged again, 
together with Ralph, the ſon and heir of Henry 
Luvel, before-mentioned ; but dying, as it 1s pre- 
ſumed, not long after, was buried in the church of 
Weſton, in Gordano, in the county of Somerſet, 
with the following inſcription : 


"Orate pro anima Rycardi Perceval qui Militavit in 
Terra Sancta com Rege Rycardo, A. C. mcxc. 


He married the daughter of William de Moion, 
or Mohun, lord of Dunſter, in the county of So- 
merſet, who, by ſome of the hiſtorians in the reign 
of king Stephen, was ſtiled earl of Somerſet and 
Dorſet; by whom he had Robert, Hamelin, and 
Richard. 

Robert, the eldeſt, ſeems to have ſucceeded his 
father before the 3d of John, 1202; for in the pipe- 
roll of that year, he is charged to the king fifteen 
marks for the ſeizin of the lands of Bodecombe, 
which he held of William de Moion, and then paid 
ten marks thereof into the king's exchequer. Bur 
the ſaid Robert and Hamelin dying without iſſue, 

Their brother, 

RIchARU DE PER CE VAT, ſecond of that name, 
the youngeſt ſon of Richard, continued the line; 
of whom we know nothing farther, . than that he 
was with his father in the Holy Land ; that he 


joined with him in the grant to the monks of 


T hame, as aforeſaid, and was buried alſo in the 
church of Weſton, where his monument ſubſiſted 
in the year 1692. He left three ſons, Robert, 
Hugh, and John, as appears by a deed of the ſaid 
John, which will be hereafter mentioned. 

Robert de Perceval, eldeſt ſon cf Richard, hold- 
ing Clywere, in the county of Somerſet, and other 
large eſtates of the honour of Glouceſter, then en- 
joyed by the houſe of Clare, became an early ad- 
venturer in Ireland, where ir is preſumed that this 
family had acquired ſome property before, and in 
1261, went over with Richard de Marlee, Stephen 
de Burgo, and near twenty men at arms, where he 
behaved with ſo much valour, that he acquired 
great poſſeſſions, which induced him to remain there, 
and to reſign his paternal eſtate, or great part there- 


of in the county of Somerſet, to his brothers. 
His ſervices to the ſtate were ſo conſiderable, that 
he received ſummons, as a baron of that realm, to 

the parliament holden at Dublin, the 14th of 

Edward I. 1285 ; but dying the ſame year, left 

two ſons, Richard, the ſecond baron, who dying 

without iſſue the ſame year, his brother Robert 

became the third baron, and was a man of great 

conſideration in the county of Meath, in which 

he was ſrated near Portleſter, and is preſumed to 

have built the caſtle of Norrach there. His name 

is entered in two rolls of the barons oflreland, and 
in 130i he received letters from king Edward l. 

requiring his attendance in the Scottiſh wars; 

and alſo other letters of credence from that prince: 

but two years after, engaging in a battle with the 

Iriſh, was ſlain the 22d of October, 1303; and 

having been a great benefactor to the priory of 

Youghal, was buried there. He married Grace, 

eldeſt daughter of Thomas Fitz-Maurice, the ſe. 

cond baron of Kerry (anceſtor to the preſent earls 

of Kerry and Shelburne) and left an only ſon, 

Thomas, lord Perceval, the fourth baron, who 

dying without iſſue in 1312, the title ceaſed, 

We now revert to John and Hugh, the ſecond 
and third brothers of Robert (the firſt lord Per- 
ceval, in Ireland) and ſons of Richard de Perce- 
val, before- mentioned. Which John and Hugh 
de Perceval, as appears by the title-deeds of the 
manor of Fairfield, near Stoke-courcy, in the 
county of Somerſet, were witneſſes (and therein 
called brothers) to a charter (without date, but 
made in the reign of Henry III.) of Philip de 
Columbariis, or Columbers, a great baron of that 
age, the capital ſeat of whoſe barony was Stowey, 
under Quantoch' Hills, in the ſaid county, and 
bounded by the manors and lands of this family 
in thoſe parts. | 

In the 5th. of Edward I. 1277, the ſaid Hugh 


de Perceval granted and quitted claim in favour 


| of the ſaid John (there ſurnamed de Watton, but 


| ſtiled in the ſame deed his brother) to all the rights 
that he might have in Lymbery, a manor there 
adjoining, in the county of Somerſet ; which deed 
was dated at Lymbery, and witneſſed by William 
de Vernay, lord of Fairfield, John de Perceval, 


and others. 

Of this Hugh we know nothing farther ; but 

JohN DE FLERCEVAL, his brother, ſurnamed 
de Watton, continued the line; and in the year 
1260, the 44th of Henry III. received ſummons 
among the barons to attend the king at Shrewſbu- 
ry upon the feaſt of the nativity of the bleſſed 
Virgin, with horſe and arms, to war againſt Llew- 
ellin, prince of Wales. In the 5th of Edward I. 
1277, he did his homage for that part of his 
eſtate held by knights ſervice, of William de 
Vernay, lord of Fairfield, viz. the manors of Cor- 
ville, Lymbury, and Watton, in the county of 


Somerſet ; from which laſt it is evident, that he 


aſſumed for a time his name. There is likewiſe 
extant a deed in the Cotton library, bearing dats 
at Stawel, in which (by the name of John, the 
ſon of Richard) he grants to the monks of Thame 
one yard-land in the town of Bodecombe, adjoin- 
ing on the north to a certain plowland, which the 
ſaid monks received formerly of the gift of Ri- 
chard de Perceval, the fon of William Luvel, his 
grandfather, in pure and perpetual alms; to which 
| deed were witneſſes his brothers, gs ws 

ven, 
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Hugh, his ſons, Roger, John, and Aſcelin, Ro- 
bert de Chen, and others; but in the gth of Ed- 
ward I. 1281, he died, having had iſſue by two 
wives, Viz. by the firſt (Alice, ſiſter ro Odo de 
Dampmartin, in the county of Surry) three ſons, 
before mentioned, viz. Roger, John, and Aſcelin; 
and by the ſecond, whoſe name is not Known, a 
ſon, Henry ; of which Roger, the eldeſt, con- 
tinued the deicent in a direct male line to the pre- 
ſent earl of Egmont; and Henry was founder of 
a conſiderable branch of this family, which ſub- 
ſiſted in the male line till the reign of Richard III. 
1485. N 

To prevent confuſion in deducing the principal 
line of the ſaid Roger, and farther, becauſe little 
account his been yet given of this other branch, 
we ſhall firſt trace the deſcent from the ſaid Henry 
Perceval, fon by a..other venter, of John de Per- 
ceval, or de Watton, above- mentioned; which 
Henry is aſcertained only by one title-deed (now 
in the hands of Peregrine Palmer, eſquire, preſent 
lord of the manor ot Fairfield) relating to a claim 
ot John Perceval, of Coreville, in the 3d of Ed- 
ward IV. 1464, to a right of common in Eaſt- 
Quantoch, and la Weſtmore, in the county of So- 
merſet, obtained by this Henry de Perceval (anceſ- 
tor to the ſaid John) from William de Vernay, lord 
of Fairfield, in the time of Edward I. The ſaid 
Henry lett two ſons, John and Richard; and that 
he died in the life- time of his father, or ſoon after 
his deceaſe, ſeems more than probable,' as his fa- 
ther, John, ſurnamed de Watton, was living in 
the 5th of Edward I. 1277, and his ſon, John de 
Perceval, did homage for the eſtate in the niath of 
the ſame reign, 1281, ; 

John de Perceval, eldeſt ſon of the ſaid Henry, 
lord of Coreville, Lymbury, and . Watton, did 
homage for the eſtates which he held of William 
de Vernay, fon of William, paying relief fur the 
lame in the gth of Edward I. 1281, but died five 
years atter, viz, on the Tueſday next after the an- 
nunciation of the bleſſed Virgin, in the 14th ot 
Edward J. 1286. 

To whom Sir Richard de Perceval, his brother, 
ſurnamed de Coreville, now Corril (who was born 
in 1260, the 44th of Henry III.) ſucceeded, and 
being then of full age, paid relief for the lands 
which his ſaid brother John held at the time of his 
deceaſe, viz. in Fairfield, Lymbury, Sydenham, 
and Watton. Which Richard was in the wars of 
Scotland, where he bore upon his banner the arms 
of his family, but with the tinctures counter- 
changed, viz. the field and the three croſs-pattees 
gules, and the chief argent, as a difference from 
the arms of the elder branch. It appears that he 
was living in the ;th of Edward III. 1332, but 
died before the 22d of the ſame reign, 1350 ; for 
in the year laſt-mentioned, Johanna, then his wi. 
dow, together with John, Walter, and Richard 
de Perceval, laid claim tocertain lands in Fairfield, 
and being ſworn in court, preſented an evidence, 
which had been before produced in the ſame place 
upon the Sunday next after the ex iltation of the 
Holy Croſs in the ;th year of king Edward III. 
by the ſaid late Richard Perceval, formerly huſ- 
band of the ſaid Joan, and father by her of the 
ſaid John, Walter, and Richard Perceval, as the 
deed recites. Concerning Richard, the youngeſt 
of which ſons, we have no farther account; but 
Walter, the iecond ſon, having married Joan, ſiſ- 


1553, from whole heirs general deſcend the pre- 


ter of Gilbert de Hywiſh, the ſaid Joan, in the 
roth of Richard II. 1587 (at that time the widow 
of the ſaid Walter) conveyed to her brother, Gil- 
bert de Hywiſh, all her rights in her lands and te- 
nements in Eaſt-Quantoch. 

John de Perceval, the eldeſt of the three ſaid 
ſons, ſucceeded to the eſtate, but departed this life 
in the 3d of Henry V. 1415, ſeized of the manors 
of Lymbury, Coreville, &c. and many other 


eſtates in Weſtlake, Clafferd, Sinderland, and Sy- 


denham, in the county of Somerſet, all held by 
knights ſervice ; leaving by Margaret, his wife, a 
ſon, John, his heir; in which year, viz. 1415, the 
ſaid Margaret Perceval obtained from John de Ver- 
nay, then lord of Fairfield, a releaſe of certain lands 
in Eſtrecholt (now Aſholt) near Quantoch, in the 
ſaid county, | 

John de Perceval, ſon and heir of the ſaid John 
and Margaret, at the time of his father's death, 
(viz. in the 3d of Henry V. 1415) was forty years 
of age, and became lord of Coreville, Lymbury, 
Watton, with many other fair poſſeſſions in thoſe 
parts, and lived to a great age, but dying in or 
about the 2 3dof Henry VI. 1453, eighty years old, 
left two ſons, Hugh and John, and two daughters, 
Joan and Margaret, all in their minority. 

Hugh Perceval, the eldeſt fon, ſucceeded his 
father John, as before obſerved, in 1455, and be- 
ing then under age, John de Vernay, lord of 


Fairfield, releaſed to Margaret, befote mentioned, 


the widow of John de Perceval, father of the laſt- 
mentioned John, and grandfather of rhe ſaid Hugh, 
all his right, title, or claim to the wardſhip and 
cuſtody of the two manors of Corevi'le and Lym- 
bury, during the minority of the ſaid Hugh. But 
he dying in or before the 3d of Edward IV. 1464, 
without iſſue, was ſucceeded by John. 

John Perceval, lord of Coreville, and brother 
and heir of Hugh, in the ſame year 1464, laid 
claim to the common of paſture in La Weſtmore, 
and Eaſt-Quantoch, in the county of Somerſet, 
as above-mentioned ; and exhibiting two charters, 
viz, one from William de Vernay to Henry de 
Perceval, his anceſtor (as he is ſtiled in that record) 
of which charter mention has been made above ; 
as likewiſe another charter from Ralph de Vernay, 


juſtified his right thereto. This John, the laſt 


male of his line, died on the Sunday next after the 
feaſt of All Souls, in the ſecond year of Richard 
III. 1485. ſeized of the manors of Coreville and 
Lymbury, and many. other lands and tenements 
in Stoford, Eaſt-Quantoch, Dodington, Stokecurcy, 


Durbrow, Fairfield, &c. with common of Turba- 


ry in La Weſtmore, &c. in the county of Somer- 
ſet; John Everard, the ſon of Joan, eldeſt ſiſter 
of the ſaid John Perceval, and Margaret his other 
ſiſter, then the wife of John Willems, or Williams, 
being found his next heirs; which John Everard 
was then above twenty years of age, and Margaret 
thirty-five years old, and upwards. Which Mar- 
garet became ſole heir to this branch by the death 
of the ſaid John Everard ſoon after, and left a ſon, 
Sir Reginald Williams, knight, father of Sir John 
Williams, of Burfield, in the county of Berks, 
who had two ſons, Reginald and John, of whom 
John, the ſecond ſon, was by queen Mary l. ſo- 
lemnly created baron Williams, of Thame, in the 
county of Oxford, at the palace of St. James's, on 
the 5th day of April, in the firſt year of her reign,

Having thus fully trated the branch of the Per- 
cevals of Coreville, we ſhall only add, that in the 
8th of Henry VII. 1492, feven years after the de- 
ceaſe of the ſaid John Perceval, Sir Reginald Wil- 
liams before-mentioned, having veſted the manors 
of Coreville and Lymbury (and part of the lands 
fo deſcended to him, in right of Margaret Perce- 
val, his mother) in the lord Zouche, Sir John 
Dawbeney, and others his truſtees, they were ſold 
by him, together with the capital meſſuage of 
Coreville, to Sir Baldwin Mallet, knight, then 
lord of the manor of Enmore adjacent thereto, and 
in the ſame county, and part thereof is now the 
eſtate of the preſent earl of Egmont. 


We now revert to | 
Rock DE PeRcevar, the eldeſt ſon of John 


de Perceval ſurnamed de Watton, by Alicia Damp- 

martin his firſt wife, from whom the preſent earl 

of Egmont immediately inthe direct male line de- 

ſcends, which Sir Roger Perceval, was lord of 

Eaſt-Quantoch, Ealtbury, Stawell, Bridcot, &c. 
in the county of Somerſet, who in the ninth of Ed- 
ward I. 1281, was charged to the king for half a 
knight's fee in Bodecombe, in the ſame county; 
and in the 15th of Edward I. 1281, ſucceeded upon 
the death of Sir John Breteche, his wife's father, to 
the large eſtate of that family, viz. the manors of 
Carhampton, Thrubwell, alias Trobbeville, and ano- 
ther halt knight's fee in godecombe, &c. in the county 
of Somerſet (his wife being then ſixteen years of age) 
and doing his homage, had livery of the lands of 
her inheritance in the ſame year. In the 18th of 
the ſame reign, 1290, at the parliament then held 
after the feaſt of St. Michael, he petitioned the 
king for remiſſion of the fine which had been laid 
upon him, for having taken certain ſums of mo- 
ney of Walter Parſon, of Mulſo, who had fled up- 
on an indictment of murder; the ſaid Roger pre- 
tending that his goods and chattels were forfeited 
to him, whereas in truth they were eſcheated to 
the crown. In the 24th of Edward I. 1295, he 
was ſummoned among the barons to the great 
council or parliament, held at Newcaſtle, previous 
to the wars of Scotland, againſt John Baliol, whom 
king Edward had promoted to that throne, and 
who had entered into an alliance againſt him with 
the French king, The next year, 1296, he had 
another ſummons to attend the king at London, 
upon the Sunday after the octave of St. John the 
Baptiſt, well provided with horſe and arms, in or- 
der to aſſiſt Guy, earl of Flanders, at that time 
invaded by Philip, king of France. This lord 
Roger Perceval is ſaid to have been ſlain at the bat- 

tle of Bannockburn, in Scotland; but it is certain, 
by record, that he died between the years 1310 
and 1314, the 3d or 7th of Edward II. 

He married Joan, the daughter and heir of Sir 
John de Breteche, ſon of another Sir John, by 
Margaret, daughter of Ralph, lord Boteler, of 
Overley, widow of Warin de Rawleigh, (which fa- 
mily of Breteche deſcended from a younger branch 
of the counts of Guiſnes, in Flanders) and by her 
had iſſue two ſons, 15 

1. Sir John Perceval, his heir. 

2. Richard Perceval, who, in 1318, was pre- 
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Sir Joux PzrcevaL, lord of Eaſtbury, Ca 
hampton, Trobbeville, Bodecombe, &c. in the 
year 1300, though under age, and his father liy. 
ing, was returned a knight to ſerve for the county 
of Warwick, in the parliament held at Lincoln;

Sir RichARD PERrcEvar, lord of Eaſtbury,

1425, 
the king committed the cuſtody of the manors of 
Ninehead, Flory, and Withele, in the county of 
Somerſet, to which he then laid claim. Two years 
after, he was charged upon the aid then levied for 
ſeveral knights fees in Avele, Bridcot, and Weſ⸗ 
ton-in-Gordano, in the ſame county.

Richard Perceval, lord of Eaſtbury, Weſton, 
&c. (fourth of that name) was born in 1446, the 
24th of Henry VI. and ſucceeded his father, be- 
ing thirty years of age. He married Catharine, 
one of the coheirs of Hampton, in the county 
of Somerſet, and had by her three ſons, Richard, 
Ralf, and William. He died in 1482, at or near

a very remarkable record, ſetting forth no leſs than 
nine generations of this family in direct ſucceſſion, 
(beſides collaterals) from the reign of king Henry 
III. to the year we have mentioned, 1524, and 
eſtabliſhing thereby ſuch preciſion in the accounts of 
this family, as can be found in few others at this 
day. He was a man of great magnificence and 
expence, and lived to a great age, dying at eighty- 
two years old, in the 3d of Edward VI. 1550, and 
leaving by Joan, his wife, daughter of John Ken, 
of Ken, in the county of Somerſet, eſquire, one 
ſon, Edmund.

an Officer of experience wanted, he was. made re- 
giſter of that court there; and going over to that 
kingdom on November 16, 1616, paſled patent 
allo tor the ſaid office, with a fee of one thouſand 
marks per annum. | 

Thus introduced, and judiciouſly obſerving the 
improvements already made in Ireland, after the

Annagh, Walſheſtown, Ballinliny, Ballinguile, 
Templeconnil, Bregoge, and Ballinegrah, all ſitu- 
ate on or near the courſe of the river Obeg, and 
upon the borders of a large moraſs, extending 
many miles between the mountains of Slewlogher 
and Ballyhowra, and forming a ſtrong barrier on 
the frontiers of the county of Cork, which were 
much expoſed to the attempts of the rebels, being 
a conſtant ſeat of that war. Theſe, with the 
caſtles of Loghort, Dundeady, and others, he gar- 
riſoned and maintained; two of which, viz. Lif- 
carrol and Annagh, were of ſuch importance, that 
the former ſuſtained a ſiege of thirty days, againſt 
a regular army of ſeven thouſand foot, and five 
hundred horſe, under the command of the lord Muſ- 
kerry and general Barry, well provided with ar- 
tillery, and did not ſurrender till September 2, 
1642; which gave time to lord Inchiquin to come 
up, with the Engliſh forces, the very next day, 
when the two armies engaged under the walls of 
that caſtle, and the Iriſh received a memorable 
defeat; and the latter (by its natural ſituation 
deemed impregnable) reſiſted an army of five thou- 
ſand men for ſeveral days, who after loſing three 
hundred of their beſt troops, took it at laſt by 
treachery, on February 12, 1646; in which year 
Sir Philip loſt all his ſtrong-holds, and above half 
his eftate in Munfter. By maintaining theſe gar- 
riſons, and by this generous conduct, he became a 
principal means of that kingdom's r

eneral tenor of his conduct, clearing him from 
all reaſonable imputation of being a favourer of 
that cauſe, the accuſation was, with great honour to 
him, diſmiſſed, and he maintained his ſeat. 

Soon after this, the army- faction finding it time 
to throw off the maſk, impeached Mr. Hollis, Sir 
Philip Stapleton, and ſeveral other leading mem- 
bers, who obſtructed their meaſures, whereupon 
they withdrew; but a brave remnant of that 
houſe, not intimidated by theſe violent meaſures, 
perſevered in giving ſuch obſtructions to their de- 
ſigns, that they were obliged to advance the army 
by ſpeedy marches towards London, to force them 
to a concurrence. In which time of imminent 
danger, when the city of London and the par- 
liament expected daily to be ſacked, Sir Philip 
Perceval perſevered in his honeſt oppoſition, and, 
ſtanding at the head of the few reſolute remain- 
ing members, was chairman of thoſe' committees 
which were appointed to manage the defence of 
the city and parliament ; to direct the diſpoſition 
of the troops, and the militia raiſed for that end, 
and to draw up thoſe declarations, letters, and 
publick papers, which were iſſued on that occaſion, 
Nor did he quit the cauſe he had undertaken, till 
the army actually poſſeſſed the city, and there was 
no poſſibility of reſiſtance left; but then, juſtly 
dreading the effect of their firſt reſentment, he 
retired into the country till the September follow- 
ing; when hearing that new matters of accuſation 
were prepared againft him, relating to the exerciſe 
of his place as commiſſary-general, he returned 
to demand his trial, which was poſtponed, from 

the inſufficiency of the charge; about which time, 
though ſtanding in theſe perilous circumſtances, | 
and that the independents were then abſolute maſ- 
ters of the parliament, he had the courage to 
deliver to the houſe a ſtrong remonſtrance from 
lord.

having quitted that cauſe; and equally hateful to 
Crom df and his adherents, from his father's late 
oppoſition to their meaſures; yet, hotwithſtand- 
ing his youth, (being then but eighteen years of 
age, ) and the great difficulties of ſuch a ſituation, 
he conducted himſelf with ſo much addreſs, b 
cultivating the friendſhip of the ſpeaker Lenthall, 
and that of Henry Cromwell, (with whom he had 
contracted à great intimacy at Cambridge) that 
he ſoon acquired the eſteem and good opinion of 
the protector himſelf, by whom, after the intire 
reduction of Ireland, he was ſent over, in 1653. 
with the lord deputy Fleetwood, to ſettle the im- 
portant affair of tranſplanting the papiſts from their 
reſpective habitations, into the province of Con- 
naught, which he had adviſed, in oppoſition to 
other more violent meaſures, and with which he 
was chiefly entruſted. He was likewiſe employed 
in the union and diviſion of pariſhes, and con- 
ſulted upon all the weightieſt buſineſs of the ſettle- 
ment ot the kingdom. In which ſervices he re- 
commended himſeif ſo well, that on the 6th 
of July 1653, the commiſſioners of the revenues 
of the ſequeſtration; received orders to give him 
full poſſeſſion of his eſtate, (the firſt favour of 
the kind done under that government) though it 
ſtil] continued to be loaded for ſome time with an 
aſſeſſment of two thouſand four hundred pounds 
a year, to ſupport the charge of the ſtate ; but he 
was at length relieved from that burthen, on 
the 25th of March 1055, and reſtored to the 
office of clerk of the crown and Common: pleas, 
which had been enjoyed by his father. 

After this, the new parliament having paſſed 
an act on November 27, 1656, for the ſccurity 
of the protector's perſon, and continuation of the 
nation in peace and ſafety, he was appointed one 
of the commiſſioners for the execution thereof;

Orrery and him, whoſe ſuperior knowledge of the 
intereſt of Ireland was univerſally confeſſed. On 
Auguſt 1, 1662, he was reſtored to the place of 
regiſter of the court of wards, an office of im- 
menſe profit, but aboliſhed by act of parliament 
not long after, having never been enjoyed by any 
but this family, in whoſe favour it had been 
erected, and at the ſame time appointed regiſter 
to the court of claims. On October 24, 1663, 
he obtained a grant of two markets, on Thurſ- 
day and Saturday, and two fairs, on St. An- 
drew's day, and Thurſday .in Whitſun-week, at 
Welſheſtown, in the county of Cork. And a 
council of trade being eſtabliſhed in Ireland, he 
was conſtituted one of the firſt members of it, 
on May 26, 1664; and the next year made re- 
giſter to the commiſſioners for executing the act of 
explanation; as likewiſe one of the truſtees for the 
commiſſioned officers, who had ſerved in Ireland 
before the 5th of June, 1649. 

On February 14, 1655, he married Catharine, 
daughter of Robert Southwell, of Kingſale, Eſq; 
ſiſter to Sir Robert Southwell, of Kings- Weſton, 
in the county of Glouceſter, knight, (ſecretary of 
ſtate to William III.) and dying on November 1,

— On May 
22, 1677, in conſideration of the great ſervices 
of his great-grandfather, grandfather, and father, 
in defence of the Engliſh cauſe in Ireland, and 
the loſs of the offices of regiſter of the court of 
wards, and of the court of claims, 8c, he' jointly 
with his brother Robert (their eldeſt brother, 
Sir Philip, then living) obtained a reverſionary 
grant of the office of clerk of the crown, pro- 
thonotary and chief clerk of the Common-pleag, 
and keeper of the writs and other records of the 
court of King's-bench z and upon his ſaid brother 
Robert's death, obtained a ſole grant thereof, 
Auguſt 21, of that year, for three lives. In 
1680, he ſucceeded to the eſtate (being then twent 
years of age), and in 1683 went over to Ireland. 
But three years after, in 1686, being preſent at the 
aſſizes in Cork, where the priſoners were infected 
with a contagious diſtemper, he and others were

ton, in 1682 z and on the 15th' of June, 1686, 
being not then four years old, was removed to 
England, by his great uncle and guardian, Sir 
Robert Southwell, with whom he remained during 
the diſorders in Ireland, which enſued upon the 
revolution. But the eſtate of this family ſuffered 
again, during the ſhort war that euſued, by de- 
ſtruction of houſes and woods, loſs of rent and 
ſtock, above forty thouſand pounds. The ſaid 
Sir Robert Southwell, his guardian, giving in the 
accounts to the chancery of England, by which, 
in the ſingle article of rents alone, their loſs 
amounted to the ſum of twenty thouſand fix 
hundred and twenty-eight pounds twelve ſhillings 
and five pence halfpenny. T his Sir Edward dying 
ſoon after in London, viz. on the gth of Novem- 
ber, 161, was interred at Renbury, the bury- 
ing piace of Sir Robert Southwell, near King's 
Weſton, and was ſucceeded by his brother, 

Sir Joan PERCEVAL, the late ear] of Egmont, 
who was born July 12, 1683, and educated in 
Magdalen-College, Cxford, which univerſity he 
quitted in June, 1701, and having made the tour 
of England, upon the death of king William, and 
calling a new parliament in Ireland, went over in 
1704, with the duke of Ormond, lord lieutenant, 
and, though then not of age, was elected knight 
of the ſhire for the county of Cork, and in Octo- 
ber appointed a privy counſellor, in which honour- 
rable ſtation he continued to his death. 

In July, 1705, he began the grand tour of 
Europe, which he finiſhed in October 1707 ; and 
going over a ſecond time to Ireland, was, upon 
the ſummons of a new parliament in 1913, under 
the duke of Shrewſbury, again returned for the 
county of Cork; and on the acceſſion of king 
George I. advanced (by privy ſeal, dated at St. 
James's, on the 4th of March, 1714, and by 
patent at Dublin, on the 21ſt of April, 1715) 
to the title of baron Perceval, of Burton, with 
limitation of that honour to the heirs male of his 
father. On the 12th of November following, he 
took his ſeat in the houſe of peers; and his ma- 
jeſty being pleaſed to advance him further in the 
peerage, he was created by the privy ſeal dated at 
St. James's, on the 29th of December, and by patent 
on the 25th of February, 1722, viſcount Perceval, 
of Kanturk, with the annual fee of twenty marks, 
payable out of the exchequer, in ſupport of that 
honour. 

In the parliament of 1727, he ſerved for Har- 
wich, in Eſſex, and on the death of Edward 
Ruſſel, earl of Orford, was choſen, in June, 
1728, recorder of that borough, which office he 
reſigned, in April, 1734. His lordſhip reflect- 
ing with ſome other perſons of diſtinction, that 
multitudes, incapable of finding buſineſs at home, 
might yet be rendered uſeful to Great-Britain in 
the colonies abroad, jointly applied to the crown 
for the government of a tract of country in 
America, ſince called Georgia, then inhabited by

married Alice, daughter of Sir John St. John, of 
Bletſhoe, knight, by whom he became allied to 
Henry VIII. himſelf; his lady being grand-daugh- 
ter to Sir Oliver St. John, knight, by his wife, 
Margaret, the daughter and heir of Sir John 
Beauchamp, of Bletſo, knight, which lady Mar- 
garet, being afterwards the wife of John Beaufort, 
duke of Somerſet, had by him an only daughter, 
who was mother to Henry VII. Vet notwith- 
ſtanding this alliance, by reaſon of the marriage of 
his daughter, Jane Parker, to George, lord Rech- 
ford, brother to, queen Anne Bullen, after the 
unfortunate execution of his ſon-in-law, and of 
that unfortunate queen, he utterly loſt the favour 
of Henry VIII. again, ſo that he could by no

TY I'S noble and ancient family claims de- 
ſcent from the lords of Vernon, in the dutchy 


of Normandy. The common anceſtor, 

WILLIAM DE VERNON, aſſumed this ſurname 
from that town and diſtrict, whereof he was the 
ſole proprietor in the year 1052. This gentleman 
founded and richly endowed the collegiate and pa- 
rochial church of St. Mary's, in Vernon, for a 
dean and ſecular canons, and lies there interred un- 
derneath an altar monument, whereon is his effigies. 
He had two ſons, Richard and Walter, who both 
came into England with the Conqueror ; the 
younger obtained the lordſhips of Winfleton, Neſſe, 
Ledſam, and Preſton, now Prenton, in Cheſhire ; 
Hertwell, Adeſtock, and Plaet.Merton, in Bucks; 


and had a ſhare of his father's poſſeſſions in Nor- 


mandy, but dying without iſſue, they fell to his 
elder brother, | 

RIcHARD DE VERNON, who was one of the ſe- 
ven barons created by Hugh Lupus, to whom king 
William, his uncle, in the twentieth year of his 
reign, granted the county palatine of Cheſter. Ir 
appears from Doomſday- book, that this Richard 
de Vernon, firſt bazon of Shipbroke, held the 
lands and 'manors of Aſton, Picton, Shipbroke, 
Crew, Hetune, Cocheſhall, Wice, Malatune,

Wanetune, Devenham, Doveſtock, Adeline, Boet- 
bury, and others. He was a benefactor, with 
Hugh Lupus, to the abbey of St. Werburgh, in 
Cheſter, and in temp. Will. II. gave tithes of Eaſton 
and Picton to that abbey, He was ſucceeded by 
his eldeſt ſon and heir, : 

WILLIAM DE VERNON, whoſe ſon, 

Huch pe VERNON, third baron, living in 1119, 
was alſo lord of Northwyk, and with Richard, earl 
of Cheſter, likewiſe a great benefactor to the abbey 
of St, Werburgh. He married „daughter 
and heir of Raynold Badgioll, lord of Erde wick 
and Helgrave; by whom he had iſſue five ſons, 

1. Warine de Vernon. | 

2. Matthew de Vernon, who obtained Erdewick 
and Holgrave, by the gift of his mother, and was 
anceſtor to the Vernons of that place.

WARINE DEVERNON, third baron of Shipbroke, 
living in the time Henry III. whole eldeſt fon, 
Richard de Vernon, in 37 Henry III. had a grant 
of the cuſtody of the caſtle and manor of the 
Pecke, and dying before his father, left iſſue, four 
ſons ; whereot William the third, was chief juſtice 
of Cheſter, 1230, and Warine, theeldeit, married 
Auda, third daughter, and one of the co-heirs of 
William Malbank, baron of Wich-Malbank, now 
Namptwich, in the county of Cheſter (deſcended 
from William Malbank, baron of Wich-Mal- 
bank, in 20 William I.) with whom he acquired 
a great number of manors in that county, and was 
father of Warine de Vernon, baron of Shipbroke; 
and Ralph, of whom hercafter. 


Warine married Margaret, or Margery, daugh- | 


ter and heir of Kalph de Andeville, relict of Hugh 
de Altaribus, by whom he had a ſon, Warine, 
who died without iſſue, and three daughters, his 
co-heirs; Margery, the wife of Richard de Wil- 
braham ; Edith, of Sir William Stafford, knight; 
and Roheſia, of John Littlebury. Whereupon 

Ralph, their father's brother, ſucceeded to the 
barony : but after a long ſuit with the co-heirs, it 
was agreed the barony ſhould be divided, they anc 
their huſbands to have one half, with the ſalt 
works at Namptwitch, called the juggar-houſe ; 
and that Ralph ſhould have the other half, in 
cluding the manor of Minchal- Vernon and the 
capital manor of Shipbroke This Ralph leviec 
a fine of his lands in Shipbroke, &c. in 19 Edw. 
II. His ſon, Ralph de Vernon, live.i to the great 
age of 150, and on that account was ſtiled the 
old liver. He married firſt, Mary, daughter o. 
Ralph, lord Dacres, and 2dly, Matilda, daughter 
of Kobert, lord Groſwenor, of Budworth ; by 
the firſt he had iſſue, Sir Ralph, and Thomas Ver- 
non, of Loſtock, of whom preſently. 

Sir Ralph, or according to ſome, Sir Robert, 
married Margaret, daughter of Urian de Sano 
Petro, and died before his father; his iſſue termi- 
nating, after two deſcents, in a daughter and 
heir, Margaret, who was married to Sir Hamon 
L*Eftrange, knight, lord of Hurdleſton, living in 
3 Edw. III. 

Thomas of Loſtock, ſecond ſon, married Joan, 
daughter and coheir of Richard Loſtock, by whom 
he was father of two ſons, Richard and John, the lat- 
ter of which was ſeated at Redmon, and the former 
marrying Avice, daughter of Thomas Leigh, of 
Bradley, was father of another Richard, as alſo 
of John and Ralph. The eldeſt of theſe three 
brothers was ſeated at Haſlington, and married 
Margaret, daughter of Sir Richard Molyneux. 
His ſon James Vernon, ſeated at the ſame place, 
by a daughter of Thomas Minſhall, had iſſue, 
Richard Vernon, who, by Jane, daughter of Rich- 
ard Torbock, of Lancaſhire, was father of John 
Vernon, who married Mabel, daughter of Henry 
Gifford, of Staffordſhire, and had iſſue, Ralph, 
who married firſt, Joan, daughter of Robert Foul- 
hurſt of Crew; and 2dly, Mary, daughter of John 
Dutton, and widow of Thomas Aſton ; by the 
:ormer he had iſſue, Richard Vernon, who, by his 
wite, Margaret, daughter of Laurence Rape, of 
Stapley, in the county of Cheſter, knight, had

Sik RicHaRD VERNON, who died about the 3d 
or 4th of Edward III. by his wife Maud, daughter 
and heir of William Camville, lord of Clifton, in 
Staffordſhire, had iſſue, | 

WILLIAM VERNON, of Harliſton, who was 
living in 1330, and married Jenetta or Juliana, 
daughter of Sir Rice Griffiths, knight, couſin and 
heir to Sir Richard Stackpole, and by her who 
died 41 Edward III. had iſſue, 

Sis RIcHARD VERNON, who was ſometimes 
called Sir Richard Pemburge, from his having 
married Benedicta, ſiſter and heir of Sir Fulk 
Pemburge, of Tong, in Shropſhire. He was 
conſtituted treaſurer of Calais, by patent, bearing 
date May 4, 1444, which office he reſigned in 
1451, and departed this life the following year. 

He had iſſue three daughters,

were no leſs renowned in theſe parts; inſomuch az 
this Sir George Vernon, who lived in our time 
for his magnificent port and hoſpitality, was 
called by the multitude petty king of the Peak 
He died ſeized of thirty manors, and left two daugh.

Catharine of Spain, The tradition is, that the 
prince frequently lived with Sir Henry, at Haddon, 
in Derbyſhire, where (at leaſt in 1730) was an 
apartment, called the prince's chamber, with his 
arms cut in ſeveral places thereof. | 

He gave to the church of Tong the great bell, 
(fix yards round, and 4% hundred weight) as alſo 
a rent charge, iſſuing out of his manor of Norton, 
on condition that the ſaid bell ſhould be rolled 
when any perſon of the name of Vernon came into- 
the town, which ceremony is ſtill obſerved.

HE anceſtors of this noble lord were a long 
T time ſeated in Devonſhire, and owners, in 
the reign of queen Elizabeth, of the Priory- 
houſe, and eſtate of Careſwell, near Calumpton; 
which was at length fold by Richard Pratt, great 
grandfather to the preſent lord Camden, and is 
now the ſeat of Sir Barbe Sydenham, eſquire. The 
grandſon of this Richard Pratt, eſquire, was 

Sir Joun PRATT, of Wilderneſs, in the Pariſh 
of Seal in Kent, knight, who, ſtudying the law, 
was called to the bar about the end of Charles the 
Second's reign, and in the 12th of William III. 
was made ſerjeant at law, repreſented the borough 
of Midhurſt, in Suſſex, in that parliament of 
Great-Britain, ſummoned to meet on November 5, 
1710, and which firſt ſat on buſineſs November 
27, in that year. He repreſented the ſame bo- 
rough, in the parliamenc called to meet Novem- 
ber 12, 1713, and which firſt ſat to do buſineſs on 
February 18, 1714, till his ſeat was vacated by 
his appointment to be one of the juſtices of the 
court of King's-Bench, on November 14, in the 
laſt mentioned year. 

On April 19, 1718, he (with Mr. juſtice Tracy, 
and Sir James Montagu) was appointed a com- 
miſſioner for the cuſtody of the great · ſeal, on the 
reſignation of the lord chancellor Cowper; and 
on the fifteenth of the ſucceeding month, was 
conſtituted lord chief. juſtice of the court of King's- 
Bench, in the room of the lord Parker (after- 
wards earl of Macclesfield) who was promoted to 
the office of lord high chancellor of Great - Britain. 

This gentleman married firſt Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter and coheir of the reverend Henry Gregory, 
rector of Middleton Stoney, in Oxfordſhire, third 
ſon of Francis Gregory, of Hordley, in Oxford- 
ſhire, eſquire; and after her deceaſe, he married 
lecondly Elizabeth, daughter of the reverend 
Hugh Wilſon, rector of Landinam, vicar of 
Trefegwlys, and canon of Bangor.(younger ſon 
of John .

We are now to treat ß  , 
Simon DicBy, of Coleſhill, ſecond ſon of 


Digby ; the youngeſt was ſlain in the royal cauſe 
in the reign of Charles I. and the eldeſt, Sir Ke- 
nelm Digby, born 1603 at Gothurſt, had his fa- 
ther's lands, and was reſtored in blood, He re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood October 8, 
1623; was gentleman of the bed-chamber, and 
commiſſioner of the navy in the reign of Charles I. 
and dying June 11, 1665, was buried at Chriſt- 
church, in Newgate-ſtreet, London. This knight 
was a man of great learning, and one of the 
council of the royal ſociety, at the firſt ſettlement 
thereof, He married Venetia, daughter and heir 
of Sir Edward Stanley, of Tong-caltle, in Shrop- 
ſhire, knight of the Bath; and by her, who was 
buried with him, he had iſſue a daughter, Margery, 
who became the wife of Edward Dudley, of 
Clopton, in Northamptonſhire, eſquire, and four 
ſons, Kenelm, John, Everard, and George. The 
eldeſt died before his father; the third and fourth 
deceaſed without iſſue; and the ſecond; John 
Digby, married firſt Catharine, daughter of Henry

and receiver of the manor of Bedale, in York-

In 1486, he was a commander at the battle of 
Stoke, and in conſideration of that ſervice, the 
king, in 1487, gave to him and his hers male, 
the manor of Ravyſbury, in Surry, and in 1488, 
appointed him comptroller of the petty cuſtams 
in the port of London, and confirmed to him the 
foreſterſhip of Thornewoods. In 1495 (1x Henry 
VII.) the king, by patent, dated at Weſtminſter, 
December 23, granted to him and his heirs male, 
the lordſhip of Coleſhill, in the county of War- 
wick, upon the cohfiſcation of Sir Simon Mont- 
fort, in 1495, which has been the principal reſi- 
dence of the family ever ſince. He held many 
conſiderable poſts, and executed ſeveral offices in 
that reign, arid died February 27, 1319.

(Firſt Earl) JohN Dicsy, the youngeſt, was 
born in February 1580 ; and being ſent by the 
lord Harrington to intimate to the king the de- 
figned inſurrection of the gunpowder conſpirators, 
was admitted a gentleman of the privy-chamber, 
and one of the king's carvers in 1605, On 
March 15, enſuing, he was knighted, and in 
April 1611, ſent ambaſſador to the court of Spain, 
as he was again in 1614, and continued there til] 
January 1613. Cn April 3, 1616, he was ap 
Pointed vice-chamberlain of the houſhold, and 
{worn of the privy-council. On April 16, 1617, 
he was commiſſioned to treat of a marriage be 
tween prince Charles, and the infanta Maria, of 
Spain, to which kingdom he repaired in July; 
and upon his return, the enſuing year, on o- 


vember 25, was created baron Digby, of Sher- 
borne, in the county of Dorſet, the caſtle and 


| 
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manor of which the king had before grunted 
him. In 1620, he was ſent ambaſſador. to the 
archduke Albert, and in the ſucceeding year to 
the emperor Ferdinand, and the duke of Bavaria, 


on the buſineſs of the Palatinate. In March 162 2, 


he was again ſent ambaſſador extraordinary to Spain, 
to treat of the marriage, and an alliance; and on 
September 15, 1622, was created earl of Briſtol. 
His difference with' the duke of Buckingham, 
and their mutual impeachment of each other, in 
1624, may be ſeen in the hiſtory of thoſe times. 
From thence he hved retired till the breaking out 
of the troubles in 1640, in which, at firſt, he 
ſided with the parliament z but afterwards going 
over to the king, at the end of the war retired 
into France, loft his eſtate, and died at Paris, Ja- 
nuary 21, 1652, By his wife Beatrix, daughter 
of Charles Walcott, of Walcott, in Shropthire, 
eſquire, and relict of Sir John Dive, of Brom- 
ham, in Bedfordſhire, knight, he had two fons, 
and two daughters:

(Second Earl) Grox E Dio, earl of Briſtol, 
was elected to parliament for Dorſetſhire, April

committe to prepare a charge againſt Thomas earl 
of Strafford, he became his advocate, thinking 
him hardly dealt by, for which he was expelled 
the houſe ; but took his place in the upper one, 
having been ſummoned by writ the preceding 
day; from that time he was purſued with viru- 
lence by the leading party; and after being made 
ſecretary of ſtate, choſen high- ſteward of the 
univerſity of Oxford, and conſtituted the king's 
lieutenant-general, north of Trent, he was ex- 
cepted from pardon by the parliament, ſuffered 
much by the loſs of his eſtate, and retired beyond 
ſea, He was reſtored thereto after the reſtoration, 
and to his poſt of high-ſteward of the univerſity 
of Oxford; but having changed his religion 
abroad, he was incapacitated from bearing any 
other office. In 1661, he was choſen a knight 
of the Garter; but died March 20, 1676, aged 
ſixty-four.

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This gentleman was, by queen Ann, appointed 
governor of Fort St. George in the Eaſt-Indies, 
where he reſided many years, and where he pur- 
chaſed for 48,000 pagodas (20,400. ſterling) that 
extraordinary fine diamond weighing a hundred 
and twenty-ſeven carats, which he ſold to the king 
of France for 135,000]. ſterling, and which is to 
this day [tiled Pitt's diamond, 

In order to obviate any aſperſions which might 
be caſt upon his memory in regard to this pur- 
chaſe, as many attempts had already been made to 
depreciate his honour and integrity therein, the 
following ſolemn account of the whole tranſaction 
penned by himſelf is extant. 

„ Since my coming to this melancholy place of 
Bergen, I have been often thinking of the moſt 


unparalleled villainy of William Fraſer, Thomas 


Frederick, and Smapa, a black merchant, who 
brought a paper before governor Addiſon in coun- 
cil, inſinuating, that I had unfairly got poſſeſſion 
of a large diamond; which tended ſo much to 
the prejudice of my reputation and the ruin of 


my eſtate, that I thought neceſſary to keep by me 


the true relation how I purchaſed it in all reſpects, 
that ſo in caſe of ſudden mortality, my children 
and friends may be appriſed of the whole mat- 
ter, and ſo be enabled thereby to put to ſilence 
and confound thoſe, and all other villains, in 
their baſe attempts againſt either. I having 


not my books by me at preſent, I cannot be 


poſitive as to the time; but for the manner 
of purchaſing it, I do here declare and aſſert, 
under my hand, in the preſence of God Almighty, 


as I hope for ſalvation, through the merits and 


interceſſion of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, that this 
is the truth, and, if it be not, let God deny it to 
me and my children for ever; which I would be 
ſo far from ſaying, much leſs leave it under my 
hand, that I would not be guilty of the leaſt un- 
truth in the relation of it for the riches and honour 
of the whole world, 

* About two or three years after my arrival at 
Madrafs, which was in July 1698, I heard there 
were large diamonds in the country to be ſold, 
which I encouraged to be brought down, promiſing 
to be their chapman, if they would be reaſonable 


therein; 
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therein; upon which Jamchund, one of the moſt 
eminent diamond merchants in thoſe parts, came 
down about December, 1701, and brought with 
him a large rough ſtone, about three hundred 
and five Mangelms, and ſome ſmall: ones, which 
myſelf and others bought ; but he aſking a very 
extravagant price for the great one, I did not 
think 4 meddling with it; when he left it with 
me for ſome days, and then came and took it 
away again, and did ſo ſeveral times, not inſiſting 
upon leſs than 200,000 pagodas; and, as I beſt 
remember, I did not bid him above 30,000, and 
had little thoughts of bying it for that; I con- 
ſidered there were many and great riſques to be 
run, not only in cutting it, but alſo whether it 
would prove foul or clean, or the water good ; 
beſides, I thought it too great an amount to be 
adventured home on one bottom : but Jamchund 
reſolved to return ſpeedily to his own country ; ſo 
that, I beſt remember, it was in February fol- 
lowing he came again to me (with Vincatty Chittee, 
who was always with him when I diſcourſed him 
about it) and preſſed me to know whether I re- 


ſolved to buy it, when he came down to 100,000- 


pagodas, and ſomething under, before we parted, 
when we agreed upon a day to meet, and to make 
a final end thereof one way or other, which I be- 
lieve was the latter end of the aforeſaid month, 
or the beginning of March; when we accord- 
ingly met in the conſultation-room, where, after a 
great deal of talk, I brought him down to 55,000 
pagodas, and advanced to 45,000, reſolving to 
give no more, and he likewiſe reſolving not to 
abate, ſo delivered him up the ſtone, and we took 
a friendly leave of one another: Mr. Benyon was 
then writing in my cloſet, with whom I diſcourſed 
what had paſſed, and told him now I was clear of 
it; when about an hour after my ſervant brought 
me word that Jamchund and Vincatty Chittee were 
at the door, who being called in, they uſed a great 
many expreſſions in praiſe of the ſtone, and told 
me he had rather that I ſhould buy it than any- 
body, and, to give an inſtance thereof, offered it 
for 50,000; fo believing it muſt be a penny worth, 
if it proved good, I offered to part the 5000 
pagodas that were between us, which he would 


not hearken to, and was going out of the room | 


again; when he turned back and told me that 
1 ſhould have it for 49, ooo; but I ſtil] adhered 
to what I had before offered him, when pre- 
ſently he came to 48,000, and made a ſolemn 
vow he would not part with it a pagoda under 
when I went again into the cloſet to Mr. Benyon, 
and told him what had paſſed, ſaying, that if it 


was worth 47,500, it was worth 48,000* ; fo F 


cloſed with him for that ſum, when he delivered 
me the ſtone, for which I paid him very honour- 
ably, as by my books appear. And I here far- 
ther call God to witneſs, that I never uſed any 
threatening word at any of our. meetings to induce 
him to ſell it me; and God himſelf knows it was 
never ſo much as in my thoughts ſo to do: fince 
which I have had frequent and conſiderable deal- 


ings with this man, and truſted him with ſeveral 


ſums of money, and ballanced ſeveral accounts 


with him, and left upwards of 2000 pagodas in 
his hands at my coming away : ſo, had 1 uſed the 
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leaſt indirect means to have got it from him, 
would-not he have made himſelf ſatisfaction, when 
he had my money ſo often in his hands? Or would I 
have truſted him afterwards, as 1 did, preferable 
to all other diamond-merchants?” As this is the 
truth, ſo I hope for God's bleſſing upon this and 
all my other affairs in this world, and eternal 
happineſs hereafter.

In 1715 he was appointed a commiſſioner for 
building fifty new churches, and on July 6, 1716, 
conſtituted governor of Jamaica, whereupon his 
ſeat in parliament for Old Sarum (in com.

H E family of Ligonier, illuſtrious from 

their nobility, but more ſo from their virtue 
and bravery, have been, for many centuries, 
ſeated in the province of Languedoc, in the king- 
dom of France: but, profeſſing the reformed re- 
ligion, they were excluded from the call to, or 
exerciſe of thoſe public offices, which otherwiſe 
their rank intitled them to in the ſtate. 

Of this renowned family was the preſent earl 
Ligonier's father, the noble Met 

Joun Lewis pe LicoNnier, lord of Mon- 
ſeuquet, Viairou, Allot, &c. who departed this 
life in 1696, leaving iſſue, 

1. Abel de Ligonier, who is now living, - 1769, 
and enjoys the ſame lordſhips; 

2, John, now earl Ligonier, &c. 

3. Anthony Ligonier, who was major in Har- 
riſon's regiment, and, after bravely ſerving in ſe- 
veral compaigns, under the great duke of Marl- 
borough, died unmarried. 

4. Francis Ligonier, having paſſed through 
the ſeveral gradations of preferment in the army, 
in all which he behaved with that honour, courage, 
and magnanimity, which are ſo diſtinguiſhingly 
the characteriſtics of his family, was appointed 
colonel of the regiment of dragoons, the former 
commander of which, the brave colonel James 
Gardiner, fell at the battle of Preſton-pans, Sept. 
21, 1745. His promotion, ſays the editor of 
Collins's Peerage, was accompained with this re- 
markable declaration of his late moſt gracious 
majeſty, * I will give them a colonel that will 
make them fight.“ Colonel Ligonier, though he 
had been long in an ill ſtate of health, could not 
be perſuaded to deſert the ſervice of his ſovereign 
at ſuch a critical juncture, and was indefatigable 
in inſpiring new ſpirits into his regiment : and 
although he was become ſo extremely bad, as to 
be ſcarce able to ſit his horſe, no intreaties of his 
friends could prevent his performing further his 
duty, at the unfortunate battle at Falkirk, on 
January 17, 1746; but this was the laſt effort of his 
generous foul, for he died the next day at Edin- 
burgh, regretted by the whole army. He married 
Ann, daughter of Murray, and widow of 
colonel Freeman, of Ireland. By this lady, who 
died in 1747, he had iſſue a daughter, Frances, and 
a fon, Edward Ligonier, who 1s captain and colo- 


nel of a company in the firſt regiment of foot- 
guards, aid de camp to his majeſty, and groom 
of the bedchamber to his royal highneſs the duke 
of Glouceſter. On Auguſt 9, 1763, he was ap- 
pointed ſecretary to the extraordinary embaſly to 
the catholic king. He ſerved five campaigns, 
in the late war, under prince Ferdinand of Brunſ- 
wick; and, being aid de camp to his ſerene 
highneſs, was diſpatched by him to his majeſty, 
with the important advice of the defeat of the 
French army, at the memorable battle of Min- 
den, Auguſt 1, 1759. He married, in January, 
1766, Mary, daughter of the honourable George 
Pitt, of Stratfieldſea, in Hants, eſquire, am- 
baſſador at the court of Turin, and member for 
Dorſetſhire. | | 

(Firſt. and preſent Earl.) Joan LISONIER, of 
whom we are now to treat, being ſent to England, 
with his brothers, for education, and emulous of 
the glory of his noble anceſtors, went early into 
the ſervice of the Engliſh crown; and, at the age 
of fifteen, diſplayed ſuch innate bravery, as per- 
haps has ſeldom been heard of: for, at that time 
of life, being a volunteer, under the great duke of 
Marlborough, at the attack of the citadel of Liege, 
which was carried by ſtorm, on October 23, 1702, 
he, with another volunteer, the honourable Allen 
Wentworth (youngeſt brother of Thomas then lord 
Raby, afterwards earl of Strafford) were the two 
firſt who mounted the breach, and Mr. Went- 
worth was killed by his ſide. 

Notwithſtanding his lordſhip's youth, he was, 
in February, 1703, permitted to purchaſe the 
command of a company in lord North's regiment, 
with which he was preſent at. the glorious battles 
of Schellenberg and Blenheim (or Hockſtet) 
tought on July 13, and Augult 13, N. S. 1704 
in the latter of which engagement every captain 
in the regiment was flain except himſelf, and lord 
North loft his arm. 

At the ſiege of Menin, in Auguſt 1706, his 
lordſhip, being one of the captains of the Engliſh 
grenadiers, who bravely made themſelves maiters 
of the counterſcarp, after a gallant deſence by the 
beſieged, was raiſed to the rank of major, and 
appointed major of brigade. 

During the coutſe of that glorious war, his 
lordſhip was, moreover, preſent, and behaved 
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with his wonted intrepidity, in the battles of Ra- 
millies, Oudenarde, Wynendale, and Tenieres, 
or Malplaquet ; at the laſt of which, twenty-two 
ſhot went through his lordſhip's clothes, without 
wounding his perſon. He allo aſſiſted, either in 
Flanders or Spain, at 22 great ſiges, viz. thoſe of 
Tournay, Douay, Menin, Ghent, Aire, Liſle, 
St. Venant, &c. &c. &c. At the attack of Vigo, 
under lord Cobham, in the year 1719, his lord- 
ſhip was a colonel and adjutant-general. He took 
the city of Ponto Vedro, a large place; and, at 
the head of one hundred grenadiers, reduced Fort 
Marin, in which was a garriſon of 200 men, with 
20 pieces of cannon. ? 

In rhe war which was declared againſt Spain, 
October 19, 1739, and againſt the French king, 
on March 31, 1744, and which was terminated 
by the treaty of peace ſigned a Aix-la-Chapelle, 
October 7, 18, 1748, his lordſhip bore a very 
diſtinguiſhing ſhare. At the glorious battle 
of Dettingen, fought in June 1743, being then 
lieutenant-general, he was, with general Honey- 
wood, lieutenant-general Campbell, &c. placed 
at the head of the firſt line of the cavalry; 


and, after the retreat of the French, his lordſhip 


was ordered, with lieutenant-general Campbell, 
to paſs the moraſs, and march with the horſe 
ſtrait to Dettingen, which they effected, but found 
that village abandoned: after which they marched 
toWilſheim, which was alſo evacuated, though bar- 
ricadoed all round, and loop-holes made through 
all the walls and tops of the houſes. 

In this action, his lordſhip's regiment, (the 8th) 


of horſe, ſuffered much, and gained great repu- 
tation: and his lordſhip's brother, their lieute- 


nant-colonel, was wounded in the thigh. 

After the victory, his lordſhip (with other ge- 
nerals) had the honour of knighthood conferred 
upon them, by his majefty, under the royal 
ſtandard. 

At the battle of Fontenoy, May 11, N. S. 
1745, his lordſhip commanded the whole infantry, 
and the honour they acquired that day, was prin- 
cipally owing to his lordſhip's conduct and bravery. 

The famous attack of the French intrench- 
ments was commanded by his lordſhip in perſon, 
and every thing gave way to Britiſh intrepidity; 
the troops remaining maſters of the field of battle 
for upwards of two hours: and, could the brave 
and royal commander, the duke of Cumberland, 
have perſuaded the Dutch to imitate the example 
and bravery of Britiſh troops, the victory might 
have proved as great as that at Blenheim. © Nor 
did his lordſhip, though in ſo much imminent 
danger, think of a retreat, until he received a 
written order for that purpoſe from the duke; 
when, having prepared every thing in obedience 
thereto, his lordſhip, before he left the field, ſent 
a card to marſhal Saxe, laconically deſiring him 
to take a humane care of his dead and wounded, 
and promiſing to repay the obligation, with the

ſation for the difficulties and dangers he had un- 
dergone. In this dreadful attack, major-general 
Sinclair, the earl of Albemarle; Sir Charles 
Howard, general Ponſonby (who was unfortun- 
ately killed) brigadier Cholmondley, and other 
geheral officers, behaved with moſt extraordina 
gallantry. His lordſhip received three ſhots throu oh 
his clothes; but, from that providential protec- 
tion he had fo often experienced, he eſcaped with- 
out a wound, 


In the year 1746, his lordſhip commanded in 
chief the Britiſh forces, and all the troops in Bri- 
tiſh pay, in Flanders, where he arrived on July 
8, N. S. A council of war was immediately held 
in the camp of the allied army, at Terhyde, 
wherein it was reſolved to march towards the 
biſhoptic of Liege, to facilitate the junction with 
a great reinforcement, from Germany, under 
count Palfi, Accordingly they began their march 
on the 17th, and on the 23d were joined, at Peer, 
by that reinforcement. From Peer, the army 
8 to Haſſeldt, where it incamped on the 
26th. 

After various marches and countermarches, an 
action happened between the right wing of the 
French and the left of the allied army, at Rou- 
coux, near Liege ; in which, as on every other 
occaſion during the campaign, his lordſhip dif- 
played his judgment and intrepidity. He him- 
ſelf led the whole left wing; and, when ſome 
battalions gave way, after great loſs, and the 
moſt vigorous defence, his lordſhip rallied and 
brought them again to the charge : and, at the 
cloſe of the action, made a reatreat, that will ever 
do honour to his lordſhip's military ſkill ; a re- 
treat much admired and greatly praiſed by mar- 
ſhal Saxe, the enemy's general. His lordſhip 
himſelf gives the beſt idea of this action, in a let- 
ter dated at his camp at Leſſer, October 12, to 
the earl of Sandwich at Breda, which is as follows: 


* My Lord, 


For fear the relation which the French may 
publiſh of what paſſed yeſterday, ſhould make too 
great an impreſſion, 1 would not, though on a 
march, miſs the poſt, in communicating to your 
excellency, that maſhal Saxe, yeſterday, attacked 
our army on the ſide of the left wing, where the 
Dutch, after long reſiſtance, and after behaving 
extremely well, were obliged to yield to ſuperior 
numbers. Three vilages occupied by eight bat- 
talions, Engliſh, Hanoverians, and Heſlians, 
being attacked by 54 battalions of French, after re- 
pulſing them twice, were, 1n their turn, forced to 
give way ; but the Engliſh cavalry had, all along 
the advantage. I think, that, properly ſpeaking, 
this affair cannot be called a battle, for I doubt if 
the third part of our army was engaged. 'The 
cannonading was terrible for about two hours : 
I look upon our loſs to be between 4 and 5000,

He ſent, 
by lieutenant-colonel Forbes, the firſt advice to 
his royal highneſs the duke of Cumberland, of 
the enemy's ſeeming, by their motions, to have 
formed with a deſign of attacking our left wing, 
and that thereupon he had ordered all to arms : 
and, indeed, a more obſtinate engagement can 
ſcarce be paralleled. His lordſhip gave moſt con- 
vincing proofs of that great ſkill and judgment he 
poſſeſſed in military ſcience ; and his ſpirit was as 
well ſeconded by all the troops under his com- 
mand. The firſt charge with the whole wing of 
cavalry was very ſucceſsful, having the enemy 1n 
flank, in ſpite of their ſuperiority : but his lord- 
ſhip was, by an order, which was never cleared 
up, ſtopped in this ſucceſsful attempt. The ſe- 
cond charge was with only 10 or 12 ſquadrons, 
with which his lordſhip attacked the whole right 
wing of the enemy's cavalry, then in motion to 
fall upon our retiring infantry. This ſudden and 
unexpected attack, in which 20 or 25 of the French 
ſquadrons were immediately overthrown, ſo diſ- 
concerted the French, that they left off the pur- 
ſuit of the foot, and thought only of their own 
ſafety. As it is impoſſible in ſo briſk a charge, 
that troops ſhould keep their order, they were at 
laſt overcome with numbers : and his lordſhip, 
endeavouring to join a ſquadron of the Inniſkilling 
dragoons, which were then in order, fell into a 
ſquadron of French carabineers, and was made 
priſoner. The chevalier de Lage, who comman- 
ded the ſquadron, accepted his parole, and neither 
took his piſtols or ſword : and gave two of his 
men to conduct him to the prince Clermont, who 
carried him to marſhal Saxe ; and that illuſtrious 
general introduced his lordſhip to the king, ſay- 
ing, Sir, I preſent to your majeſty a man, who, 
by a glorious action, has diſconcerted all my pro- 
Jet.* The French monarch received his lordſhip 


with great marks of diſtinction; and beſtowed , 


many-commendations on his behaviour that day; 
his majeſty having ſeen the whole affair from the 
hill of Herderen, about 300 paces from the place 
of action. Propoſals of peace were made through 
his lordſhip, but they were not accepted. 

In this engagement, which was by his royal 
highneſs's approbation, and which ſome people 
were pleaſed to call raſh, was wounded and taken 
count Iſenbourg, general, commanding the Heſ- 
ſians. General Hardenbourg of the Hanoverians 
was killed; captain Henry Campbell, ſecond ſon 
to John duke of Argyle, and aid de camp to his 
lordſhip, was killed, and captain Keppel, another 
of his lordſhip's aid de camps, was much wound- 
ed, and taken. General Bland was wounded, and 
lord Robert Sutton and colonel Conway were

juſtly, in great meaſure, be attributed to his lord- 


ſhip's wiſe plans; his co-operation with the great 


men then at the head of affairs; and his juſt 


regard to real merit in all his recommendations 
and appointments. 

It is but juſtice to ſuch ſuperior virtue, to ob- 
ſerve, at the cloſe of this brief recapitulation of 
his lordſhip's great and intereſting tranſactions, 
during a long life of uſefulneſs and benevolence 
to mankind in general, and to this country in par- 
ticular; that as his lordſhip's uncommon talents 
and bravery have equally entitled him to the favour 
of his ſovereigns, and the love of the public; fo 
by a moſt rare felicity, amidſt all the rage of ſuc- 
ceſſive contending parties, through every change 
of meaſures and adminiſtration, his character was 
never once mentioned with diſreſpect, nor one of 
his actions arraigned.

Hs noble family, derived from a ſeries 
of illuſtrious anceſtors, was poſſeſſed of 

Lochow, in Argyleſhire, according to the tra- 
ditional accounts of the bards and ſanachies, as 
early as the time of king Fergus II. who reſtored 
the monarchy of Scotland, A. D. 404. The firſt 
appellation they uſed was O- Dwbin, aſſumed from 
Diarmed O-Dwbin, one of their anceſtors, a brave 
and warlike man, and in the Iriſh language his 
deſcendants are called to this time, Scol Diarmed, 
that is, the poſterity and offspring of Diarmed. 
From this Diarmed O-Dwbin the bards have re- 
corded a long ſeries of the barons of Lochow, 
whoſe actions they tell us were very renowned 
both for conduct and valour, 
Paul O-Dwsin, Lord of Lochow, called 
Paul in Spuran, ſo denominated from his being the 
king's treaſurer, having no male iſſue, his eſtate 
went to his daughter Eva, who married 

GiLEsPECK O-Dwzix, a relation of her own, 
who changed the name firſt from O Dwbin to 
Cambel, to preſerve and perpetuate the memory 
of a noble and heroic piece of ſervice performed 
by him to the crown of France, in the reign of 
king Malcolm Canmore.

He 
was alſo one of the great men who were ſum- 
moned to Berwick on the part of Robert de 
Bruce, in the competition with John de Ba- 
liol for the crown, on the demiſe of queen Mar- 
garet. 
The particular hiſtory of the family of Argyle 
repreſents this Sir Colin Moor to have been a 
very renowned and warlike chieftain, and that 
he was Main in a conflict with a great neighbour 
of his own, the lord of Lorn, 1294 : his death 


occaſioned great bloodſhed in thoſe parts, and 
kindled ſuch a flame betwixt the two families of 
Lochow and Lorn, as was not extinguiſhed for

SIR NEIL CampesEL, his eldeſt ſon, was ho- 
noured with knighthood by king Alexander III. 
at the end of his reign z but his atchievements 
are not particularized till the year 1292. On the 
demiſe of queen Margaret, he was one of the 
great men of Scotland, ſummoned to Berwick 
on the part of Robert de Bruce, when he and 
all the other competitors for the crown had re- 
ferred the deciſion of their reſpective claims to 
Edward I. of England; and when that prince 
declared in favour of John de Baliol, Sir Neil 
Campbel did ſo far acquieſce in the deciſion, as to 
continue faithful to king John, till that unhappy 
prince unkinged himſelf by an inglorious ſurren- 
der of the independency of the crown to the 
king of England, whom he acknowledged ſu- 
perior and direct lord of Scotland. 

But no ſooner did king Robert Bruce aſſert his 
title to the crown, and form a rational project of 
recovering his own right, and of redeeming his 
country from its ſubjection to a foreign power, 
then Sir Neil Campbel was among the earlieſt 
patriots who firſt reſorted to him, owned his title, 
and gave ſo many proofs of his zeal and merit, 
for the liberty and —— of his country, and of 
his loyalty to that heroic prince, that he was 
thought moſt worthy, and pitched on to com- 
mand a party of loyaliſts ſent to Argyleſhire, to 
curb and over-awe the lord of Lorn, who was 
a declared enemy to his country, and of conſe- 
quence to the Brucian title : and he performed 
that ſervice committed to him with honour and 
ſucceſs, inſomuch that in a ſhort time he reco- 
vered the countries of Argyle»arid Lorn, and 
brought them to ſubmit to king Robert, not- 
withſtanding the joint efforts of the lord Lorn, 
and his numerous accomplices on the contrary.

His commiſſion from 
James, king of Scotland (wherein he had the title 
of maſter of his houſhold) bears date at Down in 
Menteith, November 28, 1465 ; which impowers 
him to treat with the ambaſſadors of the king of 
England at Newcaſtle, on December next, ahout 
an alliance, as alſo about a truce or ceſſation of 
arms. In the year 1482, the realm of Scotland 
being invaded by the duke of Glouceſter, at the 
interceſſion of the duke of Albany, who was 
baniſhed the kingdom, he was one of the lords, 
who, in order to prevent the deſolation of the realm, 
ſigned a pardon to the ſaid duke, whereby he and 
his followers regained the poſſeſſion of their eſtates. 
And to- ſatisfy the king of England, who had been 
deceived in a promiſe of marriage between his 
daughter and their king's eldeſt ſon, it was agreed 
on by an obligatory inſtrument, made by the pro- 
voſt and burgeſſes of Edinburgh, that either the 
ſaid marriage ſhould be compleated, or a ſum of 
money be paid to him; at the ſigning of which, 
he was one of the lords preſent.  ' 

He was in no lefs favour with king James IV, 
after his acceſſion to the throne (though without 
having any particular hand in the contrivances 
and barbarous actions which were exerciſed in or- 
der thereto) who conſtituted him again chancellor, 
in 1488, And he enjoyed that office 'till his

by the eſtates of Scotland, ſent ambaſſador to the 
queen, then in France, a. b. 1558, to ſupplicate 
her majeſty in favour of the reformation : but that 
taking no effect, and the French having got foot- 
ing in Scotland, he, with the duke of Chattel- 
Herauld, and the earl of Atran, his ſon, ſued to 
queen Elizabeth for aid to expel them, by which 
he was inſtrumental in obliging them to quit the 
kingdom; and, together with the earls of Glen- 
cairn, Morton, and others, entered into an aſſo- 
ciation, wherein they bound themſelves to aſſiſt 
one another in advancing the cauſe of religion, 
which at laſt they got happily eſtabliſhed by act 
df parliament, A. D. 1560. The ſame year he was 
one of the ſeven peers authorized by queen Mary, 
on her reſignation of the crown, to be regent of 
the kingdom, if the earl of Murray ſhould refuſe 
to be regent alone. 

On the breaking our of the civil war, in the 
reign of queen Mary, he eſpouſed her inteteſt, and 
was general of her forces at the battle of Langſide, 
againſt the earl of Murray, then regent : after 
which he ſubmitted to the authority of her ſon, 
king James, and came to be ſo conſiderable, that 
on the death of the regent, Matthew, earl of 
Lenox, in 1571, he ſtood a candidate to ſucceed 
him ; but the earl of Marr being preferred to the 
regency, he was conſtituted lord high chancellor; 
which office he enjoyed with univerſal reputation 
for the ſpace of three years, even to his death, 
which happened in September, 1375.

ARCHIBALD, eighth earl of Argyle, his ſon and 
heir by his firſt wife, was.a man of great learning, 
ſingular judgment, and other endowments, which 
recommended him ſo much to the favour of king 
Charles I. that he conſtituted him one of the lords 
of his privy: council. In 1628, he reſigned into 
his majeſty's hands the juſticiariſhip of all Scotland 
(which had been in his family for diverſe ages) re- 
ſerving to himſelf and his heirs the juſticiariſhip of 
Argyle and the weſtern ifles, and wherever elſe he 
had lands in Scotland; which was ratified by act 
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of parliament in 1633, when his majefty was pre- 
3 perſon. "Net long after which, in reſpect 
of his own merit, as well as the remarkable fidelity 
and loyalty of his family in former times to the 
crown, his majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to create 
him marquis of Argyle, by letters patent, bearing 
date November 15, 1614. 

During the civil wars in that reign, he joined 
with the parliament of Scotland, and ſhewed him- 
ſelf a zealous aſſerter of the preſbyterian church- 
government, which was then eſtabliſhed : and 
after the death of the king, he contributed much 
to the dutiful reception of king Charles II. into 
Scotland, a. D. 165c, and at the ſolemnity of his 
coronation, January 1, 1631, put the crown on 
his head: but on the Reſtoration in 1660, he was 
accuſed of high-treaſon, for correſponding and 
complying with Oliver Cromwel (the too com- 
mon fault of the times) and being found guilty by 
the parliament, was beheaded at Edinburgh, 
May 27, 1661. Immediately before his execu- 
tion, he ſolemnly declared, * That from his birth 
to that moment, he was free of any acceſſion to

I have conſidered the teſt, and am deſirous 
to give obedience, as far as I can: I am confident 
the parliament never intended to impoſe contra- 
dictory oaths ; and therefore I think no man can 
explain it, but for himſelf, and reconcile it, as it 
is genuine, and agrees in its own ſenſe; and I 
take it ſo far as it is conſiſtent with itſelf, and the 
proteſtant religion: and I do declare, I mean not 
to bind up myſelf, in my ſtation, but in a lawful 
way, to endeavour any thing I think for the ad- 
vantage of the church or ſtate, not repugnant to 
the proteſtant religion, and my loyalty : and this 
I underſtand as part of my oath.” _ | 

For which, by the iaſinuating perſuaſions of 
ſome who bore him no good-will, the king was ſo 
far incenſed againſt him, that he was ſeat priſoner 
to the caſtle of Edinburgh, and on his trial, De- 
cember 19, 1681, was found guilty of high-trea- 
ſon, But he made his eſcape out of the callle very 
dexterouſly, in the dreſs of a lady's page, and got 
overto Holland, whence with a few men he invaded 
Scotland, in 1685, a little before the duke of 
Monmouth landed in England. But never having 
got together above 2000 men, was ſoon after totally 
routed near 1 and taken priſoner.
